From  this  arrangement  nf  thi'  ct'lis  iif  the  I'pidfrmifi 
it  will  bo  s(*n  tluit  iiiitrifnt  fluids  fjiii  readily  work 
upward  fnini  hficiw  Ijv  nicim.s  nt'  tliL-  little  Hianncis  formed 
by  the  iiilerhii-inji  of  tlie  tihrnieiits  riiiiniiig  betwceu 
t\u:  cells. 

The  epiilerinis  ha-s  iii>  hliHHivtwsel>.  It  rcecives  its 
nutrition  entirely  fntm  thL-iiiriiiio,  Thuug-h  tlierearcno 
true  lymphatics  in  ihe  epiilermlw,  there  are  almudant 
lymph  Hpaees  bi'tweeri  tlio  ei'lls  that  taki>  their  place. 
Xervi-a  of  tlie  nou-nieduUated  variety  have  Ijeen  traeod 
between  tin-  cells  of  the  epiderriii.s,  and  have  lurn  di.- 
soribed  by  some  histolnjfista  up;  eiilfriujr  into  the  eells  to 
end  at  llie  nneh-u^,  llioujih  not  to  enter  it.  Tlie  liiial 
diHtribntion  of  the  nerves  in  the  epidermis  is  not  yet 
fully  deti-rmined. 

OViKirM.  Theeijrium  is«>mp<wed  t)f  white  tilircus  and 
yellow  cionncetive  tissue,  dispos(s.l  in  liori/untal  binidles 
alx'Ve  and  in  oblicpie  bniKlles  hclow.  It  is  a  very  dense 
and  tonjiii  tissue,  and  is  pierced  in  idl  direcliims  to  allow 
of  tJie  pa-'tsap.'  of  lil  nod  vessels,  lympliiities,  sweat  dnets, 
and  nerves,  ami  alionls  bnltri'nient  for  the  hair  liillivles 
and  sebaceous  ■rlands.  It  contains  a  (Tinsiilcralilc  amount 
of  cliistic  fillers.  The  upper  p;irt  has  been  naninl  the 
para  pajtifiarh,  and  the  lower  i)art  the  jjcm  irl'ru/firts 
oorii.  From  its  npiKT  ]iart  it  si'nds  nfi'  a  vast  nnnd>er  of 
pTOiections  Cidled  pupilAt.  Tliese  varj'  ru  l<'iijrth.  iH'injr 
lonjiest  and  most  niarlieil  on  the  i'uds  of  llie  fin;rers  and 
t<iQs,  Tile  c]iideruiis  (lillows  tliesi'  projections  and  dips 
down  betwtvn  them.  They  are  rejidily  seen  iis  parallel 
markings  on  tlie  enda  of  the  fingeri*.  Over  most  of  tlic 
bwly  snr(ii<-e  the  papilhe  are  but  slifjhtly  raised,  and 
merely  {rive  a  wavy  appeiiranee  to  the  upjMT  etlpe  of  tlie 
ooriuni  when  viewed  under  tlie  miemscope.  As  tin-  lower

|H'niliciilarly  thron[rli  liie  eorinm  lo  forni  a  n'cond  hori- 
z*intul  plexus  just  helnw  the  pa]>illu.'.  From  the  Inwer 
[ilexiif  Hinall  Iminehe.s  (la-**  tn  the  fat  cells,  cweat  glands, 
ami,  acoordin;;  to  Unna,  the  hair  papilhi'.  From  the 
upper  ph'XiiH  hranclies  aif  ffivcn  off  which  enter  tiu' 
pnpilluJiif  the  skin.

Lv>ii'HATlis.      Lymph  vt'ssels  are  large  iu  the  suheu- 
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faiiicoiis  tissue,  smaller  in  tlic  n|>i>cr  jiart  of  the  coriuni, 
uiiii  form  pluxusus.  "  Juicc-s[>ii«!s,"  fiileJ  witli  lymph, 
are  tiiiind  Hbiinduiitly  in  the  ejtidernii^  and  {tapillie,  ul)out 
the  glands  nf  the  r=kiii,  tuxl  an>uud  the  niuHcles  of  the 
Hkiu  and  the  (4>iineL'tive-t issue  bundles  and  fat-lobules. 

Nervek.  The  skin  is  provided  with  Ixtth  nie<ltillate<l 
and  non-medul luted  nerve-libers  and  motor  and  vasomotor 
nerves.  We  iiave  leame<i  already  that  non-medullute<l 
nerve-filiers  have  l>een  traced  Iwtwcen  the  celts  of  the 
epidermis,  some  terminating  at,  if  not  in,  the  nuclei  of 
tlie  i>rickle  cells.  It  may  Iw  roughly  stated  that  the 
nerves  follow  pretty  much  the  same  arrangement  as  the 
bloodvessels,  forming  a  H>rt  of  plexus  beneath  the  jtapillffi 
and  then  giving  <itf  branches  to  the  vessels,  to  the  tactile 
corpuscles,  to  the  papilla;,  the  hair  follicles,  the  sebaceous 
and  the  swoit  glands,  and  the  epidermis. 

The  tactile  cor/tuscki  (eorpuseles  <)f  Meissncr)  are 
located  in  the  papillaa.  They  are  <)val  oi-  rounded  Ixxlies, 
and  their  h>ng  axis  runs  longitudinally.  Xut  more  tlian 
one  papilla  in  four  is  supplied  with  t)ne  <)f  these  corpus- 
cles, even  where  th<'y  are  most  abundant — on  the  end  of 
the  index  finger.  They  are  com|)osed,  aeconling  to  Uuna, 
of  large,  flat  connective-tissue  cells,  which  ar<'  placed  one 
alxtve  the  other  like  money-rolls,  and  take  U]>  l)etween 
them  the  terminal  branches  of  the  medullateil  ner\"es, 
which  on  entering  the  l)iMlies  lose  their  nie<lnllaaiid  finally 
end  between  the  cells.  The  trausverscly  strijH'd  ajiprar- 
ancc  presented  by  the  corpuscles  is  due  to  the  swollen 
lateral  e<lges  of  the  cells  and  the  band-like  nerve-fibers 
that  here  and  there  a))|>ear  u|>on  the  surface. 

The  crt/'yxwc/fw  of  Krmute  are  hn-ated  in  tlu^  sensorv 
nuuiais  membranes.  They  are  ninnded  in  shajte  and 
bear  a  close  resemblance  to  the  Pacinian  ci>r]»uscles  in 
struetnre. 

The  J 'linn  ian  mrp'iMcli'i  art'.  loi-.Ued  in  the  sulicntancous 
tissues,  and  also  iu  e<)nne<'tion  with  the  sensitive  n<Tves, 
They  an-  oval  in  Ibnn,  visil>le  ti)  the  nakiil  eye,  and  oin- 
sist  iu  a  oolossal  swelling-out  of  the  slit"jtli  of  ISehwaun,

The  Imir  fnUiiile  is  locatcfl,  ilir  tlie  most  part,  in  the 
eoriitni,  but  in  some  very  sti-ong  hairs  it  reaehes  down 
into  the  snlx'n  tan  eons  tissue.  It  is  always,  excepting  at 
the  dorsid  eilge  of  tlie  evolids,  plaeetl  at  an  angle  to  the 
skin,  and  is  a  pennanent  stnictnre  that  is  not  reninvi'd 
when  ihe  hair  is  phn'ked.  It  is  eonijHisi'd  of  three  layers, 
whieh  are  deriveil  frimi  the  eonuni  as  il  dips  down  tn 
fonn  the  iolUele,  Between  tlie  (blliele  and  the  hair  is  the 
riMit  nhiulh,  whieh  is  derive<l  from  the  epidennis.  Jl  Is 
ejimpfiseil  of  two  layers,  whieli  are  railed  the  external 
and  the  internal  mot  sheaths.  The  whole  arrangc^nicnl 
of  ihe  hair  and  it.-  sheatli  may  be  gr-.iphieully  eoiieeived 
by  regarding  tlie  hair  as  a  blunt  needle  pressed  against 
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tin-  ^-kiii,  TlnMici'ilIf  Would  iiimi  tlic  lmir,llio  I'piik-nii is

N-vrii*.  The  nails,  like  tin-  hair,  are  epiderniie  stnict- 
iiiv-i.  They  aix'  platwl  ou  the  {'xteiiHjr  surfaees  of  the 
li-rfiiin:il  jihalaiifjes  of  the  fin(;era  aud  loes.  Their  jirox- 
imal  etui  is  calleil  Ihe  root,  under  wliidi  is  the  wiilrtx, 
friini  which  thcv  f;rnw.  On  the  wav  to  their  distal  end 
they  pass  over  the  ntiii  bi-<l,  TIuh  ih  sejjar.ited  fruni  the 
uiiilrix  liv  It  mcire  or  less  convex  aud  a]i[>arent  line  called 
the  (uvula.  At  their  jiosferior  and  latend  margins  they 
are  ioi bedded  inafotd  of  skiu  tliat  is  called  the  uinl/uiil. 
At  iheirdislal  cxlretiiity  ihey  aref-ejiarad'd  from  the  eud 
I'f  the  tiufrerortiM',  Theyai-e  iormed  liy  the  matrix,  hut 
ill  ]Kis.-injr  over  the  bed  tliey  nirive  a  eertuiii  amount  of 
iiiiurishiiient  from  it,  aud  their  celln  lie<^jme  rapidly  eorni- 
finl.  They  are  r^iifihtly  enrvi'd  from  side  to  side,  iK'ing 
convex  alHive  and  concave  ImjIow,  and  are  inarkeil  with 
tine  lines.  Tln'  Hesh  beneath  the  nail  is  the  inline  as  the 
jikiu  in  jieiieral,  lhoU)^h  without  snlM-ut;uieou.i  tissue.  The 
nail  takei^  the  place  of  the  enrneons  and  granular  layers 
uf  the  «kin.  It  Iuik  l)een  esfiniatcd  that  it  takes  from  one 
hnndriH)  and  eight  tooni'  hundred  and  si\tv-one  days  fiir  a 
(inip-r  nail  logrt>w  from  the  lunula  to  the  free  edj^e,  the  rate 
of  j.'n>Hili  being nuirc  rapid  in  mniiner  than  in  winter.  It 
ha"  Ih'PU  uutwl  that  inaeaM>iif  fracture  ol'a  limb  the  nails 
of  the  lintel-  or  toc«  may  ivsirn-  growing  until  the  Ix^ne  is 
Well  kliil. 


26  GENERAL  COXSIDERATIONS. 

Sebaceous  Glaxd-s.  (Fig.  1 .)  Tliese  glamU  are  of 
the  raijeniDse  variuty,  and  are  closely  relaUii  to  the  Iiairs, 
from  two  to  six  bi-iiig  attached  to  each  liair,  emptying  by 
their  ducts  into  the  ii]>[>er  third  of  tlie  follicle.  Kueh 
gland  is  comjwi^ed  of  a  number  of  acini  that  empty  by  a 
commoQ  duct.  They  are  composcil  of  a  delicate,  struct- 
ureless capsule,  the  nietnbrana  propria,  which  coutiuucs 
along  tlie  duct  to  merge  iuto  the  hair  follicles.  This  is 
lintslwith  large,  although  short,  cubical  or  cyliudrieal 
epithelial  cells  arranged  in  one  or  two  mws.  These  are 
continuous  through  the  dui't  with  the  cylindrical  cells  of 
tlie  outer  root  sliejitli  of  the  liair  an<l  of  the  skin.  The 
interior  of  the  glands  is  fillwl  with  fatty  sccn'tion. 
Around  the  glands  passes  the  external  layer  of  the  hair 
follicle.  These  glands  occur  also  on  the  vermilion  iKirder 
of  the  lips,  the  labia  minora,  and  the  glans  [>ents  an<l  pre- 
pu<re,  tlioiigh  in  these  locations  there  are  no  hairs. 

The  function  of  the  scIkiccous  f;Iands  is  to  oil  tlic  hair 
and  skin,  thus  rendering;;  tlioni  Koft  and  supple,  and  giving 
luster  to  the  hair.  This  oily  secrcliun.or  sebum,  is  p^l^- 
duced  by  the  cells,  whi<^h,  as  they  reach  the  ociitml  jKirt 
of  the  acini,  undergo  fiitty  degenenition.  It  is  (y)nii>osed 
of  fats,  fatty  acids,  cholesterin  crystals,  dtbris  of  ct'lls,  and 
water.  It  is  forced  out  of  the  glands  liy  the  I'onstiuit 
production  of  new  sebum.  The  glands  an^  largest  in  the 
nose,  cheeks,  scrotiuii,  mons  veneris,  labia,  and  alxxit  the 
anus.  There  are  no  r«l)aceous  glands  in  the  p;dms  and 
soles. 

Sweat  Glands.  (Fig.  1 .)  The  swesit glands  an-  simple 
coil  glands  that  are  located  in  the  lower  [Mii-t  of  the  t^irium 
and  in  the  subcutaneous  tissue.  Their  ducts  ascend 
through  the  eoriuni  in  a  straight  or  wavy  line  to  the  inter- 
papillary  spaces,  where  they  enter  the  cpi<lermis.  The 
cells  lining  the  «iil  are  simple  cul>ical  epithelial  (mIIs. 
These  are  seated  u|M>n  muscular  fibers;  and  a  eomiective 
ti&sue,  the  niembrana  propria,  <'omes  outside  of  all.  An 
abundant  network  of  blood vcss<-Is  sunoiinds  each  gland 
and  sends  oil"  bratK^hes  to  its  interior.     The  glands  are 
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nlw  rirlilv  ^nppliiil  willi  nerves.  TUr  iliii-t  is  niinlc  ii|i 
nt*  |i:iVL'iii<.'»tM.'|Htli<'liiiiii  iijMin  tlif  tjtomlinm:)  jiivijiri;!.

e|iii|i-rii]ii(,  so  that  the  seerctiod  thtit  apiKjarsal  thesw»«it 
jmri-s  is  iii.t  tile  Kime  tis  that  \diieli  le:iv(.H  ^\K  mils.  He 
fiirlher  leai-heH  that  tlie  iiftiiv  nf  tlie  eiiil  ghindK  is  not  to 
liTiHhiee  sweat,  hill  tu  nil  the  skin.  This  thciny  still 
needs  conlirniiitioii  before  it  eiiti  be  (lecepted  ad  |iroYeri. 
His  aryitnieiiLs  liave  eon.-iiilenihle  weijjlit,  but  spaee  will 
nd  alhw  of  their  stnteiiifiit  here.  It  has  Iniifr  iM-eii 
known  that  there  was  mertain  aiiioimt  of  oil  in  the  sweat. 
Sweat  ghindii  are  most  niimeroiiM  in  the  pabils  and  mles. 
Their  diameter  is  from  0,;!  t«i  0.4  mm.  The  largfst  arc 
in  the  axilla-,  where  tliey  luivi-  a  diameter  of  '1  to  7  mm. 
and  arc  very  iiiiiihtoiis.  In  lln-  e.xtemal  meatus  of  the 
itir  they  secrete  the  so-called  ear  wax. 

Mii»C'i.Eij.  The  skin  is  pntvidwl  with  muscles,  Ixith  of 
rhe  stnaliil  and  nnstriated  viirlcty.  The  striatcfl  miiwles 
arc  foiiiMl  ill  the  fnce  and  uecl;.  The  inajorily  of  the 
iiiNM'les  of  the  !-kin  are  involmilaiT  mliscles.  In  the 
scrotum  they  run  parallel  with  the  rapliS,  On  the  penis 
and  nlnitit  thfi  nipph^  their  dirtvtion  is  cireular.  The 
iirrfti'irm pilniiim  muscles  are  fiiund  all  over  the  Iwidv, 
rnmutij;  in  u  liiiire  or  less  obliipic  direction  from  (he 
iHilioni  of  Hi-veral  )Ki]>ilhe  down  and  arniind  a  sebaceous 
Inland  to  Ih'  iittaehed  to  the  liottom  of  a  iiair  follicle,  Hy 
nintrarting  they  raise  the  hail's  to  a  jwritendicular  position 
and  aid  in  jiressiuy  out  ihe  uontents  of  the  sebncenus 
glands.

Tlic  end  orj.'iins  of  toiit^li  and  temperature  wnsation 
atf  lortited  in  Uie  i-kiii,  liiit  tlie  tifjicacy  of  tiiese  senwntiwm 
viirieH  nuirkeilly  in  liitteront  rcgiuns.  I^.iss  of  ^ell^atillu 
leads  fn^piently  to  the  formation  of  trail  matip  lesions  iu 
till.'  anentlietif  ar«i.  Tjittle  is  known  almnt  tlieexistcnee 
of  triipliio  nervL's,  allhon;j]i  tlie  niitritimi  oi'  [R'riphenil 
parts  seem  tn  lie  iiiflnenccil  iiy  tlie  centnil  nervous 
system. 

The  skin  plays  a  very  imptirtiiiit  part  iu  the  regu- 
lation of  tlie  amount  of  lieat  lor-t  liy  llii'  liody  throngh 
evajKinitioii,  riuliation  iiiid  ciiiKliK'tiou.  In  man  77  lo 
S.j  jx'r  cent,  of  tlie  total  licat  loss  of  l!ic  Imdy  is  tliroiigli 
tlu-  skin.  The  ii'gnlutioii  is  effected  llirontjli  tlie  IiKhmI 
supply  and  the  sweat  secretion.  Tlie  efficiency  witli 
wliii'li  flic  mecliunisni  serves  its  pnP|ioH'  Is  evidenced  liy 
ihc  fact  that  in  a  dry  atmosphere  a  tcuipi'iiitnre  of  over 
SoO"  F.  will  not  jumiIik'c  any  elianjre  in  llie  l>i>dv  teni- 
[leratnre  as  long  as  the  sweat  secretion  ivniains  active. 
When  tlie  Imdy  .siirfaif  la  exjuisiHl  to  eold,  the  sweat 
sccreliiiii  is  niliieiil  to  a  miuiiniini  and  the  skin  lilaiiehiil 
hy  the  coutiiieticin  of  ilic  cutaneons  vessels,  under  ihc 
control  of  the  va.somiiinr  eentre.  The  eiuplvinj;  of  the 
vessels  is  assisted  liy  the  contnietion  of  the  invohmtury 
muscles  iif  the  skin,  which  increa,s<'  tin'  tension  and  the 
pressure  around  the  vessels,  and  prmlncc  the  <'ondition 
known  as  giwiw-Hesh  (cutis  aiiwriniij. 

The  sweat  is  (IU  jier  eeiit.  \vater,  and  viiries  in  atuuuut 
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fnitn  tiOO  to  ISOO  cc.  a  iky,  but  may  riee  uudcr  Htimti- 
liilrnii  a»  by  lieiit  or  fxer^jise,  even  to  400  lc.  an  liuiir. 
IJcsiilcs  its  lieiit  ri'jriilatiiig  ftiiu'tiou  it  serves  alwi  Ui 
reiuiiVL' .'01:111  qiiiiiitities  iit'exeretivi's  fnini  thy  Ixxly,  !iml 
to  litt-p  pliable  uiul  moi-Htt'ii  thu  epidermis.  Tlie  scbtim, 
lnwiiies  lubricsitiii^  the  iskin,  prcvt'iits  the  abwiqition  of 
!i(|iii>niK  siiliitions  f'roTii  witltoiit,  :iiid  the  evaiMtration  of 
Auidu  trtim  within. 

BlAnNosis. 

The  Li>iioN*8  op  thk  Skix.  AVe  .■^poak  of  pnvutry 
and  Hfroiuttirti  I'-Kinnx  of  ilic  skin.  IJy  the  first  of  these 
tt-rms  we  ineim  tlic  fi)rin  assiirued  l>y  the  eJHoreseeiice  at 
it«  tirfit  appearnLcc'.  By  tlie  rtectnnl  of  these  tenns  we 
meiiii  the  sidLsctjuoiit  chriiitfcs  tlic  primary  lesion  nnder- 
jHM'^  ofilMelf.  or  as  tlie  result  of  extraneiniis  r.iUMes  iietiii^ 
iilxiTi  it.  In  nmniii^  its  coiir-e,  wliether  iufliu'iicp*!  by 
insitmeiit  oruol,  idniosl  every  disease  of  the  skiu  exhibits 
morv  thiiii  inw  lesiou,  and  we  uin  only  speak  of  it  us  a 
tn:ieidar,  papnlar,  or  other  disease  from  its  most  prumi- 
rir-iit  and  eliaraeteri.stie  lesiiiii. 

Till-  jirimary  lesions  of  the  fikin  an.'  the  inaeide,  the 
papule,  ihe  tulx'rele,  the  vi'Miele,  the  piii-liile,  the  bnllii, 
the  wheal,  and  the  tnnior.  The  secondary-  lesions  of  ihu 
skin  are  liie  enist,  ihe  serile,  the  exeoriatioii,  the  fissiiiv, 
the  uleiT,  and  the  eicjitn.'i.  Thi-sc  may  lie  ^raphie^illy 
reprewenti'd,  lblliiwin(;  Pitlard.' 

PniMABY  Lhwinxs,  A  uuifiiic  is  a  sjii>t  or  stain  of  the 
skin  which  ix  not  raised  alMive  itn  snrfaee.  It  may  lie  of 
nnvrtiwr  fnnn  that  of  a  pin-point  to  that  of  the  j>ah[i  of  the 
hand,  or  larjrer.  t..ar<re-si)!ed  and  (hlVii-eii,  non-elevatinl 
liwons  ai-e  usually  qHiken  of  as  patehes.  A  inaenle  ifi 
usually  rounil,  but  may  Ik-  of  any  shiiis'.  It  may  l(e  white, 
re<l,  hrowii,  blaek,  lihre,  jiink,  nr  yellow,  aeeordinff  to  ito 
eansi-.  It  inay  be  due  to  hyperiejiiia,  a.-  in  ciythenia  shn- 
plex;  tt)  a  ehauije  in  the  pitrtuentiitiou  of  the  skiu,  as  in 
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leotigo  bdJ  chloasma,  where  there  is  increase  of  pigmcu- 
tatioii,  or  in  vitiligo,  where  there  is  decrease  of  pigmviitu- 
tion ;  \a  a  hemorrhage  into  the  Hkin,  as  in  purpura ;  to  a 
development  of  hlondvesNcIs  in  tlie  skin,  as  in  ntevuN 
vaRcularis  and  telangiectasis ;  to  a  ptimsitic  growth  in  the 
skin,  as  in  chromophy tosis ;  to  a  change  in  tiic  consi;^ 
tency  of  the  skin,  as  in  morphoea  aud  xanthoma;  or  to 
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the  intriHUidion  of  foreign  niattor  as  in  jiowdcr  .stains  or 
tatoo  marks. 

The  macule  may  ]x'  cvani'sccnt  or  jwrnidiifiit ;  may 
remain  an  a  macule  dnriiig  its  cxistencf,  or  may  fiivc 
place  to  a  |W]»ulc,  vesicle,  or  pustule.  It  is  the  simplest 
of  all  tlie  lesions  of  the  skin,  and  is  met  with  as  n 
primary  lesion  in  many  of  its  diseases.

TiilKTeles  may  l>e  ahwirlwd  and  diwapi>i'ar  and  leave  do 
trace;  or  they  may  brealt  down  and  njeeratc  and  Iwivc 
scars,  as  in  siypliilis ;  or  tlicy  may  remain  uneliauged  for 
an  indcliiiile  periml,  lus  in  molluseurn. 

Tlic  prini'ipal  lulH'ivuhir<ii.seafesare  :  earbniu-h-, epithe- 
lioma, keloid,  lupus  vulijanM,  niolhiJicimi,  rliinomderoma, 
and  xanthoma.  'rui>erch'rt  I'nrm  a  very  pmniiiieutfvmi)- 
tnm  iu  leprusv,  svphilis,  and  ervtiiema  nniltiforriic.  Of 
course,  tubereidar  used  in  this  sense  has  nothiiiji;  to  do 
with  the  tubcrele  <if  tuberculosis. 

A  vfukU  is  a.  eireu!nseritH.'il  elevation  of  the  epidermis 
that  contains  fluid,  gi'uerally  seiiius.  In  si/*  it  varie« 
from  that  of  a  ]iiu  [Hiint  to  ihal  of  a  split  jK'a.  It  may 
he  nniliH-ular,  or  midliliK-nlar.  Its  color  is  ciystalhue 
when  only  .siTum  is  jireseut,  more  or  less  o[Mii|Ue  and 
yellowish  when  tlie  serum  is  mixwl  with  pus,  and  of  a 
ii'ddish  hue  when  IiIihhI  is  eft'iiseil  into  it.  It  mav  Ik? 
(lointed,  routideil,  Halt^'ued,  or  nnihilicated.  Vesieles 
arc  in  most  eases  due  to  intlanjjniition,  as  in  <'<'zcma.

They  have  iirouml  tlicin,  iu  many  eaises,  :i  rwl  halo.  As 
a  rule,  vesicles  arc  sni«'rlicial  elevations  of  tlic  epidermis, 
and  ri.iulily  rupture  and  pour  out  thfir  eonti-nts  upon  the 
skin,  forming  a  ycllowisli  eruwt.     They  may  Ihi  below  the 
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mil cotis  layer  of  ihc  skin.    Tliey  iiuiy  ri'inain  af  vpsiflL-s, 
dry  ii|i,  llioir  rouloiils  bfin^r  iiliwrlnti ;  iir  tlioy  may 
rtnii'  cliiiiifiwl  inti'  |iiit>tuli-f.

Ah  a  riik',  |iii.«tiik'"  arc  iiiHaniiiialorv, 
aiul  wIk-ji  tki-y  apjK'iir  ilk  u  gctii'nil  (.'riipticiLi,  as  iu  sypliilis, 
tht-y  indioiU-  a  stpummis  or  broken-ikiwn  condition, 
Aniiiiiii  tau'li  piistiili'  tlii'rt'  i-*  wry  i-ouimoniy  a  wdl- 
niuJ'kcil  iiitlimiMialor^-  areola. 

I'ustnli-s  arc-  piiinr  to  krcak  ilown  and  disfjiarfrc  titeir 
coutcnts  U|H)n  tlic  rikiii,  lurniing  a  grcL-Disli  ernst.  If 
l(K»ltMl  d(t;[i  iu  tliu  skin,  lhi;y  iniiy  leave  saira. 

Tlie  principal  pustular  ilisciiscs  aro  acne  vnlparis,  ce- 
Uiyina,  fLininnilosis,  inipctifii-,  and  sycosis,  t^Keina, 
f^'pliilis,  nuii  n  few  otlier  derma  loses  arc  often  markedly 
piu-tulur  in  <;lmraettT.  I'lisiidar  diseasi'sareolleu  spoken 
of  Its  imjH^t.IpnonK. 

A  liulld,  ur  bk-k,  inav  1h-  ciHisideroil  as  a  larpe  vesicle 
or  pn.-'inle.  It.  is  of  ini'i.'Mlar  oval  ska|M>iu'  iiinbilicated. 
It  may  be  an  lar^ie  as  a  split  pea,  or  rcaek  the  sine  of  a 
goos«-  e^.  It  ris<'s  from  the  skin  wilk  a  sli^kt  areola  or 
with  none  at  all.  It  is  either  fully  distended  or  Hacckl, 
iiixl  d'K-i  not  ruptniv  readily.  It  may  W'  n  bulla  fnini 
tile  bej^iiLiiinfT,  as  in  [H.'mpkigns;  or  it  may  1m-  formed  by 
lliK  <H«ik'-s<viiee  of  two  or  more  vesicles ;  or  it  may  arise 
"ti  ni>  pry tliema tons  k-Mon,  as  in  erythema  multiforme. 
Its  winteiitH  is  irsnally  si  rum,  but  il  may  eliauj^e  iu  time 

The  only  purely   bnlloiw  diseaea  is  [umphigus;  but 
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biilliuiirc  met  with  hidtTnialili.^,  iliTtiuiliti.t  liLTiR'tifcimiis, 
frysijK'las,  t-rytlK'niu  multituriiK',  impel rgo  iiHitaginsa, 
lejinisy,  and  svpliilis.

It  is  HiiriDii ruled  by  a 
nil  liiilii.  It  may  lie  as  umiill  us  tho  liiwl  -if  u  pin  up  ns 
larpe  as  (lie  |wilrii  iif  tile  liaiid-  WJieulis  appear  .':Jii(!dfnly 
and  disip}M'ar  williin  a  lew  Iiuiirs.  Tliey  ari'  diif  tii  u 
spasm  <if  tlie  eapl  Maries  iil'  a  liiiiifed  arcaiil'  lliirkiii  and 
an  offllsioii  vi'  serum  inUi  the  meshes  i>t"  the  skin,  llie 
mirMiil  part  lieiii^  tlic  i^itr  of  tiu^  ctliisod  lliiiil,  and  the 
halo  llic  (siiifjested  v<-HselH  ill  the  noij;hbiii'lii"Mitl.  The 
wliili'iiess  of  (he  wheal  is  due  to  the  siidilcii  effusion  of 
the  stTiiui  sfpiet-aing  nut  the  h]>Mti\  nf  llie  arwu  As  the 
eireiilalioii  hwomes  reestjiHlished  the  w.'riiiii  is  aiiwirliiil, 
the  whit4i'nesH  ehaii^int;  to  piiik,  and  iheii  to  tlie  normal 
ii<il(ir(if  tin-  skin.  The  disease  in  whieh  wheals  arc  met 
wiih  is  urtiejiria.  Thev  enii  alwi  lie  priNhu't-d  liy  iimlact 
with  the  sliiijriiig-iiL'ttle,  or  liv  sharp  trLiiimatisin  on  skins 
pmlis|>.is(Hl  to  urtiearia. 

A  ti'Moi-  Is  a  new  jirowth  in  the  skin  whieh  pnyn'ls 
more  or  ]<'S8  above  its  siii-faw  and  dips  down  into  the 
snl«'nt:intinis  tissue.  It  may  lie  iwdnneiilatiil.  Tumors 
viiry  j;;reatly  In  size.  Their  color  is  nlten  lliat  of  llie 
siirrouniiing  skin,  imt  they  may  Ik*  red.  They  may  be 
lirm  to  the  toin-h,  or  soft,  or  elastic.  They  may  iK-eonie 
illccrjited.  A  tiiinor  i.s  rather  a  niirjriciil  than  a  dermato- 
lii^iejil  lesion.  KpitlieliiiDia,  tihniina,  and  siirt-oinu  are 
tyjies  of  tumors. 

Secondahv  l<K«fo.VK.  The  sii-ondary  IcsimiH  of  the 
skin  rt'ipiire  a  niiieli  less  extended  dewription.  The 
main  di^lineliou  In  Ik-  ii't.-iimil  in  the  stixlent's  mind  i 
that  betwwn  a  cnist  ami  a  .-iiiiie.  This  can  In-  readily 
done  if  it  is  ri'ineiu licrtii  that  a  ••mil  m  I'oniiiil  by  die 
drying  of  some  S(«retiou  »r  exudation  ni»oii  the  skin: 
while  a  watt-  is  a  dry,  himiuatcil  mass  < if  cpidenn is  whieh 
hit.s   separated    from   the   tlssuta    Uluw.   the   pniiliKt  of 
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impcH'ect  or  pervertol  nutrition.  ThiLs,  in  vesicular 
et^Kcinii  wlit?n  the  cxiEiiiition  ilrics  on  tlie  skin  wc  hiive  a 
ycllowii-li  iTiL*! ;  wiiile  iu  si[Uiininiis  et'zcmii  \vi.'  have  tbiii 
fKsles,  tlio  horny  layer  of  the  skin  not  being  perfectly 
prinlni'^Ml.  Crusts  are  yellow  when  formed  of  dried 
seruEn,  grwni  whon  derived  from  pus,  and  hhick  when 
tlicre  h;iri  ijei:n  ;in  admixture  of  Idood.  Scales  are  whitish, 
grayish,  yellowish,  or  dirty  yellow. 

Crusts  are  especially  characteristic  of  ecthyma,  some 
forms  of  eczenui,  favus,  impetigo,  and  scborrhtBa. 

Sc-.ik's  an?  specially  abundant  in  dcnnatitis  extl.tliativii, 
pityriasis!  xjmplcx,  pityriasis  rubra  iiilaris,  pwriaslH,  ich- 
thy<isin,  and  mime  of  tlie  lieheiirt. 

Exf*>riitli'mK  are  familiar  as  [fcrateh- murks.  They  arc 
BUpcrfieial  denudations  of  the  skin.  They  are  of  value 
ax  a  sif^n  of  itching,  as  st-ratcliiufi  is  their  ehiff,  though 
not  sole,  cjiuse.  They  freijuenlly  are  followiil  hy  pig- 
mrntitlion,  if  the  irritation  «uisin|^  the  scrat^-liing  is  long 
oinliniieil.  They  also  octrur  as  t!ie  natural  result  of  some 
discitscs.  such  as  |wm|iliitriLs,  without  the  intervention  of 
scniti'hing. 

FiAKiiri-H  are  enieks  in  tiie  epidermis  L'stending  down  to 
the  coriuni.  They  arc  usually  localwl  in  the  folds  of  the 
skin,  iw  over  the  joints.  Tlicy  may  iH'Cur  aliout  the  cor- 
ner' iif  the  month,  autl  about  the  anus.  They  occur  in 
dJMnLses  allt-uded  hy  lufiltnitiou  auil  thickening  of  the 
skin  by  whieh  its  chisticity  is  iutcrferifl  with,  and  are 
»pei-ially  seen  iu  ec/.ema,  |)*jriasis,  and  syphilis.  They 
orit-n  bliv-d,  and  sometimes  arc  very  jiainfui. 

V(rcrH  are  irn'-jularlv  slia|>ed  and  sized  losses  of 
subHbUKT.  Tliev  mav  be  i|iiite  small  or  of  very  lar^ 
»!)»■.  They  mav  be  shallow,  iltTp,  exravated,  or  sc<Ki[>ed 
oiiL  Tlu'ir  cdfjcs  mav  he  undermiiail,  as  iri  tul>er(nihisis; 
€verttxl,  as  in  epitliclioma ;  or  sharp-cnt,  "  punched  out,"aa 
III  HV|ihIlis.  Tlu'ir  si'cri'tion  nuiv  he  scaiitv  orahuudant. 
Th(ry  residl  citlier  I'rimi  some  previous  le.siim  or  from 
injury.  Thev  occur  in  carl  utricle,  chaucri',  ehancToid, 
Crfiiyma,   varicxwe  eczema,  epithelioma,   furuncle,   lupus

viilpiris  sarcomii,  sypliilis,  tulwrculosis,  and  sooiottmea 
after  zoistpr,  dcniiiititi;-,  iiiiil  .stuiu-  piistiiliir  eruptions. 
Tliey  alwjivM  liwil  with  ii  ricjttrix,  Iwiviii^  ii  scjir. 

(.Icairicis,  or  (-cars,  rL-pri'^'iit  iiii  effort  of  Nature  to  heul 
adamiige  to  theskin  by  iiKriinw  of  iinmectivel issue.  They 
oeeiiroiily  when  the  puiHlliiry  layer  of  tlie  skin  'irtlie  |mrts 
lienentli  uiti  destroyed.  They  niiiv  lie  de|>ressi.il,  ii.-s  in 
MiiallpoK  ;  misiil  and  ]>aekered,  as  in  lupus  ;  smooth  iind 
white,  lis  in  syphilis.  Wliile  nh/eratiim  usually  primles 
them,  they  oeenr  indepetidently  of  it,  as  in  lepiiisy,  selei-o- 
dcrma,  and  atniphodenna, 

OrHLR  Elements  of  DlAiiJJiwrs.  Having  niastecod 
the  lesions  of  the  skin,  we  arc  now  prt'jKiri'd  to  study  t!ie 
other  elements  of  tliajjimsis.  We  nnist  observe  the  loea- 
tion,  <li.strihutio]i,  anil  eouHjrtinUion  of  the  ern])tlon,  and 
not*;  its  eok)r,  and  whether  or  not  it  itches.  When  we 
have  done  ill!  this,  an<l  have  (vjnie  toa  probable  eoneluKion 
as  to  the  disease  iK'lim-  ns,  then  is  tin-  pro]ier  time  Ut  ask 
the  patient  a  few  questions  its  t'l  his  sensations  and  the 
<hn~,ition  of  the  attaelc  In  a  few  easis  of  doubtful  diuff- 
nosis  the  inienise<i|M.'  will  aid  ns. 

Loi-'ill'iii.  In  llie  followinjr  lists  those  dist'ase.'^  are 
mentioned  that  ix'eru'  espeeiallv  in  the  refi'ion  iianie<l,  or 
with  iJ|>eeinl  fnipieney.  In  general  ernptions,  of  course 
all  regions  are  nioi'e<ir  less  involved. 

U|xai  the/'(ecwe  meet  with  aene,  adenoma  sebaceum, 
eiiniiKhi,  ddoiisina,  dennatilis  venenula,  erytheniatons  ee- 
2ema,  epithelioma,  erysipelas,  Iht|k-s  febrilis,  Indmey- 
stoma,  impeti^ro  cimtajriosa,  lupus  vidiraris  and  erythenia- 
tosuw,  milium,  nwvnni,  rhinoscleroiua,  rosawa,  sycosis,  and 
xanthoma. 

An  ernplion  crinfined  t"  the  middle  third  nf  the  fare, 
from  above  downwaivl — forehead,  nose,  ami  eliiii — is  in 
all  pn)bability  n)saeeu. 

An  ernptinn  oeeupvintr  the  Iw^anled  fmrtion  of  the  faee, 
above  a  line  drawn  from  ihe  arif:;le  of  the  mouth  to  the 
angle  of  the  jaw,  is  probably  sycosis,     Should  It  ooetipy

l'])on  llic  "i-iilji  we  lui^'t  with  !ilo]>eciii,  alopecia  areata, 
dprnialitis  sel»irrlioicii,  eczema,  Jiivus,  pediculosia  capil- 
litii,  w.-lxirrlnca,  and  Iricliopliyto^is, 

If  wp  find  a  patch  of  piistiilur  eczctua  ui>on  the  back  of 
tlic  head  and  about  the  naix"  of  the  neck,  the  case  is  prnb- 
ahly  one  of  jiediciilosis;  and  if  we  look  for  the  nit.-,  we 
atitill  find  ihcm  cither  at  the  site  of  the  eniption  or  over 
tlic  ]<iiriet:it  rcfiion. 

Tin-  p.hfM  is  die  litvoritc  liM-utioii  for  cliromophytfisiaand 
kcIoi<l, 

I'jNin  the  hiu-k  we  meet  with  acne,  carbuncle,  and  the 
Bcnitch -marks  (hie  to  the  irritation  from  pctlicnli.  If 
wc  liiid  loiij;,  |parallel  scratc-h-marks  ovlt  tlie  ehoulder- 
bladts,  tliey  are  very  giKnl  evitlcncc  of  |Hfiieuli  in  the 
ch)thinp. 

Tiie  c.vtciisor  snrfiiccs  of  the /orm/ijm  and  irrindt  are  tJie 
faviirito  sites  of  I'n'tiieiiia  ninlliliirnie  and  iclillivnsis, 
whih'  the  Hexiir  siirlaecs  give  lodjrcnient  to  lichen  planus 
and  flcubies.  The  posterior  surtiice  of  the  elbow  iw  a 
nsiiiniou  hicatiiin  tor  psiiriasis,  while  un  the  soft  skin  of 
tJie  Wild  of  the  elbow  wc  tind  cei^i'nia. 

l'|»on  tht-  /i(/(i'/x  Dccnr  ciillcisitas,  dernuititis  venenata 
and  rejK'Us,  erysijicloid,  pcrnin,  and  potnjilmlyx. 

I'piin  the  /ty/Jt ecthyma,  elephantiasis,  crytbcina  exiidati- 
vilm,  i<-Iithyosis.  purpura,  and  iili'L'rs  arc  apt  to  ix-cur. 

A  i/'-iu-i-iil  i-rnplii>n,  llial  is  mie  that  is  s«ittcrcd  over 
the  whole  skin,  is  either  one  of  the  exantlicinatons  fevers, 
dirmiatitis  exfoliativa,  eewnia,  erythema,  icbtliyoeis, 
lichen  pkuiiis,  lichen  hiIht  acinninatus,  inycusia  fiing- 
oides,  pityriasis  rubra  pilaris,  psoriasis, scabic-s,  nr  syphilis. 

Of  these,  syphilis  is  muijt  marked  on  the  sides  of  tlie 
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chest  iitid  iibilimieti,  tiiul  u|m)Ii  llic  iaw  ulotig  llie  miirgiti 
of  thp  liiiir.  It  may  iils(i  lii'  giviiu  iis  ii  gciu'ral  riili-,  U^ 
U>  whicli  iliure  uix.'  matiy  oxwptimis,  tliiit  KvphilU  ik«ii- 
pi«s  tho  tloxiir  siirfiicL'H  nf  the  I'XtrL'niitii's  nml  tlio  :int(- 
rior  [ilarie  iif  tiic  trunk,  wliilf  psiiria.sis  iu  iliuuil  must 
iniirketDy  upon  the  extcostir  surfiKJes  of  the  pxtremitiea 
ami  tlie  po-;tcnor  plane  of"  the  tniiik. 

A  iiiiirertuil  eniptitJii,  that  is  one  hi  whieh  the  whole 
skill  is  involved,  is  cither  ei'zema,  derinatitis  extiiliativa, 
erytlieniii  searlatiniforme,  iciithyiisia,  pityriasis  nihm 
pilaris,  or  psitnasis. 

Qinjii/iiratioii.  Certain  diseases  assume  certahi  cnnfip- 
iii-jtions,  which,  if  note<l,  wiil  sometimes  assist  in  iliapui- 
sis.      Tiuis  we  have :

The  annular  arrangement  in  iiiT|H?s  ins  and  pityrioais 
rosea,  and  in  some  cases  of  ringworm,  |iHoriasis,  syphilis, 
and  dermatitis  seborriioica. 

The  iKitclies  of  grvin[MHl  vesicles  in)on  I'cddeued  luises 
located  over  the  efiiirse  of  a  (-utaneous  nerve  in  zoster.

Tioss.'  The  eniplions  ihut  appear,  either  hal>itiially  or 
occiwionally,  in  rinir  shajK.'  ai-e  triehi]pbyt4isis  corjiosis, 
syphilis,  psoriasis,  ervthenia  nuiltiforme,  dennatilis  selmr^ 
riioicji,  |>ifyria.''is  maeiilafci  ct  eireiriata,  and,  rarely,  fa\ni8 
of  (he  IhhIv  in  its  so-<",dleil  herpi'tie  stiige. 

It  mast  be  clearly  nnder-toiMl  at  the  outset  what  is 
meant  by  an  annular  or  rinfrwl  eniption.  It  is  one  tliat 
has  a  well-defined  rais*-*!  bonier  siirnnnidiiii;  a  |)atch  of 
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etuD  ihat  irt  tiomml  ur  noiuly  sii,  or  in  wliich  m-tive  ills- 
tai-st)  har*  (■Liir.til.  A  rircular  iKit^li,  sudi  an  is  swii  in 
aIii|Kriji  !irf;ita,  is  not  a  riiifriil  ■■ni|itiini,  ns  it  ilow  iu>t 
(m5*cnt  iL  Wfll-(U'liii«l  i-Hii^i'il  Imrtior,  anil  the  whole  patch 
w  iHjiiallv  iiHi'L'tcil. 

Ti'tphiii/hj/I'mn^iir  ringwin'iu,  may  be  tJikeii  a»  the  type 
of  riniji'i]  eruptions.  In  ringworm  we  have  a.  well- 
ilt'Iined,  .nlijihtlv  niiBcil  lionh^roiimjuisal  i;it!ierol'  vesieles, 
rarely  seen,  i>r  piisliik-s,  or  papules  that  are  alifrl'lly 
ficalv,  or  ui'  Rinall  eriists,  the  reniiuintjs  of  the  vesicles  or 
piifihili's.  Inside  of  this  nng  the  skin  may  nhow  no 
ehanjre,  or  be  slightly  wiily,  the  KCJilineiiM  ilimini.shin^ 
tiiwunl  the  Ovnti-e.  The  eruption  usually  itehes  slifihtly. 
There  may  lie  only  one  |i!»teli,  or  sevenil  in  ilifti'reut 
,l:ijri's  of  rieveliijtnient.  If  there  is  any  (U>iibt  about  the 
(liagiiiKiis,  it  will  rwnlily  be  cUuiri-d  away  by  examining 
HOTnc  of  the  scales  under  the  u]ierosn»])e,  when  if  it  be 
triehophytosis  tlie  finitriis  will  be  ioiiiiiJ  with  ease. 

This  form  of  Hn(r<sl  eruplion  illtfers  from  xi/jiIiIHk:  in 
itching;  in  having  a  narrow  bonier  made  up  of  scales, 
Vistjales,  pnstuleN,  or  crusts;  in  its  scaly  eentrtf ;  in  being 
sn|HTfieial,  and  in  niiero.«tvipieal  characters.  It  differs 
from  jHifiriimiK:  in  its  snjH'Hicial  character;  in  its  IwWcr 
not  lK'iii<;  i-ovcn-d  wilii  wilvery  scjik-s;  in  not  being  a  p-n- 
eral  crnpiioii ;  in  itw  }iai~.Diite,  ami  in  nut  Ijcing  of  a  pink- 
i«h-tv<l  «>l(ir.  It  ilifters  fnim  erifllirmm  In  not  lieing  a 
svmnictrical  cniption  ;  in  its  iiariMW  bordi'r;  in  its  mlor, 
th.ll  cauui't  Ih'  miide  tr>  di-.:ip|H'ar  miilcr  prcssun-,  nnd  in 
havinj^a  fungous  gmwih  as  its  <iins<;.  It  lacks  the  greasy 
(■liarairicr  of  ilenmit'diK  ni'Lorrliolfa,  anil  dift'crs  fnini  the 
bitt<T  alio  in  tlie  preaeiiee  of  the  trichophyton  fungus.  It

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niiii'kiil,  nitlKT  lii'iiuil,  .-li^riilly  I'li'valcil  Ijunlor,  wliicli  is 
iiililtriilcil,  iinv-li;iiii  wjlmt^l,  niiil  fiiiiijHxstil  ul'  cilluT 
sejiliiij;  pii()iik's  or  of  iiiMltilfw.  The  centre  of  the  riiijr 
niiiy  W'  iiornuil.  si-jily.  cni^UiI,  Mijifrfiriiilly  or  iK'('|ily 
(■ii-,itri/.i'(I,riili.lriU'<l<u-iiif;iiiciiUHl,  Siiiu'liincMtlK'  iH"liilfH 
iif  llio  Imnlcr  iiiiiy  iiiwik  ilinvii  ami  iiI'iTiih',  (.>c(nirriii[r 
oil  tilt!  |iii1jiis  ur  mAvn,  tin'  biii-dtT  may  Ik'  liiutlly,  if  iil  all, 
t'lfvatcii,  Imt  simply  red  and  eosily.

The  diagnosis  will  lie  aidi^l  liy  Hmlinji;  oIJht  evideuees  nf 
svphilifl,  which  usually  aiv  to  Iw  fimnd.  This  form  of 
riii<;wl  I'riiptioii  dift'cr,-<  fmm  riiii/iroriii.  in  the  wav  ah'i'iidy 
iiulii-ati'tl.  As  it  is  ijiiiti-  jiossilile  fir  a  sy|ihilitic'  snliji-ct 
til  have  any  of  the  ntlier  rinfted  c-miitifins,  a  liistoiy  "f 
ihe  csise  will  somelhnes  Iw  iiiircliablc,  if  d^jR-iidcd  mi  for 
diajinosis.  It  is,  therefhre,  liettcr  to  niiikf  the  diufriKifiis 
solely  on  wliat  we  we.  It  is  only  in  very  dmihtfnl  eases 
that  a  hislfirv  of  the  ern|itii)n  is  ilesii-ahle  lo  hi'lp  us  t<i 
divide  aright,  and  then  only  alhr  ii  eiircl'iil  weighing  of 
the  evidence.  A  riugi/d  sy|iliilidi-  is  most  apt  lo  l*  eon- 
Jbnnded  wilh  ywomtWK.  hnt  it  ilid'ers  from  it:  in  having 
u  niw-hani,  imd  not.  a  pinkish-ivd  eoliir;  in  not  iteliing; 
in  sho_wing  a  itfl  .se-.iin  U-yond  the  .sivdcs;  in  (lie  sitqIi^ 
lieing  k'.ss  silvery,  smaller,  and  more  nhnndant;  in  Ihe 
bi>nli'r  formed  of  individnni  lesions ;  in  nut  being  so  gen- 
erallv  distrihiited  <ivfr  the  Ih«1v,  and  in  not  occurring 
in  the  chanicteristic  sifes  of  jisoriasis^lhat  is,  on  the 
elliows  and  knct.'s,  ]f  the  mse  were  jisoriasis,  there 
woidd  surely  lie  fionie  elinriicteristic  pjilehes  to  gnide  lie. 
Krythema  muliifnn}w  and  f^vphilis  an?  so  unlike  in  every 
respect  that  it  is  hanllv  jMissilile  thi'v  (snild  be  coufonndi'd. 
Ihriimlitin  mlnirrli-iirri  is  foi-utnl  on  the  elH'-"!  and  lietwecn 
the  shoiilder-bla<h's,  and  will  be  found  al  llic  same  time 
on  the  scalp.  The«*  locations  arc  not  chiinietcristie  of 
HVpliilis.  MoiT'iver,  syjihilis  lacks  the  givsisy  feel  of 
seborrhu;al  dermatitis,  and  has  a  raw-luiiu  ailor  which  in 
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never  seen  in  tin.'  latter.  Pilifrittxin  ronra  is  rwidily  ili.-;- 
UiijIhI-IiimI  i'rurn  svpliilis  liy  tlie  ucnirri-iiw  at  the  fniiiic 
lime  1)1'  Iv'tli  [uaciik's  iiml  rin-^s,  In-  it,-*  lislittr  (tilur,  ami 
by  till-  i'hjiiiinis-li-jitln'r  !iK)k  iil'  tlie  oimli'iits  of  tin'  rings.

When  fii'ii-i'iKiM  ti>rmrt  liiijp*  it  does  so  by  tlie  etenrinp 
lip  of  ihe  eentrew  ■'!'  iilil  patelies,  iinil  tliiire  will  tie  eliar- 
acrcrirttio  patelirs  of  psoriiiKis  to  guide  lis  in  diatiimsis, 
Tlie  ticinler  nf  tlie  ring  is  asmJly  quite  hnjail  und  sliglitly, 
if  at  all,  tliickened  ;  itw  color  is  tlie  pinkisli-reil  of  psoria- 
sis and  the  scali-:*  tluit  eover  it  aiv  large  and  silvi'r\'. 
Tlie  centre  of  the  ring  i-s  conijMiseil  of  normal  nkin,  whieh 
may  Ik-  a  little  svi\.  The  sealing  will  be  neen  to  be  enin- 
nicDWirate  with  the  redness.  The  diseiisc  is  comnionly 
ilehy. 

The  dittercntiai  di;ignowis  from  syphilis  and  ringworm 
tuu^  W'rn  given  almve.  Like  the  syphiliile,  psoriasis  bears 
no  reseniblanee  t<J  ei-yihtvut  except  in  its  ring  shii]>e. 
Frnm  •leniuililU  nr-bwrliolca  it  diH'ers  in  not  U'iiig  givasy 
and  in  itii  silvery  stales.  At  times  the  two  disi'iiscs  do 
l«Mr  II  elo.*c  re.>5eiiibliiiiee  to  eiieli  other,  but  even  tlieu  it 
will  iiiiually  Iw  easy  (o  lind  some  typli'si!  lesions  of  one 
iir  llie  other  diseaw  to  deeide  the  matter.  There  is  little 
likelihoo'l  of  eonfonmliiig  jwonasiw  with  piti/rlattia  rnwit, 
a.4  llie  former  is  mnrh  less  snperlicial  than  the  latter,  and 
its  seah-s  lire  large  and  silverv,  and  not  small  and  adher- 
uiit ;  iM'.-ides,  it  laeks  the  ehaniois-leather  color  which  is 
a  itiiirkiil  fenture  »f  pitvHaMis  roseiu 

K-!it/t'-iiui  mvlHfoniv;  or  erythr'ina  exiidativinn,  not 
liTreipieiitly  tiirin-;  rings  by  the  idisorptloii  of  ibe  ei-ntres 
of  I  irge  tnbercular  lesious  or  jMilehes.  Tt  is  ejisy  to 
retngniw  the  lesion,  :w  them  will  l>e  other  and  eharaeter- 
ifttic  erytln'nuitous  lebion.s  to  guide  «s.  The  bonier  of 
the  ring  is  miseii  and  its  eitlor  is  re<l,  the  rtnlness,  as  in 
all  ervtliomatoiis  lesions,  being  readily  niiide  to  dis;ip|wur 
on  pressure,  to  retiini  promptly  when  the  pressnri-  is 
removed.      When  the  lesion  has  lasted  for  some  time  the

It  may  m^nr  att  part  of  a  poncnd  ■rytlnnia  innltifonnc 
or  l>y  itwlf.  Tlic  rinncd  (-rytlicma  is  so  |H'cidiar  in  it8 
fcalnrcsus  to  olVcr  little difticnlty  in  dilliTciitial  diagnosis, 
and  npcil  not  detain  ns  I'nrthcr. 

IhTiiuiiitiH  Kiliorrli'ni'it  or  erzniui  nff"irrli(iiriiiii,  is  thi' 
liciicn  annulalusof  Wilson  and  tlit-  sflmrrlin-a  <i)r|>orisof 
Itniiring.  It  forms  ring-shaixil  Icsionsoii  l»otli  the  scalp 
and  tnniU.  Tlicsciirelicsland  nio.^oftt'n  i^wn  on  the  trunk, 
lint  may  al-o  In'  limnd  on  the  liiidis.  Tiicir  favorit<?  silt's 
arc  llie  i-ln-^t  and  (III-  hack  hchvti'n  the  slmiddcr-lilailes. 
The  rings  art'  of  largt-  and  small  size,  and  iil  the  same 
time  then-  will  lie  foniid  iatty  philes  with  more  or  less 
riilness,  the  nnial  lesions  of /s('l>i>rrhiTft  sicca.  The  liorder 
of  the  ring  may  he  hrond  or  rnirrow.  If  the  former, 
then  it  will  he  furmiil  of  irrcaM-  'Tn.-ts  upon  a  reddened 
JKis*';  if  the  latter,  tlic  Itorder  will  he  si-eri  to  Ik.-  inailc  np 
of  a  nnmher  of  red  fmintti,  the  open  months  of  the  folli- 
cles of  ihc  skin ;  or  the  l)or<!er  nijiy  U'  narrow  and  yrt 
made  np  of  fatty  crusts  Tlic  ^kin  in  the  iieighlmrhood 
is  c(inmion!v  gri'ii>-v,  and  ihe  enclosed  iirea  ol  .-kin  will 
look  as  if  vanii.->lie<l,  iH'ing  i;hiKed  and  yi'llow. 

The  difiennlial  diagno-is  fiDrn  ringworm,  syphilis,  and 
jtsoriasis  has  liii-n  ^riven  ali-ciidv.  The  greatest  rlilTicnlty 
is  often    lijund    iu    (lie   diagnosis    from  iiii ijniimn    ronni, 
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L'ially  wlieii  tlip  riiigwl  leKiiiDH  arc  on  tiie  legs.  Tlic 
rw*'riil>la[iof'  iw  tiii'ii  «i  grciit  tliat  it  li:is  IhI  t-t'iiic  to  i|iii',-s- 
tiou  if  (iolwirrluriil  ik'nimtitis  and  pi t yi'iufiis  nri'  iiril  idi'ii- 
lical.  As  a  rule,  llif  r<'!iorrliii'fil  legion  is  nmri-  liilty  und 
j'dIIow,  wliilc  thiit  of  pilyriasis  !.-  rimre  si.^ily,  and  tlie 
ooutainiil  skin  is  more  wriiikltJ  and  i^liLmniipi-k'tiilicr- 
I<Hikiu^.  Ill  ty|iii'jil  rase.--  tlicre  will  \>c  no  diillcnity  In 
liif  iliiij^insi.s  if  llu'  cliamcti'ri.stics  of  Ijotli  diM'at^L-s  ai-c 
iMinie  in  mind.  The  presence  of  a  sclHtirlirea  on  the 
effllp  is  ei>rr"bo native  evidence  of  the  seljorrho?.'il  nature 
of  .1  doiiblfnl  eruption. 

I'Ufli-iiiK'tK  roKi'it,  or  pityriasis  niuenlata  et  eircinata,  not 
only  shcjws  rings,  Init  also,  as  xtn  name  iudientt's,  niufnles, 
and  l)oth  forms  of  lesions  are  nlways  present  at  the  same 
time.  It  esiii  ciisily  \k  wen  that  the  primary  leision  is  a 
jralc-red  [Ki|inle,  inereasinjr  in  sine,  to  iRt-onie  later  a  ro!^'- 
rwl  lesion,  which,  after  attaining  ii  certain  si/e,  clears  nj) 
in  tJie  eentre,  r»t  as  to  form  a  ring  with  a  pale-red  honler 
uihI  II  yellow,  old-parchment,  or  chainoig-leatlier-like  een- 
tre. lifttli  the  borders  and  ineliis<-d  areas  are  slightly 
M^lv.  It  is  iLsiiallv  nukst  ]>rr>iioniiii'd  on  the  chest  and 
shonlder^,  but  it  niav  be  a  general  eni|>tion,  althongh  llic 
luinils,  teet,  and  tiiee  are  rarely  alVeeted.  Its  dill'erential 
(liagnosis  haw  been  given  under  the  previously  deseribed 
di-^iix'S.

It  will 
tlien  l>ear  ho  strong  a  ivseniblajiee  to  ringworm  that  at 
first  it  is  iinpossilde  to  distinguish  which  it  is;  but  it  is 
only  neiessary  to  wait  a  short  time,  when  a  well-marked 
fiivii-  mp  will  cicvclop,

lati)  a  piitrh,  will  fiirm  rings  at  times  by  thealjsorj»lion  of

Wlicu  tliey  do  iKVLir  tlie  utlior  signs  of  the  one  or  tlie 
ntlier  disease  will  he  sii  much  in  eviileniie  that  there  will 
Ik'  little  (lunger  i)f  mistake  in  liiagnusis, 

Litpun  en/fhrinaloMiiK  lias  ji  [)ei'nliar  rtil  eolor ;  its  border 
is  iisnally  (M>vered  with  eh)sely  adherent  seales,  and  the 
ring  will  have  a  cicatrieial  ifntre.  At  the  sjune  lime 
there  will  be  other  patelies  present  of  typiejil  hipns  ery- 
theniiiliisns. 

EiiithrHoma,  even  when  it  does  form  a  ring,  lias  that 
ehnnK-teristie  hanl,  nii.sed,  waxy  ln>rd<'r  whieli  we  see  in 
all  epitheliomas  of  the  skin,  iind  eummunly  jiresenls  an 
iileerated  suriiiee  inside  of  the  ring,  which  will  be  enongli 
for  diagnosis. 

CVn-OB.  An  eye  for  eolor  is  of  »>me  value  in  diagnosi§. 
It  is  very  diffieiilt  lo  omvey  hy  words  a  eorrei't  idea  i>f 
tlie  eolor  of  an  eniptiini,  Itul  j(erliaps  this  list  inav  prove 
helpfnl  :

Having  carei'iillv  imtei!  all  these  (ihjpctivc 
sjTiijitiini-,  uiiw  11  tile  time  to  obtjiin  the  lii.stiiry  of  the 
cax-,  eirhtT  (or  the  jiiirjioM'  nt'  wieiitilie  slutly  i<i'  its 
iflii'higy  iidd  iiJitural  cinir.-*,  or  fur  the  purpose  of  ck'iiring 
up  «niit'  (toiibt  !iH  tn  tluMliagiiosis,  It  is  so  eusv  to  olitiiiii 
II  liislury  of  rfypiiilis  that  were  we  iiiHuciicwl  liy  tlie  hii^ 
lory  WL-  would  Ik'  often  mifih^l.  There  is  no  reason  wliy 
II  [mlieiit  witli  pvphilis  slioiilil  not  have  any  otlier  sivin 
discaiie.  Moreover,  nHK^t  jwople  do  uot  pay  miieh  atten- 
iiuii  III  ihe  iHnirse  of  tlieir  disesiws,  and  it  wiiiihl  lie 
iliffieiilt  for  liieni  to  givt  a  eorwet  aeeouiit  of  tlieni  if 
ihi-y  would.  Of  i-oiirsf,  a  elear  lii,-ton'  of  the  initial 
liwion  of  sy|iliili>,  or  its  prcwiiri',  woidd  dear  u]i  any 
doubt  as  ti>  an  eryllieinaUnis  ranh.  The  history  of  a 
scniy  discaj*-  reenrrinf;  at  frequent  intervals  iiixiii  the 
eIlM>W!<aiiil  knees  would  ^i>  litr  to  ileteniiine  the  existem* 
of  pworia^i-.  In  iirlii-aria  we  often  have  to  relyn|M'n  the 
sliiteiiieiit  of  tiie  [wlient  or  atteinlant  sis  U}  tlu'  ajipear- 
anu;  of  till-  wheals,  as  their  preHcucc  at  some  tim«  is 
Iiath<iji:nomoiiie,  and  thcyart!  luiually  absent  when  we  see 
the  jwtient.  In  these  and  Kimilar  ways  the  history  ie 
uwful,  but  it  hhonid  lie  entirely  snlMii-dinat^Ml  to  the  study 
of  llu-  objeetive  .■ivni|itom.'<, 

I'ufiirrrs.  It  is  important  to  know  whether  a  dis- 
eii7<e  itelies  or  not.  This  we  eau  iliseover  by  ihe  pri-- 
senee  or  absence  of  seratehed  papules  or  serateli-riuirks, 
Tlic-  itehing  eruptious  are  dermatitis  lier]K'tii'ornii",  I'e- 
zema,  petiieuKwis,  pniriijo,  pruritus  i-iitaneus,  seabies,  and 
urtii-ariii.  The  symptom  is  also  present  in  the  liehejis, 
j>si>riasis,  dermatitis  seborrliorea  nn<l  trirliophytosis.  Il 
ift  markcilly  aiiscnt  in  syphilis,  although  an  oecasioiml 
isiH-  of  syphilis  will  be  enixumlered  in  which  there  is 
itehing. 

iJrHNIsr..  The  sensation  of  burning  is  one  the  exint- 
rneeof  wliieli  we  must  take  npou  the  juitient's  statement. 
Il  is  .T  |>nimin(-nl  i-viii|itoni  in  ervtiiema.  Very  often  a 
iMitient  will  say  that  his  erupt  inn  itrhes,  but  if  you  watch 
aim  liv  will  soon  begin    to   rub  hi»  sklu  geutly  willi  tlie 
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hcfl  1)1'  his  IiuihI.  Tins  iridicjitcs  lliiit  tlie  wnsiition  is  nnc 
uf  burning  ami  uyl  nf  in;liiiig.  lu  itfhiug,  the  tuiils  aiv 
iiai-*!,  or  else  the  rubbing  is  vigorous. 

Pain.  Another  Hvniptoni  for  the  cstiibli^-lmiL-ul  nf 
wliicli  we  hiive  to  rely  ii|kiii  the  imtieut  is  thut  of  jiiiiii. 
The  vm't  majority  "f  I'kin  (iisHi.-ies,  whilt'  they  may  ctnise 
mort!  or  less  Jiscomlnil,  are  not  painful  ;  but  shaii»  ueu- 
r.ilgit!  pain  is  a  |tn)minout  ayniptom  in  ziwtt^r,  ami  oc- 
ejisioniilly  in  epithelioma.  The  prest'nee  of  jjjiin  of  a 
shooting  character  will  In;  one  point  in  the  (iifferential 
iliaf^nosis  Iwtween  lupus  and  epitlR-iioiiia,  and  in  favor  of 
(lie  lutter.  We  also  meet  wiili  [win  in  »eun>mn,  derma- 
talgia,  and  in  some  forms  of  leprosy. 

Mu'R(>Rcx)PE.  Tlie  priiieipal  n^e  of  the  microscope  in 
tliP  liaui)^  of  the  general  praetitioner  is,  as  far  as  denua- 
tologieal  diagnonis  is  coneerned,  tlie  determination  of  the 
pwscnee  or  absence  of  Ihngi  iu  iiair  and  wales  in  a  doubt- 
ful case  of  ringworm,  favus,  ehromophytosis,  or  other 
parnsitic  disease.  Happily,  as  helweeu  favus  and  ring- 
worm we  s<'ldom  have  nci'd  ol'  (lie  niieroseo(K>  lor  diag- 
nosis, their  symp(onis  being  so  pnnioiuKfdly  liitterent. 
In  the  bunds  of  tlie  skilled  |ialhologist  and  haeteriologlst 
the  mienwcope  is  eonstaiitly  adding  to  our  knowledge  of 
diseases  of  (lie  skin  and  is  of  great  value,

In 
all  ciisi's  we  art'  justified  in  refusing  to  treat  a  ca.sc  tliat 
we  have  not  been  given  ample  opjiDrtunitv  li)  eKiimiiie, 
.Vll  examinations  of  )>iitie]i(s  should  be  made  in  a  warm 
rotmi.  The  contact  of  cold  with  the  nsindly  eovereil  skin 
is  apt  to  give  ita  mottled  hxdi  llialobseurcsllic  diagnosis. 
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It  la  well  never  to  give  a  diagnonis  of  an  obscure  case 
tliut  is  umKT  liMjal  nr  eoiistitutinnal  trratnK^ut  nntil  ail 
tnsUJiient  liacboi-ii  HiiK]K-n(lMl  tin-  !v  ffw  liay^  iiiui  tlie  (IIh- 
aiw  alliiwcd  to  ii*^iniii.'  its  uaturiii  apiM-arunpe.

tew  i.'thers.  It  ni^cnrs  at  any  time  of  life,  but  most  often 
between  the  thirtieth  and  fortieth  vear.  The  lirwt  .-^vrnp- 
toni  may  be  jiiguicnlatiim  of  tiii'  face  and  nei'k  ;  or  an 
eruption  of  warts  on  the  backs  of  the  hands  or  thifthn ;

Adeno- carcinoma  is  a  oarctiiomu  originating  In  the 
glands  "f  till'  »kin,  most  otloii  in  tiie  sweat  glands. 

Adenoma.  These  arc  glandular  tumors,  and  are  duo 
to  a  proli (oration  of"  tlie  lining  wUm  of  either  the  soIkw^-- 
oiisor  sweat  ghrnds.  There  are,  tliereture,  two  varielios: 
A.  sehiieeum  and  A.  Midoriforum,  Tlunigli  met  with  id 
perstins  nf  inatni-e  years,  it  is  not  inipri:>bal>le  thai  tliey  an- 
congenital  defects.  They  form  solid  tnuiors  from  pin- 
head  to  (^  «i«e,  or  largtT.  They  may  remain  stationary 
or  grow;  may  disappear  spnntiuieimsly,  ulcenit*',  form 
cysts,  or  u»deiT£i>  hyaline,  c'-dloid,  or  tatty  degeiio ration. 
While  usually  lienitjn,  thev  niiiy  iR-eorae  malignant.  They 
teud  to  relajwe  after  extirpation. 

The  KebaAfeoits  form  is  eneoiintered  motA  often  on  the 
face,  alxnit  the  noso  and  mouth  ;  lews  fi-e(]UentIy  iiivm  the 
scalp,  hut  may  ooonr  anywhere.  M'hile  usually  synimot- 
ri«^l  in  distribution  it  may  be  uniluteral.  The  !esionn  are 
roimded  papules  varying  from  a  pin's  point  t)  a  s])lit  pva, 
in  size.  The  color  of  these  adenomata  varies  from  jrale 
yoHow  to  red,  when  they  will  have  fine  telangiectases  over 
them.  They  0(!cnr  most  often  in  women,  and  iu  early 
lite,  are  generally  multiple,  olU'ii  with  an  uneven  surface, 
and  seated  deep  in  the  fkiu.  Once  having  ap|>eareti  tliey 
do  not  tend  to  change,  though  a  few  may  nnilergo  in\"0- 
lution  and  leave  atrophic  scars.

Aleppo  Boil,  Aleppo  Bouton,  Aleppo  Evil,   or   Oriental 

Si)re,  is  an  ill-delined  I'ururienlar  Ih^('a!ie  wenrring  in 
Syria  and  tho  Ijevant,  where  it  is  endeiTiie  jiiul  widi-- 
spread.  One  or  more  red  papules  ;ip[H'ar  thai,  afler 
wmtetiDie,  change  into  poa-  or  heaii-sizeil  pn^lnles,  grow 
slowly,  iind  ulcerate  indolently.  Ijarge  uleei-ating,  gran- 
ulating pali-hcs  may  form  by  tiie  wialc-sei'nre  of  neiglibor- 
iiig  jmslulc-s.  The  nleers  are  sharply  defined  and  ini-gular 
in  shape,  and  when  enisteil  may  resendile  tiyphilitie  nipia. 
Healing  tJikes  plaec  after  months,  leavinf;  a  pigmentwl 
and  eontraeted  Bear.  The  disease  is  painless.  In  unconi- 
plieated  cjises  the  prognosis  is  uihkI,  The  extremities 
and  face  arc  the  ]wirts  most  oHeii  alVeetotl.  All  ages  juid 
conditions  ecmtract  thcdisease.  One  attack  unsnally  pro- 
leels  against  snbseipicnt  inli^tion.  It  is  due  to  infeelion, 
pivjlmhly  hy  :i  jmnisite,  eidieil  by  Wright,  "  HeletiSHnu 
tropii"a."  V.  (j.  Woolley"  recommends  J-gniiii  doses  of 
sulphate  of  copjHT  for  the  treatment  of  the  iliseiise. 
Painting  the  papules  with  tincture  of  iodine  is  reonni- 
niended,  as  is  scraping  ont  the  pustules  wilh  the  curettt! 
and  applying  nitric  acid.  Ulcers  are  to  be  treated  on 
surgical  |inneiples.

It  usiuilly  shows 
itself  first  U|Hm  the  vertex  of  the  hesui,  foriiiiii]K  tlie  tou- 
sure,  which  slowly  iniTcuses  in  size  aiid,  moving  tiirwiinl, 
rcnJers  the  wliole  top  of  the  head  huki.  Or  it  iiiuy  bqrin 
auleriorly  and  move  buckwanl.  Or  the  hair  on  the 
whole  tJ)p  of  the  head  may  beeome  thinned  at  onee. 
Rjirely  are  the  t^mpoml  and  owipiud  regions  b:iM,  anil 
an  island  or  tuft  of  hair  is  ni>metimefi  pifser\-etl  for  a 
long  time  io  tiie  middle  frontal  region.

Imliliicss  ix  iiiic  ot'thc  latiT  nuiiiifi'stiifii'iisnt* 
sypliilis,  and  is  always  |nvinlcil  liy  a  ili'MlriU'tive  ili«.'iit« 
of  the  scalp.  The  Iwihl  M|iiit.-'  will  vary  in  size  witli  tlit' 
extent  of  the  liiwti'iRtivi;  pniccss,  which  may  be  oiii;  nf 
absDrptiou  or  ulceration, 

DiAdN'osrs.  The  dia^nwiw  of  nvphilitir  :ihi|>ocia  is 
mailc  by  "bscrviiiK  the  irregular  slia]H'  -if  xW  patclit^  anil 
that  thoy  are  not  complotely  bald,  ami  by  tlio  cH-i-urrtiKf 
of  the  broken  arch  of  tlie  evcbrow.  Thcwt"  should  arouse 
auspioion,  when  other  Hyraptoinw  of  llie  diseawe  will  l>e 
fonnd.

The  baldnes,s  due  to  ilestruetive  forms  of  syphilis  can 
be  eunfounded  only  u'ith  that  ai  frivitit.  In  the  latter  dis- 
ease the  Sttdp  pivserves  a  n'ddisli  color  for  u  lonff  time, 
and  then  assume.';  an  iitiMpbie,  saxHjth,  cicatricial  look, 
which  is  cliaracteristie  of  it.  Tlip  history  of  tlie  two 
cnsea  is  very  different,  as  in  faviis  we  do  not  have  nleer- 
ation,  and  we  do  have  cupped,  !»iilphiir-yclli>w  cnisti*. 
Faviis  is  al.*i  more  widespivad  and  dLs-seminated  than  is 
late  syphilis  of  the  .si.'idp.

freiiueiit  hemorrhage,  c-versscs  of  all  kinils.  chronie  de-

Besnier  and  Doyon  suggest  the  use  of  at'ctic  aeid  a.s  a 
promotor  of  pigmentation,  iis  they  have  seea  numerous 
iiirttanees  of  its  use  iu  ulojM^cia  areata  liiilowed  liv  growth 
of  hyper-pigmenttil  hair. 

All  that  can  be  done  for  eanitie;*  is  to  restore  ailifi- 
ciallv  the  color  bv  means  of  hair  ilye,«,  and  their  use  is 
to  l)e  dejn'eeat<Hl.  Ilappily  tiie  custom  of  dying  tlie  liair 
is  fulling  out  of  fashion.

Dennatitis  Oalohca  is  the  inflamiiialinii  of  the  ,skin  jiro- 
dnt^ed  by  heat  or  cold,  and  divides  Itseil'  nalundly  into 
two  divisions,  viz.,  I),  anibustionis  and  D.  eiJiif^ri'latioiiis. 
DerniidilU  itin/i'Mfliiitlx  is  the  ettW-t  of  heat  U|n.ii  tin- 
skin,  the  soun-i'  i>l'  the  siine  biinf;  either  natural,  as  I'nnu 
the  suu,  (irartiliinal.  Aeeording  to  theiut*^usity  and  pro- 
longed action  of  the  heat  aud  the  resistuuco  of  the  skin 
will  be  the  dauiafje  inflicted  on  the  skin.  A  sli^^ht  dejrree 
of  heat  gives  ri.se  to  a  piis.sini;  erythema.  Burns  are  iliie 
to  a  great  amount  «i'  heat,  and  an.'  de.seribwl  for  ooriveii- 
ieiiee  as  being  of  tiii-cc  ilegrees.  In  the  first  degree  tlio 
skin  is  reddened,  hot,  and  sotuewliat  Kwolien ;  in  llic 
s^'eond  the  daui;ige  i.-  gri'ater  and  vcsielcs  anil  bnlhe  are 
formed  ;  anil  in  tlie  third,  liiere  ix  eoniplete  deslruction 
of  the  skin  fLilhiwi-d  bv  ganj^rene.  There  Is  always 
rtinsiderable  pain  with  any  bum,  and,  if  of  great  ex- 
tent, rise  of  temj>ei'alnre  and  slioek,  Ext*'nsive  burns 
may  l)e  dangerous  to  life  even  if  not  of  very  high  di^n-e, 
and  burns  involving  one-half  the  eutaiu^ius  surfaee  are 
gi-niT:illy  fatjd.  The  ejin.se  of  death  in  sueli  cases  in  un- 
eei'tain.  One  theory,  as  put  fiirth  by  Lustgurten,'  is 
that  it  is  due  to  a  tiixin  develojied  by  the  lodgement  of 
niieroorganistiLs  of  pntrelaetion  nixin  the  eschar,  proba- 
bly a  ptitmaViie  similar  to  inusearin.

An  inllanimatory  iliscaise  of  the  skin  involving  lli« 
whide  entaneouM  surface,  and  characterized  by  ri-'liief^, 
drvueKs,  and  alnindant  dcsipianiation. 

The  terms  dcrmafilis  exti>lijitiva  and  pilvriasis  ruhni 
are  used  interchantjwdily  by  most  authorities  of  tlie  pivs- 
ent  time.  If  one  reads  the  descripticm  of  pityriu.sis  rulim, 
as  given  by  Helira,  and  of  dermatitis  exliiliativa,  as  given 
by  Wilson,  he  will  lind  that  the  chiel"  difl'ereuee  lielwci'ii 
iheni  is  in  prognosis,  the  first  Iji'iug  sjvokeu  of  iis  uni- 
formly fatal,  and  the  second  as  tending  tn  rt-covery  in 
majiy  instances.

The  dnratiou  is  very  variable, 
licwivery  may  tiiki;  plar'e  in  six  months  or  a  year,  or  the 
course  may  lie  chronic,  the  [jaticnt  flying  citbi'i'  iu  a  few 
mnntlis  or  ailcr  ywirs,  by  a.  gradind  mariLsnnis.  though 
the  end  i«  usually  liastcueil  by  pulmonary  compli(«tionu. 

Cases  of  liM'illi/j.'d  dermatitis  estiiiialiva  have  lieen 
re|)orted  but  tiicj'  are  rare.  The  terideiiey  is  ibr  ihe 
diswiso  to  benHue  gi.'ner.d,  tlioiigli  it  may  take  ytni-s  to 
do  eo.     Clis«!!*of  a  rourreiit  type  have  Ix-en  met  with. 

Etioukjv.  VVe  know  very  little  abont  the  cauwes  of 
iIk'  diseaxe.  It  is  a  disease  of  adults,  and  is  more  (■oin- 
inon  in  men  thim  in  women.  It  may  oeenr  in  children. 
It  hiiji  iH'en  tbmiglit  to  l>e  proilis|iiise<i  to  bv  alciilii)iisrii, 
gout,  and  rlicumatism.  Ad  attempt  lian  Ix-cii  made  to 
trace  a  n.'latioiislii|i  bctweeu  it  and  general  Inbereulosis. 
There  may  be  a  history  of  seiding  skin  diseases  in  the 
limiily.  C'riH-ker  inclines  to  the  U-licf  thai  a  baeilhis  or 
its  loxiu  will  lie  fiamd  as  the  eimsc  of  the  di*cH!<e.  At 
present  we  cannot  s|>eak  witli  any  wrtiunty  ns  to  it8 
etiologv,

may  or  may  not  t;ike  plaee.  Tlit-  [irofinosin  i.-,  Imwever, 
much  iK'Iler  in  tlie  wi-tjndary  tliao  in  tiie  prinjary  tiirm, 
iTtHivery  aHer  two  or  three  month;*  being  I'rwpieut. 

('n>ok>T  utiittH  that  the  disease  may  oecnr  in  eliililii'n, 
tltoiigh  it  is  very  rare.  In  them  it  runs  a  more  aeiite 
eourst'  au<l  is  attended  by  severe  constitutional  symptoms. 
It  is  nsiially  of  the  wiimdary  variety. 

I*ATiii>ixKiY.  Hislokiifiriil  examination  tiiiowM  that  the 
dis<5i>e  is  a  dermatitU,  ijiiile  Miperlicial  at  first,  but  when 
it  lias  lawted  some  time  tlie  whole  depth  of  the  skin  1,1 
iiivolve<l  and  eventually  there  is  new  eonneclive-tissue 
formation,  whieh  sul>se<|uently  underjrfWH  cii-atrieial  eon- 
traetion,  with  abundimt  pii-iiieulatiim,  hvperplasia  of  the 
elaslie  fibre  biin<lle-,  and  oblileratiou  of  the  skin  a]i]iend- 
np^w.     (Ci'ocker.') 

I>IA<iX*i«>l!*.  When  the  fesiturew  of  the  dlsea«.',  as  laid 
^vm  in  tlie  definition,  are  n.'niembeivd,  there  shttuld  be 
no  diflieiilty  in  reeiif:ni/intr  it.  Xo  other  dist'ase  involves* 
the  wlKile  furfaee  in  a  uniform  dry  and  sealinjj  redrief*. 
It  differs  from  jworUiHin  in  lieing  iiniversjd,  in  an  entire 
al'f^'nee  of  thick,  silverj'-white  peak's,  and  in  leaving  a 
tfiimotii  ri'd  surtaee  when  \tA  ]iaperv  seales  are  R'moveil, 
Should  it  be  si'fiindiirv  to  a  ] i-j iriasis,  there  will  be  no 
dirti<'uliy  in  obtaining  a  liislorvof  that  diseji.-t'.  Itilitlers 
from  erxnna  in  being  a  dry  disouae,  with  little  infiltnition, 
in  its  large  papi-ry  scales,  and  in  iteliiug  i>ut  slighlb. 
Eczema  miiy  Ih'  almost  luiivcrsid,  but  Mane  places  are  a]U 
to  Im' spared ;  [here  is  alwavH  nioistnre  of  u  sticky  wul 
prescut  somewhere  or  a  history  of  the  sjunc ;  its  sctdes  are 
amull  and  it«  itching  intense'.  It  didiris  fiiim  /»■/»/*/(«/"« 
fotiac^i"  in  ua  ab-i-nci-  of  flaei'ld    bulhc.      It  ditt'ci's  from 
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lichen  ruiei"  in  an  entire  abfipnoe  of  papuloa  and  in  the 
whole  course  of  the  disea.se.  All  these  di.-^aM's  in;iy  Ik" 
f^enordl,  but  it  in  exceedingly  rare  tiir  them  to  Ijeconie  uni- 
vcrsiil,  and  it  Ls  always  jmssiblet*)  obtain  a  hi;»ti>ry  of  (licir 
having  been  present  at  some  time  in  a  case  of  neoondary 
dermatitis  exfoliativa.  It  is  harilly  likely  that  m-firlntlna 
omild  be  coniimnded  with  dermatitis.  A  few  days'  watch- 
ing would  in  any  event  dciido  the  question. 

TiiKATMRXT.  The  resnlts  of  tivjiiment,  i.f  this  disen.-c 
leave  much  to  be  desired.  Aluny  internal  and  I'xtcnial 
remedies  have  been  tried,  but  tliey  all  are  of  very  unwr- 
tiiin  value.  There  is  no  donlit  that  the  [lutient  is  nnxt 
(■timfort!ible  when  the  ?jkin  is  well  nili'd,  and  vas<'line  i>f 
pHid  c[ualitv  or  pure  olivi- oil  answers  well  for  liiis  pnr]Ki-<'. 
The  f;eneral  health  is  t^)  l>c  watehed  over,  iron  andqnininc 
udmiuistcretl,  and  cure  exercised  to  pre.serve  the  strenjrtli 
by  judicious  fcedinjr  without  stimulation.  Dinrftics  ni.iv 
be  given  with  the  ideu  of  ri'lieving  the  congestion  of  tin: 
8kin.  Carbolie  acid  hiis  been  recommended,  but  in  my 
hands  proveil  worse  timn  useless  in  one  case.  I'ilouirpine, 
or  jaborandi,  is  rccTinmiendcd  bv  Hai'daway  in  iicule  rases. 
Arsenic  should  not  1k;  given  till  lute  in  the  diseai'.,  if 
at  all.  Ci-ockcr  rcconnncnds  enveloping  the  \yx\y  in 
Ciilaniine  lotion,  and  giving  biearbonal*!  of  potassium 
every  fi:>ur  hours  in  'iO-gndn  dtiscs,  with  12  gniins  of 
eitric  acid  and  3  to  5  grains  of  ipiiniiie,  the  whole  taken 
while  effervescing  ;  and  the  giving  of  ipiiuine  in  acute 
febrile  ca.-es.  Sherwell  lias  rcjxirted  several  c^ses  cured 
bv  the  continuous  use  of  linseed  nil,  Imtli  intcrnallv  ant) 
externally.  The  patient  is  to  cliew  or  take  in  milk  «'V- 
ernl  ounces  of  flaxseed  in  tivenlv-lour  hours.  He  in  t*i 
be  kept  in  bed  with  a  rubber  sheet  under  him,  anti  to  Iw 
saturated,  as  it  were,  in  cnide  linsi'ed  oil.  If  the  i>il  is 
not  used  abundantly,  it  is  worse  tluui  useless.  This  plan 
(if  treatment  wcn-keil  adniiniblv  in  one  cif  my  cases.  Thy- 
roid extr.icl  has  provwl  liel|)ful  in  some  cases.  In  on« 
of  mine  it  aggravated  the  (lisease,  and  the  jiaticnt  made 
a  gi>oil  i'c<H>very  atlnr  it  was  stopjKMl,  anil  slie  was  treated 
with  vaseline,  sixla  liatlis,  and  cari'f'ul  feeding. 
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In  the  primary  funn,  or  iiityriiwiK  nibm,  trcntraciit 
iiHuullv  only  iilleviatts  tlie  yiittWing-s  of  tlie  patient,  lint 
d<iif:«  not  uiiri.-  tlic  disesise. 

Pr<)OXosi8.  In  those  cases  .sciijiidary  to  p8i>riasis, 
eczfiua,  et'.'-.,  the  progimsia  is  goiwl,  Imt  should  he  pisirdril, 
In  the  prioiiiry  m-vs  tht-  oiitloiik  i«  very  grave,  the  luor- 
tultty  being  high.

Symitomh,  It  U'gins  most  often  at  the  month  an  un 
fn'tlieniiijiiticl  f I k'hi'c  spreads  to  the  trunk  iuid  extremities. 
Then  the  epidermis  raises  itself  from  the  entis,  rumples, 
mill  iiiHmtiiniimslv  exfoliates  in  large  tolds  leaving  ii  dry 
«kin,  or  there  may  be  exudation  nnder  the  ejiidermis.  It 
may  originate  anywhere  on  the  skin.  It  Ix'giiis  nsiudly 
b<-tween  the  second  and  fifth  wei'k  of  lite,  and  lasts  seveu 
or  eight  days  Its  eriurs<'  miiy  be  pmlonged  by  relaj-w^-s. 
Tliope  m  no  fever  nor  digestive  disturbanees.  Fnmucles, 
altMi'sscs,  or  phlegmonoiLs  intiltration,  with  gangrenous 
(1(9^1  met  ion,  mav  follnw,  Reeoverv  tjikes  phm.'  in  about 
half  the  rasi.'s.  It  is  supposed  to  Iw*  a  pvieniic  eimditinn 
of  the  skill  and  proltably  eimtiigious. 

Treatment.  SjK'eial  attention  must  be  given  to  the 
nourishment  of  Ihei'hild,  and  the  niaintcuanee  of  its  Ixidy 
leni|M-riitiire.  Alkaline  lotimis  will  ]iri)Ve  iK'nefieial  iu 
the  early  sljige.  I^ater,  a  jii-oteeting  ointment,  Kiieh  as 
that  of  o.tiile  i>f  «iue,  or  simple  vaseliue,  followed  by 
n>mBtjii'ch,  will  be  indieated, 

Dermatitis  Factitia..  It  is  a  good  rule  to  eonsiili-r  the 
jMissibilily  of  malingering  wlienever  we  meet  with  an 
eruption  that  does  not  eorri'spoud  to  any  type  eruption, 
and  at  the  same  time  is  not  due  to  the  action  of  drugs

Uiuler  it  he  includes  the  hydroa  -if  B:i/in  and 
Tilbury  Fox,  the  hei']H.-s  phlyeticnmles  tit"  Gilbert,  the 
herpes  ^slJitiouis  oC  Bulkley,  peniphign.s  pnirigiuoTiiiH 
and  eire.inatu^,  peuiphi^iiH  A  jH'tites  buUe,  hvdnui  biiMeiix, 
and  tiie  h('r]H."i  circinatus  of  Wilsnu.

alisent.  The-  onsi-t  of  the  disease  may  be  gmdnal  or  sud- 
den— the  latt^T  not  iiifreipiently.  The  eruption  may  \k' 
liilfused  over  the  greater  part  nf  the  general  suHiice,  or  it 
may  be  in  Im'iili/ed  i)atehes.

Trfatmext,  This  diseus*  isoae  of  the  most  rebellious 
to  tre^itiiifnl,  llj-f^ienii'  ini'usiiivs,  l'ii',-b  :iir,  pntper  and 
re.ftrictt.'d  diet,  ahsliiiL-afO  fnnii  all  aii-oholicn,  aud  relief 
from  all  nervcmrf  distiirbuuees  must  be  secured  as  fiir  as 
may  be.  Nerve  toiiies  may  \h.:  given,  sucli  as  arwente, 
wtryciuiinc,  ciKl-hver  oil,  hyjxiplinspliites,  and  tjuiiiine; 
alkaline  diuretics,  lielladnana  iti  full  dnsn's,  laxatives,  all 
may  l>e  tried.  I'bouaeel.itii',  -"i  to  10  graius,  tbri'e  timea 
a  day,  has  done  well  in  some  ejises.  Aiitipyrine  exerts 
a  more  powerful  influence,  but  is  not  so  side.  Ijocally 
Diihring  has  fuund  the  Ix'st  treatment  to  Ix'  sulphur  oint- 
ment cont!iitiin<^  twii  dniehms  of  sulphur  to  the  oiuit^-, 
well  rubbed  in  with  vigorous  friction  as  tu  seabies.  In 
one  markwl  (sise  this  treatment  gave  most  autisfaetiirv 
results  iu  my  hands.  The  frictions  should  be  <i>ntiinie<l 
tor  an  hour  at  :i  time.  This  plan  is  not  suitable  for  tlie 
erythematJius  variety.  Tlie  ypiual  douche  acted  most 
favorably  in  ()ne  of  my  eases.  Other  aulliorilies  recom- 
mend alkaline  and  brsui  baths,  dustinj;  on  wtarch  powder 
witli  oxide  "f  zinc,  Ijis.-Jir's  ])aste,  rcsorcin  nlutmenl, 
lifjuor  carlM>nis  dctergeiis  in  water,  .^ij  to  5viij  ;  cjilaniine 
liiliou,  liquor  picin  alkalinns,  tar  ointment,  sjlutioiia  of 
ejirlmlic  acid,  5,1  tn  .^,  dablieif  on.  Gnaiucol,  6  [wr 
cent,  in  ointment  base,  controls  the  itching,  The  po-isi- 
bility  cif  systemic  |"ii-'iniug  fiimi  absorption  must  Ik' 
borne  iu  mind.  Canipiior  and  ehlond,  1  to  'i  \n-r 
cent.,  combined  in  oinlinent  or  h)tion,  also  eoutmls  the 
itehing  -Si'huinlM'rfi  renunmcnds  the  niercuriiil  V!i|>i)r 
lamp.  All  these  will  att'ord  aeerLiin  measure  of  ivlicf,  Init 
tlie  disease  h  apt  to  laugh  at  ourefl'orts  to  drive  it  away. 

pRonNTWis,  The  duration  of  the  disease  is  indctiuilo. 
Some  mild  (wsf-s  may  recover  in  u  short  time,  never  to 
relaps*!.  The  eimrwof  tlie  distaistf  is  ejwentiallv  chronic; 
it  may  last  for  many  ycai'sj  it  showsa  stroug  tendency  to 
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relapse  at  lungi'j-  or  shorU,-r  intei-vals ;  and,  as  a  rule,  tWs 
not  raateriitlly  iiffwt  tlic  patitiit's  hf.iltli.  Old  [KHjpk'aiid 
those  iiiil  Litlicrwiri*;  iu  f;iv»\  liftiltli  may  hv.  worn  out  by 
the  ilfhinif  :ind  llie  di.-icotiiloi-ts  of  tlic  disesist.

The 
iia|Mdiir  lesions  of  pityriasis  rosea  are  not  so  min'h  raised 
as  are  thome  of  schorrhi.eal  <lerniatitis  and  not  so  evidently 
rehittil  to  the  follieles  of  the  skin.  Pityriasis  nisea 
CdUiinonly  runs  a  rapid  and  sclf-limitefl  cfmrse,  wborcns 
wlmrrhoMd  dermatitis  is  chronic.  If  pityriasis  ro.-ca 
occnrs  lypiciilly  njHin  the  trunk,  tlici-o  is  mi  difficulty -

Tbeatment.  It  is  necessnrj-  to  pay  Pjicoial  attt^ntioD 
to  the  scalp  in  eV(.'ry  case,  as  that  is  the  place  of  de- 
parture in  almost  all  Kises,  In  the  treatment  of  the 
iliseitse  we  have  three  ust.'fnl  drugs:  sulphur,  resoreln, 
and  mcreury.

This  temi  is  ust'd  tocomprise 
all  irifiaiiiiiiiitii.'iis  nf  the  skin  tliat  are  due  to  tniuniiitic  in- 
fllienees,  tiueh  as  blows,  rubljing,  and  the  like.  It  pieticnts 
tlie  usual  siyns  of  inflammation  to  a  jfreuter  or  less  extent, 
even  up  to  trinK''''^"*'t  iieeonling  to  the  defirni'  of  traunia- 
lisiii  and  the  gn.si^ptibih'ty  ol'  the  individual  i^kiu.  The 
irritatiou  of  the  .skin  due  to  ecratehing  i«  a  tuninnju 
tDstAn<«  of  this  fbnn  of  deninititU,  Under  certain  eir- 
eunistiiiiee.i  if,  t■il^ily  develops  int^o  an  eezema.  The 
ehuliriff  of  the  Aim  met  with  in  liorsehaek  riding,  hi 
tliow  unaeeuatonied  1*)  the  exercise,  t»  another  common 
iiwtinci'. 

TilKATMKNT.  The  treatment  of  thin  form  of  dermatitis 
shoidd  l>e  sootliinfTi  tiueli  as  by  the  fri-<'  nse  of  dusting 
jtowilers,  alkaline  hitions,  or  nn'ld  <iintiiients,  fueh  as  that 
of  till' o.vidc'iif /,ine.  t_'mia'  rei'ommcnds  for  the  jiifven- 
tioH  of  die  dermatitis  due  to  horseback  riding,  that  the 
jmrt  should  be  .smeared  with  a.  weak  ix'.sorein  or  iehthyol 
ointment. 

DeTTnatitls  Venenata.  Redness,  swelling,  and  heat,  fol- 
hiued  or  atlendid  by  the  formation  of  a  vast  number  of 
tjtnall,  rhiselv  I'nnvdcd  vesicles  that,  mav  remain  Isohiti-d 
or  rnn  together  and  Jl>rni  bnJiie,  are  the  symptoms  that 
uuDstittitc  this  form  of  dernuititis,  tlie  eauftc  of  which 
la  always  some  sort  <if  irritant  applied  to  the  skin.     The

The  parts  ernst, 
the  swellih);  itnd  rt-chit'sa  slowly  disiippcar,  anil  the  wkiii 
nnt^  niore  becomes  normal.  The  jiarts  most  usually 
iifli-etHl  iiru  the  hnnds  and  thee  in  both  sexes,  the  jx^nis 
ill  tht-  male  and  the  hiviist  lu  tlie  (emak' — that  is,  those 
jwrt«  that  eimm  in  direet  contaet  with  the  poison,  or  to 
whieh  it  is  most  liahk'  to  l>e  conveyed  bv  the  hands.

Mii-t  (lersons,  perliajis,  aiv  not  susceptible  lo  the  jHiiMHi, 
Siiiii'  few  are  hi  sn.'^-ejU ibie  that  evi^n  having  the  wind 
blow  on  them  fri-m  over  one  of  the  plants  will  eause  the 
dermatitis.     Negnx-s  are  almost  imnnnie. 

It  is  not  true  thiit  the  dermatitis  will  iTla])se  after  an 
inter\'al  <d'  time,  but  it  has  been  obsoi'vcd  that  an  (•[■/.ema 
nijiv  titllnw  the  dermiilitis,  and  that  this  may  showa  ei-r- 
tain  umomit  i.if  |K-riudieity  in  its  outbreaks.  While  says 
tlmt  while  the  [Kiison  may  be  most  aetive  in  the  flowering 
H.'aMin,  it  is  snffieiently  Hetive  in  all  seasons,  and  thai  the 
{Hiinm  resides  not  only  in  the  leaves,  luitaUi  in  the  wixid, 
bark,  and  frnil.  The  disease  is  not  eoutilgious  alter  the 
parts  have  been  well  wasliM.

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iujj  to  S.  F.  Acr«!  and  W.  A.  Syntt-,'  it  is  a  jx'ir^nmi!*  tar, 
gum,  or  wax,  which  \s  uim-voUitilc  ami  a  ciijii|ili'X  miIj- 
mIjiik'c  of  a  jrlueoside  nature.  It  is  easily  oxidiet-d  by  jht- 
inangjinatc  "f  (M)tu?i)^iiiiii ;  and  |in;cipitatwl  iuto  un  iuHjI- 
iihli'  lead  cumjiound  by  aeetate  of  load. 

DiAGNtwis.  The  eruption  differs  from  tliat  of  rizmia 
in  seeking  the  inner  sidufi  of  the  fingei'w,  the  hands,  faee, 
breast,  and  genitals ;  in  the  giiaiter  amount  of  .-welling 
that  eiimnioniy  attends  it;  in  dievastniinilieri  if  crowded 
together,  "  lurid"  vesicles  ;  and  in  the  iHTUsional  oecnr- 
renee  of  the  eniption  iji  tlie  early  stiigi'  in  streiikti,  suggt-s- 
tive  of  striking  against  the  jihint.  A  history  of  having 
been  in  the  country  will  sonietinies  be  an  aid  in  diagnosis. 

Ertjuipvlnit  of  the  fac*  sonietinu's  needs  to  lie  ditleri'n- 
tiuted.  If  tlut  hands  or  genitals  are  att'eelcii  at  the  wuiie 
tinif!  with  the  faee,  tlait  will  decide  in  iavor  of  derniatiti!* 
venenata,  IJesides  this,  erysi|ieliis  almost  alwiiys  Is  nt- 
tendwl  by  ci institutional  disturbances  and  it  spreads  with 
a  rumkI  border.

The  parts  arc  to  be  kc)>t  constjintly  ecjvercd 
wilii  linl  or  absorbi'ut  tiitlon  ennliniloMsly  satnniletl  with 
it  or  with  /imi'-iitilfi;  v\t  night  we  einniiit  n-e  this  if 
the  ptitieut  sleeps,  h.'4  the  cotton  jir  the  lint  drie.-;.

Not  only  docs  it  destrov  c^l^— 
ai&iA  tiswiie.-i,  Imt  it  niay  »niHc  also  hloughiug  of  tht? 
eiiund  rtkin.  (.'Idoroiimn  will  Mister  if  preventefl  from 
evo (HI rating.  Thia  |R'cnliarily  is  sometimes  cmployetl  (or 
vesication.  Tiic  strong  ai-iils  dcstiviv  (Ik-  skin,  as  also 
arseiii<i.  Snlphnr,  ioiline,  iiKlolonn,  cRiilin,  mercnriiil 
pre jKi ration:^,  ehlorido  of  /iiie,  liieliromate  of  ixjtasli,  and 
caustic  (totjisli  cjiu."!.'  varying  degR-VS  of  dermatitis.  Elec- 
tricity will  ivddcn  and  InHanie  the  skin,  and  not  >i  few 
cases  of  dermatitis  liavc  resulted  from  wearing  clothing 
dyed  with  aniline  dyes.  It  is  said  that  the  br()Wu  tail 
moth  oimiiig  in  eontjici  with  the  skin  will  ranse  an  ernp- 
tion  like  ilermatilis  venenata.  Its  hairs  contain  lui  ir- 
ritjmt  [iois<in. 

Dermatitia  Vegetana.  Under  thii?,  and  other  names, 
have  liei'n  reported  liy  Ilart/cll,  Wende,  Pnsey,  and  sonie 
French  writers,  eases  in  which  pea-size  or  larger,  fiingat- 
ing  tumors  develop,  wldeh  may  run  together  to  form 
p;itches  of  more  or  less  large  .sIm'.  The  lesions,  whether 
large  or  small,  :irc  dark  red  in  color.  They  exude  jms 
and  serum,  and  eriistw  form  inj  tlieni.  They  may  ileh  a 
little,  but  raiise  no  I'oiisiitiilioual  disturlmace.  Tliey 
occur  lK)th  ill  children  and  adulls,  and  seem  to  be  due  to 
the  invasion  of  purulent  ezeniatous  surfaces  by  staphy- 
io'.'ocei.      They  yield  t^>  anti.'septie  tri'almeiit. 

Dermatitis  Termcosa.  Occasionally  weseecasesmarhed 
by  patelio  which  arc  eireiimseribed,  niiseil,  wilh  their  sur- 
faces presenting  a  markediv  uneven,  ]Hijii!lomatous  or 
warty  npiwannn'e.  There  is  a  uiiriiiw  zone  of  nsliiess 
ai>out  the  patches.  A  drop  or  two  of  senim  may  iwize 
from  them,  or  thlrlt  pu.s.      I'l-cssnrc  up<in  them  will  n.-iu- 
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ally  force  out  pus,  Tliere  may  hv  r.nly  one  pak-li,  or 
fi<!V"fra]  [Mitphpi-.  Ciiniiiicnly  fliey  will  be  on  thf  banie 
pitrt  III*  tlie  IhmIv.  Tlif  |)iitioDLs  are  usually  in  pfior  phys- 
ital  wtntlitioii.  They  iimy  be  the  subjects  of"  other  skia 
i!ipj.'!L*e^,  suoh  as  ehruiiie  eca-ma.  They  do  not  eompluiu 
111'  iu-hiuj;.  The  di>*:iBe  Meents  to  be  due  to  streptotiiccic 
or  fiaphyloeiicTir  infeetion,  and  to  yield  l>est  to  i-nug 
liutiilu^^ti^  with  the  ammouiatc  of  mercury  oiiiimeiit,  or 
nalicyiic  acid  ointiueut;  or  to  wet  dressing  of  aiiliw|itie 
I'hiiRu'lt-r.  At  times  tlie  disease  is  very  intractieable. 
It  is  jirobalily  allied  to  dermatitis  vegetans, 

Dennatolysis.  Synonyuis:  ChiilaiciidcnDia  ;  Cutis  j)eu- 
<lula  ;    I'lieJivrlerniatoeele. 

This  term  is  a)i|ilif<l  to  two  entirely  difl'ereiit  diseases 
of  tlie  ?-kin.  In  mie  ive  have  liilds  of  loose,  thickened 
skin  and  siilH-ntaueous  tissue  tliat  sometiuu's  form  hupc 
niaiwes  tijinjfing  diiwn  from  the  side  of  the  fare,  trunk,  or 
juiv  part  of  the  bodv.  The  nkin  is  sotl,  and  does  not 
apjiear  altereil,  exceptinfj  ihiil  it  is  pigmented  to  a  certain 
extent.  This  firm  is  really  a  species  of  fibroma.  True 
derma toly sis  is  a  yet  nioro  mre  aflwlion,  in  whieh,  owing 
1(1  «ime  defect  in  the  attrteliments  of  the  skin,  it  i-an  Im 
pnlled  away  from  the  Ixuly  like  the  skin  of  a  eat.  The 
"  Klasti<'-s]iin  Man"  is  an  instance  of  this.  There  have 
t>i-(-u  w.-vera]  of  these  freaks.  Tlie  one  mentioned  eould 
pnll  the  skin  from  his  chmt  up  to  his  eyes.  The  eondi- 
linn  is  congenital,  Init  can  be  rnen-ased  by  cultivation. 
There  arc  no  oilier  changes  in  the  skin  itself,

Cold  bus 
an  undoubted  iurtuenee  on  ihe  skin,  and  tfxeinii  is  iiioiv 
eomriion  in  winter  than  in  summer,  and  ispMit-riilly  aj:j:ni- 
vaUsI  byextWnuly  low  t'lnivnit  ore,  even  whi  ii  thcjialii-nt 
keen-  in  the  hous4'.

The  French  school  of  dcrmatolofiy  haK  long  held  to 
itfi  theory  of  diatlKi-ih,  anil  ban  I.nutrlit  tliat  the  dartmns 
diathesis  is  ihc  cause  ol  ecwnia.  Outside  of  Frauiv  little 
is  known  aJHiut  diathesis.  A  vidncnibility  of  the  skin 
18  nect^eary  for  the  imxhiction  of  an  ecKcmn,  and  many 
patieobi  may  fairly  Ik-  rej.'iirded  as  eczernntous,  juwt  ah 
others  niav  l»e  sjir'ken  of  as  ^mtv,  or  rlicinnatic,  or 
imifiatic.

DlAiiNosis,  If  llie  six  jiromlufint  svMiplnmsnf  ci'/ema 
are  r<'mcnibercd,  namely,  n'diU'->,  itehiajr,  infill  ration  nr 
lliiekeninji,  exndatinn  or  tendency  to  moisture,  i-rnslin};iir 
HMtling,  anil  eraekini;.  it  will  Ik-  a  groat  aid  in  diagnosis. 
To  ihem  slmnld  l>e  addeil  the  tendency  tlic  diseas<' 
evincen  to  lomte  in  the  fulds  o\'  the  joints,  iH'tweeii 
apposnl  siirliices  of  skin  and  br'hiiid  llie  caiv,  and  the 
(Kt^uliar   muejbiginoiis    ipiality   cif    the  exudate,   which 
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htiili'iis  1111(1  stains  linen  iiinl  glui's  the  hair  together, 
Fonunalely,  a  diHgniwiti  of  fczfma  will  lit  one  uiit  of 
everv  tlirce  cjises,  Hitc  will  bt;  givcu  the  general  (!i:i^;- 
Dtisi^  rtscrviiig  fur  tlie  i^ctioiis  on  regional  eczema  tlie 
diiignosis  uf  sjH-cial  f'lrm.H  wiicn  iieee-ssiiry.

As  a  rule, 
it  runs  !i  more'  nipid  cotiri*,  its  vesicles  are  longer  pre- 
s-rvt-d,  hnlhc  an.'  iipt  to  fbrin,  there  is  liurning  nitiier 
than  itching,  uiiil  it  heid.-s  readily  on  removal  of  the 
(-.luscp  which  iisnjilly  Is  evident. 

Drniuififiv  cx/ollnfiva  in,  when  iidly  dp\-eli>ped,  u  uni- 
vcrsjil  cni|»tion,  while  ei'Kema  is  ver)'  rarely  so.  It  is 
jdso  dry,  and  has  ulmndant  larf;e  msxlvs  ■  while  eezema 
will  exiiihit  moisture  wmiewhere,  and  di>i's  not  se.ile  ri 
uloiiidantly.  For  lurtiier  [miuLj  in  diagnosis,  see  uuder 
derrimtitis  exliiliativa. 

Kri/nljir/itx  is  attcnch'd  liy  fever  and  niiirked  tfinstitu- 
timiiil  di.-liirliiinees,  has  a  sharply  diliiinl  bonier,  ad- 
vances steadily  at  its  margin,  and  liirnis  a  swollen,  deeji- 
rwl  [wteh  ujKjn  which  iargij  vesicles  and  bnlliB  Ibrm. 
The  nmrgin  of  cutema  is  ill  defim-d,  fading  otC  into  tlie 
Mirrounding  skin  ;  its  vesieles  are  pin-jioint-  to  pinhead- 
gi/.L-<l  ;  ilehiug  is  ulwavs  jiresj'nt ;  aiul  tiiere  is  little  or 
no  cotisliliilioua!  disturbance.  KcM-mn  has  a  dry,  rongh 
surtitce  in  the  erythenialoiis  iorm,  while  erysipelas  lias  at 
linit  a  finiotitli  and  nhining  one. 

JCi'iftliriiia  burns  rather  than  itches  ;  Its  redness  can  lie 
entiii'tv  w]iiffail  out  by  [u'essiire,  liviving  a  whitish  sjhjI, 
and  returns  promptly  when  diL-  pressui-e  is  removiif. 
In  wzeina  prcssurt;  will  cause  the  redness  to  disappear, 
but  it  will  leave  a  yellow  stjuu  In  its  place.  Erythema 
lacks  the  itching,  exndation,  scaling  or  emstiug,  and 
cracking  of  if7.i-i\t;\,  is  prone  In  apjH'ar  ii[i"in  the  hack 
of  the  hands  and  wrists,  and  is  sy nnnetrical. 

Herpetjiiiril'm  n.'seniblea  cczcTna  only  in  having  \'esi- 
cltH  Upon  a  pwl  surface.  It  o<'i;iirs  usually  in  a  single 
pali-h  u|Kin  the  face  ;  its  vesicles  are  discrete,  and  show

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little  t^Dilcnry  tii  ruu  tiifji'tlifr ;  its  niurse  is  diort,  and 
it  yni'mH  or  hum.s,  but  doos  Dot  ittJi. 

ZomIit  occurs  iu  the  icinu  of  ii  number  of  herpetic 
patches  following  the  course  of  :t  nerve,  and  oecujtyiiig 
only  one  ?iile  of  tiie  W»iy — svniptunis  lliat  are  entirely 
furei^iii  to  eczema. 

Iinjuiif/o  c^nkif/iona.  oeeiirs  for  the  most  piirt  U[»iiii  llie 
face,  handti,  and  ex]wp.sed  [mrt,-*.  Itji  |mwtiile,t  are  large, 
flat,  and  iliserete,  Dot  sumll  aiul  couplomenite.  Ils 
crUftB  are  thin  and  stuek  on  ;  not  f^reeuifili  and  thick, 
as  in  eczema.  It  la  a  vcBiivi-pu^^tiilar  disease,  uud  often 
presents  large  vesicles  or  bullie  that  look  like  bums  of 
tile  isciwud  degree. 

IJvhrn  pliiiiiiA  pres<'nt-i  papules  that  are  flat,  smooth, 
unihilicati'il,  and  angular,  anti  ha.-<  a  [K'cnliar  violacci>us 
hue  when  its  lesions  are  suffii'iently  numerous  t<t  ."limuljitt* 
eczema.  Eczemiit«UH  papules  are  round  and  acuminate 
and  bright  red.  They  are  constantly  coining  and  going, 
while  tli<i.<e  of  lichen  plaiiua  are  eonstunt  and  last  for 
a  considerable  time. 

Lupim  efi/theinatontiji  occurs  in  rfiarply  detineil  [Htlchcs 
which  are  exceeilingly  chronic  ;  its  stales  are  udhereiil  ; 
its  color  it-  jH'Culiar  ;and  it  produces  atrophy  of  the  skin. 
Eczema  |Ji\wentH  none  of  these  fiymptoms. 

Jlycovin  /"Uf/oklfH  in  its  early  stage  is  often  indistin- 
guishable from  eczema.  ITsually  its  patches  assume  a  half- 
moon,  horseshoe,  or  kidney  i^liaix.'.  Tiiewe  may  disap])eiir, 
to  riNipiicar  in  the  wame  or  utiuT  lin.iilitv.  ThcyalMj  fiiil 
to  rewixmd  to  tri.'atincnt.

Feinphigus  Jidiaccm  jtresents  raw  siirfaL«s  that  Itcjir 
flome  ri'sendilancc  tij  ivzenia  nibnim  ;  but  its  large  liullic 
and  p;istry-likc  enists,  I'onpled  wilh  ihc  genendly  liad 
wjiidition  of  l!ic  ])iilient,  sharply  ditlerentiate  it. 

PhUiinitiiv,'<r  [n'diculosis,  shows  parallel  Hcratch-markM 
over  the  ijhouldcr;*  and  excorialions  about  tiie  waist  and 
on  the  limbs  where  the  scLims  of  the  ctolliing  come.  If 
on  llie  head,  tiie  lesions  will  lii,-  on  the  uccijiut,  aud  uits  will 
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bo  ffiiinti  oil  the  liair  ot*  that  regiou  or  of  the  h>mi>les. 
The  t^uptioQ  In  whifh  tlioy  give  rise  is  an  eezemn,  but 
the  (lause  of  it  i.s  evidoDt. 

Piit/rirmlft  riihra  ii'ditrk  lias  elevated  papules  about  the 
hnir  fnllii-ltw  of  tlic  Iwick  of  tlic  fingers,  tiuii  is  not  jKirticu- 
hvrly  pruritir.  It  torms  Wfll-ilufiufil  pat<?hc.>i  thiit  fwl 
liki?  nutmeg  graters  and  present  no  secondary  ehanges. 

i'nirUiLx  cittaiieiui  liaa  no  Ic^iions,  pi'operly  speaking, 
and  the  excoriations  met  with  are  not  in  patelios,  Imt  seat- 
tt-nil  all  over  tlielxHlyat  int*.'i-\'alsand  irregularly.  The 
iti-liing  is  more  paroxysmal  tiian  it  is  in  ee/^'nia,  and  tlie 
il*-'hln^  is  tile  only  symptom  that  it  has  in  common  with 
veiionia. 

I'hoi-UimU,  when  oeenrring  in  typiea!  ronnd  or  oval, 
sharply  dflitntl  pat<?lies,  with  silvery  sejile^,  offers  no  diC- 
tieiiity  ill  diagnosis  from  a  typical  eezcnia.  From  cireuni- 
Bcribcd  ccxema,  that  occurs  iwcasionally,  It  may  bo  diag- 
nostittited  by  tlic  •.••ilor — of  a  hrijjiitcr  red  ;  by  the  scaling, 
ihat  is  winter,  tliieker,  arnl  Timre  laminated ;  and  by  find- 
ing elianicteristie  patches  either  of  the  one  or  the  other 
dis'?ii»e  elsewhere  on  the  body.  When  psoriasis  oci.'urs  in 
large  areas  it  is  diaguoHtieat*?d  from  squamous  ecjwma  by 
ils  sharply  defined  Iwirder;  its  marginate  form  ;  its  brighter 
Tv<\;  its  more  abniidant,  thicker,  and  wiiilcrseales;  its  foml- 
mss  fur  ihc  extensor  snrtini.'s  of  the  limbs,  wliilc  ec/cnia 
wt-'kH  the  flexor  :Li|>eot.s  and  the  Hesures  of  the  joints  ;  its 
nniforni  chanieter  and  nonstdint  dryness,  against  the  poly- 
morptioiis  <'haractcr  of  eczema  and  its  moisture;  and  its 
hisljiry  of  fri'ipicnt  rclapsi's,  always  of  thi'  same  .sort  ami 
always  on  llie  elbows  and  knees. 

Ilmaveu  oeeu|>ies  the  middle  third  of  the  face  from 
uIhivi;  dowDwan],  altaekiitg  tiie  foreheail,  nose,  iind  chin ; 
while  ivzema  affects  the  whole  or  part  of  the  tiiw,  but 
neviT  iH'cnrs  on  thc-ie  limit^t'd  regions  alone;  it  imrns 
nithcr  than  itehes;  it  shows  lelangieetji.scs,  and  its  rcd- 
nctt-s  ami  occasional  discrete,  slnggish,  su|K'rficiul  pustules 
are  very  different  fri)m  either  the  dry,  harsh,  scaly,  red- 
ness of  an  crythcmatons  eeaema,  or  the  crusted  surface  of 
a  pustular  ce/A.-ma. 
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Smbu»  niiiy  Iw  diiiguostiuatdJ  Crora  eczema,  by  its  loca- 
tion iijHin  tlic  iintcrinr  siirfiiw  of  tlie  wrists,  between  tlie 
fitij^'i"^,  iiinl  iipi'ii  tilt;  JilxliitiiL'ii  jiud  liuttcK.'ks  of  1ji)EIi  sexes, 
and  iiiwiti  llie  nipples  iiiiil  breasts  of  ivoniea  and  the  j)fnis 
of  men.  Iti  cliildreii  tlic  feet  arc  uftan  affected.  The 
pivscnoe  of  eiinieuli  U  diagnostic,  but  they  are  liiinl  to 
tiiiii  in  some  eJise.f.  The  ernption  in  saibics  is  at  titn(.'s 
an  ecJuma;  but  it  is  importjint  to  recognize,  where  po^ 
able,  the«ui!!e  of  an  cezeuia  in  order  to  cure  it. 

St/lihUii',  like  eey*mu  is  a  prot«in  diseiii«  ;  but  it  diw^ 
not  iteh,  and  tiuit  is  an  irn})ortiint  jwint  in  diHerential 
di:ij;nosiH.  It  is  true  that  (K-nisionullv  a  pajHilarorerusteil 
pustular  evpl'iliile  does  ittOi,  but  the  oci-nn>'uee  is  so  rare 
tltat  it  need  not  here  Ix;  taken  into  aeeount.  The  early 
svpiiilide.s  are  genei-sd  eniptions,  whether  niacnlar,  papu- 
lar, or  pustular,  and  the  cffloreseci ices  never  form  ]i:itehe>, 
though  they  may  show  more  or  less  grouping.  \Vhi>n  the 
other  syniptfinis  of  syphilis  are  jiri'st'iit,  sneii  as  the  iuiliiil 
leeion,  raucous  itatehes,  and  idopeciii,  there  c«u  bi-  no  diffi- 
eulty.  It  is  the  later  nianifestjitiona  of  the  disease  that 
offer  difficulties  in  diagnosis,  and  espcciMllv  the  gr'iii[Mil 
papular  lesions  that  oeeur  im  (lie  palms  in  ihe  form  of  scaly 
patches.  In  some  cases  a  diiignosia  is  impossible.  The 
most  suf^^tive  syniphjui  of  syphilis  is  the  occurrence  of 
tlie  disease  iijiou  the  palm  of  one  hand  alone.  The  patch 
will  hiive  a  wavy  iiutliiie;  will  be  seidy,  but  not  moist 
orenistwl;  will  orteri  show  healtiiy  skin  lu  the  mitldle; 
and  there  are  apt  to  he  isolated,  scaly,  tlark-reit  papules 
Bomewhere  ia  the  neighborhixKJ,  The  finding  of  scars 
of  old  lesions,  or  some  other  evidence  of  syphilis,  will 
aid  na, 

Trirliiij/li i/l'ini"  crirfKiriK  wiii'u  in  disk-shajH'd  patches 
tluit  have  not  iormed  rings  Inmarsat  times  so  close  a  resem- 
blance Ut  eczema  that  it  is  diflicult  l-o  make  a  dit^osis  at 
once;  but  in  a  short  time  the  centre  of  the  disk  will  cit-ar 
up  and  the  annular  ringworm  patj'h  will  declare  itself. 
Eczema  dotrs  not  have  annular  patches. 

Urticaria,  wheu  it  has  induced  itching  uud  has  been 
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srratftliwl,  lixiks  like  an  ccKt'iim.  Wc  recognize  it  by  tlie 
fiadliijr  of  the  wliiails,  fir  rlie  liistory  fif  X\wn\,  iiiul  by  tlie 
iw'Iiit^l,  sc^atUTwl  (Hstrilnitirni  of  the  exi-oriiitioiis  iind 
pujiiiles.  Some  eases  of  piipiilur  iirtiwiria  can  only  be 
iliiignListit^tetl  alier  iJiijluiijfeil  observiition. 

Treatment.  While  not  a  few  eases  of  eczema  arise 
from  luirt.'ly  Iix'JiI  eiiiises,  iiiid  reqnireniily  external  treat- 
meiit,  in  niosi  car^'H  the  patient  iw  nnt  in  jrt)Oil  e»iii<litiun, 
auiI  he  nei-ds  tceatnieut  quite  apart  fiimi  hiw  (*kin  di«ea.se, 
it  ia  well  for  us  to  begin  tlie  treatment  of  it  i-awe  by  reganl- 
ingit  ns  one  of  a  i^iek  nam  rather  tbuii  a  ^iek  skin.  The 
bt'tter  pruetitioniT  of  niedieine  a  man  is,  the  better  his 
(■hunces  of  curing  oe».'nai  will  lie.  It  ia  not  the  jiart  of 
the  writer  on  matter.-i  ilerniatolofjical  to  instruet  his  readers 
iti  gi'neral  ineilieine,  and  here  I  can  give  only  an  outline 
(if  the  treatment  projier  to  be  followed. 

If  the  patient  is  ana>Miie,  we  siiouhl  udniiniMer  iron, 
and  see  that  he  has  plenty  of  fresh  air  and  a  suffieient 
iinxiunt  of  exereise.  If  he  is  run  down,  and  es|H'eiallv 
if  he  is  of  a  stninioiis  habit,  eod-liver  oii  will  Ix.'  indi- 
(«tiil.  To  the  iiervtius  patient,  wtryelinin,  hypopho,-*- 
phites,  and  other  nerve  tonii-s  whouhl  l>e  administered. 
The  dyspeptie  needx  niinei-id  aeids,  nnx  vomieji,  (X'psin, 
or  biMUiuth  and  .-(iKla,  aeeitrding  t^i  the  difterent  form  the 
tronble  taken.  Those  snft'ering  fr<im  uterine  diseases 
lieod  the  trejitment  iM'wt  suited  to  their  eas?.  The  gonty 
and  rheniiialic  will  Ih?  benefited  bv  alkalies,  siieh  as  the 
ait'tate  of  jxitash  or  the  ])hiisplaite  of  smln.  Colehicum 
will  lie  usefnl  in  g'luty  eases.  In  fact,  there  is  no  s]x'eifie 
for  wwma,  and  eiieh  eaise  ithoidd  be  studii-il  anil  treateil 
by  it«lf. 

Hut  nejirly  eviTy  ease  requires  attention  to  the  diet 
and  exereisi',  and  to  tin-  pro[>er  action  of  the  Ixiwels  and 
kidtieys.  The  diet  i^  of  wpeeial  iiniNH'lanee.  I'llVard  ' 
hiis  found  that  ■'ilJ  |kt  eent.  of  his  cjiws  of  eewnia  liiive 
lufn  eaniivoron.s — that  is,  ejitinji;  meat  three  time.t  a  day

suffer  fnim  iliHtiTss  iif  ^toniiii.'li  aflcr  eating  (t'rtjiiii  arti- 
dt's.  Sinit;  iMit  tmi  liltk-,  ami  tliiit  of  irnprcijtcr  srirt.  Tlii; 
inciicatidus  for  tnaitmoiit  urti  tJicrcfon?  uljviou.s.  Tlie 
p^reatest  difficulty  we  luive  t<i  coiitoiid  with  in  tlio  ohjt-o 
tiiiQ  most  peoj)le  have  to  dieting  of  any  sort. 

In  an  arnt^  e<:zenia  nf  any  coiisiderahli'  extent  it  is 
aUvavM  best  to  put  the  patieut  on  u  re.strieted  and  simple 
diet,  aud  of  these,  where  milk  is  well  l)orne,  a  niillv  diet 
18  the  best.  Two  or  more  quarts  of  milk  may  !»e  tiiken 
during  the  day  In  divided  doses,  with  dry  loast  or  loawted 
eriickers  and  the  cerails,  exit'ptiuf^  oat  meal.  After  a 
few  days  :t  moi-e  liberal  diet  may  1«.'  allowinl,  as  in  snl>- 
acnte  and  eiminic  eezenia. 

lu  subacute  and  ehroiiic  ccwmii  meat  shouhl  lie  lakeu 
but  once  a  day,  and  i^himld  be  lxK.'f,  nnilton,  lu-  ehieken, 
and  these  ^houlil  lie  eaten  lu  the  niiildle  of  the  day  when 
pOHsible.  Brf-akia.''t  aiid  wipjK'r  ishould  l>e  very  xinipie, 
of  craekers  aud  uiilk,  bread  and  milk,  or  Kome  of  tlic 
grains  well  cooked  and  eaten  without  sugar.  There  is  a 
popular  idea  that  oatmeal  i.i  injurious.  It  is  l>e»<t  bi  Ibrbiil 
its  use.  Fish  may  be  allowetl,  but  not  those  with  dark 
meat  or  oilv.  An  ocejisional  t'^  may  Ir'  eati-ii  in  the 
nioruiuj):,  Imt  not  every  day.  No  paatry,  eiike,  or  eon- 
leetiuuery  should  \m  alloweii.  Apart  from  alwohlti-  mn- 
plie.ity,  the  patient's  (asle  may  lie  eouwulled,  eare  being 
tjiken  to  avoid  uuytliiug  that  he  kiiow^i  will  disagixi' 
with  him.  Iti.s»g<nid  rule  to  tell  the  patient  that  he 
may  eat  what  lie  likt's,  in  reastju,  but  not  of  more  than 
three  dishes  at  a  meah  It  is  nulikidy  that  he  will  then 
overeiit.  Those  who  eat  I<k)  little  t'ov  any  rea'^on  should 
be  dirwted  to  lake  that  little  more  ofVen  dnrinj;  theiluy. 
Butter  may  lie  tiken  fively.  The  dyspeptic  sh()uld  drink 
a  eup  of  hot  water  atiout  a  half-iiour  ln-fiu'e  meals.  It  is 
sometimes  neee.ssarv  for  a  time  to  resort  to  kumyss  or 
matzouu,  and  artifieiully  digest<-d  fiHid,  but  the  siMuier  liu 
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can  return  with  minfort  to  a  more  natural  diet  tlic  liettci-. 
Fritif  anil  wanne(I-ii|i  meats  Hlioiilrl  Im  avuidod  in  all 
caws.  Fruits  fully  rijw!  nr  stcwwl  can  as  a  rule  be  lil>er- 
rnJlv  ]Hirtjiki'u  of. 

All  ulciiliolic  drinks  murit  be  absitlul^ly  furljidilcn. 
Miilt  ]i([Uors  ui-e  i'.s[>w;iii!ly  obnoxious  to  all  irritable 
Rkiue;.  Tea,  wiirci.',  ami  cliotiolate  are  Inwt  let  alone. 
CVtffw,  om-  Hrriull  cup,  may  be  allowed  tlir  breiiktii^it ;  or 
»HV)a  wliich  lA  iR'tter,  if  made  with  a  good  deal  of  milk. 
Milk,  if  it  diK's  not  cxinstipate,  may  be  allowed,  but  not 
wiih  the  rei^ular  mvah  if  the  patient  is  ou  a  usual  unxcd 
diet,  \Val(-r.-j|iouId  l>e  drunk  regularly,  aiul  it  isiiot  un- 
likely Uiat  niueli  of  tlie  benefit  derived  from  visiting 
Ibreign  ^[ww  U  due  U»  the  regular  drinking  of  water.  A 
gocHl  rule  is  for  the  patient  t*>  tlniik  a.  glass  of  wafer 
Ix'ibrc  meals,  while  di-essiog,  a  glass  (if  water  or  other 
lluid  at  (Mich  riiea!,  a  glass  of  water  alxiut  two  Iiouin  after 
iiieulM  and  Iw-fore  going  to  lie<l.  If  preferriil,  liottled 
liible  waters  may  lie  used.  Vichy  water  may  lie  sul>sti- 
tut4'd  for  ]ilain  watj?r  onee  or  twiee  a  day.  Tobnceo  is 
htinriful  it)  luimn  t^asP't. 

huti>reenHTit  of  these  dietary  laws  will  in  many  eases 
overcome  constipation.  It  is  iH^t  not  to  resort  to  nuili- 
eine*  to  prtKHire  a  giKwl  (hiily  movement  of  the  bowelB, 
if  it  «ui  be  avoided,  but  U>  exercise,  and  the  formation  of 
the  habit  of  going  to  stool  at  a  refrular  hour  of  tlie  ilay. 
If  we  must  needs  give  miilieine,  the  taljlet  triturates  of 
aloiu,  Ix-llailonna,  an<t  nux  vomiett ;  the  pill  of  iron  and 
aloes;  the  extract  of  ea»<mra  sagrada,  with  or  without 
mix  vomiea,  which  may  be  administ<'ri?d  in  e^ipsules  or 
an  eompressnl  t:ihlet-i  to  avoid  the  disagreeable  lastc;

The  di.-Jcliai^>  from  this  form,  iib  well  as  fiTini 
wBcmii  i)f  ihe  iri'nitais,  i;^  fn/iiiently  otFensive,  nwinjr  to 
die  deermijiDhilion  nf  the  wIkicchliw  pieerelioiis.  Kxeesr^ive 
tiMr  »if  ti)tmeeo  pn^disjioseM  to  llii.s  van'ety  of  eewnui,  |inil»- 
iihly  nn  acfviunt  of  (he  nervons  irritation  iudnciiig  Jteh- 
iiijT,  for  (he  relief  of  wliieii  the  patient  seratehes  ami  pro- 
iliiees  the  eewnia.  Other  predis|>o.-iiug  emiges  are  all 
tliose  llmt  uiiise  [iniritiis  ani,  wliieh  see. 

In  treatment  the  firet  tiling  is  to  st^ip  the  use  of  to- 
hflpi^,  a  hani  ijL-ik,  n.s  tlie  patient  is  ofttimes  inereihilouB

The  nates 
mu.st  he  wparateil  liy  iiJdM  of  lint,  and  the  parts  kept 
»i)-nipnii>uslv  I'h-im,  tlnuiffh  water  wlmuld  he  nsi'd  aw  r^par- 
iiitflv  an  [MiHiiihle,  The  itehinjj  may  he  relieved  hy  sii[i- 
ptiiy  <in  hot  water,  ihilihinj^  the  part  dry,  and  laakiiijr  the 
eh'fwn  appIie;ition,  Tar  or  diaehylon  ointment  may  lie 
n,s»-d  eoveriii  with  a  diLstiiiir  powder.      Usually  the  dnir

wx'll-iipplied  y-l>;iiitl!i}r<;  is  the  best  way  I'f"  kecpinf.'  tlic 
dres.siiig  in  place.  Tiiigciml,  iiO  jkt  (■ciit,  wdutiim  iu 
water,  ofttn  acts  well.  It  stops  tlie  itcliiug,  ^tininlatcs 
the  akin,  ami,  as  it  dries  on  the  skin,  does  away  with  the 
use  of  ointments. 

Fk-xcma  .hirium.  Eczonia  may  aifect  Imth  tlie  ear 
itself  and  the  inside  of  the  iindiutry  caual.  Whtn  tin- 
ear  is  acut^^ly  affected,  it  ia  swollen  at  times  so  niiich  as 
Ui  stand  out  fi-ofii  the  hwid.  In  acute  ecxeinii  "('  the  ex- 
ternal auditory  canal,  wliidi  in  sei-ondavy  to  tliat  of  the 
auricle,  the  swelling  may  Iw  sf.>  great  as  to  eansc  didmtss 
if  not  loss  of  hesiring.  Of  eczema  of  the  outer  [wrt  of 
the  ejir  nothing  s{K;cial  need  be  said  exctpting  that  the 
dressings  must  lie  exactly  applied  to  all  the  little  fur- 
rows of  the  car,  and  a  pledget  of  lint  plaecti  iu  the  fur- 
row lieliind  the  ear,  thus  M'|iarjiling  it  fnau  the  side  of 
the  head,  so  that  in  sU-eping  the  two  wnrfaw-s  of  skin  do 
not  come  in  contact.  Painting  this  i>art  of  the  ear  with 
a  si>lution  of  nllrate  of  silver,  10  gniiiis  to  the  onniT, 
will  sometimes  aid  greally  in  converting  a  moist  cczenm 
int<)  a  s(|uanions  one.  A  cure  will  he  hastened  by  liav- 
i]|g  the  Ciir  c<ivere<l  with  a  liueu  hag  niade  iu  the  fiishiou 
of  .an  car-iunff.  Ernema  of  the  auditory  eauid  is  soiui-- 
tiuies  ver>'  annoying  on  aecoimt  of  lui  aeeunuilalion  of 
scides,  dulliu(r  the  hearing.  For  this  condition  an  oint- 
ment of  tiuinin,  I  drachm  to  the  onni^-,  or  a  solution 
of  nitrate  of  silver,  o  t<i  20  graius  to  the  onii<*, 
may  be  applleii  thoroughly  by  means  of  absorlKnil  <i)lt'>u 
on  a  pnihe,  the  ear  being  properly  lightnl  by  uic:ins  of 
a  heiid-uiirror,  and  the  operator  having  llie  reiiuisitv 
skill.  Otherwise  the  tannic  acid  ointment,  or  one  i'f 
oxide  of  zinc,  or  the  diachylon  ointment  may  Ik."  applied 
on  jileilgetM  of  lint  rolled  up  In  tit  the  orifice.  It  must 
bo  remenil>ered  that  ointment.^  mixeil  with  the  exfoliatitl 
epidermis  of  the  nuial,  and  forming  a  pm-tc  with  it,  icud 
to  stop  up  the  canal  and  produ(K  deai'neas.     SiicJi  deaf- 
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iii^HB  cam  be  removed  by  syringing,  or  mnp ping  with  oiltii 
oottod.  Tlie  iiiwiifHiitifin  (if  iwric  adil  will  sometimes  lie 
b«^tl4!r  yet.  Tilt!  ear  wlioiilii  not  bo  syringi.il  out  ofk;ii, 
anil  wlien  it  i^  neptssary  to  do  so  a  solution  of  borax  or 
Imkin^  smiu  shotiid  be  used. 

Kczcma  Bnrb(E  is  ecareclyever  confined  to  the  beankil 
piirtidn  of  the  fafe,  but  it  geuerally  runs  over  ont^i  llie 
bordering  skin,  and  is  often  but  u  part  of"  eezema  of  the 
fmti.  It  has  praotirally  the  siinie  sym|iti)nis  as  has  ee- 
zema  capitis.  It  neeils  to  be  (liagiiostieated  from  ring- 
Worm  and  syoosis,  which  see.  In  treatment,  shaving,  or 
ctitting  tlie  !mir  Hiw,  which  is  l>ettcr,  should  be  pnictiwd 
wi  that  rcmi'dics  mav  be  closely  applied.  Phieking  tlic 
hair  from  the  pustules  is  to  1k'  recommended.  Its  further 
Irwituicnt.  is  the  same  as  tliat  of  eezema  capitis.  It  is  an 
obstinate  form  of  eczema,  prone  to  rehipses. 

Ju'Zfiiui  Cfipi'/ii.  The  .acaip  is  very  eomnionly  the  scat 
of  eczi-m;i,  cidier  by  ilself  or  in  coiuiection  with  eczema 
clspwhere.  It  has  reci'iviil  various  imiiies,  such  as  crusta 
loctea ;  (K>rrigo;  mililiigra;  sealied  head;  milk  trust; 
or  vesicular  or  running  stsill.  While  any  variety  of 
eczema  may  tH-cur  on  the  wvdp,  the  vesicular  is  very 
niH'lv  Mi'U,  and  the  uiost  common  is  the  puslnlar,  and 
ihc  tinal  stage  the  sipiamous.  In  the  aerilc  st:ige  the 
Mmlp  mav  l)e  s^nllrn  and  bo^^',  and  moist,  witli  the 
hair  stui'k  together.  We  may  lind  the  stailp  enisled 
with  a  ydlowisli  seiinis  crust,  but  more  commonly  liiepe 
ia  a  greenish  or  blackish  purulent  crust,  while  the  si-alp 
ia  swollen  but  little.  In  some  easi's  of  pustular  ccwma 
tlicre  will  be  discR-te,  rather  large  pustules  styitt^risl 
(hnmgh  the  hair,  Itesides  moist  and  crunled  [Mitdies. 
The  hair  is  always  mallcil  togetlier,  aii'l  the  i«lor  I'mm 
tlu-sailp  i.s  unpleasant.  If  tin-  crusts  are  rcmoveil,  ihey 
will  soon  reform. 

In  Uith  the  erythemalous  and  the  sijiiamous  Uirmstlic 
aeaip  is  rt^l  ami  scjdy.  In  the  lalt<r  variety  theai  is  apt 
til  lie  more  or  less  ihickening  of  llic  scalp,  aii<l  in  very 
acvtre  vases  the  scalp  may  be  cracked,     Xol  infiviinently 
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there  will  he  wniaraou.-t  patches  in  some  plapes  and  moist 
ami  criir-Uil  [kiU-Iics  in  cllicr  [ilaws. 

With  cT'zeniii  nf  tliL-  scjilp  tlieii.-  is  almost  alwnys  i-c- 
zcniii  behind  the  earK.  Tlie  cerviisU  glaiKU  an!  very 
odea  swollen,  especially  in  ehildreaj  but  tliey  need  give 
ni)  anxiety,  as  they  very  rarely  stippiirate.  In  the 
ehnmie  iiirni  there  may  lie  loss  of  liair,  espceially  in 
eliildreii,  when  it  is  simielinies  nieehanifallv  niM.Mil  ntl' 
from  the  uceipnt.  It  is  never  permuneiilly  IopI.  All 
fomis  are  it^-hy,  the  pnwtular  form  leaat  so.  The  |>alieiit 
may  ei)ni|ilain  of  a  "ilmwn"  feelinj;  of  the  scalp.  At* 
in  all  inHainnialorv  diwea-ses  of  the  scalp,  there  is  over- 
a<rtivity  of  ihe  h-eliaeeoiis  friaiuls,  aiul  the  cTUHts  will  eoii- 
taiii  a  certiiiu  ainoiinl  of  titt.  Iii  cliroiiie  eases  there 
may  be,  on  the  other  hand,  a  defieieucy  of  fat,  Pwli- 
(•iili  arc  orteii  foiiiiil  on  the  hair.  The  di.-iea.se  may  aft'eet 
the  \vhole  scalp  ur  only  a  [nirlinn  of  it,  ami  may  ruu  an 
acute  or  ehnmie  wiurse. 

F/noiXK!V,  The  exeiting  estuscs  of  eezenia  capitis  are 
all  irritants  to  the  s«ilp.  Sanetime.s  it  is  well-nie;iiit  but 
badly  direi'te<l  oftbrt.s  at  eleiinliness,  es|)<viiilly  in  ehihlren. 
Conibin^f  witli  a  fine-toothed  comb,  tiio  vigonins  uw-  of 
soap  ami  water,  the  nse  of  a  too  stiff  brii.sh,  or  Boine  of 
these.  I'edieiili  are  veiy  often  the  ciinse — nutthe  |>e<lieuli 
themselves,  but  the  seratehing  to  relieve  the  ilehin^  ]iiii- 
diieod  by  them.  An  eezenia  c.f  the  owipnt  shinild  alwav.-t 
sujq^st  their  pri'scm-e,  and  K'areli  ihen  will  f.fneridly 
ri-'veal  the  pedieuli,  or  their  in'ts  upon  the  hair.  Stum- 
times  remedies  used  to  kill  theliee  will  Ket  upaii  ec/i-nia, 
«ieh  iis  stnaifT  mereiirial  ointments.  In  most  rattes  eezema 
of  the  scalp  is  but  a  partof  a  mure  or  less  general  u'xcnia 
and  dne  to  the  sjiine  eaiises.

Trkatmkst.  The  Ireiitnientof  ee;4iMna  capitis  isaloii^ 
tlie  .<ime  Hues  as  is  that  of  tiie  disease  iu  )r,.neral.     <.>n 
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tlio  TtfM^p  it  if!  iilwavs  best  to  use  our  remedies  either  in 
vasc-litie  or  nil,  as  |»re  pit  rat  ions  of  l:tnl  iii;ike!i(li!iagi"eenble 
nH^ti  willi  till!  Imir.  Ncir  siioiilil  a  ttiii-k  iiiiitment  ever 
be  used,  excepting  }x.'rliaps  in  eliililrcii  beliire  tlieirhiiiris 
gniwu,  iir  on  Iwdd  lieiids.  II'  tliere  are  crnsts  on  the  wculp, 
they  miiht  Ik;  removwl  Ixjfore  any  local  tresilmeut  is  ujwd. 
fliiw  muv  Ite  done  best  bv  soaking  tlieni  with  sweet  oil 

itjiininv  I  or  '2  per  (Aent.  of  .salieylie  ai.-id  for  twelve 
or  twi'uty-tiiur  lionrs,  and  llien  washinn;  tlietii  away  with 
srap  and  water.  Plenty  of  oil  nnifit  be  n.sed,  and  it  is  well 
Utiie  the  head  up  in  a.  towel  over  night,  A  womnD's  or 
halt-grown  girl's  liair  should  never  be  eut  in  onler  to  treat 
the  suilp.  lu  applying  remedies  to  the  seiilp,  idler  the 
ariite  Mtage,  ihey  should  l)e  rub!)ed  in,  and  not  merely 
smeared  over  it. 

In  acute  eczema  equal  parts  of  lime-water  and  sweet  or 
almond  oil,  with  or  without  1  or  2  ]>er  ceuL  of  salieylic 
aeid,  form  a  goiwl  a|>plieation. 

In  subacute  and  ehroiiie  eczema  of  the  scalp,  tar,  espe- 
cially tile  oil  of  cjide,  is  our  nuwt  reliable  remedy.  It 
must  be  renieuiljered  that  it  eaii  be  used  much  earlier  on 
the  siiilp  than  elsewhere,  and  mont  eiises  will  improve 
nuder  it  as  soon  as  the  aente  stajfe  is  pjtssed.  It  niny  be 
Vyun  in  the  sireugtii  of  20  drops  fa)  the  ounce  of  oil, 
and  increiused  to  1  or  2  drachms  to  the  ounce.  Many 
(mipic  object  to  the  udori)f  the  titr.  We  can  Kubstitiite 
fur   it:

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holic  !*i>luti(>u.     Jif.-iiiroiu  id  3  to  10  piT  cent.  rtrt'ngtK' 
may  l»e  us*^  «iutioiisly  in  this  way.       If  the  M^lp  is 
prucketl  uutl  tliickeiiett,  great  uuil   jirnnipt  aui<-lii>niti'jn 
will  be  Hcciiirwl  by  iiaving  tin;  puticiit  wtitr  a  i-loMe-filtiiig 
aip  itf  rubber. 

Efzeiaa  ( 'ruruin.  Ec-zoma  of  (ho  ii'gs  acquires  its  j>ecil- 
liai-itits  i'rtytn  tlie  fact  tliat  tlic  (.-irculntidu  nt'  the  piirti*  is 
leas  active  than  it  is  in  the  upper  portions  of  thf  ImmIv, 
OB  aceount  of  the  action  of  gnivity  upon  the  n-tiirniug 
venous  blood.  It  usually  is  .«een  asaneczenia  madi(l:ui!<, 
thoufrh  any  form  may  be  present.  Varicow  veins,  eiilur 
supertieial  or  deep,  predispose  to  it;  and  an  eczema  aris- 
ing fiom  such  a  eanse  i:^  njwken  of  as  facw-ose  evzemo.  It 
is  qiieHtionai>le  if  such  a  comlition  should  not  be  railed 
variwise  ilernuititis.  It  is  attended  with  swelling  and 
often  great  a-denia.  It  is  Im-ated  principally  on  the  lower 
jurt  of  the  leg,  and  is  often  eomplii^ited  by  iileei-atiim. 
Pigmentation  i>f  more  or  less  dark-bniwn  color  followB 
or  accompanies  it,  if  of  any  chronicity,  and  i>cca.sitinidly 
purpuric  spots  will  he  s^itlerrsl  jibout  the  chronic  patch. 
A.S  to  treatment,  nothing  s|(eciiil  need  lie  siiid  except  that 
it  is  always  advisible  to  have  the  legs  bandaged  snujily 
from  the  t<K-.s  ttt  the  knee,  and  that  the  be«t  result  will  l)c 
attjiineil  when  the  bandaging  is  done  by  tJie  doctor  or  a 
trained  inir.-ic, 

Ei-z^iii'i  (Iriiiliiliiiin  often  eaiises  a  gniit  deal  <if  ibsconi- 
fijrt  on  account  of  the  excessive  itching  that  ucciun|>:i.nies 
it.  It  fttfectN  the  scrotum  most  commonly,  which  in  .wme 
cases  will  be  greatly  thickened  and  feel  like  leather.  The 
skin  of  the  penis  aU>  suffers  at  times  as  well  as  the  glans. 
In  women,  Itoth  the  les.-icr  and  the  greater  lips  of  the 
vulva,  as  well  as  the  entrance  to  the  viigiua,  may  l»e 
alfeeted,  and  show  exooriatious  and  thicltening.  All 
forms  of  eczema  may  l»e  encountered  in  tlie  gi'uital 
region.  In  chronic  eczema  of  the  |H;nis  the  organ  lie- 
oomes  greatly  enlartjed  IhiIIi  latcniHy  and  Inngiluilinally, 
on  ac«)iinl  of  the  thickening  of  the  skin.  The  disea»« 
may  be  euiitiuMl  to  the  genitals,  or  extend  to  the  thighs 
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or  llio  anal  region.  Tlic  pivsencp  (if  (liahptew  slioulil 
alwitvH  be  uiispecUHl  iii  el  aisc  itf  this  kiiid,  und  the  urine 
(-liiiiilii  l>ei'x;imiDe(]  for  sugar.  Li'iict)rrha!a  is  a  uinimon 
«iuHe  of  tlie  disea.si'  iu  women. 

Treatment.  In  tlit  treatment  of  eczema  of  tlie  gcni- 
lals,  npart  frtnu  tliut  jippmjiriate  to  gtnieral  enndilions, 
UD(1  spt-cially  til  diitljetcs,  it  i.s  e^^r^utiul  that  men  sluiutd 
wears  well-Httingsns]Jens(iry  bandage,  iniiideof  which  the 
tlrt-S{(inif  may  lie  iiliieed,  Thi'  itching  may  W-  grtfitly 
relieve<i  in  all  forms  by  directing  the  [laticnt  to  sit  over 
a  vessel  containing  hot  water  and  to  wipthe  water  np  on 
the  parts,  In^nljacuteeezemn  tlieskiii  shcmld  be  mopped 
dry,  the  oside  of  zinc  ointment,  diachylon  ointment,  op 
IjUKsar's  paste  immediately  apjilicd,  and  the  snsjx'nsory 
Iwimlagc  adjuHtetl.  Carbolic  aeid,  1  or  '2  draehms  to 
the  ounce  of  glycerin  and  water,  may  al.ni  lie  u.sed,  lightly 
dablied  on,  for  the  purpose  of  atlayinj;  the  ilching.  It 
hIioiiM  lie  followed  by  either  of  the  above  ointment'*.  For 
chronic,  thiekeiRsI  ee/ema,  wearing  sheet  niblrt'r  inside  of 
the  Mispeiisory  bandage  will  give  jmsilive  and  immitliate 
relief,  and  gn-atly  reduce  the  thickening.  Aiier  a  few 
days  it  is  well  tJi  follow  it  with  a  tjiror  rt-siircin  ointment. 
The  use  of  the  thicture  of  tar,  as  sjioken  of  nuder  chronic 
<fzenia  (page  2;!7),  is  ofk-n  most  .serviceable.  In  some 
«^is*.'s  nothing  will  do, so  well  as  llic  application  of  the  uitnite 
of  silver  fiohition,  alrc;idy  given.  The  sjiirit  of  nitrons 
ether  may  Ik-  used  ;is  an  exeipient  of  this.  Hardaway 
gpt^nks  highly  of  nibbing  the  scrotum  with  a  solution  of 
iRdieylic  aeid  In  alcoiiol,  1  drachm  to  the  oiukt.  and 
following  this  with  a  Imric  aeid  «r  diachylon  ointment. 

Women  should  use  a  T-'MU'dug"  ii'^'^'td  of  a  suspen- 
Kory.  Otherwisi'  the  treatment  iw  the  same.  In  them  1 
have  sei'ii  the  nitruti'  of  silver  treatment  do  reniarkahly 
well. 

Jii-zaiut  Inttrlriijn  oeeura  wherever  folds  of  skin  come 
in  eiintBct.  It  usually  fiiUows  a  simple  intertrigo,  dif- 
fering from  it  in  liaviug  a  discharge  that  stiffens  linen, 
and  in  its  pruritus.     lu   it^i  treatment  the  part^  should 
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be  kept  M^paniU-d  aud  aj<  dry  as  possible  by  mums  of  a 
du.-«tiug  jjowder,  or  by  plucring  u  piec«  of  old  liiitin  or 
chefwocloth  U'twei'D  tlic  u|>[Hi^tl  folds  nC  skin.  For  a 
dustiug  [kiwiIlt  wo  tiiay  use  (■"jnistaroii  cither  itloui'  or 
with  bismuth  or  Kitic  oxide ;  lyi'ii{Niditiiu  is  also  an 
extvUeut  powder ;  but  tlie  best  powder  of  all  is  the 
ompouad  stearuto  of  ziuc.  Kaposi  Iuls  siva  ^ngrenoii'ii 
aud  diphtberitie  iudainiuution  be^iu  in  itu  iut^'itri^inoiisi 
eczema.  As  u  nik-,  thi!;»]  gi-ms  do  1>cmI  without  "inlnieiils. 
This  does  not  apply  to  eczema  intertrigo  of  the  crotch. 
Here  it  is  well  to  cover  the  jwrts  with  a  greasy  u|ipli<'4i- 
tioo,  so  as  to  protect  them  from  the  action  of  llic  urine. 
A  dilut*.'  diaeliylou  ointment  often  answers  adiiiinibly. 

Ek'zeiiva  L/i'iiwum  U  asnaily  due  to  na.sal  catarrh,  and 
can  be  cured  only  when  the  cause  is  removed.  Eczpniii 
may  wcnr  almut  the  inoulh  in  an  oHiienliir  manner. 
Many  j)e<jple  suffer  fnnu  chupjM-d  lips,  c-sj>eoiaIly  in 
winter.  This  is  an  wKcuia  of  the  vermilion  bonier.  For 
this  little  can  be  doue  except  lo  Ciiulion  tlie  patient, 
against  moistening  tiie  lips.  Gn^nsiug  the  Hpa  every 
night  with  «unplior-ic^  or  the  like  keeps  lliem  in  gmxl 
condition.  GlytM^rin  arrives  well  with  .soiiif  skins,  and  is 
harmful  to  otiiers,  Tiie  lip  may  be  jNiinted  with  com- 
pound tincture  of  l>enzoiiL 

Epseina  Mnmrnafun  rf  MntiimUlaniiH.  One  of  the 
most  annoyiug  accidmil-s  to  iK'full  a  nursing  wi-iuan  is 
eczema  of  the  nipples.  They  be«>rae  excoriated  and 
tis,snred,  the  crac'ks  somcliiut^s  exti/ndiug  lo  the  base  of 
the  nipple.  At  times  a  drop  of  pus  can  be  sqint-zcil 
from  the  bottom  of  the  crack.  They  are  e.xquiwitcly 
Hcnsitive,  and  every  time  the  baby  takes  bold  the  womati 
Muffers  agony.  The  moisture  of  the  child's  mouth  and 
the  decomposing  milk  left  on  tiie  nipple  llgJ;n^va^<^  tlio 
trouble.  Ma.stitia  may  ctimplieatc  matters.  In  the  in- 
tervals of  nursing  t!ie  nipple  scabs  over.  Either  one  or 
botli  nipples  niav  Iw  affecti-d.  Tlie  disease  nniv  exlend 
ont4j  the  breast.s,  or  the  liri'iLsLs  may  lieaft'ecled  independ- 
ently of  the  nipples.     Women  with  pendulouK  and  ht-avy 
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bnvuite  frw]tK'nliy  siifFiT  with  a  niDint  ecKf^ma  In  the 
Bul(;it»  Ix-Mwilli  llieiu.  Apiirt  froin  this,  unthiiig  s|>ecial 
n&.\\  Ik'  suiil  ahijiit  wzciiiii  of  tho  hiviiflts,  Tht^ri'  is  one 
(li!seii.-i<.'  of  tJit-  bi'wist.'^  calltil  Pafrtl's  disi?;irtc  of  the  iiijipU', 
which  at  lii-wt  very  cIibm?K'  re.seiiililes  eczt'ida,  iiml  it  is  a 
que!«lii)u  wliellior  it  is  eariiinomatuus  all  the  way  thniiigh 
or  fin  ot/x-'ma  iJt'\-t'lopitijj;  into  a,  ciirfiiionia,  (See  Paget's 
diseii-se,  for  di:igD<jsi.s.) 

Trkatmknt.  It  is  ofttm  [>(>ssihle  to  (:iire  wzema  nf 
die  uipiiloM  cveu  wliik'  the  chihl  nurses.  Mouu-timea  it 
vriH  be  neoefisaiy  to  wean  the  fihihl.  Women  during  the 
latti-r  tnontlis  of  pregmmcv  -shonhl  handle  their  nippk's 
every  iXay  and  bathe  tliem  with  wlii.skey  or  aleohol,  to 
whldi  may  lie  added  ^0  ur  31.)  gr;uiis  of  borax  to  ihe 
oiinrc.  Thiri  will  do  much  to  prevent  further  trouble. 
The  KUokHng  hiiviug  begun,  the  nipples  should  becjin>- 
fldly  wiwhwl  off  and  dried  witli  a  soft  handkerchief  after 
wicli  nursing,  and  di'cssi^l  with  oxide  of  xine  or  diuehvlou 
ointment  should  eczenui  show  itself.  Of  e<iurse,  iheoinl- 
Qunt  should  be  iv-move<l  before  the  infant  is  put  to  tlie 
brcflHi,  and  this  sliould  lie  done  u'lth  as  Httic  wati-T  and 
a.-*  mueh  gi'ntleiies.s  ;ls  possible.  If  there  are  cracks,  tlie 
chihl  isliouiil  nurse  through  a  rubber  nipple,  and  when  it 
lels  go  the  nipple  should  be  drieil  and  jtainled  with 
(?imf>oun<l  tineture  orbeii/oiu,  or  the  solution  of  nitrate 
of  silver  already  H]>oken  of.  It  is  also  advised  to  touch 
the  cnicks  wilh  the  niti'ate  of  .silver  stick.  This  is  very 
piinfnl,  and  of  little  use  a.s  long  a.s  the  infiltration  of 
tlie  ni|ipli'  that  enust's  them  crmtiuues.  The  nipples  nniy 
bf  washed  with  a  bora.v  si>hition  and  covered  with  an 
ointment  of  iMirieueid.  It  is  always  advi.saide  to  use  noth- 
ing that  is  |H)isonous  in  the  dressings.  Ilanlaway  rv- 
uiminends  ihe  following  for  (i-zciua  uialcr  ihc  breasts:

It  may 
iiri-ic  iu(!eiK'U(l(;iitly  of  any  of  tlu'se  tnulf  raiiscM,  or  it 
may  be  ]i:in  i>f  a  gs'iii-ral  i.'ciwma.  Tlie  ariite  forms,  as 
they  occur  upon  tlie  bu(-k  nf  tlii^  hands,  cKi  not  difler 
I'rom  the  siime  on  other  parts  iif  the  body,  and  the  same 
nwy  be  said  of  the  ehroiiic  forms.  The  jtiilms  are  seldom 
primarily  nff'ei;ted,  but  soeoudarily  to  eczema  of  tJie 
wrijits  or  lingers.  The  L'|)idertnis  of  tlic  palms,  ag  well 
aa  that  of  the  |wlniar  surfueiiw  of  llie  finpers,  is  tliioker 
tlian  that  of  the  other  parts  of  die  body,  excepting  tlie 
soles  of  the  feet,  and  so  the  vesicles  do  uot  rupture 
Rsidily,  hat  are  seen  like  little,  more  or  less  traohlueent 
ffniins  under  the  f^kiii.  When  they  nipture,  tlie  Kkin  ia 
ietl  moiv  or  les.s  nigged  and  worm-c:iteii.  The  skin  over 
all  the  joints  is  liable  to  cnick  and  form  painful  Hssurea, 
Chronic  eczema  of  the  palms  pi-cveuls  free  movement 
of  tlieni  on  acciiunt  of  the  tliiekciiitig  and  the  painful 
cracking.  The  skin  is  ri-ddencd  and  I'ovcred  with  lai^e 
adherent  scak-s.  Itt-liing  is  intense  at  times.  The  whole 
palm  may  l>e  aSect*'<l,  or  tlic  disease  may  form  Hndted 
areas,  as  n\Km  the  wntre  of  tlic  (wdm,  over  the  thenar 
eminence,  ami  upon  the  finger-t'uds.  Tlirs  form  of 
et-wmia  is  often  ditfieidt  of  diajjuosis  fn»ni  the  w<|namous 
syphilide.  The  iKSJurrence  of  tiie  lesion.*  upon  one  hand 
aloue  should  arouse  suspieion  of  syphilis,  especially  if 
little  or  DO  itching  is  coniplaned  of. 

Treatment,  l-^^wuia  of  the  pidms  is  one  of  the 
most  obstinate  of  eczemas  to  treat  when  of  chronic  form, 
and  retpiires  active  stimulation  by  means  of  tiir  ;  sidicy- 
lic  acid;  the  siuip  and  salve  treatment;  rubbing  in  ^ 
b>  10  |K'r  ei'ut,  of  tite  oiesvte  of  mercury  ;  or  painting 
with  cjiustic  jwitash.  The  constant  weiu-ing  of  rnbbir 
gloves  isesi^llent  for  the  purpose  of  soUening  the  skin 
and  pH'jNiring  it  for  other  remedies.  It  is  liest  to  buy 
the  canva.S'linei.1  glovis,  turn  them  inside  out,  and  wear 
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Uie  rtibhiT  tii-.vt  tlic  skin.  TIio  hnmls  iniiMt  he  kept  mit 
of  water.  Where  tliiw  eiiimut  bf  done,  jrreat  ouri!  itiu.st 
Im5  used  in  drying;  tlieni.  It  is  wrll  to  liave  tlic  piitient 
dry  oil  two  lownU  or  iH'Ibn;  the  liri.-,  am!  tlieii  citlicr  to 
tbrtist  the  h:iiids  in  a  hiix  of  tora'-tiircli  jjowder  or  Hour, 
iir  preferably  to  apply  the  proper  dressings,  Eezenrn  of 
the  baek  of  the  hand)?  \»  treated  the  same  aa  au  eczema 
elsewhere,  Unna  teaelies  that  ee/enm  of  the  hands  and 
fingers  is  always  semndary  to  eez^ma  seixjrrhoiciira 
capitis.  He  rec(imnieni.i8  in  the  disease,  as  it  affects 
wKiks,  housemaids,  and  the  like,  that  the  haDds,  on 
going  to  h(il.  shnnid  Vie  washed  with  green  sosip  and 
wat«-r  when  the  tHzema  is  of  squamous  fiirni,  and  witli  a 
weaker  suap  when  it  is  moist.      Ttien  u  paste  of

lu  ee^teina  of  the  liund.i  of  miu-^ms,  washerwomen,  and 
the  tike,  an  endt'avor  mnst  lie  made  to  tliieken  the 
<vnK'onH  Inyer  ni'  the  skin  l>y  dressing  them  at  night 
with  a  paste  of 
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■•tianicter,  ami  oei-iirs  as  part  of  the  wimo  Jisea-^e  else- 
where. E<'Z('tiia  of  the  cilia,  al*i  raillwl  blepharitis  eili- 
aris,  is  always  imsliilar.  The  edges  of  the  lida  are  swol- 
len, roiindeil,  and  more  or  less  thickly  strewn  with  pus- 
tules or  crusts.  The  lids  stink  together  on  waking  in 
the  morning.  lu  the  S{[Uamoiis  fomi  the  edges  of  tJie 
liils  are  merely  red  and  si-aly.  It  is  almost  always  sym- 
luetrical,  oeciirs  usually  in  >-1rnnioiis  subjects,  and  is  due 
tit  oonjuiK'liviti». 

TKtlAi'M K.vr.  The  lids  should  Im?  anointed  before 
going  to  sleep,  in  onler  ti>  prevent  their  sticking  to- 
gether. I  have  always  found  the  following  ointment,  as 
givffi  by  my  friend,  Pnif.  1>.  Webster,  of  the  New  York 
Polyclinic,  most  excellent :

Solutions  of  bichloride  of 
nieivury  (n.d.'i  to  .^(10)  are  ci)nmiended,  lw)lli  for  the  con- 
junctivitis and  the  eeaana  dejieiulent  n]ion  il.  In  any 
event,  the  onnjunelivitis  must  be  tri'utcd, 

t^zfmn  I'cdiivi.  Ke/ema  of  the  smiles  of  the  feet,  thougli 
not  so  common  as  lliat  of  the  jialnis,  pn-sentw  the  stmie 
M'lTipl'imsaiiil  aills  for  llic  same  ti'catment.  The  greatest 
ditliculty  will  U-cnoiinleriil  in  dre-xsing  the  t'.>es  properly. 
For  thia  the  ointment  should  lie  .spread  upon  a  long  and 
narrow  strip  of  lint,  tlio  centre  of  the  strip  plnitTl  agiunst 
the  biff  toe,  and  the  atrii>  wnund  iii  and  out  between  tlie 
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toes.  A  piece  of  salve-musIin  mav  be  substituted  for  this 
with  !ulvautag«.  A  jjiece  ol'  niblxT  sliecliiig  eut  to  fit  the 
si)]ii  aud  bfiund  diiwu  witli  a  buodnge  takes  tlie  pluoc  of 
the  rubber  glove. 

Eoxetiui  Ungahiiii.  Eczema  may  uflwt  the  nnil-fold 
alone,  itnd  t.lie  iiiiil  mav  ha  srai'eclj'  diseiiseil ;  or  the  matrix 
imd  1m'<1  mav  he  (Itm-iiMcd,  wlieii  the  uail  will  losu  its  lustf-r, 
Hinl  become  n>U[f|i.  imcveii,  striated,  and  atrophieth  Otiiv 
uue  nail  may  be  di.-seiL-ied,  or  all  of  them  may  hv.  The  naJl 
may  be  depressed  in  the  eeuti-e  and  turned  up  at  the  end, 
with  an  aeciimulatifiu  of  soules  under  its  free  Imrdi-r, 
Usually  iTzematif  the  nails  oeeurs  as  a  part  of  a  gi'nertd 
eraeraa,  but  it  mayoceuras  an  indi-|>eudeiit  diseji.se.  The 
fleshy  parts  about  the  nails  nsually  pre.seut  signs  of  infl»m- 
imition,  and  often  of  an  evident  eciiema. 

It  is  best  trwited  bv  mt-iuis  "f  eot-s  made  of  rublxr  It 
must  lie  reniemlKTcd  that  an  oiiilnu.'ut  ran  never  l>e  used 
when  rublier  is,  as  tbegreai^  rots  it.  If  tlie  time  has  oouie 
foranoiutnii'nt,  linen  nr  k-atlier  cot.s  must  l«  substituted 
for  the  rublwr ones.  Thei)intment  tolwused  willdej)end 
upim  the  eonditiiin  >A'  the  skin  aliout  the  nails.  Str:ipj»ing 
tile  nails  with  a  H)  jrt  iriit.  salieyliea<'id  plaster  is  ulWn 
most  satisfaetory. 

Uniiiei'Md  J'Ji-zniM  is  uneomuion,  and  when  it  doexxi'nr 
it  is  usually  of  the  erythematous  or  tiiiuanums  variety, 
with  a  tendeney  to  eraekiiijj  hi  the  skin  ercases  of  the 
jrtinfs,  exudation,  sejdirifr,  and  itching.  The.>H.'  symptoms 
will  serve  to  distinguish  it  from  dermatitis  exfoliativa,  W 
which  it  l>ears  a  strong  re-scnib lance.  Cunstitutional  dis- 
turbant^s,  sueh  an  fever  and  ehills,  loss  of  apjx'tile,  ami 
digestive  disoivlers,  are  not  nni'ommctn  in  these  truly  piti- 
able eases,  Knruncnlosis  is  apt  to  euniplieate  matters. 
The  patients  aii'  sluw  in  reeovering,  and  are  apt  U>  Iw  ii 
giHHl  deal  pulled  diiwn  by  the  disease. 

Tkkatmhxt.  TInise  patients  should  l>e  put  tji  Ix-d  and 
the  underlying  «uise  searehfnl  for,  and  if  jxwsible  reinove<l. 
They  are  l>est  trejttt'd  Imiillv  hv  lutions,  nils,  or  vaseline. 
The  ordinary  Carrou  oil,  equal  imrta  of  linseed  oil  and 
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!iin»^wati>r ;  fotton-S'^ed  nil  with  (';irl)nliriici(l,  1  |Mirt  of 
arid  til  ()M  of  oil ;  or  sim|jly  smtsiriug  tlie  body  witli 
vaseiiuu  and  powdering  on  cornaUiroli,  will  mt-'h  relicw, 
Salicylic  arid  in  oil,  I  in  ;!'i,  will  alsij  all;iy  ilit-disomtiirt, 
but.  it  siimi.'timL'.s  uaiisos  fyniptiims  of  cTniHtiliitional  |)ois- 
oninfr,!ind  lia.sto  he  stop[H.Hl.  Alkaline  biitlis.  wiinii,fiil- 
liiwtil  liy  "lie  of  ilie  iilxive,  iiftcr  tappintf  llif  ."kin  j^i'iitly 
dry,  will  also  rtlieve,  but  ili«  biith  elioitld  not  be  luseil 
more  ilmnoncc  a  diiy.  Itt  tt'iniMJi-ature  slionld  be  aliout 
Sil*^'  F.  ;  it  should  lust  ti'ii  or  titU'en  minutcH.  liidkloy

It  is  viTy  pi-one  tii  lie  ol'llie  pnstnlar  tlirin,  Iblhiwing  tiie 
rule  that  ill  ddit^te  or  debilitiitcd  .-^nbjeils  an  emption 
npon  the  i*kin  is  apt  to  be  pnstnlar.  While  in  adidtH 
(vneina  iif  the  fiiee  is  usnallv  ervtheinatons,  in  iidiintsit  is 
nearlv  always  pn.-inhir.  In  lln'in  it  is  ipnte  c->)nunon,  if 
not  the  rule,  to  iiiive  seversil  regions  atlt'etod  at  onei-,  sneli 
EM  the  scalp,  the  face,  and  the  rt^inu  of  the  crotch.  In 
Uieiii,)ilsii,  eczeuijiniadidimsoflenocenrs  in  the.<e  regioii.s. 
While  in  adnlis  that  form  oi  ecwma  i.s  iriost  Ircipienlly 
seen  nj«>n  the  h'fjs,  in  in(:Lnt.i  it  is  ijiiite  e.\ee|itioiial  then'. 
E<-«enui  of  the  .-lealp  in  tnliints  presents  it.sell  as  a  thick 
imtst  forme<l  of  pnrnlent  matter,  ejiillielial  debris,  and 
h(-tui(*oiis  matter.  This  is  esdicd  "milk  erust."  When 
theern.-it  is  ruiseil  the  seidp  will  be  (iiimd  to  be  tliiekeiied, 
.HWolleu,  lxiggy,and  moist,  wilii  a  purulent  secretion.  The 
wliolesenip  may  Im' atieeteil.oroiily  the  vertex.  Witli  it 
there  will  nearly  always  be  a  moist  siirfuce  behind  the 
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€Mrs,  even  tlioiigli  the  Cice  may  bo  «>iii|iiimtively  or  ahsi>- 
lutt'ly  fW-o.  Tile  lyniphiitic  gltimis  will  Ijc  fiwullcn,  but 
tlicy  .soldom  Hiippiiratf.  When  tho  t'nn-  is  atli'flol  it  will 
sonietimew  be  .■*tii(](le<l  over  with  hoh'w,  siiikrlii.-iiil  iih'em- 
tioQS,  which,  however,  never  leave  sears.  This  ii[i])eiirnne« 
i.-s  seen  very  rarely  in  luliilts.  It  isofteu  striliiii^r  tn  nute 
lliat  the  skin  about  tiie  month  iiml  nose,  ami  below  the 
eyes,  is  in  peri'eet  health,  tli->iigh  pale,  while  all  the  rest 
of  the  face  may  l>e  involved  in  the  moiat  intense  inSanimu- 
tion.  The  ercsises  of  the  neek,  the  flexures  of  the  joints, 
and  thereiiion  of  the  gi'iiitiils  nsdallvFliowanervilii'inalons 
or  II  moist  iutertritriricius  ec».'nia.  At  times  the  whole 
body  will  Im!  afiV'eted  with  a  j^'neral,  but  very  fafely  with 
II  iinivefKal  eezema.  While  the  pHstidar  and  intertrijfinous 
forms  of  eezeinii  aiv  the  most  uininion,  we  may  have  all 
forms  present  at  one  time.  The  )iapiihir  form  is  also  fVe- 
qnently  met  with  idnne,  Itehing  is  usually  severe,  keep- 
ing the  little  jmtieiit  awake  iit  night,  and  the  tt-aring  made 
by  the  nails  to  relieve  tlm  itehiug  gives  rise  to  immense 
excoriations,  esjweially  of  the  faee.  Uni'elieveii,  the  little 
jKitients  siimetinie,-i  iieeome  pitiable  olyvets  c.n  a<'eouut  of 
loss  of  sleep  and  eonstant  nervous  exeitement. 

ETloLfxiY.  There  are  several  causes  tending  to  pro- 
duce eczema  in  infants.  Their  skin  is  vulner!d>le  to  all 
irritants.  When  we  consider  that  the  child  is  liorn  into 
tlie  cold  world,  suddenly  laum'hi'.l  out  nf'a  warm  alnios- 
pliei-e  ill  wiiicli  it  was  surronnded  by  an  alkaline  fluid, 
Liivereil  over  with  a  fatty  »iiiiting,iind  siifefmni  the  action 
of  the  atmos|>herie  air,  we  can  but  wimder  that  its  skin  t;s- 
eajx-s  a-'  well  u.«  it  does.  More  than  one-third  of  iheeiiscs 
of  eczema  occurring  before  the  fil\h  ywir  of  lil'f  occur  in  I  he 
first  vear.  Add  to  the  vuhiendiility  rif  the  skin  tln'  over- 
zealous  care  as  to  clwinliness  commonly  l>estnwed  upon  it 
for  u  few  months alU'r  birth,  and  we  have  a  giHid  explana- 
tion for  its  frequence.  Bad  diet  has  much  to  ilo  with  its 
production.  Thi'  vast  majority  of  tlie  lillle  suflcivrs  an.' 
nursed  t*."!  oftcu  if  at  the  breast,  "every  time  they  cry" 
bciug   the  rule;  or  li;d    too  fre4iieutly  or   improperly, 
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ling  tlijii  is  giving"  lK;inK  :i}fiiiri  the  rule,  Intitlen-

The  frvcr  U  of  high  gnide,  and  bears  a  hirikiiig  resoml>- 
lance  tij  tuularbj  pyrexia.  In  sporadic  cai«s  die  eliar- 
aeteriatic  fever  is  wiiDting,  ilioiitj;li  u.-aally  Uiere  is  norae 
iKini^titiitional  di.sta.irliaui^  pFtHietling  (lie  loi'al  i^vinptoiiis. 
Ill  other  instances  the  fever  is  idtoj^t'tiier  wantiiiy. 

I>N;illy  tlie  affcetetl  part  at  lir>t  irt  attaekeil  appin'nt.ly 
by  eryHijK-loK,  or  a  deep  d'Tiimiitis,  phlebitis,  or  lymphan- 
gitis ;  it  l«'oorae.sgr«it!y  reddened  and  swollen  ;  and  there 
miiy  or  may  not  be  a  clear  or  milky  di?^hiirgc  from  the 
skin,  and  iin  eruption  of  vc^ieles,  AIUt  ji  time  tht-m 
wym|>t'»ms  i-iibsiJe,  but  the  part  diK-s  not  return  to  ita 
normal  size,  und  tliere  is  wmie  pitting  of  the  skin  on 
pruaiurc.  Aflt-r  a  few  weeks  or  months  there  is  a  repe- 
tition of  the  attiiek,nnd  tile  jmrt  is  left  still  more  enlui^^l. 
And  si>  the  ejuie  pn^resse?*  with  varying  pi'rii^ds  of  qnics- 
eence,  and  re<-nrrt.'iiteryKi|H-liiU>iis  nttjieks,  each  one  leaving 
the  part  more  tliiekened  tluin  Ixfore,  until  it  uttaina  enor- 
mous pr<i|mrtions.

Symitoms.  Epitlicliiinui  iilwivd  begins  In  a  most 
imiocent  manner,  iiml  may  Ik-  present  for  montlis  or  yeiirs 
before  tlie  pjitient  iln-nms  that  he  ti;w  ii  serious  ili^ietise.

The  stiirling-poiiit  of  the  iiiseii.se  may  be  a  eraek  or  an 
abraded  sealy  ti|mt,  jw  on  tlie  li)» ;  a  small,  fliil.  sealy 
Hi'liHM-ous  pateh  ;  a  whiu',  jiearly  looking,  hard  nodnle  ; 
a  wnlle  or  other  wart  or  paj)dloma  ;  a  pigmentary  mole ; 
a  i-ieatrix  ;  an  adenoma ;  a  eliiiinie  or  liipoiis  uWr ;  ii 
pmiriatie  ]>atdi,  or  .some  otiier  new  growth  in  the  skin. 
Some  of  these  lesions  may  have  U'eii  present  for  many 
yt^rti,  as,  for  instanei!,  a  iiiolc.

In  tlie  Miiiill  !Uid  more 
snperficiiil  citnoors  there  enniinnnlv  is  no  |i!iiii,  and  tlie 
jMitient  experiences  only  the  discinnlort  iueidi-nt  to  the 
ulceration.  If  the  ulcer  extend.--  ;md  giH's  iXixy  .so  iis  to 
impliuate  norvcii  in  nearly  all  co^s  lancinating  pain  is  a 
symptiim  of  the  diseji.se.

11  nifTfTi'il  liHilh  aii-inuils  liir  inanv  an  epithelionia  of  the 
loiif!;ne;  the  weariiijf  of  spei-tacies  ur  eve-jrhixseH  liiis  in 
some  «isef^  apjHiii'ntly  eaiised  the  new  fjrowth  u[kiu  the 
noso ;  con.stant  piekiajf  or  inadwjuate  attempts  nt  the  re- 
niovid  of  warts  and  walv  spots  wonid  i^ecni  to  aeeonnt  for 
Momeepitlielioinasof  tlicfaee;  and  the  sei':itehint;to  relievu 
]nMiriliis  of  the  unn«  may  play  the  same  part  in  pi-odne- 
iiiir  the  disease  aliont  the  anns.  This  eonstjnit  irritjition 
woiilil  explain  the  a|i|>earauee  of  epithelioma  in  puntffin- 
workers  anil  ehininev-5We<'|)s,  in  elironie  uleeiN,  psoriasis, 
old  eii'atriees,  ami  the  like.  J.  N.  Hyde,'  sees  in  the 
aetion  of  the  snn's  rays  a  ix>ti.sihlc  eanse,  and  drsiws  at- 
tention tt)  the  faet  that  the  face  and  hands  are  the  eoni- 
nion  sites  of  the  diw.tise.  Further,  it  is  more  eomnion 
in  men  than  in  women  ;  in  farmers  ihan  those  living  in 
eitie~;  and  nire  in  nejiTix's  who  are  pifitectnl  liy  lui 
ahiindant  pi;fineiil.  Xeroilerma  ]iigmentosinn,  ejmweil 
l>y  the  aeti<m  of  .Kunli^ht,  ha»  epithelioma  as  a  e^immoo 
se(]iienee.  A  eoMf^enitjil  or  aeqnired  phimosis  and  the  tv- 
peatiil  inlhininiiition  dne  tit  <lee(imiiosin;f  wriii'^rrntv  iire 
(oivrimniTs  of  t!ie  disease  u|>i)ri  tlie  |R'ni.-*.  Age  is  the 
most  pr>inonni-ed  pi-edinjwsingeanse.  Thedisea.-*  is  rare 
nnder  thirty  years  of  ape,  ami  ineresises  in  fre<|Hency 
beyond  that  jwrioi!.  On<!  ease  ha.-*  lieen  reported  hy 
Kaposi  in  the  tenth  yiiir  of  life.      Heredity  has  some  in- 
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fluence,  thoiigli  D.  Lewis  has  found  that  it  is  in>t  so  well 
nijirkiil  us  it  Im  fniiucutly  ii.-wiiiiiud  t^i  be.  MjiIcs  iipe 
nicire  nftou  iitlWitt'il  tium  i'l'maUs,  It  seems  to  have  a 
preilileetinn  for  nil  tJiitpla-tic  frrowtlis.  The  theorj'  that 
it  is  due  to  a  sjiti'ifif  parti.site,  ami  therol'ore  contagious, 
tluis  far  lias  not  been  denioiist rated. 

Pathoi/KSY.  Kpithfliomas  tjikL-  their  origin  fmra  the 
ctllsof  tlieskin  ap|)entlagew,  hair  liillieief:,  tiwciit  or  seba- 
ceous glands,  from  misplaced  embryologiejil  epithelinm, 
or,  by  far  mo^t  freipieutly,  from  the  rete  Malpighii. 
Histologically,  the  tumor.-!  are  mo.st  conveniently,  eon- 
Hidered  in  two  classes  which  are  niorphologiwilly  ipiitc 
dihtijiet.  The  difl'eivnce  lK'twiH.-n  the  two  de])endw  not 
so  nineh  ui»on  the  jmint  of  origin  of  llie  growth,  as  ufwa 
the  tendency  of  the  tiuuoreellw,  in  t lie  one  iuMLinee  to  eon- 
tiniii' a  pri'ce.-w  (if  i-pcciiih/jition,  similar  to  the  normal 
deveIo|imerit  of  the  wlls  fnmi  the  stnitimi  mneosimi  to 
the  stnitniTi  enriiiim,  nr,  in  the  other,  to  revert  to  a  more 
primitive  and  crnliryological  ty[M^  Tumors  of  the  lat- 
ter eliL'is  are   kuowu  as  iiasal  wiled  epitheliomas. 

In  both  fiirms  tlte  essence  of  the  process  is  a  proli- 
feration of  epitlicliul  et'llri  of  varying  size  and  ehape. 
The  rcsnlting  cell  masses  penetiiite  the  oorium  and  often 
fuse  with  the  liirniation  <if  alvwilar  structures,  the  tralK"- 
cnhe  of  which,  ou  section,  show  dendritic  branching. 
Prolifeniting  epiilieliul  uijiples  project  into  connective 
tissue,  which,  iis  far  as  amount  aud  density  are  eou- 
cerned,  varies  gre;itly,  but  is  alwavs  very  cellidar,  rich 
esiKvially  in  plasma  and  giant  cells  aud  mononuclear 
leueocvtcs. 

In  the  tirst-cluss  the  cpitlicHid  cells  have  in  a  measure 
the  life  history  of  normal  cpithclinin,  but  as  they  arc  no 
longer  gnuving  ou  a  free  snrtiiec,  but  in  enclo.si'd  sjwices, 
they  iHfonie  psiekctl  in  niassi's,  the  older  cells  iK'ing 
friri'iil  toward  the  centres  so  that  at  length  llicre  -aw 
formeil  cont*ii(rieiilly  arranged  crll  masses,  which,  when 
Ctit  atiroKs  present  the  dense  white  laitiellated  rounilcd 
structures «liich  have  bccu  called  cpitliclial  pearls.   Such 
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jM.-arLs  are  Rirt'ly  fuuntt  in  iitlirr  foiulitioiiH,  altlioiigh  tliey 
iiiriv  \'Hf.  |ircsfnt  wlu'iicvfr  iiiiy  k-sioii  iuvilvt-s  Hie  (jrnwlh 
ol' opitlicliuni  into  ii  liiiiitol  spiicf.  In  floiibtf'iil  vMes 
their  occurrena;  with  other  murks  of  (xiruifii'ution  sind 
the  presence  of  iiitorcelhiliir  bnflf;(.'M  iiiiiy  he  ni  preiit 
'Hiigiiitstie  impirtiiuee.  There  is  Yiiriatiim  in  tlio  degreo 
aii'i  <h'i»lli  to  wliieli  tile  wiriiini  i^  iHV:«ic<l.  In  riKh'iit 
iiliierM  the  tt^ndency  i>f  tlio  t;ntwtli  in  hi  renuiin  near  tlie 
surfiie^^  pnilifenitii.m  and  met;uiiiiriihiwis  are  sk>w,  and 
nwrasirt  ami  eiaitrixilion  extend  \»\r\  patisii  with  the 
lateral  fffuwtli  "'i  the  tumor.

Ill  the  seeimd  finmp  (he  tmiiiir  eells  reseinhle  tlintie  iif 
thi;  reto  miiwuiuii.orof  e«Ttaiii  jrlands,  Imt  in  their  rctni- 
gnide  inetuinorpho;^!^  tjike  on  the  ap]H^iir;inee  of  eonnee- 
tive  tif*iiie  eellw,  w  tliat  at  times  the  tumor  nierf^-H  intu 
the  stroma  with  im  filiarji  line  of  demarealiim.

In  it  we  have  more  nipiil  growlh,  morti 
iii<hiration,  lui  early  enJargeincnt  of  the  neitrhlwring  lyin- 
pliatiu  glands  of  [letniliar  hiinhu'ss,  and  the  nppearuni-e 
of  r^crtindary  enij>tioiis  on  the  IjimIv,  all  <if  wliicli  are 
wiiriling  ill  ini  epithelioma,  SarmTiia  nsnaliy  occurs 
e-.u'lier  in  life,  tends  tii  more  nipid  devclopntent  with 
metJisliuses  in  noighl)oriug  or  distjint  parts,  and  cither 
diMW  not  iilt-erate  or  iilaTates  in  ii  very  different  ivuy 
thiiii  does  epithelioma.

As  a  jirophylactie  nuasure,  it  is  well  to 
dertniy  all  Biis|)icions  wiirtw  ap|«?4iriog  after  middle  life, 
ajiil  to  ii]>plv  a|ipro])riale  treatment  to  selmrrhfeal  patHies 
oecnirring  ill  llie  >:nne  pi-rind.  Stiji'rlicia]  ejiiisties  should 
never  \k!  nsed  to  an  epithcliinua,  as  lliev  only  enmnnige 
its  gnjwth.  The  nidieal  trealnient  will  difl'i-r  witli  the 
point  of  view,  all  Piirgeons  iiielining  t^i  the  knife,  while 
d('nn!it«i]i>gistrt  advocate  the  enrctte  or  jBiwerfnlly  liestrne- 
tive  ejuistics.  If  the  knife  is  iise<l.  it  iini^t  cnt  imt  a 
wiile  margin  iH^ynnd  the  growlli.  Kxtir])ation  is  espe- 
eially  appliciiiile,  and  the  niosl  appnipriate  treatmeni  for 
vpitlielionui  of  the  lip,  eyelids,  ami  penis.

Tlie  It'ver 
in  |ircwnt  tlinnighnut  the  whole  emirsL' of  ihedisiiimr,  ex- 
ifpling  in  tlie  most  mild  type,  when  it  may  soon  suheide- 
Thethprmnmetric  range  is  from  101°  to  lO'rj.r)"  F.  There 
will  he  other  »-ignsnfe(ai.stitut]onal  di^turbanet.',  siieli  iisa 
roated  tongue,  a  qiiiekeniHl  pnlf.e,  either  fnll,  soft,  nnd 
I'linipressihJe,  or,  in  bud  easi-s,  .small  and  weak  ;  headache, 
drowsini'ss,  nr,  in  bad  eases,  delirinni  ;  and  sometimes 
allinmin  is  l^nnid  in  the  nrine. 

The  most  iTei|Uent  location  of  the  disease,  wi  fur  aw  we 
now  are  mncenicd,  is  tlie  hwid  ami  fiiee,  thoiifili  it  nniy 
nwnr  anywhere  on  tin.'  Nnly.  The  eniption  bi'gins  n^nally 
as  a  single  patch,  whieli  is  at  onee  rosy  ntl,  swollen, 
fihiirply  defined,  irn-gularly  sliaiwrd,  hot  to  the  touch,  and, 
111  first,  with  a  smiHith  glaze<l  snrliicf.  Tlie  n-dnews  may 
K'  pressed  oat  with  the  finger,  Iwiving  a  yellow  stain,  hut 
pnunptly  returns  when  the  pressure  is  ivmoved.  The 
piiti'h  enlaip.-s,  crec]iing  with  minf  or  less  rapidity  over 
the  surface,  always  presi-rving  its  sharp,  olHimes  indcntetl 
bonier  that  is  niised  tJiward  thesoinnl  s-kin  ;  it  ln'iiimetiof 
a  darker  hue,  Hometimes  livid;  and  very  eommonlv,  thniigh 
not  nnilbrmly,  vesicles  or  even  blebs  form  on  it.  These 
latter  may  become  jan-nlent,  and  bricking,  di.s<;liarge  tlieir 
iHintents  npnn  the  surface,  which  drv  int"  crnsts.  As  tJie 
pnK-ess  extends  the  centnd  poilion  iK'comes  flattened  and 
less  red.  Simetimes  new  patches  may  apj>ear,  and  eiwd- 
esce  with  the  original  patch.  Simetimes,  while  spreading 
jieriphenilly,  there  may  bo  a  rcfTudescence  iu  the  older 
pjirt«.  The  area  of  the  disL'ase  naiy  be  limited  or  may 
include  the  whole  ImkIv.  Very  often  it  siH'ms  to  l>e 
chet-kMl  by  the  line  of  the  hair,  whether  of  tlic  W-anl  or 
Hculp,  In  only  a  small  propitrtion  of  eases  does  it  invade 
the  hairy  parts,  involving  nne-half  or  the  whole  of  the 
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sniln  tiiid  extending  down  iipnii  tlie  neck.  TIicq  llie 
jKilieul's  api>raraiii-i>  is  ind(*il  dei)liiralile.  His  lips  are 
swollen  and  livid,  liis  (>_vi;lids  iire  s\vi)lli'ii  sn  lliat  thi;  eyes 
aiLuiil  Ih!  o|K'ni'd,  uiid  his  lioad  si'eiiis  euiifmoLisly  en- 
largwl.  At  times  tlirri'  may  lie  a  liciitin;;  up  of  tlie  dis- 
ease <iii  a  distant  part  of  tlie  limiy,  as  oji  tlie  arm  willi 
er)'.si|iolas  of  llie  faee.  Tin;  lyniphatie.s  and  tlie  lympliatic 
glands  are  invnlved.  The  former  often  show  themselves 
iis  red  streaks.  Tiie  ^Umds  may  sn|ipnniU>,  and  giiugrene 
of  the  skin  may  deeiare  itself.  All  j^rades  of  intlanima- 
tion  lujiy  Ik;  ixudicd.  Sometimes  the  disease  is  hut  slig;iit, 
sometimes  very  severe,  tJie  constitutional  symptoms  keep- 
ing paw  with  the  severity  of  the  loeal  symptoms.  The 
duration  of  llie  diseii.sc  may  be  six  or  seven  days,  or  two 
orthrue  weeks.  The  jwnient  is  always  more  or  leH,s  pros- 
trated by  it,  though  many  of  the  ca*ea  we  see  ai-e  ambu- 
lant eases. 

The  subjective  symptoms  are  tmrning,  tinfjiliug,  itehiiit;, 
and  tcusion.  The  parts  are  otieu  tender,  ami  may  Ije 
sjMjnlaneously  painful. 

The  distsisc  ([uiu^  eommonly  begins  alxiut  the  nase,  and 
piay  invade  the  mouth.  Oixausional ly  it  spreads  rapidly 
over  the  snrliiee  ii.s  an  advancing,  bnwd,  nisy-red,  raisetl 
line.  S.tmetinies  reenrreiit  attaeks  oeenr  at  short  inter- 
vals ;  genenilly  the  disease  does  uot  reenr.  WheD  the 
sealp  is  invadiL-<l  the  hair  omimouly  falls  duriug  eonva- 
les<vnee.  Sjuietinies  some  lision  of  tlie  skin  may  be 
fi>nnd  as  the  starting-jxiinl  of  the  intlauiniation,  or  [>er- 
hiips  some  lesion  of  the  mueons  membrane  of  the  nose, 
mouth  op  ear.  In  the  reeurrcut  attaeks  the  nose  is  (juitc 
niMHuonly  the  peccant  member.  But  in  a  very  large 
pro[iortion  of  cascw  no  lesion  at  all  will  be  discoverable. 
When  the  disiiLse  subsides  the  skin  desquamates,  and 
returns  at  last  to  the  normal  (■i>nditi"u. 

ErysijH'las  oi'cnrring  upon  the  trunk  or  extremities 
presents  pretty  niueh  the  same  symptoms  ils  when  f>eeur- 
ring  n|Mjn  the  face, 

£tioi>miv.     li  is  now  generally  aecept^-d  tliat  tlie  dis- 
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ease  is  infectious,  aud  «iiise<l  by  a  Bpw-ifie  niioroorganisni 
that  was  deA-ribed  bv  Fohleistni,'  wliieli  is  n  r-tn-yiintni-ivn. 
Tlii.s  giiins  af.ft^-  to  iht  ImmIv  thnjiipli  some  Wina  of 
ftulinuily  vf  llic-  skin  or  iiiui«)u^  membrane,  Imwivcr, 
minuU-  that  may  \m.  It  therefore  simelimes  IuIIohs 
IwiIh,  tubercular  ulwrs,  eczema,  aiid  otiier  skin  digaisi?(% 
As  ill  many  nf  tlie  bacterial  disca>e^,  so  in  this  one,  it  is 
probablethat  the  jWitii'Dt  must  l>eiu  the  proper  coudilion  of 
health,  or  rather  ill-health,  lor  the  lodgement  oClhecoeei. 
One  attack  predis|XKse.-  to  another  attack.  In  frequentJy 
recurring  ca-ses  iofeeiiim  probably  takes  place  through 
sime  lesion  of  the  mvte  i-t  naso-piiaryux.  It  is  uiore 
frequent  iu  women  than  in  men  ;  and  in  winter  than  in 
summer.  Intemjierauce,  Bright's  disea.-*,  parturition,  imd 
a  lowered  ftiite  of  nutrition  predisixist-  to  it.  While 
the  cuutjigiouisness  of  surgical  erysijtelas  is  well  known, 
and  eomniouly  observecl,  it  is  rare  to  meet  a  case  of 
faeiiil  ery.'ipclus  tniw!d)le  directly  to  cont^i^ion.  Tho 
possibility  of  the  oceiirreuce  of  the  disea.-*  without  in- 
fection by  the  niienWVrganism  is  Rtill  entertaiucl.  It 
has  been  thought  lo  ari.-e  fnnu  taking  cold  >ir  to  bi^n 
in  9onle  eircunis<Til>ed  punik-nt  <!i|i'>>it. 

There  is  nothing  i*pecific  abnul  i\iv imOvAogictdaivtlomy 
of  tlie  diseaK'. 

DlAOMiPis.  If  the  elinicid  features  of  the  <liscn.se  are 
kept  in  mind,  the  sharply  lietinctl,  swollen,  n-d  luiteh  iid- 
vanci'ng  with  more  or  less  stejidincss  nver  the  suriiiee,  the 
priK-ess  being  prece<led  bv  a  chill  and  aeeompiiiiiiil  by 
marked  constitutional  diMtiirbiUiee,  there  is  little  dangi-r  of 
not  reei^ii/ing  it.  It  may,  hoM'ever,  be  mistaken  ibran 
acute  eryihemalou^  ee/cma,  an  erythema,  or  so-called 
piiuit  iicticaria.  In  Kczami  ihe  parts  iuv  not  so  swollen; 
the  margin  of  the  patch  fades  into  the  surrounding  skiu, 
tiie  color  is  not  so  brilliuot ;  the  surface  is  rougher  and 
more  s<-aly  ;  there  is  decided  itching  and  a  hick  of  con- 
stitutional dlKtiirbanceof  any  magiiilude     Kri/lhemii  bicka

TuE-VTMEST.  The  groat  variety  of  remedies  that  have 
Ihi.'U  vaunted  llir  tlie  cure  of"  erysipehis  evidences  the 
fiict  that  most  cases  recover  of  themselves.  There  are 
not  a  few  competent  observers  who  are  skepticiil  of  the 
ttail  efficiirv  of  anv  local  treatment.  As  tlie  disease  tends 
U>  lower  tlie  vitiility  of  the  patient  we  shuulil  strive  to 
RMpjKjrt  his  strength  by  a  most  nutritious  diet,  and  by 
alcoholic  stlmulauta  iu  adynamic  cases.  The  internal 
mediailion  will  I>e  symptomntie  to  a  large  extent,  by 
mejiiis  of  aconite,  (jniniiie,  anfipyrine,  plienaeetine,  and 
tlie  like.  The  tincture  of  tiie  chloride  of  iiim,  in  20 
to  fiO  minim  doses  everj'  two  or  thii*  hours,  is  I'egarded 
by  many  as  a  »i>ecific,  and  shouki  Ix-  given  in  all  but  tlie 
sliglitcst  c;l^^es,  .IalK>rnTidi  by  the  mnutli,  or  piloeaqiine, 
J  1o  J  of  a  giiiin  liv|>iHlermiciilly,  have  tbeir  advocates, 
Init  must  nrit  he  ihcuight  of  in  deliilitated  snlijeets. 

The  local  treatment  is  very  imjMirtaut,  If  tlicrc  is  a 
Wound  ]iresent,  it  should,  of  ninrse,  lie  ihoroughly  diHii- 
fected  OH  surgical  principles.  The  Unil-innl-tijiium  wnxh 
is  an  old  n-medy,  and  has  pnived  useful  in  very  many 
cases.

Erysipeloid  is  u  torm  employed  by  Kosenbaeh  to  clesij;- 

Tiiit/'  an  ervsi|iclas-like  emptinn  unattended  by  n.institu- 
tional  svniptonis.  It  is  also  called  eiironic  erysipelas  and 
ervtheina  migrans.  It  originates  in  a  wound,  is  due  to 
inii-ction  from  some  dead,  putrefying  animal  substanee, 
and  ebietly  utlectft  einiks,  liuliiiers,  fishmongers,  and  the 
like.  Gilehrint'  has  s«?en  many  eases  as  the  resnlt '>f  crab 
l)it<-s  and  believes  it  is  caused  bv  s(.inie  sjieeial  ferment. 
It  occurs  nuislly  on  tin;  fingers,  and  spreads  from  the 
jMiint  of  inoculation  aa  a  dark-re(l,  often  livid  swelling 
with  a  sharp  Ijonler.  As  it  travels  over  tlie  surfiiee  tlie 
(■•■ntitd  portion  undergo<'s  Involution,  and  thus  cindes  or 
K«illo|>iHi  putelies  maybe  formed.  It  stops  s]>ontaneously 
alhr  from  one  to  six  weeks'  duration.  ThcR'  is  marked 
itching  or  burning  during  the  whole  course  of  the  diseitse. 
It  is<listingnislied  from  tniccrysipeljis  by  the  inilduessof 
its  symptoms.  A  salicylic  acid  or  other  antiseptic  oint- 
ment may  be  used  in  treatment,  (lilehrist  found  t!ic 
most  effective  trcatnient  is  to  strap  the  edge  of  flic  swell- 
ing with  a  2o  or  50  per  cent,  salicylic  acid  pliusier.

EllYTHEMA    IIyPER^MICUM. 

This  form  (if  cni'lheina  is  chanicti.'nzi'd  liy  simple  red- 
ness without  t-wt'llirig,  and  usually  is  ii(.>t  followed  by  des- 
quamatioD.  This  shows  that  it  ia  due  simply  to  a  local- 
ized hyperemia  without  inflammation.  It  is  always  of 
short  duration.  The  rednes,-j  diw;ip|)enrs  under  prussuri', 
but  springs  back  ufjain  as  soon  us  the  jiressurc^  iy  removed. 
It  ocours  either  in  circumstTilK-d  patches  of  large  or  Nniall 
eize,  or  diffused  over  lai^  areas.  Subjeetive  symptoms 
are  often  liar<lly  notiewible.  There  may  he  some  lairniu^ 
:oid  tenderness,  liut  there  is  never  deeidcl  ili'ldn^.  The 
|jatient  may  nib  bis  skin  Reiilly,,  hut  never  m-nitches 
violently.  In  easi's  due  t*j  internal  «uLses  there  jnny  l»e 
slight  constitutional  symptoms  with  fever  of  mild  gnide, 
or  Momedijjestivedistiirbam*;  but  tiiesi'  are  not  pvoju'rly 
symptoms  of  the  en,*thema,  but  rather  of  the  underlying 
disease  of  which  the  eriiiition  is  but  an  accidental  expr-cs- 
sion.  For  instimw,  two  people  may  cat  the  same  thing, 
lu  both  tliere  may  be  digestive  ilisturbanci's.  But  one 
will  have  an  erytbema  and  tlic  other  will  escajw. 

This  form  of  erythema  may  arise  fnim  either  cxternH! 
or  internal  ranses.  Cases  arising  from  extcniid  raiisca 
are  hx:!ilized,  while  those  due  to  iutemul  causes  are  gen- 
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enil.  Both  are  augio-ncuroaes,  and  predisposed  tu  by  an 
inborn  susceptibility — that  is,  idiosyncrasy  of  the  piititiit. 

In  the  first  gruiip  wc  have  Erylhcma  slinpfr^,  under 
which  lire  incliidwl  E.  Inruiiinlhiait  uiid  E.  cahr'wiim,  due 
to  the  nihbiiif;  of  the  elothinjj,  the  elFeet  of  heat  or  cold, 
as,  of  the  Sim  or  wind,  and  of  viirimis  vegetable  or  cliem- 
iaU  irritants.  Many  of  thewe  simple  erytliemas  I  hiive 
iiilv  ileseriU'd  imiler  the  eiijition  of  Denimtifis,  which 
TliK'V  are  the  simplest  reaition  of  the  akin  to  aa 
irritunl.  If  the  irritant  is  grt.'at  eninigh  or  lawtJ*  hmg 
enough,  a  ilerni;ilitis  is  set  up.  They  are  usually  loeal- 
iasl,  and  for  tiv^tment  reipiire  only  the  removal  of  the 
irritating  canst',  and  the  apjilieiitiHU  of  a  simple  dusting 
(Mtwder  or  oinluient.  The  exeitintj  cause  continuing,  we 
have  iiiflatntuation  addiii  and  a  dermatitis  pn"lueed.

Enjthiniui  Iiili'iirii/n,  or  simply  Intertrigo,  is  an  ery- 
thema ot^eiirring  between  two  folds  of  skin.  It  is  moat 
aiinnionly  seen  in  fat  iiiflmis  in  the  folds  of  the  skin  of 
the  iieek  and  joints.  It  is  also  e neon ntered  in  adnJLs  who 
ure  (-orpnlcnt,  and  iw  oflen  a  very  annoying  trouble  in 
women,  in  whom  it  freijuentlv  oceurs  iindemealli  the 
hanjriug  hitiasli^  It  al^o  iK'eiirn  between  the  tM/nitum  and 
inside  of  tiie  thighs,  nnder  the  prepner,  in  the  furrows 
alongside  of  the  vulva,  in  the  joints,  and  in  all  other  skin 
creaseM.  It  is  then  eausitl  liy  the  friction  in  walking  and 
favoH'd  by  heat  atnl  inoi.-tiire,  Jt  is  therelbre  more 
(Mimmcin  in  warm  wealln-r.  If  not  at  once  auil  pmjierly 
attended  to,  the  decomposition  <il'  lite  sweat  and  sebaecons 
nuitt^jrs  will  aggnivatt-  it ;  and  the  irritation  being  con- 
tiDUed,  an  eczema  will  develop.  It  is,  in  infants,  very 
eotnnion  almnt  the  inside  of  the  tliii;hs,  wheri'  the  wet 
napkins  cans*?  ami  aggravate  it.  It  is  very  olh'ii  aei-oni- 
panied  by  a  disagrLtable,  ehecsy  odor,  and,  e<mtrjry  to 
what  obtains  in  other  erytlieuias,  there  is  moisture  ujion 
tile  skin  in  s-ime  ca.ses.

ilifficult     Indcod,  eczema  and  erythema  run  into  each 

other  so  imiHTCt'ptibly  nl  times  that  it  is  difiiciilt  to  tell 
where  tlic  one  loaves  nffuud  the  other  hegins.  But  eczema 
itches  more  than  erythema,  it  teudt-  to  spread  Airtlier  hv- 
yond  llie  affei^ted  part,  and  its  exudation  is  not  only  stieky, 
but  also  fitains  and  stitlens  linen.  The  loration  in  the 
skin-lbkis  should  sugf;ef!t  an  intertri^i.  Happily,  tiie 
ditterentiation  is  a  matter  of  mi  threat  importanee,  as  tlie 
tuime  treatment  is  a|i|)lieiible  to  both. 

In  infantile  gyphU'm  wo  fri'ijueiitly  have  an  eniptinn 
ri|>i)U  the  hutt<K?ks  and  inside  of  the  thighs  that  hears  a. 
i\e*:\i\v\  re-^mhlanee  to  intertrigo.  Here  a  eurreet  iliag- 
uosisisof  yreat  impiirlanee.  In  sypiillis  the  i-edness  com- 
monly extends  down  tlie  whole  inside  of  the  legs  to  tlie 
fwt  and  Milea,  it  is  of  a  darker  color,  and  thei-e  will  be 
other  -■^ympioms  of  the  disease,  widi  aw  sinifHes,  large  or 
small  papnles  to  ihe  outside  of  the  reil  [latch,  mucou.t 
patches,  and  the  like.  lu  infant  asylums,  where  a  threat 
number  of  debilitated  as  well  as  syphilitic  ehildi-eu  artt 
rewivi-d,  opportunities  fir  the  dift'erentiHlioa  between 
Byphilisand  iiLterti'igo  frei]nentlv  i«.'enr, 

Teieatmknt.  The  tR'atriient  of  intertrigo  is  simple. 
The  api)ii.sitig.surfai.vsof  skin  must  Ix^seiKirjited  by  pieecs 
of  gauze  or  muslin,  the  furntws  must  lie  kc|it  perfectly 
cleiin,  and  dusting  powilers  of  slunh,  talc,  1v(.Hi|iodium, 
and  the  like,  nuist  be  freely  us<hI,  To  these  jniwders 
oxide  nf  zine,  iioric  acid,  or  utiier  astringents  may  be 
Bdde<l,  tlie  wmiixmnd  stearate  of  zine  being  one  of  tlie 
best  a|i[)liratioiis.

Here  nilixlit  Iw  pbtced  all  the  exaiithematons 
fevers,  as  wi'll  as  tlie  dnijj-i'ni|itifms.  But  the  first  of 
these  iK'longs  to  the  domain  of  general  medicine,  and  the 
last  will  Iw  tiininl  under  Demiatitis  inediciinienhjsa. 

ErtflUnaa  Fwjnx  is,  as  its  name  indicates,  a  fugitive 
erythema— as  it  were,  a  prolon^'d  blush.  It  i>ceurs  most 
often  in  ehililren  with  some  digestive  disturbaiiet-,  and  its 
chiietin  lircatiun  is  the  face.  It  lasts  for  a  few  monients 
or  lumrs,  and  is  seldom  seen  by  the  physieian,  although 
he  will  1h'  told,  not  inlm|iieiit]v,  bv  his  piiticnts  thai  they 
am  animyed  by  a  tliishin^'ot'tbe  far-e  after  lailing,  exposure 
til  eold,  or  mental  emotiou.  It  is  lo  be  mauagiil  like 
Urtieariu,  which  see. 

Eiytli'-iiui  UiiiraiiH  is  simjily  the  first  stjigo  of  urticaria. 
Thi!  t^rin  should  be  <lrojijK-d. 

Erylliriii'i  Iio'"''j!'i ,  or  simply  rnseola.  M'hilc  children 
are  more  subject  t>'  this  (iirm  of  erylhenm  tliaii  adull.s,  it 
may  oeeiir  in  the  latter.  Most  eommonly  it  affecfa  the 
whole  Ixidy,  but  it  may  be  luealized.  As  it  is  due  in 
must,  if  not  all,  i-asei*  to  digestive  disorders  or  other  ctm- 
stitulioiial  disturbatiee,  it  is  n-ually  nshcred  in  with  a  rise 
ijf  Iem|H'nitnre,  whiih  may  Ik?  pivity  hliarp,  \{l'-i"  or  104" 
F.,  furred  tongue,  restlessness,  and  the  like.  Soon  the 
erii]itiou  apjx'ars,  which  niav  be  a  blntehv  rwlne.-w,  or  in 
faint Iv  marki'd  papidcs,  or  in  rings  or  gvnite  figures. 
The  erii|ition  last>>  a  fi-w  hniirsonlv,  or,  cmiingan<l  going 
in  iliHcmit  plin'cs,  it  mav  Iw  iiiidonged  tiir  a  lew  clays. 
Besides  digestive  disorders,  g')nt,  changes  of  temperature, 
and  the  seasons  of  spring  and  autumn  have  been  assigned 
aa  eau.'^es.

It  differs  from  s'-(ir!(itiii<i  in  not 
having  such  wvi'iv  (xmstitutiouiil  HjTn|it<tiiis  ;  iii  an  ali- 
seuce  of  tlie  BtRiwl)frrv  ti^iiipui',  swollen,  retldL-nwI  ljuitt!s, 
and  enliirgci.1  pliUidH ;  in  tlii'  rash  tiimin^  mit  all  "iviT  tlic 
IxmIv  without  following  any  it'f;nlar<Mmrs*'ofd('V(.-hipmi'nt 
from  thi-  nock  dciwnwanl ;  in  the  cniiition  bcinfj;  lilotcliy 
or  papular,  and  not  a  dift'uHwl  rtdncss.  AlitT  wati'liiug 
tlie  case  for  a  day  the  diaguof-iss  will  be  made  i-vident  by  th« 
tieiiring  away  of  the  dif^i.-ii'  wholly  or  partially.  Itdif- 
Ji'i'M  fnmi  mi'iithx  in  an  entirt-abwcntH!  of  «itaiThaI  sjTnp- 
tiim.-',  anil  in  it,i  eniptioo  not  bfinji  r  re  wen  tic,  aw  wi-ll  its 
in  ihu  iiTe[fiilarity  of  it^i  cuui-sc,  t!icmildni.'BB  of  itsKvnip- 
toma,  and  the  brightneMS  of  ite  color.  It  bears  most  re- 
wrahlanu"'  to  riithr/u,  and  pmbiibly  the  two  aii'oftfn(«n- 
foniidi.'(l.  If  thiirc  is  a  ricar  histury  of  contagion,  or 
more  than  one  menilier  <if  the  family  iiflti'tetl  at  the  same 
time,  the  diagno!^is  of  rothehi  is  at  cms;  estiihl ished, 
Rothehi  is  more  pronounce<l  on  the  extremities,  and  the 
lesions  are  of  a  morestalile  eliaracter.  In  csiseof  doubt  as 
to  the  iliagmtsis  of  i-oseola  the  patient  should  1m;  regarded 
as  having  a  coDtogious  diecase,  isolated,  and  trurcfuUy 
watehed. 

Theatment.  Little  need  be  done  for  the  patient  but 
to  give  a  laxative,  and  to  relieve  symptoms. 

Eri/fJieiim  Neoiuttiinirn  makes  its  appearance  in  thcfirst 
few  days  of  lite,  and  is  thought  to  be  due  to  the  influence 
of  external  and  umisual  irritants  acting  upon  the  tender 
akin  of  a  now-lM>m  ehiUL  "  The  eruption  consists  of  very 
miinite  red  papules,  seatti.!  upon  a  hy|)enemic  ba«e,  whieh 
ciui  he  miale  to  lose  their  iX)lor  iijion  pressni-e.  Tin-  lesions 
are  most  pronounced  uiwn  the  back  and  breast,  and  fade 
away  in  a  few  days  with  ti^llght  desquamation  of  tlie  most 
eougestetl  spots.  The  mm-ous  membranes  are  unafl'wtfd, 
and  there  is  no  evidence  of  systemic  rem^tlon."  (Hard- 
away.)

Tin-  diseawf  is  miirkcKl  by  ridness,  des(]imma- 
tiiiii,  and  rt'la]jst'S.  Its  outbreak  may  or  may  not  b*.'  pre- 
wdi'tl  for  one  or  tivo  days  by  malaise  and  slight  febrile 
miiveuient,  Ilbejiinson  thetninkami  invades  the  whole 
snrfju-e  in  ii  few  honrs  i)r  in  two  days.  It  is  a  dUfused, 
niiifni-ni,  intense,  scarlatinal  or  sonibre-re<i  eniption. 
There  may  Ir-  slight  djflerL'iiees  in  the  sJiade  of  culoi-,  or 
the  rwlnes,s  nmy  be  jmnetate,  or  H>nie  [linhejiil-sizi'd  ves- 
i(!l«(  may  devektp  n|Km  it.  Sometimes  the  eruptinn  is 
Iiniile<l  to  u  certain  portion  of  the  body ;  wmielimes  the 
crn}t)ion  is  t;ciu'ral,biit  mil.  nniver.sil.  normal  islands  of 
fkin  In-in;:  foniid  in  the  genera!  nilness.  It  eonics  oiitin 
|iiitchcs  that  rnii  tojictlier.  There  is  gencriilly  redness  of 
the  nmeoiis  membrane  of  the  mouth  and  liiueos.  There  is 
no  ihickeninjf  cif  the  skin  n<u'  intillration  of  inneons  mem- 
brant's.  Tlie  skin  burns,  and  (liere  may  be  itehing.  V.x- 
Ibliatiiin  of  tin;  skin  lie^us  almost  as  soon  as  tlie  emptinn 
is  out,  eommeueing  at  the  point  of  invasion.  Tlie  des- 
quamation is  penenil,  anil  may  liefMrfnracei>ns,orabundant 
aii<l  in  larpe  plaques,  \^\m'\\  the  scjdp  it  is  furfnnieeous. 
Tlie  whole  proee.-w  may  take  but  one  or  two  days,  or  it 
may  l>e  proliui^d  fi>r  a  month  or  six  wei-ks.  The  liair 
and  nails  may  In;  shiil.

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\k  lefi,  but  it  is  transilory.  Dftsijtiimiiition  may  follow 
tlie  eniiition,  but  it  is  not  oominon.  In  some  jKitients 
tlnere  is  a  decided  tendency  to  reinpse  at  irregnlar  iuter- 
vuls  for  yeafs.  In  Pruf,  (Joor'rt'  Henry  Fos's  siTVit*  at 
tlie  Viiutierbilt  Clinic,  I  have  Been  a  boy  witli  a  relapsing 
bullous  erythemu  of  tlie  face  and  ears  that  bad  appearwl 
at  intervals  dnrinjr  ten  ye-arn.  Tlie  bulla'  were  of  hirge 
size,  fully  di.'>tended,  and  of  irrefjular  slinjjc.  Tbey  left 
depressed,  pigmented  iMcatrices  iu  nome  placeH.  Similar 
KiM'-i  have  been  re]nirted  by  others,  as,  for  instanre,  by 
Ilardawiiy,  w!io  saw  one  cuf*  with  n-lapscMfor  fimr  years; 
and  T.  C  l'\ix,  who  saw  two  ejims  with  a  duration  of  six- 
teen ywirs  in  each  <Mse, 

As  C')nipli«ition.'*  of  crytliL-ma  nniltitiirmc,  and  espe- 
cially of  crytbcnia  nmlosum,  have  been  reported  endo- 
anil  perii.'iiii litis,  meningitis,  pleurisv,  pueuniciuin,  and  the 
like  ;  but  it  la  lietter  to  regaril  tiu'w  diwases  not  as  eoni- 
plieatitig  the  ervtlienia,  but  as  the  primary  diseaws  of 
wliidi  the  erj'thema  is  !i  ))lienonieQou. 

Knillii-mn  Irix.  Tliis  very  rare  disease  was  toruierly  re- 
giirded  as  it  herpes,  and  Is  dewrilied  In  many  texl-Uioks  as 
her/Hv irii.  lis  otlier  synonyms  are  lii/ili-fxi,  Iutjii-m  riix-i- 
niif'iJi,  and  lii/'ln"!  vfniculiii-r  .  It  is  only  a  iorni  of  erj'- 
thenm  nmltitornie.  It  is  seen  sonietinies  along  with  other 
manifi-statioiis  of  ei'vthemu  niukifnriue,  or  with  iieipcs, 
tlxiugb  it  iihiiallv  oceiii'n  nliiiie.  It  is  liicatecl  most  ofU'ii 
iijKin  ihi-  liar'kH  of  ihi'  hands  and  IVel,  and  npnn  t!ie  arms 
and  legs,  but  it  may  'w'ur  anywhew  U|)"U  the  skin  as  well 
as  the  uiiKiuis  memlirmies.  Aeeonling  to  Cniolcer^ 
tlieiv  an-  two  varieties  of  tlie  disease,  one  with  a  eentrul 
viniele  or  a  pnrplisli  ilipressiim  suri'ciimded  bv  one  or 
mtire  wliiti.-h  rings  t-lighlly  raised  np  liv  efliwd  fluid; 
tlie  oUiiT  with  ji  eeiitnd  bulla  with  one  or  more  ring.s  of 
mnri!  or  less  diw^retn  vesiiOea  round  it.  Of  tlu-se  two, 
the  firtit  is  the  more  fiitiueiil. 

The  iirst  variety  lugiiis  as  a  small  erylliomatous  papuiti 
upi-n  whirh  a  pinliead-sizeileiniieal  vesii-le  liirms  in  iilHiut 
twelve  hours.

([iiisiti-ly  tondi'i' ;  tirm  at  Hrst,  tlifv  may  \ic  scnii-fliictuiitiug 
urtcrwiinl  ;  iiiid  ilicir  ooliir  liarki'iis  to  a  dark  rt'il,  tlit'ii 
puqilc,  Liiiil  in  iiiiili'i^iiiinr  aljsorjitioii  llii'y  |)R\scnt  tlie 
iilUK-araiU'c  of  a  lilaok-aml-Kliu'  s]iiit  t'n<ni  ii  bruii-f.

«)Kir  at  tirst  disippears  under  pifssiirc,  to  Bpriiig  l>aok 
wlifti  tlie  ]irif*iure  is  reniovccl.  Tlie  elianges  ni'  citlor 
miiisequently  wen  are  due  to  tlie  gradual  abs^trption  of 
tlie  eo lor i  11  g-m alters  of  tlie  bloml  dejjosited  in  tlie  tissius. 
Tliere  are  usually  not  inure  than  a  diwu  lesionrt,  gener- 
ally less.  They  are  most  t're<]nently  Wated  over  the 
tibiiL',  but  may  necur  as  wWl  upon  the  arms,  snipul^, 
thighs,  and  iiiiioiius  mcuiliraues.  They  are  ronghly  sym- 
metrii'at.  The  duration  of  the  disease  is,  like  that  of 
other  ctytheuius,  two  to  four  iveeks. 

Erioi/Mfy.  The  cauBos  of  erythema  exiidativiim  are 
not  fully  determiiHiI.  It  y  prolialily  due  to  s<iine  toxic 
iviiidiiiou  of  the  IiIihnI,  wbich  may  di'veloj)  in  the  indi- 
viiiiial  <iy  be  derivi'd  from  wicli<iut.  It  oeeurs  more 
coiniuoiily  in  wnnien  lliaii  in  men,  and  in  young  adults 
rather  tliuu  id  old  people,  wliile  erythema  uodnsuin  is  said 
tit  l>e  mii>t  frajuc-nt  in  children.  It  is  mont  fn'ipieiit  in 
tlief-in'iiignnd  aiitnuiu  seiistms, in  which  daniiiufSHande<dd 
winds  prevail,  anil  sudden  Hianges  riftem|K'niturc  are  com- 
mon. The  ]iapular  erythema  is  veni'  often  seen  in  nccully 
arriveil  immigranbi.  Klioutnatism  lias  a  well-uuirked 
wisiial  i-el;ition  to  erythema  n<Klosnm,  and,  it  may  he,  to  the 
other  firms.  Syphilis  .'itvms  t»  be  an  etiologicid  factor  of 
some  weight  in  the  priHlnelion  of  er^-theuia  niHlosnm, 
Many  ciifie.s  se<'m  to  be  due  to  systemic  poisoning  either 
by  fionic  inleetions  dlKeniw  or  l)y  anto-infei^tiou.  Some 
anthoritii's  are  of  the  opinion  that  sueh  Mises  should  Iw 
M'jiarated  Irom  eythema  exuihitivnm,  and  pnijiose  the 
name  nf  ]MjIyniorphons  erythema.  It  issii'n  with  eholera, 
inrtneuzii, and  the  exanthemata;  with  indigestion,  preg- 
naiiry,  parturition,  menstrual  dlstiirham-e',  kitlney  dis- 
euses,  and  varions  other  iiiti^mal  or  systemic  dinordera. 
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SometimpH  tlie  disease  wcnis  to  Ik'  li  jiure  anpitt-noiinwis. 
Ciuwfi  of  prythenm  multiforme  R'Oiirriiig  with  reciirrinf; 
uttjioka  of  gonorrlifpa  liiive  iHt'ii  i'qKirt*.il.  Tliese  ajiptatr 
as  ri'tiexaiigki-neuniscH  witiiouttlie  ingt'stioii  of  l)uls!iniics 
ill  the  trfjitmeut  of  urethritis.  Cases  of  erythema  tiiulli- 
formc  not  iufreqiicntly  loUnw  t!ie  ingestion  of  drugs  ;  at 
leaht  they  are  ahmwt  i(lenti«d  wiih  it  iu  appearaaoc. 
Sometimes,  according  t*]  PolotebnoH',  it  seemn  to  lie  an 
alioi-tivc  tiirm  of  prevailing  epideJiiiew.  C'ast^  certiiiiily 
Kliuuld  1k'  watched  earefiilly  in  eomiwtion  wirh  other 
symptoms,  aa  they  may  l>e  but  partof  tlie  prndromaiji  uf 
some  grave  disonler.  I  have  stx^u  two  vamia  in  wliicli  a 
well-murk ixl  errthema  multilorme  pivewUtl  tor  about  t<-n 
iliiys  tlic  outbreak  of  tvjihoid  fever  ;  the  erythema  theu 
di.sjippearing  and  the  eharaeteri-'itie  typhoid  eruption  eom- 
hig  in  due  eonrse.  Many  ofthesubjeets  of  erythema  are 
debilitated.  Individual  prah^ixisition  jirohably  |days  an 
irnjH'rtjnit  role  in  the  etiohigy  of  some  cases,  ewpeeially 
in  tlie  relapsing  ones. 

Pathoukiy.  All  forms  of  the  disease  show  not  only 
hyj)enEmiH,  but  al.so  influniniutiiry  etfu.sioa  both  of  fluid 
and  leucocytes.  U|vjn  Uie  amount  of  this  fluid  depends 
tlie  elianieter  of  the  lesion.  If  small  iu  amount,  it  will 
simply  puf-li  u|>  the  ejiidermis  into  a  {iiipule  or  tiiberele  ; 
if  of  larger  amount,  we  shall  liave  vesicles  and  bullae 
There  is  also  an  esenpe  of  the  c^iloriug-matter  of  tlie 
blrHid  in  lite  tissues.      (Cnieker.) 

Mirros<'r.piejilly  the  pupillary  hiyer  is  seen  to  \»  tlip 
seat  of  the  priueipal  inflammatory  elianges ;  edema,  dila- 
tation of  the  vessels,  diajjedesis,  emigration  of  whilf 
corpuscles,  and  proliferation  of  tlie  fixed  tissue  cells  alwiut 
the  vessels.  The  covering  of  the  buihe  anil  vesicles  may 
winsist  of  the  whole  epidermis,  or  of  only  part  of  it. 

In  rn/lhnii'i  jiiji/ocdw  iu  addition  lo  these  changes, 
phlebitis  of  the  larger  subeutjmeous  veins  Iiils  Iri'U  liiund, 
and  thefre<|Ucnt  presetiw  of  white  throudii  in  the  ve>»elH. 
The  epideruiis  rarely  shows  palhoh^deal  chuiigi-s. 

DlAUStwsis.     If  the  chai-aeleristies  of  ervlhcnia  Uildtl- 
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forme  ore  borne  in  niiiit],  littlo  ilifiHriilty  in  diagnosis  will 
arise,  Ttiesc  iii'l'  tin'  siulili'ii  <iO(.'iirr<.'in.'f  (jf  niisiii,  hright 
or  rosy-rctl  lesions,  lucatttl  by  prt'ttTciioe  upon  the  back 
of  tlie  biiudri  aiitl  ieet;  the  color  tJmt  fades  away  en- 
tirely nnder  pressure,  to  ri'tuni  nj^in  when  prissure  is 
reraovcJ,  Hud  disippearing  Iciivcs  Mtjiin.-i.  It  must  ri'som- 
bles  urtiiyii-'O,  but  iliffer.s  frutn  it  in  having  mure  stable 
leaiDns  of  more  varie<l  whape ;  iu  absence  of  wheals; 
it)  occurring  particularly  nn  the  back  iif  tlie  hands  and 
feet  :  and  in  burning  rather  tliim  itching.  Tlie  papular 
fiirni  ditli'rs  fnmi  juij/iil'ir  rczi-mn  in  its  clutsen  Imsitions ; 
in  its  bunuug  rather  than  itc'hing;  in  itw  pajudcK  lieing 
largiT  and  never  develnpiug  vesicles  nor  f'oruiing  pati'hes; 
in  an  alwenec  of  tliiekeniiig  <>\'  tlie  skin  ;  in  disip}wai'ing 
completely  under  pressure  ;  hi  tending  to  get  well  witliont 
treatnu'iit ;  and  in  leiiving  titnins.  The  nodes  of  ervtiiema 
noilosmn  diti'er  fruin  rii/iiliililic  f/iuniMilirm  dt'eiirring  sud- 
denly and  not  gmduallv.  In  syphilis  the  redne.-(s  {loes 
jutt  oeenr  until  after  the  mxle  has  existed  fitr  some  time, 
ftnd  the  nodes  are  not  tender  uor  deve!ope<l  symmetri- 
cally. Miiiiiiver,  there  wouM  be  other  evidences  of 
Byjhhilis. 

TltKATMKXT.  Vilh'min'  maintains  that  luiliilf  af  /in- 
tataium,  in  doses  of  at  buist  30  grains  a  day,  is  almost 
a  speeifie,  and  will  alwirt  rela|wc's.  The  ex|H'rience  of 
Ilexnier  and  nlhet's  has  nut  bit-u  in  accord  with  that  of 
Villemin.  Qnuiinr,  'id  nr  .'!*>  grjiins  a  day,  and  naliri/- 
UUf  iif  mila  ill  IS  gniiti  doses  three  or  four  tiuies  a  day 
Hometimes  abort  or  cheek  the  disease,  At^rrnalin,  1  in 
lOOO  has  Ik.'cii  iwimincnikil  as  a  siKi-ifie.  The  dosi'  is 
10  drops,  wliieli  may  be  re|x;at<.il  every  three  or  four 
hours,  watching  its  effect.  As  this  is  a  new  rcniiily  it 
must  Ik' used  with  call'.  .Ij'THicmay  be  tried  in  chnmie 
cuses. 

The  treatment  is  mainly  syriiptotnalic,  and  dircctcil 
b)  relieving  the  eiiiisti[)ation,  regnlaling  llie  diet,  aiding 
digestion,  amelioniting  rbeiimatisin,  or  toning  np  the  sys-

"The  mechanism  of  the  proeess  is  sn|i|)ost<<i 
bv  some  to  be  that  the  vewwls  aronnd  the  gland  or  fiillide 
lM-(*^nie  bliH-ked,  |irodu(.'ing  its  death,  and  infijimnuition  is 
then  net  up  aroini<l  the  iieemscil  tissue  t«i  p't  rid  of  it  by 
suiipiinitiiHi.      ((^Voeker.) 

Ili.vdXiisrs.  The  disease  is  so  common  that  there  is  no 
need  Ibr  detailing  the  iJiagnoH.s.  Fur  tlie  diagnosis  fmm 
carbunele,  see  under  tliat  wonl. 

TiiKATMRNT.  In  most  eases  there  is  no  need  of  inter- 
nal treatment.  If  (he  [nitienf  is  out  of  hejilth  in  any  wjiy, 
we  should  endeavor  to  help  him  back  to  his  normal  <'mi- 
dition.  In  Inruiieidosis  we  should  always  Ix^ir  in  ndnd 
the  proltabilily  of  there  In'ing  dial>ete8  mellitus  al  the 
liottom  of  the  mischief,  seek  iiir  it,  and  ilo  onr  l>esl  to 
cure  the  patient  if  we    find    evidence  of  it      There  ai'e

.soen  ahout  wounds,  isnch  as  tliat  caiisctl  liv  vai'('in:iti')ti. 
It  is  ppilmlik-  that  thc-rc  is  some  tJpefifie  germ  to  ciiiiBe  ihe 
growth  of  tiiese  ''xubcrant  griinnliitions.  It  (Miiiictimrs 
takes  tht!  form  of  a  raspberry.  Tlie  appiication  of  nitrate 
of  silver,  tineturc  of  iodine,  or  aime  antiseptic  [Mwder  to 
it  will  eaiisc  it  to  flatten  down  speedily. 

Oranuloais  Rubra  Nasi  is  a  disease  of  the  nose  of  chil- 
dren, tiiNt  deseribiil  by  .J.  Jadassohn.'  The  cartilaginous 
[Mirt  of  the  no.H-  U  more  or  k^s  rvd,  the  rinlness  not  being 
uliarply  defined.  It  s-iinelimes  spreads  to  the  cheeks  and 
upper  lip.  Upon  the  red  base  are  ifiolateil,  dark-nti 
papules  which  may  be  very  small  and  scarcely  elevated, 
or  pin-head  size  and  prondiient.  Tliev  are  pi'intcti,  aon- 
conflueiil,  and  ajipaivntiy  loeiited  alwiut  the  follicle  moullis. 
They  pale  on  pri'ssnre,  Oeeasionallv  smidl  vcHeles  or 
pustules  a|ipcar  that  soon  dry  np.  The  nose  is  generally 
void  to  the  touch.  There  may  be  tclaiigii-ctjisen.  There 
is  no  staling.  IIypcridrt>sis  of  the  nosi'  or  of  the  wh<iie 
fiu-e  in  a  constant  factor.  The  disea.se  grows  ln'iter  and 
worse,  at  times  di.-nppi-aring,  but  it  di.ies  not  eliaiige  with 
the  weather.  Most  id'  tlie  ca«'s  o<:eur  in  ehildi-eu  fnim 
seven  to  sixteen  years  old  who  are  not  robust.  It  is  very 
persistent,  lasting  l<ir  years,  stmielimes  into  adult  life, 
though  tlie  disL'asc  tends  ti.i  disiippear  at  llie  time  of 
puberty.  Pathologically,  it  is  a  chronic  inflammation

Ouinea-worm  Disease,  or  Dracontiasis,  i^  met  witli  en- 
deniically  in  tropiciil  oliniate^.  It  is  niubed  hy  tlie  lairie 
of  the  giiineii-wiirni,  "r  filuria  mcdinenHi.s,  lieiiij;  swal- 
Itiwwl,  and  develniiiiiy  in  tlie  ImhIv.  It  is  |n)ssiU!e  tiiat  the 
worm  may  ^tiin  acct-ssllirinifili  u  tr:iumatism.  The  ienialc 
maUciS  its  way  into  tlie  niusclta,  and  witliin  nine  or  tM'elve 
months  gives  rise  to  the  symptttms  of  the  distase.  The 
niiile  probal'lv  <lies  and  is  passi'il  out  of  tlie  body.  Tlie 
sviiiptoniH  of  tlie  diwase  are  a  small  tumor  itnder  the  skin 
that  feels  like  a  coil  of  si  ift  string:;  theajipraniiuvof  a  |>ea- 
to  fill>ert-si»il  vcfide  n[«>ii  thiw  when  the  animal  \a  about 
to  t«ca|ie;  tension,  pain,  and  ilj-hinj; ;  in  severe  cases  in- 
flmiinialton,  |iiiriih'nt  diseliai^',  heclie  fever,  ai id  [lerhaps 
delirinni.  The  worm  is  either  frmdnally  wholly  extriidcfl 
atler  tlie  vesiele  breaks,  or  a  new  tumor  forms  after  a 
[Wirt,  has  e-^rapeil,  and  thin  uller  a  time  breaks  and  the  rc*t 
of  the  worm  conies  away.  There  may  be  only  one  worm 
or  a  legion  of  them.  Tlii'y  wm  linsitiil  most  ofleu  in  the 
foot,  hut  may  1«'  HhimiI  anywhere. 

Trkatmest.  The  treatment  of  the  diN'nw;  is  ti>  re- 
move tlie  worm,  whieh  is  done  by  winding  it  raivfillly 
itniiiiid  a  stick  when  the  head  is  pi'otruiie<l,  yivinj;u  turn 
or  two  every  day  nntil  tlit-  w>rni  is  extnu-ttHl.  Mansuri 
ndviju'S  agiunat  this,  imd  sjieaks  well  of  injei'tin^f  into  the 
tumors  alt*)  1000  sobition  of  biehliiride  of  mereary. 
This  kills  the  worm,  and  it  ean  then  be  removeil.  TiiH'- 
Uiv  of  asiitleliila  in  dom-s  of  1  or  "2  drachms  three  times 
aihiy  kills  ihe  worm  before  extraction.

At\cr  a  few  Iioiirs  a  umubcr  of  piuheatl-  to 
poa-sizoti,  clear,  fiilly  distfiided  vesicles  will  iipiMiir  uptta 
an  crvtlii'iniitiiiis  Iwisi'.  Periiaps  \\w  licriR'tk'  jKitrli  nmv 
apjM'jir  siiiiik'nly  without  aiitcci.'tU'nt  crvtlu'nia.  Tlu-re  is 
usually  ii"t  niori'  than  out;  or  twn  ptitohea  of  small  size. 
There  may  \x  a  seore  or  more  of  tlietii,  and  they  may  be 
of  large  siz*?.  Tlie  jKitehi's  aiv  alwav:?  irif^lar  in  sbajH?. 
Tlu'ie  ui:iy  Ix)  but  two  or  tlirw  vct-it'les;  iu  a  grodp,  nr 
tjii'ii'  niav  be  a  do».'u  of  them.  They  do  uot  tend  to 
bi-wik  dowu  of  tliem*lv(*,  but  after  a  few  days  drj'  up 
into  a  erust  wUieli  fells  aiid  leaves  a  red  &\*tt  that  soon 
dijsapiiejU'H.  Soiuetlnies  tlie  veHeles  may  loalcsiT  into 
bull*,  the  ei>Ver8  of  whieli  may  Jidl  and  a  sii|>er(ieia! 
uJeeraliori  !«■  left.  The  tlurutiun  of  the  dineiu-M}  is  al»otit 
eight  or  ten  days.  The  most  eotumon  Watiou  is  ui>iii 
the  upper  lip,  but  it  may  be  auywhere  u[iou  the  faee, 
au<l  not  uneoniuionly  the  (^r<.>n|is  devi-lop  bilatei-silly.  The 
uuieous  membrane  of  tlie  month  may  al-ii  tw  iuvolvitl, 
but  here,  owiofi  to  llie  heat  and  moifituiT',  the  vesieles  are 
seldom  ween,  as  they  bleak  dowu  aud  lejive  exenriated 
points.  There  is  a  strong  teudeuej-  for  the  disease  lo 
reeur  with  the  remirrence  of  the  exeiliuij  raiiw.  In  sonic 
eiises  it  ni'ursat  irivgidar  inlervjds  tor  i ilhs  and  with- 
out ap[iiirent  «iuse. 

Herpes  may  oeeiir  on  auy  part  of  ihe  lM«ly  and  pr«> 
sent  the  siinic  iiym|itorns  iis  when  it  oeenrs  on  the  fare. 

It  in  mill  im  undetermiueil  (pu'stton  wheiher 
heqies  facialis  is  a  zoster  or  uol.  liy  most  aulhorilies  it 
IS  eouKiileretl  to  bo  an  i[ide]H'ndent  disea.'H! ;  by  a  few  it  is 
thought  to  l>e  an  ini-oinjih-le  zosti-r.  It  h  known  looeeur 
with  catarrhal  inllammatiouH  of  nnieous  liiejnljr:m<-!j,  sneh 
as  a  iiirvKi,  liniiiehitis,  or  juiennionia  ;  with  digt'.-tive  de- 
nmgemenl,  as  giistrilis  i>r  enteritis;  with  various  Icbrilc 
diw.'afie.s  fnch  as  malaria;  and  ir  is  verv  til'teu  seen  in

U'ft  to  it.si'lf  the  di^?ii,se  will  sintilily 
fict  well,  and  rwilly  reipiircs  no  treutmcut  Ix^yoiid  proletv 
tion  with  flexii)le  collodion  or  any  inditt'erent  puMithinu 
lotion  or  ointment.  We  are  ot'li'n  askiil  if  wi'  ciiuiiot 
prt'vent  or  alwirt  the  disi'iisc  whi-n  dnc  to  the  ini'iistnial 
flux.  Women  well  know  that  the  appliejiticm  .if  spirits 
of  camphor  will  sometimes  do  thig.  Ilartlaway  rctwm- 
men<U  ruhhing  the  [larts  with  liorax.  One  of  the  ali»- 
holie  solntions  ree<inimen<led  by  Ijeloir  for  this  purpose  in 
herjHrs  pixigenitali-s  niiiy  he  nsed,  namely,  either  2  ]>er 
wnt.  rcsoH'in;  1  per  ej'Ut,  thymol;  ;i  jK'r  cent,  men- 
Uiol,  or  '2  i>cr  cent,  tannin  freipiently  apjiliitl. 

Jlrrpi'M  jii-fiijriiiliilU.  This  has  been  ealleil  lier[H's  pnc- 
jxitialis,  but  us  it  <H<enrs  in  women  as  well  ius  nii'n  and 
on  other  plaeea  thitii  the  prcpuw,  the  name  ia  obviously 
iijeoriv(!t. 

HvMlTOMS.  The  eruption  i'*  ppetunleil  and  accompaniwl 
by  burning  and  it^-liing,  and  the  vesicle.-i  oetiur  in  gn>n|i» 
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upon  an  etytlipmulJiii-s  Iwse.     If  on  Uie  prepuce,  tJiat  part 

is  wmictimes  swullcn.  The  vesicles  iirc  at  lirstelwir  M'illi 
serous  euuk'nts,  uinl  it'  on  moist  Imsitions,  jis  iiiider  the 
prepuce  or  almut  the  mucous  memlimiies  of  the  i'enmle 
genituU,  they  sonn  breiilc  doMii  ami  Icuvc  thiy  excuria- 
tioiis.  There  may  lie  hut  oue  or  sevenil  palclics  of  hfq»s. 
Tlie  (lisiiiiso  riiiii*  a  course  of  eijiilit  or  icn  days  ami  get'* 
well  of  itjiclf,  unless  irritated  uuJer  the  mistaken  'vXka  of 
its  beiug  a.  fioft  sore,  chmicroid. 

Aiixinliujr  to  Bergh,'  who  has  made  a  careful  study  of 
the  dise.-ise,  in  womeo  the  groups  usually  eoiitaiu  five  to 
eight  pinhcad-  to  heiii|)~see(.l-fiiztHl  vesicles,  but  may  have 
twenty  to  thirty-five  millet-  to  |joppy-seed-si/,ed  vesicles. 
Around  each  group  i«  a  rtnlclish  areola.  The  vesielea  are 
isoliitwl,  and  seldom  confluent,  Iti'liinji^  is  apt  to  prec^e 
their  outlirejik.  Tliere  niiiy  also  he  slight  tt-mlerness  or 
swelling  of  the  tieighlHiring  glands.  In  hoth  wexes  the 
patches  may  he  unilatinil,  bilateral,  or  median.  In  men 
it  occurs  mo.st  fref|nently  ou  the  inner  surface  of  the 
prepuce,  then  on  it.s  outer  surfai-e,  the  sulcus,  gluils, 
shisitli  of  the  [Jeuis,  and  rarely  in  the  meatus.  In  Women, 
Bergli  found  it  most  often  i>n  the  labia  majnra,  then  the 
lahiamiiiora,  and  genito-anal  region  ;  seldom  on  the  clitoris 
or  in  the  vestibule ;  very  rarely  on  the  cervix  uteri.  Tin- 
diswise  has  a  tendency  t^i  ix'lapse,  in  nieu  with  each  coitus, 
in  women  witli  eaeh  menstrual  jktiiiI.  It  is  Mmimon  iii 
women  to  have  herfx-s  of  the  face  ut  the  same  time,  and 
this  has  been  noteil  in  men.  In  wonu-n  lierjies  facialis 
may  oi-cur  with  one  menstruation,  and  lieqK'S  progenilulis 
with  another. 

Ktlih^kiv.  Tlic  eauac  of  the  di-sease  is  coagestinn  of 
the  genital  region.  Thus  in  meJi  it  is  fretpicntly  neen  two 
or  tliree  days  atWr  each  ejiilus ;  or  accompanying  a  gonor- 
rhifin  or  ehaucroid.  A  longjirepnee  eifins  to  prediH|>iiw 
to  it.  In  women  it  comes  in  HU  (kt  et'ut.  of  the  ciws 
with  nieustnial ion  (Bergh),aml  in  Ihem  it  dtK»  not  seem 
to  have  any  marked  relation  to  the  ecxtud  act.  It  tnuln)

raix'ly  repnrtcil.  Htiili  IJorffli  and  Unna,  Iiowever,  met 
with  it  vt-rj'  fre'iuioitly  in  public  pn>8titut«a  iu  St.  Peters- 
biii^  and  Hamburg. 

DiAGKiisi.s.  The  diMejisc  of  it.-iclf  is  nf  little  mnnicnt, 
but  i.i  of  great  ctinstipienre  viewc<l  from  a  diagnoslif  staiul- 
IKiint  on  ucci>uut  iif  its  liability  ti>  \w  taken  fi>r  chauiTfiid 
(ir  fur  tlie  initial  li^imi  of  Kvpliilis,  This  tsin  hardly  oociir 
if  the  vfsides  are  -seen,  but  when  they  are  no  liKigcr  piTs- 
eut  ruinie  difficulty  may  arise,  Frum  rlmiicroid  t\u-  Mi]Kr- 
fii'ial  olianii'UT  of  tlie  legions  and  their  gr()n|iiiig  jmint  to 
herpes.  In  aw  of  <loubt  the  u^e  of  u  simple  dusting 
jKiwder  for  a  diiy  or  two  will  elear  up  the  dirtieidty,  be- 
I'lmw  iheehaiieroid  will  eontinui'  to  eulartre  while  the  her- 
pes will  beennie  Well,  j\ulo-iooeii!atl(>u  will  atl'nrd  |iosilive 
fvidenee.  From  the  iitiluil  /iiimi  of  syphilis  lierpes  dif- 
fers in  the  itbsi-nee  of  all  iudur.tlion  of  its  iwise  and  in  the 
inflnmniatory  cluiraclernf  the  lesion.  Here  again  a  KJiort

TitKATMic.vT.  Herpes  ]iro[ieiiilalis  will  usually  ]>r<iniptly 
ilisiipjieiir  by  the  use  of  a  dtisliug  jiowder  of  liisiiiulli,  or 
oxiclo  of  zinc  and  wtireli ;  or  by  iwvering  it  with  a  pieTO  of 
lint  soakeil  in  an  (Lstriogeiit  solution,  sneh  as  u  wt^k  lotion 
of  liipior  plinnbi  snliaeelali^.  If  Mijipuration  has  oeeurred 
on  aeeonnt  nf  bad  treatnieiit,  and  the  glands  are  enlai^'d 
or  lender,  the  luitient  had  bet-t  l.>e  put  in  l>ed.  Cirenm- 
eisiiiu  has  Iki'u  n  111  in  mend  I'd  to  prevent  reeurrences,  but 
isofdoublful  eni<'aey.  It  in  well  to  have  the  patient  wash 
the  piirtp  daily  and  after  eciilns.  Marriage  and  fidelity  to 
tJie  wife  are  g>M)d  means  of  euring  a  relapsing  hequ's.

Willi  tiiiH  exwfsivn  growth  of  hair  there  U 
liwiiilly  conibineil  a  deficiency  "if  led h,  i-siN-cially  Hiarki-d 
in  the   up|)er  jiiw.      Sidijeels  of  tins  nuiliuly  are  ealUd 
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hojnineri  pUwi,  ami  an.-  nivt  witli  ui  nil  i|Uiiitcrs  of  the 
wiirld. 

Of  jtiirliid  roni/'niUd  lii/}icrtrk:!niMM  we  have  an  inimL'ii.-ie 
iimiilM^r  of  examples.  Tliis  mudition  in  apt  to  be  of  ihc 
naCiiri.'  nf  nseviiH.  Tlie  distiuctioii  ln'tween  a  loailizttl 
hypi;rtriolii)si.s  ami  a  nteviis  is  made  unfitly  u|)oii  the  w)lor 
ot'  iliL'  underlying  likin,  Jri  tlie  iorniei'  nifio  ilie  ekin  is 
porHx:t.ly  normal,  while  iu  tlio  hitter  it  iw  pi{;riieuto<l  and 
atiiy  \>e  otherwise  altt^rcd.  These  lociilized  and  partial 
esvses  of  hy]3ertrii'liortis  arc  most  iVeHjnently  met  with  in 
the  sacral  or  lumbar  ii^'ioii,  and  nut  iiilrtHjiientlv  are  a^^so- 
eiati-il  with  spiua  l)iKda. 

I'lirliiil  tifJinirr>l  hifjirdr'wliiu'm  is  nmiT  ('onniii>n  tliim  is 
the  e()np.'Mitid  variety,  aud  takes  the  tiirm  either  nl'  an  ex- 
cewive  growth  'if  hair  in  retiioiis  wheri'  it  is  usually  foiiml, 
orol'  the  develcipmeiil  oi'  hair  in  ri'^inus  Ll^ual!y  liairless  or 
pmviileil  oiilv  with  dowiiy  or  lanum»  hair,  or  of  the  devel- 
opment of  pubi'Hal  hair  at  tiu  early  age. 

The  lidlowin;;  eii.ses  arc  instiuiees  uf  execssive  growth 
and  preeoei'ius  ileviJupment.  Clmwne  '  speaks  of  a  Imy, 
eight yearsofage,  wholiailtlie  whiskersuf  a  man.  IJeiireP 
hiw  seen  ii  wix-year-iild  girl  with  pudenda  like  a  twenty- 
year-old  woman,  botii  iu  Hha|>e  and  hair.  A  wise  of 
excessive  gniwlli  was  met  with  by  Ixfrnard'  in  a  man 
whose  heani  me:isnnil  xn'en  fwt  six  and  a  half  inelies  in 
length.  Other  in^lainrs  of  excessive  length  of  heard 
are  found  in  nieiiu'jil  literature.'  Many  men  have  an 
exiresH  of  hair  ii|)oii  the  elui^t  and  shmdders.  Hair  is 
generally  belter  develn|M'd  iipciii  the  foniirm  than  upon 
the  np|>er  arm,  and  n|>i>n  the  legs  than  ii|m>u  thi'  thighs. 
As  men  gniw  old  they  are  apt  to  havi'  long  liiiirs  grow 
from  the  nostrils  ami  the  esirs.  These  are  in.'^ances  of 
the  giiiwth  of  sirong  hair  wheii;  normally  only  lanugo 
hairs  are   pn.:senl.

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Imir  generally  l)egiiis  to  grow  so  as  to  be  noticeable  at 
about  the  eighteenth  year  of  age.  To  get  rid  of  the 
trouble  the  tweezers  are  first  resorted  to;  then  depilatii- 
ries  are  trie<l;  Honietiincs  burning  is  attempted,  and  as  a 
fin:il  refuge  a  razor  is  used.  All  the  time  the  hair  grows 
n}ar9er  and  more  abundant.  Siime  of  these  women  shuu 
itimjHiny,  keep  tliemselves  sliut  up  all  day,  their  health 
<i etc i-i orates,  and,  winstautly  briNwling  over  their  nilstor- 
tune,  they  are  prone  to  lji'{'<iine  hyjKiehondriacal  and  niel- 
atieholic.  Tlie  amount  of  hair  present  in  these  ease.s 
varies.  Perhaps  the  commonest  growdi  is  the  rmirtaehe 
alone.  In  most  of  my  iiises  the  liair  hits  gnmii  thiekest  and 
eimrsest  under  Ihe  ehin  and  upon  the  front  oC  the  thmat. 
It  i.s  rare,  even  in  tlw  lie^t  develc)|Ki.l  eases,  to  have  mueh 
hair  nmler  the  lower  li|»,  Snnelinies  the  growth  is  aa 
immpli'te,  iLs  hejivy,  and  a«  wiarse  as  is  met  with  in  men. 
The  skiu  in  many  eases  is  ooarse,  muddy,  gi-easy,  and 
studded  with  aene. 

From  time  to  time  ejises  of  tnmsitory  hypertrichosis 
have  bet-n  reported.  This  has  been  iiotieed  during  the 
treatment  of  a  fraetureii  limb,  the  hair  being  mueh  more 
prominent  upfin  the  [tart  that  has  been  kept  quiet  anil 
warm.  In  simii'  of  tlii'se  eiL-^-s  the  inereiise  is  pri>bably 
more  uppan-nt  than  real,  the  hair  not  liaving  been  rubbed 
off  by  frielion.  Likewise,  aftiT  injury  to  nerves  the  hair 
mmetimes  becomes  hy[MM-trophied,  oulv  to  fall  out  ailer 
riToverv.  Continued  irritation  of  a  part,  as  by  blisters, 
may  stimuhite  hair-growth  which  may  or  may  not  be 
transitory.  The  most  interesting  of  this  group  of  cases 
is  that  i^imprising  (hose  of  liirsutiea  mrurring  during 
pregnancy  and  disapiM-uriiig  at^er  some  months.  Wilson 
re|«>rtrtl  a  eji.-^  of  ileliiyeil  apiiear.mee  of  menstrual  ion  in 
whieh  hair  grew  ujniii  llie  face.  After  the  meiislnial 
function  was  eslidilisiieil  the  liair  ceiised  to  gniw  and 
gradually  disiipjK-an«l.

Bciire  in  amie  of  its  forms,  while  in  other  varieties  we 
win   more  readily  iliseover  it.

Nowwc'-onit*  to  thfioiireoliKcnrcrHU»4pof  facial  hirsu- 
t!cM  ill  women.  To  acfiitiiit  forihis,nnn)i.-n>ii^  )iy]>iitliri4.ti 
hnvn  Umiu  liirnii-d.  I'rubably  Uic  one  most  piiendly 
(u;<v|iN-d  irt  that  it  is  in  sonit*  way  f>nii<t'tfd  with  de- 
rniijf"ieiit  of  till-  u(eru*and  apix'ndajrt^.  Idi'jiiisf  ni  soma 
l)i?npl<il  wonii-ii  itiirc  lui.s  lii'i-n  ^^omi-  evident  denint^i-nierit 
of  tlw  Hexnal  orpins  it  liaH  Iwon  nllirnK'"!  that  j^ime  Hiniltir 
derungt^-nxMit  in  present  in  all.    Tliis  \s  o»  a  |iar  witli  the 
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too  Inosoly  ncwptt^i  idea  that  tlie  too  free  uae  of  aluohol 
is  tlie  only  "iiiw  (if'rosiwa.  In  the  vanes  I  have  met 
with,  the  majority  were  as  free  f  rom  uteri dg  trouble  a,s  the 
rest  of  their  sex.  While  it  in  true  thiit  tuimc  of  these 
women  iire  of  niawuline  huilil.  and  have  ii  ma.seiili]if  voiee, 
moat  of  them  do  not  exiiibit  thesti  dmracteriatiew.  In 
8ome  cases,  however,  there  does  seem  to  be  mme  relation 
Ix-tween  the  reprodnetive  orpins  and  the  pr()wtli  of  the 
tx-iird.  Ilereility  iswtJi  marlted  in  the  majority  of  ea.ses. 
It  is  iinpr<ibal>Ie  that  a(leiii]it«  at  destroying  the  fiiii'  hair 
canse  the  development  of  the  coarse  hair.  It  is  more 
likely  that  they  only  fitrentrthen  its  prowth.  AVoinen  are 
pnine  ti>  traee  the  appeaninc-e  of  hair  on  the  ftnv  to  the 
use  of  va.seline,  euld  eri'imi,  and  tlie  like.  There  is  no 
Haentific  fonndation  for  this. 

An  interestin(>;  study  of  tlie  relation  between  hirsiities 
iu  women  and  insanity  was  made  hy  IlamilUm.'  He  re- 
pirds  liair-ffrowth  on  tlie  faee  in  women  as  the  inevitable 
resnil  of  the  over-aetive  and  eontiniioiis  exerriae  of  the 
uterine  and  ovarian  fiinetions.  He  believes  it  to  1k'  of 
neuropathic  origin,  eonueetiti  with  disorflers  of  the  lifUi 
cranial  nerve ;  and  that  when  it  occurs  ujMm  the  faee  of 
an  ins;ine  jHTSfm  it  iw  iiniif-ative  of  an  unlavmible  form 
of  insanity,  esjM-f'ially  if  the  snhjeii  has  notre^iehwl  mid- 
dle life.  E.  Huprf'  aii<l  IhiHos-  tbuml  among  IDOO  -une 
women  2:10  with  tim-  hair  on  the  fiiei>,  40  with  a  niedlnm 
growth,  and  10  with  a  heavy  pi-owth.  Among  lOOO  in- 
sane women  thev  iianid  441  witii  a  slight  or  nuiHinn 
growth  of  hair  and  .5(1  with  a  heavy  growth,  Tiiev  also 
fimnd  evidences  of  nenroputhie  ti'ndeneies  and  mental 
dei-angements  in  the  antecedents  of  many  non-insane 
women  willi  hirvnlics. 

W'e  mav  sum  up  the  eviden<v  on  ihe  etiology  of  Hieial 
hirsnties  in  this  way  :  While  at  limes  thei-e  ap|»ei(rs  to  In- 
a  relation  Iwtween  the  uterine,  or,  moiv  pro]MT!y,  the 
menstrual  fnnetion,  and  tlie  growth  of  hair  on  the  face,

Treatment.  For  psneml  hypertrichosis  we  can  prac- 
tically do  nothini!.  This,  not  bt-oii?^-  we  uumot  destroy 
hair  so  that  it  will  not  grow  aptin,  tiut  becuu^  of  the 
gnat  amount  of  time  it  would  take  to  d^tniy  il. 

The  only  form  of  hirsuties  which  urgently  oalls  (or  re- 
lief is  that  occurring  upon  tlie  face  of  women.  In  1875 
Dr.  Michel,  of  St.  Ijoui^,  devi^-d  the  method  of  rrmov- 
intf  the  hail's  in  Irichiasii-  by  nicaus  of  tItvtrafi/itM,  which 
waH  taken  up  by  Dr.  Hardaway,  of  die  same  city,  for  the 
removal  of  !iUj»erflnoushair.  The  question  Ls  oftea  asked  : 
"1b  the  removal,  by  this  method,  permanent?"  This 
qiiei^tion  may  l>e  answered,  "  It  is,  without  a  shadow  ot 
a  iloubt."  The  object  Ijeinp  to  destroy  the  )xipilUi,  and 
that  b«-ing  very  small  and  often  plaixi<l  at  an  uiiexiK.*ied 
angle  to  the  surface  of  tlie  skin,  it  is  not  possible  always 
to  accomplish  this  at  the  first  attempt ;  but  with  patienrt: 
and  the  necessary  skill  it  will  finiillv  l>e  iiermauentiv  de- 
stroyed. At  time^,  after  the  diirk,  eoar>e  hairs  have  beeji 
feniovi'd,  there  will  l>e  found  a  nunilier  of  finer  and  ligliter 
hairs.  This  ap|xairance  is  doe  jKirtly  to  the  univiveriag 
of  these  liairs,  and  partly,  it  may  be,  to  lanugo  hair>i  1k-- 
iMiming  stronger  under  the  stimnlatiim  of  the  ft|)erntion. 
In  must  eases,  with  projier  (sire  aiid  the  use  of  a  fine 
ne<dle,  the  amount  of  scarring  will  be  verj-  slight,  amount- 
ing U}  nothing  more  tluui  fine  pimitate  eieiitricial  sjMits. 
In  i*>)me  |K'eiiliarly  irritable  skins  it  is  very  liilficult  to 
])ri*vcnt  the  fonuaticm  of  jilniidy  visildr  sears.  The  upper 
lip  is  also  prone  Ui  Hcarring.  If  the  proper  enuditions 
an-  not  observed,  the  ojM'nitor  must  exi><>cl  to  prodoee  a 
goo<l  deid  ot"  disfigim'inent. 

The  anioiuit  of  [nun  exiierieneid  by  the  patient  will 
vary  greatly.  Certain  piirL-  of  the  fiiw  are  tiir  more 
sennitive  than  others,      Ou  the  whole,  the  jiaiu  does  not 
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iiuiimnt  to  luiH'ii.  AlWa  limf  the  skin  scctiia  tolx-uume 
tolerant  of  the  actiun  of  tlie  current  and  the  piitieut  no 
longer  romplains.  Hvjierpignientatioii  nuiv  be  pnMltK^d 
by  the  o|>enition.  This  is  a  viry  rare'  cimipliealion,  and 
IS  meutiiraed  imly  by  way  of  warntntr. 

The  instrniuent'i  netnled  fur  the  operation  are  a  gwid 
twenty-oeil  zlnixuirhnn  (giilvanie)  battery,  a  sponge  elec- 
trfnle,  a  proper  nee<lle-holder,  a  fine  nwjle,  a  pair  of  epi- 
liiting-iiirrcps,  and,  if  thif  uperutjir's  eyes  are  not  giKxl,  a 
lenB  of  low  [Hnvep.  Any  sjM'iiyre  elt'L'tri.Kic  will  answer. 
Tliere  are  varirius  patterns  of  nitHlIe  holtlers,  any  one  of 
which  may  l>e  useil.  It  should  Im?  long  enough  to  Im'  held 
with  uase,  and  not  too  louff  to  be  readily  mani|iidated. 
The  most  essential  instrument  is  the  needle.  Hurdaway 
retTimmends  a  needle  niadeot"  iriilinm  and  platiunni.  He 
daim:^  tliat  it  will  follow  the  direction  of  the  Iiair  follicle, 
and  more  snrdy  liil  the  [.Nipilla  than  with  a.  steel  neeille. 
I  have  hail  most  Batisfactiiry  rtsults  with  a  Ji-weler's  in- 
atniraent  csilled  a  ''steJ  hroaeh."  These  oume  in  many 
grailoa;  those  known  as  Nos.  o  and  7  are  servie^'able ones, 
A  lens  iageneridly  not  neixled.  Dr.  PitVanl  hasinvent<Kl 
a  needle-holder  with  Icns-attachiuent,  which  he  has  found 
itsfful.  If  one's  eyesight  ij*  nut  giHwl,  he  had  best  wear 
spoetjirles  furnished  witli  large  magnilying  lenses.  A 
galvan<iniet«.T  is  not  essential,  hut  very  desirable. 

A  givxl  light  is  nivessary  liir  the  operation,  and  a 
cloudy  dity  is  a  had  one  fi>r  working.  An  o|H?mting-, 
retiliniug-,  or  ilcntist's  chair  is  ai'oinfiirl:,  and  l!ic  patient 
should  Ik;  so  jilaci-il  that  the  part  to  he  ojnTattil  <in  is  on 
a  levi.'I  with  the  o|R-nitor's  eve.  The  o)ientliori  is  done 
in  the  following  manner:  The  patient,  Iw-ing  in  jxisition, 
IB  Ui  he  given  the  sponge  elwtroile  attjieheil  \\<  lln'  jicwi- 
tive  |}"ile  iif  tin-  battery,  and  t«ild  In  Imld  it  in  one  hand. 
The  hair  Xi\  \tv  cxtnieti'*!  is  then  si'i/nl  with  the  Ibrceps, 
and  put  slightly  on  tlie  stretch  in  t/u:  Mrrciion  in  whlck 
U  niUiiriillii  ijrwrn.  The  needle,  attiidied  to  the  nffftjfine 
pnli-,  is  then  inserted  fuirallel  with  the  hair  and  into  the 
follicle.     One  soon  leuraa  ty  know  whether  tlie  I'uUiele

Kromayer'  remmmfruls  the  use  of 
RjK-c'ially  cniistructed  cylinilricnl  kiiivi-n  IVorii  0.1  to  2 
mm.  dianU'KT,  whidi  ureJrivcn  iiitii  tlie  Mkin  totlit;  depth 
of  Ij  mm.,  ami  at  uncf  withdniwii.  The  hair  (.■utiii's 
away  with  tlie  knife,  or  can  lie  readily  phivkwl  utiL  He 
ehiiiiis  that  thiw  jin'thml  dues  not  leave   wars.

Stclwagon  cured  one  case  bv  cataphoresis  witli  a 
solution  of  2  grains  t*>  the  oiiui-e  i>f  bichloride  of  mer- 
cury to  an  inch  and  a  half  area  about  tlie  itilvaneing  cud, 
uud  nitric  acid  to  the  suMpected  gjte  of  the  parasite.

Ichthyosis  is  a  cnnpcnital,  general  or  jmrtial,  chronic 
disease  of  tJic  skin,  cliaractcrized  hy  dryness,  harshness, 
and  scaling  of  the  skin,  and  sometimes  by  the  develop- 
ment of  warty-iiHiking  growths. 

SvMProMS.  Tliongh  the  disease  is  congenital,  it  usnally 
do(s  not  !-hiJw  it-ii'If  until  ttttrr  the  weond  niontli,  and 
sometimes  not  until  the  wcond  year.  There  are  three 
varieties  of  lln'  disease,  namelv,  xeroderma,  ichthyosis 
simjilex,  and  li'hihviiHis  mngenita. 

Xfroderma  is  the  mildest  grade  of  the  disease.  The 
skin  is  tlr\-,  harsh,  filiglilly  scaly,  grayish  or  dirty-hwik- 
ing,  and  its  natnral  liiirs  are  looiv  pronounced  than  usiiiil. 
ITpou  the  exteri.si)r  surfaces  of  the  limbs  it  is  jmrticnlarly 
m!irke<l,and  here  too  it  is  accompanied  by  keratosis  iiilaris, 
It  is  must  annoying  to  young  women  who  want  to  wear 
short-sleeved  flresses.  It  is  doubtless  far  more  conuuon 
tliaii  statistics  show,  as  it  verv  "dVn  is  slight  in  amount.

extremitieH  tJie  disease  is  well  dL'Veio|ietl,  U[>on  the  trunk 
it  may  iL-iwunie  more  of  llie  xeiVHlerriialdUs  lliriii.  When 
the  taee  and  »oalp  are  afl'eeted  thty  are  liiuijily  \ery  waly, 
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wliik-  on  the  palmw  mid  snips  wo  lijive  a<'C<'ntiiution  of  the 
iioriiml  linos.  In  a  typitjil  cjisc  the  skin,  i'S]tpi-iiilly  ot'llie 
extremities,  will  Ik^  gr-.ivish,  ffreeuish,  nr  hhiplvi.-i|i  (ireen 
in  eolor,  dry,  antt  the  little  |wil_ygoual  plutt-s  will  be  ut- 
tiieiieil  at  their  eentn.*  iui<l  Itiriieil  up  slightly  iit  their 
cilj^s,  m  tiiat  tliey  iipiwar  depref^-^'d  in  tiie  eeiitrL-fi.  The 
aniiiunt  ol'  Imise  Hiding  is  scinietimes  abuiuUml,  but 
asiially  miMlerate  in  animint.

IrliOii/imx  h/Mtrir  Is  a  Very  rare  form  of  ichthyiwis, 
ami  iM'i'ors  in  tin'  form  «C  |mtehes  or  warty,  dark-green, 
p:i|iillary  pr<ij(vtionH  niurkiiily  raiseil  almve  the  skin,  or  of 
stnidl  [Kipilijiry  growtliri  with  hin'ny  caps.  The  .-kin  feelfi 
roiigli  and  harsh.  It  may  eover  wiile  areas  of  the  IhnIv, 
bnt  diK's  nrit  involve  ihe  whole  cnHiiee.  Tlie  s.-iuie  name 
luw  jjii'n  applied  (o  an  entirely  dillerent  disease  that  is 
destTJIietl  under  I'lipillonja  liiieitre,  lo  whieh  tile  reader 
18  referi-eil. 

IrJithiionht  rQ»;fmilu  is  the  most  rare  form  of  tin-  dis- 
«we.  It  Im  a!*)  ndh.HJ  Keratunia  follienlaris,  Keiiitosis 
dillusa,  Mi-n  epidermieii,  mil  iolra-uterina,  and  tlie  "  Har- 
letjiiiu  fretns."  It  is  wmsideri-d  ijy  .loine  to  l>e  a  general 
seborrhiea.  It  Is  pi-esi'iit  at  liirlli,  the  skin  lii-ing  eovercil 
with  tatty  epiderinie  plates  eraeUed  in  ail  direetiotis  and 
arrangiil  tmnsversi'ly  to  the  axis  of  tlie  ImkIv.  The  fis- 
sniYS  may  extend  into  the  eoriiim.  The  eyes  are  held 
[lattly  'ipn,  or  there  may  lie  ei-tropioii  ;  the  lips  cannot 
be  moved  ;  and  the  feel  are  eonlraeted  and  deformwl. 
The  (."oliir  i«  yellowish  white  or  grayish.  Tiie  serolum 
and  penis  may  ivit  bo  involved,  1'he  infants  are  either 
born   dead   or  survive  birth    bnt  a  short  time,  though 
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S,  .Slionvtll  has  imported  ooe  ease  tliat  was  living  at  five 
numtlia  vt'  age. 

There  are  also  cases  of  iekthifml*  inira-uierlna  in  which, 
after  the  removal  of  tlie  veriiix  ot.-ei»sa,  the  skin  looks 
re<l,  giiiz«.-<l,  and  (lr%',  and  soon  assumes  the  eharacterislics 
of  iehthyojsis  f-inipk-x. 

With  tJie  cxeeptiim  of  iolithyi^L*  i''Hi|rtnita,  ilie  dis- 
ease does  not  show  itself  until  some  months  after  birtli, 
but  by  the  second  year  it  has  made  i(s  apiMwrriure. 
As  a  rule,  it  increases  in  severity  as  the  p;ilit'nt  };n)ws 
older,  until  adult  age,  when  it  usually  remains  slatiouiirjr 
or  perhaps  improvut  a  little.  It  is  a  chronic  di^-iise  ami 
shows  no  tendency  to  pet  well.  It  does  not  seem  to 
affect  the  jwticnt's  health,  and  it  shoul<l  l>e  R'jT'trfle"! 
rather  as  a  deformity  tlian  a  disease.  Oecjisifinnlly 
mental  weakness  and  other  congenital  defects  have  beeo 
notictJ. 

Etkil/xjv.  We  know  of  no  cause  for  tlie  di»ieasc  be- 
yond hertility,  whioh  umy  l>e  direct,  skip  a  gencnition,  or 
be  through  a  lalend  hnuich.  Many  cases  occar  without 
manifest  heredity.  It  haw  lieen  ascriticd  to  consaugiiinify 
of  the  parents.  It  attacks  Inith  sexes  about  equally.  It 
shows  a  tendency  Ui  occur  only  in  one  sex  in  certain 
families,  while  in  other  families  l>oth  wxcs  arc  etjually 
affected.  It  is  a  c()ngcoital  defect  in  the  dcvclopuicnt  of 
the  skin  with  a  disturbance  of  the  fimctions  of  the 
perspiratory  and  selwiceous  plands.  There  arc  wild  to  Ije 
cases  of  the  discuMC  timt  an;  not  herwlitary,  hut  due  to 
well-marked  ncr\'edisturhanccs,  greatly  itilnced  nutrition, 
and  the  drinking  r)f  ava,  a  feniieuted  Hijuor  in  use  in  the 
Ilawiiiinn  Inlands. 

1'atiii>I»<iy.  The  epidermis  undergoes  a  pei'uliar  c»r- 
nificatton.  Horny  cells  are  formal  ilim-tly  from  the  rete 
without  the  interveniion  of  a  granular  layer.  The  horny 
celLi  are  hotuogoneous  and  a]i|)arcntly  without  nuclei. 
Kxfoliation  is  slowed  and  the  thickness  of  the  epidermis 
is  due  t^  its  longer  relciitinn.  The  sweat  and  sebaceous 
glands  are  coiistanliy  atrophied,  or    the  latter  may  be 
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entirely  wantJDg.     The  pauuiculug  Ih  al>8CQt,  tlie  elastic 

tiasui;  unalt*Te<i,  aiici  tin-  crfcton's  pilonim  hyi>er(riipliied. 

DiAfiNuesis.  Tilt-  disL'asG  is  si>  unicjiie  tliat  il'  ila  char- 
aott'ristira  are  rememhered  there  can  be  no  difficulty  in 
diagnosis.  There  la  no  other  disease  eonimencing  in 
infaiiey  that  at  all  corn'sjionds  tu  ichlhyosis  simplex. 
XenHlerma  may  rcsemhle  a  mild  grade  of  sijuamons 
ii'zema,  hut  has  not  its  history,  Sooietimes  ive  meet 
with  a  dry  skin  that  is  not  iehtljyosis,  but  ia  only  a 
[Nissing  .state  and  has  not  <'xi«t<-d  iVom  iufaucy.  Ichthy- 
osis con^renita  differs  from  weborrha-a  in  not  being  rtniov- 
ahle  liv  soaking  in  oil  and  by  pnjving  fatjil. 

'J'uriATMENT,  Tlic  Ircalnu-nt  is  hirgcly  jtidlisitive. 
The  free  use  of  Russian  batbs  or  of  protongi'd  warm  batlie, 
einiph'  <ir  with  simIii,  and  wasliinpwith  wmp,  (olhjwcil  by 
inunclionu  ul'  va.seliue,  lanolin,  or  oil,  f^uch  a^  <■<  K-oa-l miter, 
will  keep  the  skin  supple.  Kapo-ii  recommends  a  5 
[M.T  eent.  uaphlol  ointment,  or  a  '2,  jwr  eent.  solution  in 
ispirilufl  sapo,  viridis,  oreod-Iiver  oil,  in  conjnuetitm  with 
naplilol  soap.  Audi«r'  roonnimends  a  3  to  20  per  eent. 
ointment  of  resorein  well  niblwd  in,  and  wvered  witli  a 
bandage,  and  claims  a  cure  in  eight  days,  t^ulphnr  oint- 
ment alwt  bu!*  been  reeonimeuded.  The  daily  application 
of  a  lotion  njnijioM'd  of  \  an  ounce  to  1  ounce  of  glycerin 
ID  a  pint  of  rosc-waler  or  of  linic-water  is  one  of  ihe 
simplest  and  best  metlii«ls  of  ti-t^nlment.  Whatever  ia 
used  must  1k'  pcrsistci!   in, 

M.  Bockhart*  njMirts  one  apparent  cure  by  giving  a 
daily  morning  batli  with  «iap  and  water,  followeil  by  an 
inunction  of  a  T)  jut  cenl,  sid]>lnir  ointment.  The  oint^ 
ment  wafj  used  also  at  ntHin  and  at  niglit.  Internally,  eod- 
liver  oil  was  given.  Twice  a  year  for  six  weeks  salt  luiths 
were  Bubstitutt^il  for  the  Sf>ap-and- water  baths.  After 
three  y'".irs  of  continuous  Ircalmeiit  a  pause  was  had  and 
there  waa  no  return  for  three  months.     After  nine  year**

They  are  sphl-|Mii  to  tingiT-ojiil  in  sizo,  roinnlcd,  and 
rai.-^'d  aliove  tlie  snrliiee  of  the  shin.  Tliey  liiive  tliick 
walls,  a  more  or  less  marked  an.-ola,  little  surrounding  in- 
filtnitiiin,  and  no  wntr.il  depression.  Their  (Tilor  is  yel- 
lowish orwhitit^h.  They  manifest  no  disjiovitioii  Ut  rupt- 
ure, are  diserete  an<l  diswininated,  and  do  nut  indine  to 
coalesee.  While  they  may  oirnr  anywhere,  they  are 
seated  hy  prcferenee  on  the  face,  hand.s,  feet,  and  lower 
extri'mities,  Itehing  and  lairning  are  ahseiit.  as  a  rule. 
Tlie  ei'Ursi'  <if  the  ilisea.se  is  aeiile,  its  duration  being 
Beveral  weeks.  The  pnstnles  gmdnally  innler^o  absorp- 
tion and  dry  inti.)  a  i'rii.-l,  or  they  may  l>e  ruptured  by 
external  injriry.  The  enist  wIkmi  it  falls  leaves  a  red- 
dish base  without  pij;mrnt;ilii>n  or  snir.  The  disease  is 
not  eonl;igions,  aiul  mviirs  nmslly  in  children.

Besides  lliia  ii^uul  lunl  ty|iiiul  form  we  met-t  willi 
anollier  and  rarer  variety,  in  wliieli,  inst^iid  of  vcsico- 
jitistulee,  there  are  large  Ijnilic.  These  may  be  acvrrrd 
inches  in  their  long  diameter,are  of  irri-gidar  nviil  ^hiqie, 
not  fidly  distMidnl  witli  Hiiid,  and  Hmulimes  show  u 
alight  depri'ssion  in  their  centres.  Their  conttiits  are  at 
first  Herons,  but  soon  become  sent-pnrnk-nt.  They  ei-era 
ii-i  be  longer  preserved  tlian  tbe  vesieles,  but  otherwise 
rini  tlio  same  amrse.  At  lii-st  they  have  a  clij;hl  /•me  ■)f 
Rfhiess  aljout  them,  bnl  tliis  s'"Min  di«i]HM'ars.  Tlit-y 
either  are  formed  by  two  or  more  vesirt>-pustu lea  naming 
together,  or  spring  up  of  tliemseJves.  Tliey  tnay  attain 
their  fnll  size  at  once,  or  enlarge  slowly.  Rarely  iln 
they  exist  alone;  genenilly  ihe  typical  vesico-pUHtules 
will  be  f<iiuid  in  their  neiglilwiHutod  or  elsewhere  oij  tiie 
body.  It  is  the  bullous  form  that  i^  liable  to  be  mis- 
tjiken  for  |>em|»higiis,  and  has  been«ille<l  MinUii/ifiuji  pein- 

ImiK'tigo  conbigiosa  is  loc5it«'d  principally  njwn  the  face, 
ni<ist  olb'n  on  the  chin,  and  on  the  hands;  it  innv  nl^^ 
o«vnr  u[>on  the  seiilji,  legts,  and  trunk,  es|>ceially  in  infiintK 
Ae<v)rding  to  my  experience,  tiie  ImlhMH  l<>rin  'm  most 
often  seen  u]Hin  the  trtmk.  Tiie  lesions  nf  hoih  viirietiGS 
iindiserete;  exceptionally  two  or  more  may  run  together. 
They  are  sn|H'HiciaI,  and  rarely  very  numeronfi.  Tiie 
bullous  lesions  ai'e  genendly  widely  sejwirati-d  fiiirn  one 
HDotlier.  The  disease  does  not  rnn  any  definite  coursr, 
and  may  last  w<fks  or  months ;  a  sliglif.  lunount  of  itch- 
ing is  siitnctimo  present. 

Krioi.iKiV.  It  is,  as  its  name  indi(':ites,  veiy  contji- 
gions,  and  often  i>eenrs  in  epidemics.  When  one  eiwe  1* 
met  with  iu  disi»nHar)'  Hervi<«,  several  nion'  may  1h' 
exjH'etiil  ill  children  of  ibe  same  faniilvor  nciijhl»nrlioiMl. 
It  ia  readily  iniKiilable  bulh  on  tlie  subjct-t  of  the  diseiLte 
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anil  on  f>t)icrs.  Not  infreijuenlly  we  soe  ii  mothiT  or 
other  attendant  of  a  child  with  tlie  rhamHt«rUtio  It^ious 
of  impetigo  contagioHii  mwin  tlie  iirm.'s<lenv(t!  Irmii  air- 
rying  tlic  child  wuHcriiif^  with  tlie  sjiniL'  di.-sordcr.  The 
wmljigioiw  fliinient  is  a  niicnMir^.inisiii.  Wi-  kiiinv  lliat 
all  pUH  irt  nndt'i-  cerfjiin  eircunifitjuii-cs  iuoculjililc,  and 
hence  it  has  been  maiiitiiined  that  ihcTV  is  im  mifh  iiiw>ase, 
pnijierly  sjK'akinj;,  iii  contagious  irnpetino.  But  wlieti  we 
wticcei'd  in  inoculatinjf  i'nmi  :ui  ordinary  paf^tule,  we  pro- 
(hii.'o  iin  ordinary  piii-tidn,  not  tlie  cliaracleristie  vesieo- 
pustillc  of  inipctiffo  eijiitatrioaa.  It  has  lieen  Htjitiil  by 
f*i\iK  iiiithorities  that  the  disease  is  due  to  an  InHumtua- 
tiori  set  np  bv  lice  on  tlie  head  of  the  partieidar  rat*  or 
can  lie  traced  buck  to  stirne  other  case  of  juiliciilosis.  In 
Winie  cii.weH  phlheiriiisis  capitis  may  be  present,  lie«iUKe 
both  diseases  oeeiir  with  speeiiJ  frequence  in  ehildren  of 
the  poor.  In  my  own  exiR'rience,  in  most  cases  no  Biieh 
relationship  I'an  be  tRKwI.  (_Iasi's  of  eontjijjions  inijH'tigo 
atmietiines  ibUow  vaceination,  and  thus  has  lu'en  siig- 
g«'sti?d  the  |ii>ssil>Ii-eonnc(.rtion  iictwi'cn  inipetifjo  luid  vac- 
cinia. In  is  more  frequent  in  tlie  warm  months  than  In 
thecf)M.    Children  I'nriiish  the  vast  majority  of  theeaww. 

I'ATlloixtdY.  The  pnstnle  is  rooleil  in  hv  the  homy 
layer,  and  ils  Horn-  is  Oic  rcte.  Tlur  nii]>cr  |>art  of  the 
coriinn  <lisplavs  a  mild  acnti'  infhnnmatorv  niietion,  with 
tlie  u^ual  features.  IIv  nn>sl  observer«  the  disease  is 
thought  to  1k>  dne  to  staph vIocoeenH  aureus.  KanH'manu  ' 
tliink^  he  hasfiinnd  a  staphylwoccns  tliat  differs  fnim  the 
ordinan'  staplivloi'oeeus  pvofj^t'iics  in  its  cnltnivs,  in  \\a 
les!t  rcsl.Mlanw  to  destrnetJve  agencies,  in  its  iniwiihitions 
piixlui'ins;  vesicles  and  not  pnstiih's,  and  in  beluj;  k'rts 
virident,  Sahourainl  "  and  others  lielleve  it  to  be  dne  to 
strepliMiiecie  Infection  ;  while  still  others  have  found  now 
the  one  and  imw  the  other  fi>rin  of  ei.ccns  in  the  dinease. 
It  is  evident  we  npod  still  more  linht  on  tluH  subject.

Tlic  lesiims  of  xliuftle  imjiiiii/o  aro  jmstiilos  from  tlie 
Btsirt,  wliilf  tliosc  of  impetigo  oiiiitugiiisu  are  firist  vesioles 
and  tlion  vpsii»>-piistiili-s,  Tim  (»is(nlt'.s  of  iin)M.'tigo  are 
piijniiiu-ntly  nijsoil,  and  run  no  ileliuile  (inirsf.  Tlie 
vt'siwi-piistnie-s  of  inipetigii  cont:igius:i  are  flattened,  and 
run  a  ratiitT  definite  course.  Tlie  crnsts  of  Impetigo  are 
gi.'Mcndly  greeuisli,  while  tlioeeof  the  eDutagions  fiimi  are 
yel|cl^vi^j|,  Ini|)eti(?)  is  not  si.i  readily  inoailable  us  is 
nnpetigii  eont^igiosi,  and  is  nnidi  more  widely  disst-ini- 
nat^^l,  as  a  rule.  Simpie  iinjwtigTi  is  a  deeiwr  priK«ss 
than  the  contagions  form. 

PimftiJtir  rezrimt  i«  itchy;  it:^  pastnles  toud  to  break 
down  ipiickly,  nm  tof;^tlM'r,and  form  lai^  pjit^'lies,  wliieh 
s(Hi]|  biniime  eoveriil  witli  a  gri'cnish  or  blackish  cnist. 
These  pheuoniena  an.'  entirely  foreign  to  ini|H'tigo  eonta- 
giosii.  P^iKcnia  dtKis  not  present  vcsii-o-puslnles  nor 
bullae,  a.-i  a  nde.  Vai-kelUi  is  an  acute  amlagious  disease, 
with  eonstitntional  symptoms  in  mo,-t  eji.ses.  Its  vesicles 
are  smaller  than  those  of  impetigo  contagiosa,  and  they 
rim  a  dcHnitc  course  jx-^'ulJar  to  themselves.  They  lire 
■  widely  distribute'il  over  the  whole  siirtiicc,  nsnally  apl>ear 
first  on  the  trnnk,  sometimes  occur  on  tlic  fau<vs,  and  not 
irifreipiently  leave  pitted  sears.  Omtagionn  imiK'tigo  ie 
in  most  cusi'3  limited  to  the  ex|H>scd  parts,  it  never  occurs 
upon  the  fauces,  and  its  le-iioim  Iciivc  no  trace.  The 
crusts  of  vuriivlla  are  small,  while  those  of  i-'intngioiis 
im|>etigi>  arc  lai^o. 

The  diagnosis  from  Kciiliiri'  offers  litth'  iliflieulty.  In 
£iel,  the  location  of  both  diM.'USCS  upon  the  back  of  the 
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haiiils  i.s  their  fltmngcpit  point  of  rtsemhlant^c.  When  we 
btair  iu  miml  thiit  seiibieti  is  very  itoliy,  that  it  occurs 
usually  as  u  Mipiixis  eruption  upun  the  haud@,  wrists,  and 
fiirearms,  ulK)Ut  the  nnibiiicns,  on  the  nipples  ot"  femaleti 
and  tlie  getiiuiin  of  iiiiile.-i ;  that  seniti-lici!  papules  and 
pnjstuliir  U'siciLs  ore  more  cliiiraeteristie  of  it  tiian  vesi- 
eles,  and  that  it  presents  the  pathognomonic  furrows,  we 
nhdiihl  not  confound  it  with  impetigo  contagiosa,  which 
hiiy  none  of  thi.-se  symptimis.  Further,  impetigo  will,  in 
ahniist  all  wises,  (leeiir  upon  tlie  face  at  tlie  winie  time  as 
iqion  tlie  hands,  and  that  location  is  very  rarely  attacked 
by  tlie  itch  mite. 

The  diagnosia  from  pi'mphli/iix  is  by  no  means  always 
eiL-y.  The  occurrence  of  tlic  IhiHoun  form  of  contagiou.'^ 
inijK'tigo  is  so  rare  that  it  i.-!  no  wnndcr  it  h  mistaken  for 
pemphigus.  Indecil,  it  is  probalilc  that  not  a  few  nf  the 
cascH  rep^irtedasaeuteiwiuphigus  iu  chihiren,  which  )ios- 
serwdl  aj>pai\'nt  eonfcigions  qualities,  wci-e  instunees  of 
thi.--  hiillonii  form  of  iinjR'tigo,  The  diagnosic  betweeu 
tile  two  diseases  can  scsireily  l)e  made  with  certainty  by 
the  appcartuiecs  of  the  bulla!  alone ;  we  must  also  take 
into  consideration  the  general  eonrse  of  the  disease.  The 
differential  diagnoais  may  be  given  as  fiillows  :

The  aniesthctic 
area.-;  are  subject  to  ehuuge  from  time  to  time,  Silitary 
bullie  uppeur  from  time  to  time,  as  well  as  urtiivTria-like 
lesions.  Marked  atrophy  of  the  muscles,  of  the  hands 
and  feet  oecnrs,  and  (wiralv^is  of  the  extensor  nitL-y'l(?t  of 
tlie  second  and  third  phahingeal  joints,  \\iL'-tc<l  intcr- 
ossei  muscles  and  permanent  Hcxioii  nf  tlie  last  phal- 
anges of  the  fingers  give  as  charaetcrialic  an  cxpressi<.in 
to  the  hand  in  this  form  of  leprosy  «s  the  tul>erel« 
do  to  the  fai.-e  in  the  tubercular  form.  After  tajine 
t*-n  years  or  so,  during  which  the  grejiter  part  ■■(  the 
nutJiiieoiis  siirfafvs  may  have  become  stuiMul  over  with 
white,  wrinkli^l,  hairU's-s,  atrophic  spots,  the  pertiiiuient 
st-ige  is  rcau'lied.    During  these  years  painless  iimpiit;itioa 
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I  of  many  nftlie  joints  may  have  occiirreii  liy  a  process  of 
drj-  giingrcne  (Ijt'pni  rautilaus).  Erysipelas  may  occur.

Sometimes  a  fair 
degree  of  health  is  preserved  for  a  raueh  greut^'r  length  of 
tinie.  In  most  all  cases  more  or  less  helietnde  of  mind 
is  marked,  hei'imiing  more  pronciuueed  with  the  duration 
of  tlio  diseai^". 

The  mij-fljonii  is  a  ctniihination  of  the  syniptonis  of 
tile  two  former  varieties,  and  perhaps  is  the  one  most 
commonly  met  wHth  in  tliiseountry.  lQdee<i,it  isthenile 
that  all  tnherculiir  ciises  pivseut  certain  symptoms  of  the 
anseslhetic  form,  and  vire  versa,  the  variety  being  named 
from  the  prevaUing  lesion. 

Etiology.  Upto  within  a  few  years  various  agencies 
were  regarded  as  eiiuses  of  leprosy,  siieh  as  resident*  hy 
the  seash<ire,  eating  of  |)it[rid  (i.sh,  herwiity;  but  in  the 
light  iif  our  pre.-ent  kuowlc<lgc  liiere  is  hu(  one  cause, 
ttud  that  is  contagion.     The  coutagiou.-uess  of  llie  disease 

'  is  a  strong  ph"*  for  the  segn^gntion  of  the  lepers  within 

,  our  own  muntry. 

]A'pn>sy  is  seen  in  hoih  sexes,  though  the  mide  sex  is 
more  often  nifeeteil.  It  is  Rire  in  children,  and  is  never 
seen  in  infants;  a  stningnrgunient  against  heredity.  Its 
incubation  stage  is  verj-  long,  reaching  over  a  perirMl  of 
years.  It  (H.'i'urs  in  all  countries  and  climates,  but  is 
eudeniic  in  ctTtjiin  rcgii>ns.

found  ;  mnr/ilinii  lias  a  laiilmn.'ousappoaraneo  with  a  viola- 
ceous border  ;  rltiU'jo  ]iat»'!ies  are  more  Icad-wliite  aud 
sharply  deliiioil,  while  the  Bkin  is  uiialtf^rcd  in  textnri!

Roake' 
ailviieates  exei,-i<m  of  tlic  tiilx-rcles,  fciliowiil  by  the  ai>- 
pliratlion  of  jiiire  earl>olic  acid.  Tin.-  tbermo-aiid  t'leeli-ii- 
cauterv  niav  be  used  to  the  ssime  end.  .Y-nivs  seem  to 
exert  a  eunitive  eilect  on  the  lesions.  Segrcgatit>n  is  tlje 
only  pri'ventive  niesLsure. 

i'ni_KiN<Mls,  The  pn>gnosiii  is  Uid,  as  the  disease 
steadily  progresses  to  n  tat.nl  tiTriiinatioii  unless  tin-  ]mi- 
tient  can  lie  removed  from  the  cndi-niic  reirjon.  If  he 
can  Iff  renjov<'d,  there  is  a  ohainf  of  stjiying  Ihi'  dis<«se. 
In  some  instances  the  disease,  even  wdun  the  patient  does 
not  changi*  his  i-esidi-nec,  (kiuws  in  ils  cinii'se  for  a  long 
time  ;  hut  eventually  it  will  agjnn  betiome  active.

The 
spots  are  thought  tu  be  due  to  air-spaeee  in  the  uail-siil>- 
etancc.  M.  L.  Heidi ugsfold  '  believes  that  tliey  are  due 
to  a  disturbance  in  tlio  growth,  development,  or  keratini- 
zaliou  of  the  matrix  cells  in  their  ehiuige  to  nail-Htrne- 
ture.  AVIiy  these  occur  we  do  not  know.  Possibly  there 
may  be  u  process  of  fatty  degeneration  of  the  nerve-cells 
and  suhsetjuent  absorption  of  the  fat.  (Taylor.J  Or  they 
may  be  ciiuscii  bv  pressing  back  the  nail-ibid.  They  are

SvMiTu.MS.  It  oivnrs  In  the  lorni  of  pin-point-  to 
pin-head-si/.ed,  uronju'd,  couical  papuhs,  which  may  be 
of  the  wilor  of  the  skin,  or  |>ide  red  or  fawn  colored. 
Tliesi'  papnies  inrnr  aiijnnd  the  hair  follieh's  and  form 
small  ronnd  gnai]is,  or  circles  or  scjiments  of  einiles,  upoa 
tlie  abdoMien,  sidiw  of  tlic  cJicsl,  Hanks,  and  necks  ill 
ailults  ;  and  iiprii  tlic  cxtreniitics  in  children.

PATHoUKiY,  The  ]Ki|'ule  is  comjMfiiiJ  of  lymphoid, 
epithelioid  and  giant  irlls,  intiltratinfr  the  papillie  .-iliout 
the  Ibllicidar  oix-ninjr,  or  the  tistfiie  aljuiit  tht'  vessels,  hair 
follicles  atid  i*'1kici'<iiis  glands,  Si>niiglobidar  niai-M's  in 
the  homy  layer  of  the  epidermis,  anil  iinanid  llie  hair  fijl- 
liele.s,  have  been  described.' 

]>lA(JSOsi8.  The  di.sejise  must  be  diffei-entiatwl  from 
papnlar  eczema,  tlie  papidur  syphilide,  lielieii  ruber,  a 
pimelate  psoriasis,  and  keiiitt>!sis  pilarin.  K-zitwt  differs 
i'ntni  it  in  greater  itclniig,  in  the  briglituess  and  rapid 
development  of  the  papides,  and  in  its  temleney  to  vesi- 
eulation  or  moisture.  The  papnlar  miphiHile  is  of  darker 
red  t»lor,  raueh  larger,  and  more  i>o!yniorphons ;  tin- 
patient's  age  ia  iisnally  greiit*'r,  and  ihe  history  and  course 
of  the  eruption  will  sm>n  decide  the  diagnosis.  Lichni 
ruber  has  darker  papnles,  whieli  do  not  group  in  circles 
and  segments  of  circles ;  tiiey  itch,  and  tend  to  involve 
tlie  whole  surface.  The  jKiticuts  are  more  oft^-n  udults, 
and  there  is  a  profound  constitntioua!  disturbance.  7V»- 
rifiMiH  itches,  is  abundantly  f<'aly,  an<l  its  papules  socin 
enlarge  and  form  characteristic  [uilchcs.  Kcralimix  jiiln- 
ns  aH'octs  the  extensor  surlhees  of  the  linilis  by  prefer- 
ence, each  papule  is  plairdy  atxnit  a  hair,  and  the  papules 
do  not  group.

The  niontli  of  tlic  ;;I(ind 
will  be  founil  jMitiilous.     These  spots  incroaso  in  site  by 
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[«;ripheral  extension  to  form  diso-shapfd  figuitsof  vai'yiug 
size;  ueigliljoringoLies  will  couIcm'i.',  and  tliua  pattlit^  will 
be  t'onued,  also  covered  with  tlif  fiue  grayish  or  wliite  ad- 
herent scales.  Now  wlien  tlie  Mealc  is  rai.sed  a  uuinl>er  of 
tlie  (iharHcteristie  piiiltiiigaticms  will  be  found  on  its  lower 
side.  Tlic  margins  of  tlu^  [Hklclies  arc  Hliglitlv  raJf^d,  but 
tlie  middle  parts  undergo  irivtilution,  are  lower  tliaii  the 
margins,  and  alUT  a  time  are  apt  to  l»ecome  eiaitricial,  the 
skill  being  atropliietl.  The  seJir-tiHSUO  thus  formed  is  thin 
dflicjile,  and  wliitc,  uever  pncki-red  or  deforming, 

Tlie  color  of  the  palolies  is  reil,  Imt  of  a  ix'eidiar  hue 
that  is  eharai'torislie,  and  pcrliaps  I'an  be  liest  d*>fined  as 
violaeenii.H.  Tliere  is  [lever  any  iiiolstnre  connected  with 
the  diseasi'.  Burning  or  itehing  may  or  may  not  lie  pres- 
ent. The  pat(;hes  are  of  indelinite  dnration — months  or 
ywirs.  At  limes  they  disapjiear  of  tiieuisi'lves,  and  do  not 
leave  soirw,  lint  the  nile  U  that  wears  are  left.  The  extent 
of  the  dist-.ise  varies  greatly,  as  well  as  the  !<hape  of  the 
patches.  Tlie  greater  ]>art  of  the  face  may  lie  involveii, 
or  there  may  Ije  only  a  single  pateh.  Usually  the  eruption 
is  symmetrii-al.  A  eharaeteristie  loeation  for  tlie  disease 
IM  iijMin  the  back  anil  Hi<lesof  the  nose  and  the  contiguous 
parts  of  tlie  I'lu'ek.-i,  (omiing  what  lias  lieeii  faueifully  eidled 
a  hiitlerflv,  the  ridge  of  the  nose  repivseiiting  the  liaek  of 
the  inweet,  and  the  elieekw  its  wings.  Sometimes  g\'r;ite 
figures  are  fornnil.  li  the  lobes  of  the  ears  are  alfected 
they  may  at  first  re«i'mble  erythema  iicrnio,  but  later  be- 
iiMne  shrinikeii.  When  the  lingers  and  loi-s  are  alfeeted 
they  priNi-Til.  tlieapi>ear:uieeof  ehilblains,a  persistent  ery- 
(hema;  but  when  involnliim  takes  pl:iee  there  i.s  h'ft  an 
atrophio  condition.  It  may  also  appear  on  dm  hands 
null  fwt  ill  the  Hame  way  that  it  does  on  the  face.  The 
miieoiis  metnbniiies  ami  the  vermilion  bonier  of  the  Hps 
may  be  all'eeted,  presenting  paU'hes  with  punctate  exeor- 
iationsof  red  rolur,  ors|Milteil  wilhgniyisli  masses  of  exu- 
dation and  superlii'ial  eieatriees.  The  lips  sometimes 
ap^Kfar  ai«  if  jNiinted  with  (^iIIihUod  tliut  is  [leeling  off. 
Oeeiirriug  upon  the  sealp  it  leads  to  |>erniuueiit  loss  of  hair 
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from  welt-ilefiiwxl  patchrs,  ami  tin?  same  may  J»c  (did 
of  it  as  it  ociiure  (HI  (itliiT  liairy  piirts.  Tin?  aSeelt.'iI 
aroaa  are  not  only  baki,  but  cnuvei-t*?*!  into  tliin  cicatricial 
tissue,  at  first  rttl,  l:ilir  wliitr.  The  di.scase  amy  becutiic 
stationury  after  a  time.  Rfliipst«are  liable  to  occur.  The 
general  health  is  unatt'cctwl. 

The  iUfuKti  or  dingemhuite  form  b  aDinreactite  prorcs*, 
anil  exceedingly  rare  in  this  wiuotrr.  The  di.-ieii:ii'  usually 
iK'giiis  on  the  fi«?e,  and  tlie  limbs  are  iiivolvc^l  bciuru  tlic 
tmuk.  It  may  Jblluw  the  ordinary  ibrm  of  the  dinease^ 
or  appear  suddenly,  nr  slowly  develop,  Tiie  jmteht-s  arc 
from  pinhead  to  tiii|;er-riail  size,  shjjhtlv  elcvatiHl,  rt-ddish 
bri>wn,  hypc-neiiiii-,  and  lian.!  ;  thcv  jiale  under  |)ivssHn>, 
auil  arc  atteudetl  with  la^t  ami  burning.  In  tlii.-s  M.agc 
tliey  resemble  erythema  exndativum  or  the  jxipular 
st:^  of  ei^Kenia.  There  iniiy  be  fii>iii  twenty  ttt  a  Innidred 
or  mure  of  ihcni  crowded  |r)fretln.T  ui^on  tlie  faw  and  seal- 
tercd  over  the  bodv-  Many  of  tliem  mav  disapixsir  in  a 
few  day.s  without  leaving  any  tnire,  wliile  others  will 
remain  aud  become  characteristic  patches  of  lupus  crjthe- 
matosus  with  depressed  cicatrit^es.  The  individual  hwons 
do  not  increase  in  bine,  and  the  patches  are  flirmed  by 
aggreijatious  of  sintjlc  lesions.  The  eruption  may  W:  ac- 
oonip;inied  by  a  high  dcfrree  of  inHammation,  cxutliitjnn, 
and  crusting,  i>r  even  by  bulla'.  There  may  be  deep,  pain- 
fd  snl)cnlaneous  tumors  in  the  joints  and  glands  at  first, 
over  whii^h  eharaeteristie  pat<.;lnis  will  forni.  In  souio 
acute  cases  the  development  of  the  ]i[itehos  is  aecompauiiil 
by  fever,  osteocopie  piilns,  and  noi'tiirnal  headaches,  and 
io  some  cases  the  patient  will  pass  into  a  tvphoid  eondi- 
tiiin  and  die  of  .some  lung  coniplieation.  Or  there  mav 
Im!  a  persistent  inflammation  of  the  liieo,  vri/nlfida*  jnr~ 
nliiHJt,  which  luay  lead  tlimugh  u  tvphoid  state  to  dealli. 
There  may  aLsu  Iw  swelling  of  the  ]>arotid  glands  and 
of  various  lymphatic  gland.s.  In  some  cases  the  iliseasc 
l>i';irs  a  close  resemblance  tii  chilblain.

(.'rocker  ulsii  ili'^or ilia's  ii  vodiikir  form,  iq  which  round 
or  oval,  convex,  di'Jlinctly  raistil  niHlnlos  apjH'ar,  which 
are  brownish  ri-d  in  uilnr.  Tlicy  vary  in  size  from  a 
hemp  seed  to  a  small  beau.  They  occur  upon  the  face 
nii.ist  of'lcn,  but  may  occur  cist-wlicre.  Thoy  may  imderfii) 
iiiV'ilution. 

Ktioumjy.  Alwjut  twcvtIiirdH  of  ihc  cases  occur  in 
women.  It  seldom  neciirs  Iwfore  jmhcrty,  iuid  most  of 
tiio  cases  are  imder  tliirty  yeai's  of  age,  though  KiiixK^ii 
hiis  neen  a  KL-ic  in  a  cliild  uf  three  ytarw.  Beyond  llicrtc 
factj*  we  know  hut  liitlc  of  its  etiology.  The  French 
regard  it  as  a  HcrofiiliHis  artcction  which,  in  the  linlit  of 
modern  palholo^ry,  is  rc{piiilcd  as  tubercular.  While 
notliiug  suggesting  its  relation  to  a  tuberculous  prciccss 
ha«  ever  htvu  iouiid  in  the  skin,  fitiil,  as  not  a  few  patients 
ebo^v  otiicr  wyiuptoms  of  a  general  tuljerculosis,  such  as 
hwolleij  or  brt>ki'n-iliiwii  glandn  in  tlie  nei:k  or  cicatrieea 
from  tlie  siunc,  or  give  a  history  of  tnborculocis  lu  other 
members  of  their  iiiniily,  there  i.s  a  growing  opinion  that 
the  disea:*'  is  a  speciey  of  tnlmrculosis  of  tlie  skin  due  to 
the  toxins  of  that  dip^'aH<'.  The  disseminated  form  is 
more  often  rclat/Kl  to  tuberculosis  than  is  the  discoid  form. 
Crixiker  suf^csts  a  feeble  circulation  and  prolongtil  exjio- 
HUrc  to  great  cold  or  heat  as  ]x)ssible  uiusi-s.  It  lias  hwii 
seen  to  follow  up-m  fi-ost-hit*.'  and  sunburn.  It  would 
also  seem  that  those  who  are  subjci-ts  of  si'borrhii.'a  arc 
predisix)sed  to  the  <lisejise. 

PATHoUHiV.  In  spite  of  nuicli  «ireful  study  the  ex- 
act pathology  of  the  disease  is  ulill  uudctermined,  J.  A. 
Kordyce  and  O.  11.  Holder'  Iwlievi' ihat  the  proivsH  is  due 
to  cndHilismof  (h.-  small  arteries,  arising  eitluT  on  ait^mnt 
iif  an  alteration  in  the  blood  due  to  a  toxiu,  or  to  some 
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(•Iiangp  iu  tlie  wnlls  i)f  llie  vessels,  or  In  !i  tlirombiu 
brought  frt>m  s<>iuo  ciiirtaDt  (inrt,  lu  the  majority  <■!'  cas^s 
the  eiirliest  iniiuirest^Liuiif  of  (ho  disoiise  are  <-n{>illurv  ob- 
stniction  ami  liien  an  intillration  tif  romi<l  cells  iu  tlie 
middle  of  the  lower  wini?  nf  the  corium,  tin-  sebartiius 
glauds  and  hairfullidea  beiug  secomlarily  iiivulved.  The 
ci(atrifial  aairring  is  the  n^uit  of  atrophie  proceaiite^ 
Robinson'  regards  tlie  dbea?*  as  a  lineal  iulectimis  pm- 
wss,  a  granuloma,  inflammatorj-  in  chaniett'r.  Thirtview 
is  held  al:Jit  by  Schoouheid.- 

DlAGSOem.  The  dis«Lse  must  be  differeutiai*"!  fmni 
lupus  vulgsiris,  tv/i.'ina,  russicni,  ]»8oriasL-r,  aud  svphili^ 
A  tvpical  «ise  (Mwurring  u|iou  the  1U(*  iu  the  form  uf  nil 
patches,  with  fine  cicatrices  iu  the  centre,  aud  coverc'd 
with  a  delicate  white  or  grayish  adherent  scale,  from  the 
underside  of  whioh  are  a  oumberofprojectioHB,  offers  no 
difficulty  in  diagnoHii;.  Lupus  riil^crin  difl'erfi  from  lupu.* 
erythematosus  iu  oecurriug  liefurc  puberty,  iu  showing 
no  dtsjMJsitiou  to  synimctrj-,  hi  (he  presence  of  applc-jclly 
tuliercles,  iu  being  a  deop-sealed  disease,  and  iu  leading 
to  £ir  more  disfiguring  cieatrices,  Eczrma  never  leaves 
scars,  13  prone  to  exudation,  itches,  its  st-.des  do  not  sliow 
pnilongatious  from  the  under  side,  and  its  patches  un- 
dergo more  nipitl  and  vai'ieil  changes.  J'torinnis  will  l>e 
pretty  sure  to  show  cliaracterislie  patches  covered  witii 
thick  scalca,  and  never  causi'S  sciirring  or  leads  to  per- 
manent loss  of  hair.  H'tsiu-rn  Ls  lar^-Iy  (vmijHisiHl  i)f 
dilateil  bh J" kI vessels,  otx-upii^  the  middle  thiitl  of  tiie 
face,  often  presents  sniierficial  jtusmles,  di«-s  not  leave 
sears,  and  is  subject  to  frequent  exawrbatious.  In  niqihl- 
U»  a  historj"  of  other  lesions  will  be  obtainable,  theiv  will 
l>e  m<ire  evident  infiltration,  and  the  omr^  of  the  lesions 
will  Ik?  more  nipid.  The  disseminate  form  of  the  disease 
iH  very  difficult  of  diagnosis  at  first,  but  as  so<ni  as  char- 
octeristie  patches  form  the  difiiculty  is  removed.

Jli/drocliJoracdio  wid,  in  full 
strength  so  as  to  whiten  the  skin;  oil  ofcaile;  dilution 
of  iia/ilifiil,  1  per  wnt. ;  tincture  of  ifflinr  or  icsliile  of 
glycerin;  rmiMie  jiuliiitli,  1  part  bi  l>  or  12  of  water,  have 
their  advocates.  Ifylrouiipl'I'/l  plaster,  resiuvin  plasti'r 
of  10  to  20  per  cent,  strength,  and  mercurial  pla.stcr  are 
often  cxirlh-nt  when  jMTsisteil  in.  Sitljihnr  or  irliHii/iJ 
in  oiutuicut  or  jmsle  diw-s  will  in  some  ctim's.  T/i'l'i"iii 
sometimes  does  well.  11.  Ilelira  has  inti-cMhu'ed  the 
nielljiHl  of  sopping  the  patches  every  tilhvn  minutes  witii 
pun-  iiU-oitol  eonliiiuing  4  jK'r  w.nU  of  nientliol.

These  ehanyiT?  are 
due  eitiier  to  uleemtioii  or  to  ihe  ^riiduul  ubsorptioii  of 
the  hipim  tubercleB.

TItu  conjiiiirtivje  may  bo  invoh'dl  primarily 
or  sti^nidarily.  Epithcliiil  ejiiuTr  ba.s  (IcvoIojk'i I  in  vory 
rare  iustunc'es  n]>on  the  Injxiid  tissue  itwlf,  more  com- 
monly upon  tlie  sear  tiwstic  left  by  tbo  bipiL-i.  Whenever 
it  (levelojw  iw  a  sequela  of  hiptiH  itn  eoarse  is  more  nipiil 
anil  itii  prij(fuown  far  more  p;rave  tlian  is  iisuallv  the  ease. 
Ery.sijK'his  is  a  imt  iiifreipiwit  eompli^itiou  >\i'  lupiH,  anil 
b  -vimetimes  cui-.itive  iu  its  actjuu.  Lupns  nl'  the  extrem- 
ities is  ofWa  followei]  bv  permimeiit  deiiiriTiities  anil  dis- 
abilities, ami  sometimes  by  tubereular  lym|ili!i[ij:ilis. 
Imj)lieatiriiis  of  tlie  lyniplialie  pliinds  js  exeeptioiial  in 
liipns,  and  then  only  iu  advmeed  eases. 

Under  the  names  of  lupnn  fnlUviihiriit  tU/txcmim'tun  and 
lupiu  milini'iM  have  lieen  deseribed  muisual»ises  oftulH-r- 
cnlosis  of  the  skin  that  om'  seen  mostiv  iu  yonnji  people 
in  a  nither  aenle  form,  rciiehinf:  their  fnll  development  in 
It  fi-w  weeks  or  uiontlis.  It  atl'eets  ."iR-eially  the  forehead 
and  eheeks,  iipjjer  extremiticH  and  bKkek.  The  eruption 
eiinsist^  iu  luri^e  and  fimall  tumors  intiltratiufi  the  whole 
tiiickneas  of  the  skin.  On  a  number  of  Ihem  are  wen 
miliary  brownish  nmbUe.-i  )iartly  in  fimnp^^,  partly  dis- 
seminated. Tiiesir  iii.dules  also  sometimes  oii'nr  in  the 
skin  apart  from  the  tumors..  The  lesions  are  isolatc^l  as  a 
nde,  lint  mav  Ijei-ome  eonliuent  inpatehes.  It  i.s  thought 
that  tliey  are  due  to  emixdi  I'ominy  fi-om  some  iuteiii»l 
tnbiTenlar  depusit.

Pathoi/k;v.  The  pathoI<^y  of  lupus  has  been  stndied 
by  many  pimiix'tcnt  investigator*.  "  It  is  a  neoplasm  of 
the  granulonia  class,  and  cimsists  of  a  sniall-oell  infiltra- 
tion wbieb  iHfrins  in  the  d«'p  part  of  the  «>rium,  and  from 
thcmo  gniihially  invades  all  tlie  other  skin  structures," 
Hiivs  CriK'ki'r,  Giant  cells  arc  more  numerous  than  usu- 
ally observo<l  in  tnW'rcnli-u.s  tissue,  and  tbere  is  greater 
formation  of  vascular  cmnoelive  tissue.  In  the  older 
nodules  the  tiilNTenlous  elements  ncortise  and  maybe  ab- 
Horlidi  Jinil  rcjihuvd  bv  (vnniectivo  tissue,  or  break  through 
tile  tiiinned  cjwdcrmis  wiih  I'onsivjncnt  ulceration  and  sec- 
iindnry  scptii;  infW^tion,  The  tubercle  baeillus  is  fimnd 
in  the  tissues,  th<JU(jh  but  siwrseiy.  I lUH-ulations  Af  ani- 
nuils  have  not  always  been  suc<-cssful,  but  in  a  goodly  num- 
IxTiifcjirti's  the  in  icuiiititins  have  bit'n  followcdby  general 
tuberculosis,  so  as  ti>  warnnit  oiir  Iwlief  in  the  tubercular 
nature  of  tln!  disrti.se.  It  has  bci'ii  snj^restcil  that  as  the 
iKicilli  are  present  in  lint  a  small  numlKT,  the  irritation 
of  the  tissues  is  due  to  the  toxins  produced  by  them.

All  fji'itlu-!i'}iiia  iK'jriris  usually  af"ior  the  thirty- 
lilth  year  ;  hiis  no  tiihi^nhs  ;  and  forms  aiitrp  iiiwr  willi 
raist-il,  lianl,  waxy  cdgfs  crossed  with  dihitod  bloodvcs- 
kjIs.  The  diagnosis  from  lupus  a-ydtniiaioKun  is  pivcn  in 
the  pKredinj:  scetion.  {.eprtini/  \tn-n-nXn  lariro  inhiTcles 
wliirli  are  aniTHllictie,  and  this  at  oueo  deeiduH  in  its  favor. 

As  Inpiis  is  a  tnlwreular  disease,  niul 
sonii'tirnL's  is  followed  hy  tnlien-ulosis  of  the  lliiigs,  «irc 
nnist  Iw  given  t«  th»!  f^enend  hcidth  of  the  patient,  and  he 
most  Ire  phieed  in  the  iH-st  piissilile  hyiricnii:  siirrcmndirigs. 
His  diet  shoidd  be  nutriti'ins,  and  vi'i-Hrrr  nil,  itiilliir, 
the  hiiiiftfihiyjihilrn  and  Inm  shonhl  Ih-  jjivi-n.  \\  hih- 
thertc  inciisnres  may  nut  remo^o  the  lesirms  they  |ihufthc'

Thkatment.  Sudamina  iicctLi  no  trciitment,  ns  with 
tlie  subsiileucL'  oC  the  levi-r  it  gotii  well  nf  itself.  Liclieti 
triipiL-LiH  requires  att^'iitiim  to  the  diet,  cutting  dfl"  the  meat 
iu  childrtiu  and  lesseniiifr  its  anmunt  in  adults,  CVioliug 
driokr)  and  the  atlministration  of  gentle  Silim-  laxatives 
are  also  aiivisable.  Ijiifsilly,  hathing  in  i«ilt  water  or 
alkaline  Intions,  and  suU-t'qnent  pnwdering  of  the  skin, 
oinjoined  with  wearing  light  dothing,  and  not  using 
too  warm  In-dtwers,  will  relieve  and  ofttimes  cure  the 
trouble.

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pATHOLOoy.     The  true  pathologiwil  anatomy  of  tJicse 

gn»wths  lias  not  l)ecn  eettlei-l,  but  the  oI<l  itU'a  tliat  they 
spriug  f'ntm  the  aeha«eous  glands  13  no  Imiger  cutertahieij. 
The  ivtt  seems  to  be  the  staning-ijoint  of  the  disease. 
One  of  tJie  most  characteristic  features  of  the  disease  is 
the  fti)-callcd  "  moIhi«'um  eorpustle,"  which  is  but  a 
chaogtfl  epitliclial  cell.  (i*'ig-  60.)  Tiicse  aju^'ar, 
iintU'r  tlie  microfeiipe,  as  large,  ovoid,  lustrotia  biMiies, 
without  nuelei,  soiiie  being  either  wholly  or  partly  con- 
ta!Hc<l  in  an  epiderniiecnvelnix',  and  some  being  entirely 
iniL-itvcrcd.  Several  para.-^itcs  have  been  declared  to  be 
tlieciiUBeof  iheilisease  by  different  iuvestigntDrs,  Charlea 
J.  While  and  \V.  11,  Rolx'v,'  after  careful  investigation, 
state  tliat  the  disea^'  is  not  panu^itie,  anrl  that  the  tnol- 
Itiseum  bodies  are  an  extraordinary  metamorphosis  of  the 
rete  cells  into  ker-.itin. 

DiAfisoriw.  The  appearance  of  this  dWaPC  is  so  chai-ac- 
teristic  a.s  to  be  diagnostic  It  is  most  apt  to  be  confnsfl 
with  milium;  hut  if  it  is  remembertJ  that  a  milium  has 
no  central  dcpres'^ion,  while  a  niolliiscum  ha,s,  the  eonfii- 
siou  will  exint  no  lunger.  If  the  Icsiims  are  taken  for 
the  vesieo-piistulcs  of  variola,  a  st-arely  jirnbable  (Kfcur- 
rcnc!e,  prickiug  tlieir  tops  will  at  oni*  show  that  tlieyare 
not  pustule.-!,  and  if  they  arc  wat<-hed  for  a  day  or  Mo  it 
will  be  tiiund  that  tlii-y  retiiain  unchangcil. 

Tri-;atment.  Tiie  s[>ccilicst  way  of  getting  rid  of  the 
tumors  is  to  serape  them  oft*  with  a  curette.  To  insure 
their  not  returning  it  is  advisable  to  t<ju(^h  the  ba«c  <)f 
each  tumor  with  a  dn>[>  of  carbolic  or  sliouger  aeid.  Or 
it  is  HufBdent  to  make  a  small  f^Iit  in  the  t^ip  of  the 
tumor  with  a  scalpel,  ,s<|uecze  out  tlic  content.s,  and  touch 
tJie  base  with  wirboHc  aciil.  If  operative  measures  are 
refused  strong  boric  aeid  lotions,  or  salicylic  acid  3  per 
wnt,  in  sulphur  ointment  may  lie  used,

proliferatiou.     So<ni  the  wiriuni  is  marked  byuii  inUltru- 
tiini  which   ni:iy  be  diH'iitM?  or  circuniscrihod  in  irrv-piiLir 
patclios,  spreadinf!;  oiitwanl  frHiii  the  vea-^'I.-*.     Jti  the  <x-n- 
tre  of  an  infiltrate*!  region  the  cells  are  densely  {>U(-k«l  ami 
the  stnutnrc  liears  a  Btrong  resemblant-e  to  au  invading 
srmill  roil  ml -ci 'lied  sarciima,  but  at  the  edges  the  true  infil- 
trating graiinloniat^ius  nature  of  the  gixuvth  is  aKvavs 
evident,  and  the  multiform  eharacter  of  the  infiltmting 
colls  can  more  easily  be  made  ont.     There  are  ninny  sAtall 
round  wlls,  and   fewer  plasma,  mast,  nuiltinuele.tr  :tnd 
giant  cells,  all  of  grtsit  diverHity  in  size,  sha|>o  nml  sljiiit- 
ing  (jiialities,      Mit'>ses  and  cell  fnigiueiite  are  iiunieniiis, 
and  indicate  cmeomit^iut  eell  proliferation  and  dc^-nera- 
tjon.     Usually  there  is  also  some  dia{>edes!s  of  red  hliM>d 
corpuscles. 

At  tirst  the  epidermis  may  be  unail'eeted,  hut  more  oftwi 
sliows  various  changes  such  as  rcdema,  acanthosis  and 
parakerat/isis.  The  retc  may  hyiiertrophy,  mitotic  figuns 
appear,  and  the  intcqiapillary  processes  become  long  and 
thick.  But  iLs  the  gnuiulomal/jus  tissue  gradualtv  !ncreiLs<!w 
in  amount,  causing  the  growth  to  project  above  llie  sur- 
rounding surface,  the  epidermis  begins  t()  show  theeflW-t* 
of  stretching  and  impairwl  nutrition,  the  rcle  tliiiis  out 
until  it  may  consist  of  only  a  single  layer  of  cell'^,  and 
finally  ulee rates. 

In  the  last  stages  there  is  extensive  crenation  or  frag- 
mentary degcnenition  of  the  gnmuloniatiiiL'' cells  aceomiia- 
iiie<l  by  a  basophilic  disiiitegRitiim  of  the  fine  »>llagi-iioits 
and  elastic  tissue  network  whicli  sup|xirts  the  gn>wth. 

While  much  study  has  bi-en  given  to  the  patli'ilog>-  i.f 
the  affection  there  is  no  agi-eenient  among  p:itliol.igi,.is 
as  to  its  cssentiid  nature.  By  many  it  is  supjKtscil  to 
belong  to  the  class  of  infi-ctiiig  granuloma. 

DiAGSiisi.s.  Tlie  diagnosis  of  the  disease  in  it*  early 
ervth<-niiiti>ns  stage  is  very  flifiieiilt,  and  [iniliably  cannot 
be  raai.le  with  certainty.     There  is  something  [x-tiuliar  in. 
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the  sharply  circiiniscribwl  nutlitio,  the  chronieity,  eirciniitc 

tiirm,  jiml  cji]>ri(!ioritiue,is  of  the  ]«t<;lii's.  I'toruMin  uttects 
otlitT  localities  at  first,  its  pitttiies  are  not  so  luflltrat^tl, 
udJ  it  is  more  scaly.  Eczema  is  a  moist  dii^eu-se  iit  some 
time  and  more  multil'orm  in  cliara<!t<-r.  When  the  tumors 
develop,  and  the  capricious  manner  of  tlieir  coining  and 
going  is  observed,  tlie  diagnosis  id  more  evident. 

Treatmext.  Kobner  reports  tiic  cure  of  a  case  by 
niean.sofhypodcrmieinjectiouMof  orsCTiif,  Crocker  speaks 
ciicour.igingly  of  naUnit,  in  all  stages  before  ulceration 
takes  place.  X  j^neral  tonic  ti-eatmont  is  always  indicated, 
Loi-nllij,  pyrogjdlol ;  icbthyol ;  mercurial  ointment ;  injec- 
tions of  Ciirbolic  acid  ;  resorcin,  and  wimpliorated  naplitol 
liavo  been  used,  and  may  be  tried.  The  iti'hing  is  most 
rebellious  ti)  treatment.  The  tumors,  when  not  in  great 
nmnl>ers,  may  be  eut  out,  though  the  operation  is  of 
doubtful  utility.  Tlie  nlccratioua  that  result  from  break- 
ing down  (if  the  tinnors  must  l>c  treated  on  surgical 
priueiples. 

If  recent  expcrieiiws  with  Jionti/tnL  riit/i  sliniild  l»e 
Ixinic  out  by  furtlier  trial  of  them,  we  have  a  means  of

In  one  case  known  t<i  the  writer, 
though  at  first  relief  from  the  itcliing  was  obtjiiued  and 
the  tumors  disapfteared.  later  the  itt-hing  returnHl  and  was 
uninflne»c(HJ  by  the  rays.  The  skin  alrwi  was  deeply  pig- 
tu<'ntt-<l.  Nevertheless,  it  is  the  only  treatment  that  lias 
availed  at  all,  and  should  be  trie^I.

They  may  remain  for  daj's  or  weeks,  when  they  disii]»- 
[K'ar,  leaving  nn  trair.  Thev  often  iiiine  in  sneeessive 
oiitlin-aks.  Tlu-ir.-ieat  of  predile<rfion  is  ahuut  the  juints, 
and  ujMJu  tlie  tibrous  tissues   that   eover  the  enpcrficiai

It  differs  from  urtiiiinain  iH'iiig 
recurrent  in  the  sinne  locations  ;  in  the  shading;  ofFof  tlir 
BwellingB  into  the  surrouudiug  skin  ;  and  at  times  in  ln-iiifr 
unatt<?nde(.l  hy  it«iiinp  It  is  pn>ne  tn  iK-cnr  ti|)<>n  the 
fiiee,  and  there  ol\^n  elose.s  one  or  Uith  eves  in  mi  enorni- 
oiLs  swelUng ;  or  the  Ups  .so  tlmt  t)ie  nioiith  (-minol  lie 
opened.  In  some  eji.-jcs  n  history  may  he  ohtained  of  the 
occurrence  of  the  same  disea-se  in  otlier  meinlKTs  of  tliu 
family.

While  these  do  not  itch,  the  jxitii'iit  eom- 
plaina  of  Imrnin^,  tension,  nnd  throMiing.  In  th<'  pre— 
ent  stale  of  onr  knowledge  it  is  pn>hahlv  well  I"  n-gjiril 
it  a.t  nrtiearia  iwleinntosa.  The  treatment  is  tJie  sinie  as 
in  urticaria.

(Edema  Neonatomin.  'I'liin  disease  was  formerly  coii- 
fouu(li.-il  witli  stii'iviiiu,  Imt  is  nuw  sepanitt'd  from  it. 

Symptoms.  It  is  li  mre  <lisoasi',  that  l^egius  u|>"m  tlio 
legH  within  the  first  three  ilitys  i>f  life.  The  redciiia 
spreads  iipwai-d  akuig  the  tJiigbs,  dhows  itself  iipmi  the 
hands,  theu  ii|mti  (he  (^eiiitJils  mid  biiek.  It  may  W^in 
im  the  hack  or  face,  or  the  hands  may  1k>  affeetJiyl  at  the 
same  time  witii  the  Iej;s.  It  is  hard  ami  pits  ntily  ou 
deep  pressure.  The  skin  is  of  a  vinhiwims  red  or  more 
or  less  intense  yellow,  and  feels  cvild.  Tlic  infunl  is  enm- 
atnse ;  its  pulse  is  feelili- ;  it.-*  hreiithiin^  laliored  :  and  its 
cry  sliurp.  A  hi;;h  ti'mjwratui'e  may  exceptionally  Iw 
present.  Deatli  u.-ually  resnlts  on  account  of  some  piil- 
miiaary  uflection  or  from  enllapse.  Exceptionally,  re- 
oovery  ttikcs  place. 

Etioi^mjy.  TliL>dis«i.-ioueeurs  in -feehle,  ill- nourished 
chiltlren,  in  those  prematurely  delivered  or  exposed  to 
poor  hygienic  surmnndings. 

D1AGSO8I8.  It  differs. from  sclerema  in  being  more 
liinitiil  to  certain  loc"jliticH  ;  in  the  skin  being  more  livid 
from  the  first,  and  not  so  hard  ;  in  affecting  the  de]TeiH!- 
ent  parts  ;und in  lackingl.liestirt'ncs-ofllic joints,  (CnK'ker.) 

Tkeatment.  Though  the  [>rognn,-iis  is  cxcectlingly 
bad,  an  attempt  should  Im.-  miitle  to  nourish  the  child  as 
well  a-s  jwissible  liy  artificial  feetling  :  it  .ihould  be  wrapped 
in  Hanncl  and  kept  warm  ;  and  the  limits shuuld  Ih'  nililu'd 
with  wann  oil,  or  I'SLniplioratcd  alcohol,  in  such  u  way  tliat 
tlie  btood  is  fiircnl  towai^d  the  heart.

Onrcliauxis,  Onychogiyphosis.  These  arc  Uith  hy|K-r- 
tmphii's  of  the  nail,  either  in  length,  hrtwdtli,  or  tliick- 
iiess ;  or  in  all  at  the  simic  trmc.  When  the  growth  is 
marknlly  forwani  and  the  nail  is  much  thickejie<l,  it  is 
t«llc<l  onycliogryphosis.  The  nail  in  these  instances  gi'n- 
crally  turns  to  one  side  after  reaching  a  certain  length,

tRiphied  nail  is  nigini^,  but  liigiily  [wlislicil,  bmwn,  nuii 
there  is  ofUMi  au  acpiimulatiou  of  scales  iiuder  it,  wliidi  at 
times givfs  rise  to  a  bad  odor  from  dctximposilion.  Tii"? 
t(K!-iiailsaretliosemostoftenliypertropliiiHl,Ijiit  ihe  finger- 
rails  may  be  mi  aff'ecfoil. 

Etioixkjy,  Badly  fitting  boot**  ami  neglect  of  proper 
eare  nf  the  nttila  are  causes  of  onychauxis  and  onycho- 
gry|ihoi?is.  Tluy  often  arise  without  diseovenible  cause. 
They  may  be  due  to  a  longcnital  pii>dis|Hisitiija,  Tliey 
vcrv  often  occur  iLs  part  of  some  chronic  skin  or  ctmstitu- 
tioiial  disease,  snch  a^^  eczema,  psoriiisis,  leprosy,  svpliJlis, 
and  ichlliyosis.  The  ihickeniug  may  Ih,'  due  to  disease  of 
the  matrix  or  t"  a  tliickcninsf  uf  tlic  horiiv  laver  onlv, 

Tkkatment,  The  hy[»rtropiiiiii  nail  may  \>v  removed 
by  mccliauicjil  meiuis,  such  as  by  a  file,  «iw,  or  knife. 
The  continuii'd  use  of  salicylic  acid  sometimes  will  cause 
tile  thickcucd  mass  tn  lull  off'.  The  olcjites  of  tin  unci 
lead  ;  the  coutiiiuous  wesiriui;  of  rublK-r  t^)ts  ;  and  liquor 
[nilas^fc,  arc  also  efJi«uious  in  soflcuiiig  the  tliickeucd 
mass  of  the  nail.  The  action  of  all  these  agents  is  as- 
Histi.'d  by  daily  renxjving  tlic  wft^'ned  layers  by  mecluiu- 
ical  means.  When  tlie  liyifcrtrophy  is  but  a  piirtof  «tme 
other  ilisfstse  it  will  be  benefik-d  by  ihe  eanie  means  as 
will  benefit  tlie  cause  from  which  it  arises.  If  it  is  due 
to  an  inflammatory  disease  nf  the  nail-l>etl  or  matrix,  tliat 
must  n'ceive  att*'ntioTi,  (See  Onychia  and  Pan)nvcliia.) 
After  the  nail  deformity  has  been  overcome  it  may  return. 

Onychia  or  OnychitiB.  By  this  is  meant  acute  inflamma- 
tion of  the  matrix  of  the  naiUbed.  The  end  of  the  finger 
or  toe  is  rwMctiLiI  and  swollen,  and  there  is  more  or  less 
throlibin;;  paiii.  The  nail  is  liftci  from  its  li-d,  mort-  or 
less  pus  esca]W's  from  luidcrnciith  it,  and  it  is  eventually 
slied.  The  inflammation  often  spiviids  to  tlie  adjaci'ut 
parts  of  the  finger,  and  then  wc  have  that  condition  com- 
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moiily  called  whillmr.  When  tlie  nail  fiillH  a  fiiwiigy 
naiM>ed  is  left,  often  with  oxiibci-.uit  t;r;imil:itLrnif;.  llmler 
proper  treiitnient  a  good  mul  muy  Ih;  repriHlucwl,  tlioiigh 
in  many  cases  either  a  very  niiich  defiirmed  one  will  result 
or  one  that  differs  »iniewhat  in  iip[)ear;iuce  from  iheoiher 
naik.  In  wime  cases,  iiistejtd  iif  tiii.s  phlegmonous  liirm, 
we  have  a  dry  inflaniinaticin  tliut  is  known  as  oni/chlii  fiivca. 
Here  tlie  Uiiil  is  iliswdoreil,  its  nlge  thickenwi  and  lirittle, 
itssurfaoe  niiigli  and  more  or  less  pitted.  Eventnallv  the 
nail  is  shed.  This  eondition  is  met  with  most  ofV'n  in 
syphilis.  A  elironie  (luyeiiia  is  oi^ejisiuuully  seen,  and  is 
one  of  tile  eiHLse,s  of  onyehau-xis. 

ErroLiKiY.  Onychia  is  due  to  tnmmatism  or  to  some 
other  diseiise  of  the  skin,  sueh  as  syphilis,  eczema,  psoriu- 
Bis,  piinisitic  diseases,  dermatitis  exfoliativa,  rheumatism, 
and  the  strumous  state. 

TRBATMKXr.  The  treatment  of  onychia  varies  with 
the  stage  of  the  disease  and  with  the  cause.  Occurring  as 
part  of  some  genenil  disejtseof  the  skin,  the  treatment  ajv- 
propriato  to  the  general  disc;ise  will  1r'  beneficial  to  the 
unychia.  Arising  as  an  indci^mlent  disease,  or  resulting 
from  trauniiitisni,  the  applitntiou  of  a  10  to  20  jn-r  tvnt. 
resorcin  oiutment  or  plaster,  or  painting  with  tincture  of 
iodin,  will  often  abort  the  disewse  in  an  eiirly  stage.  The 
liquor  ainmeui  acetatis  kept  ennstjuitly  applii-d  is  an  ex- 
cellent ajiplicatiou.  Iclithyol,  !2o  to  50  |kt  cent,  in  oint- 
ment form  ifl  also  usefni.  Stelwagon  advises  sfiaking  tin- 
nail  in  a  warm  solution  of  bicarbonate  of  soda,  i  to  ."i 
graias  to  the  ounce,  if  tlic  nail  is  hard  and  inelastic;  also 
painting  it  with  a  2  to  "i  \ht  cent,  solution  of  uitfnb'  of 
silver  in  sweet  spirits  of  nitre.  If  the  disciuse  has  gone 
on  t«  suppuration,  surgicsd  proceilures  will  have  to  \k 
rcsortwl  til,  such  as  splitting  of  the  nail  or  its  removal 
as  a  whole,  inid  subsmincnl  rlressing  with  iodcifiirni,  uris- 
tol,  or  a  bichloride  solution. 

Onjrchomy costs.  This  term  nu'ims  the  invasion  of  the 
nail  by  a  liingns,  siic-h  as  the  triciiophyl'.tn  or  aehoriou.

LnttT  investigtitiims  seem  to  indieate  tlmt  the  process  is 
epillieliomatouH  from  the  beginning.  J.  A.  Fordyee's^ 
invesligiitions  show  tiie  disi'ii.--c  tolH'iin  "inflaniniation  of 
the  papillary  region  of  the  derma  leading  to  o'llema  and 
vaenolation  of  the  (-onstitnent  eells  of  llie  epidermis,  fol- 
hiwed  by  iheir  eomplete  destruction  in  pome  places  and 
abnormal  proliferation  in  others."  He  holds  that  tlie 
diseiL-e  spreails  down  the  lacliferous  <hiets  from  the  hkin. 
O,  II.  Schnlize'  believes  that  the  ilisease  is  not  an  epi- 
thelioma either  as  to  the  skin  or  the  tumor  in  the  breast. 
The  lattiT  he  finds  to  l)c  an  adeno-cjireinomu,  but  he 
offers  no  theory  to  aeetmnt  for  the  connection  iK'tween 
ni.'iligniint  paj>illarv  ih'rmatitis  and  the  duct  carcinoma.

Panaris  Nerveui  of  (Jninqnaud  lx:longs  to  that  ^ruiip 
of  obscure  disca.se.s  in  whieh  stnnd  Morvan's  dii^eaw  and 
syringomyelia.  It  Is  eharaetcrized  l)y  swelling  of  the 
extremities,  slight  redness,  antl  attaeks  of  intense  pain, 
terminating  in  eight  to  fifteen  ilavii  liy  fissure  of  the  fingt'r- 
end  and  full  of  the  nail.  Sometime.-*  the  skin  of  the  finger- 
end  lieeoraes  sclerosed  and  utro|ihied. 

Briwq  adviws  in  its  trkatmk.vt  the  constant  appliiii- 
tion  of  ehloFfiform  liniment,  and  of  irritiint  lotions  or 
frictions  to  the  eervieal  n-gion  ami  ahmg  the  efnir^'  of  the 
nerves  supplying  the  jwrts.  Internally,  he  advises  tlie 
valerianate  of  ammonia  or  of  quinine.

Parakeratosis  Scntnlaria.'  Under  this  name  hue)  been 
deiM^ribed  a  distase  that  occurred  on  the  scalp  of  a  man 
forty-one  yiars  old.  The  whole  s«tl]i,  with  the  exception 
of  a  strip  at  llie  jicripliery,  w:us  covcri-<l  by  a  thick,  gi-easy 
crust  (liiit  enveloped  the  luiir  in  bundles.  Sonic  single 
hairs  had  on  them  enffs  of  ycllowish-whitc,  waxy,  horny 
substunet'.  one  inch  or  more  lonjr,  that  were  in  connection 
with  the  crusts  ou  the  scalp.  The  growth  of  the  hair 
was  not  nnich  interfered  with.  At  the  edge  of  the  scalp 
was  a  hairlcHS,  red,  dr}',  and  rough  strip.

Ingrowing 
toe-nail  residts  from  the  nail  shoving  or  lieing  shove<l 
into  the  soft  [tarts,  either  on  acconut  of  di.stiiseof  the  nail 
itJ!elf,  or  of  ill-fitting  shiH's,  or  of  injniy.  The  big  toe- 
nail at  its  inn^T  or  onter  e'lge,  is  the  most  eiminion  site 
of  tin'  discasi',  though  any  toe  may  be  affected.  The 
lingi'r-nail  niay  sutli^r,  the  Inflammation  being  set  up  hv 
some  injury  or  infection.  The  furrow,  fold,  and  bed  of 
the  nail  all  Ix-eome  inflamed,  ulcerated,  and  exquisitely 
tender,  and  painful,  the  pain  being  of  a  throbbing  eliar- 
acter,  with  the  ilischarge  of  more  or  less  jnis.  It  is  said  to 
l>e  more  eounnun  in  young  people  than  in  old,  and  tiir 
more  fretinent  in  men  than  in  women.  Paronychia  of 
eitlier  the  ulcerative  or  non-uleerative  form  is  fretjuently 
met  with  in  syphilis.

Hy.Witomx.  There  are  three  varieties  of  lice  that  in- 
fect the  buniaii  species,  namely,  tho  j>ediGiiIus  capitis,

they  all  belong  to  one  family,  ihev  differ  among  thetn- 
M<ilves,  and  have  <listinet  regions  which  they  invade. 

The  j^fli/'iilnji  itipllU  infests  the  liead  onlv,  and  of  that 
tlic  oeeipital  n-gioii  and  the  jxirts  over  tho  cars  are  the 
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coramon  aesifs  of  iDVawion.  Fnim  tlipse  it  geneniliv 
Hpreadrt  to  l!io  njirictiil  regimi,  wliicli  is  one  of  the  Ix-st 
[iliiccs  in  wliidi  to  nt'i'k  fur  nits,  ami,  maybe,  all  over  the 
sealp.  Nits  of  all  species  of  liee  lire  small,  pear-sltape*! 
liglit  yellow  or  liglil  lirown,  hiiril,  sliiuy  bodies  fasteuwl 
on  one  sitle  of  the  liair,  from  whieh  tlicv  are  removed 
with  lUHicnltv.  Tliereare  but  one  or  manv  nits  ou  ;i 
hiiir.  The  liee  cause  irritation  of  the  sealp  Uith  iiy  their 
movement*  anil  by  the  in.sertion  of  their  hanstelhini  into 
follieles  of  the  skin  lor  feedinfj  pitri>oses.  liiee  have  no 
mandibles.  Tliere  is  nosneh  tliinjinsa  Itjnse-liite.  They 
simply  Huek  their  niilriment  by  insertiiifj  their  hanstelhim 
into  the  follicles  of  tlie  skin.  The  vietiin  semtehes  to  re- 
lieve the  ilchini;  and  irritation,  and  this  gives  rise  to  a 
dermatitis  of  eewmiitons  eharaeter  with  the  prwlnetiim  of 
largt'  purttnle*.  A  fully  ilevi'lojKil  and  eharaeteristie  eaM- 
shows  the  hair  in  l!ie  i«"ei|>ilal  Wfjion  matled  tJiirether 
with  astickv  secretion  and,  it  may  lie,  bliMid-crni-ts,  moi'eor 
less  eezematoiis  leslonsand  large  crusted  pustnliy  seattdrwl 
over  the  whole  s<;nlp,  enlarged  lymphatic  glamis  in  the 
ncek,  and  [K'rhaps  a  few  small  pustnles  on  the  neck  and 
fuee.  When  a  patient  pn\ients  himself  wilh  a  pustular 
eniptioii  on  the  neck,  or  with  a  nnmher  ol'  largi',  crnsled 
pii«tnlii*8C!itt«'redovcr  the  scalp,  ]M^lienlosts(Mpitisshonld 
alwavs  he  snspecti-d,  and  si^arch  made  lor  the  piiiicnli  or 
their  nits  npin  the  occipital  and  parietal  regions,  Verv 
ollen  no  pedieuli  can  be  li>und  ;  hut  if  the  disi'ase  is 
pedicnlosis,  the  nitn  will  Ik;  diseoveretl  iu  tlie  hicjditics 
mentioiH-d. 

The  /ii'Jii-ufiijt  retilimeiiffirum,  or  hody-lonse,  inhaliils  the 
seams  of  the  clothing,  where  it  lays  jls  cf^s,  and  which  it 
leavesonly  tiir  die  [nir|>oM'  of  fii'iliiig  n[Hiu  the  skin.  It 
inserts  its  hanstellum  into  the  fbllieles  of  the  skin,  am! 
Uuis  produces  a  small  hemorrhagio  hjhiI,  even  widi  the 
surface  of  the  skin,  which  is  a  pathognomonic  lesion  of 
the  di.4(.'a-He.  This  fenling  gives  rise  to  itching,  and  the 
vielini  scratches  (o  relieve  it,  thus  pnidui'ing  a  w-coud 
symptom,  excoriations.

authorities  the  distiuftiou  is  not  niatle.  In  some  cases, 
inwteiui  of  red  puuetnte  marks,  we  find  tlull  or  shily-gray, 
or  imle-blue,  lentil-  to  split-jxai-sized  macules  siyltered 
over  the  pulies,  alwlomfii,  exten^ir  siirfa<v  of  the  arms, 
axilla;,  aitd  iaside  of  the  thighs.  These  are  known  as 
nwicK/<E  caruiett,  or  tflches  ombrfn.-s.  They  do  not  disaj>- 
pear  on  pressure.  They  last  for  a  fi'W  days,  and  then 
ilisapiK-'ar  lif'thi'nisi-lves.  To  give  rise  to  these  sjhjIs  there 
must  be  II  predisposition  ou  the  part  of  thi-  skiu.  Most 
of  die  lew  re|njrt<;d  «isea  have  lieen  in  debilitated  sub- 
jects. According  to  Diigiiet,'  the  nmeules  are  prf>duced 
by  the  emptying  of  the  wmteuts  of  the  salivary  glanda  of 
the  louHt!  I>eneath  the  human  epidernus. 

EtioixkiY.  These  difi'erent  varieties  of  [KMlicnlosisare 
duetodifferent  varietifflof  lice.  The  heail-loiise  (_Fig.  (14) 
is  alxjut  two  millimetera  long  and  one  millimeter  broad, 
with  a  triangular  head  and  liroad  thorax  and  short  legs. 
The  bwly-lousc  (Fig.  60)  is  larger  than  the  h«id-loii9c, 
being  two  or  three  millimeters  hmg,  with  a.  more  oval  head 
and  longer  legs  witli  more  devcl<HK-d  claws.  The  pubic 
loll,*  is  broader  and  Hatter  thun  either  of  the  othere*,  with 
rounder  head,  longer,  stronger,  and  more  elaw-like  legs, 
resembling  somewhat  a  crab  (Fig.  O'J).  The  color  of  tJie 
lice  is  gray  or  white.  They  propagate  witli  great  rapiility, 
the  young  hatching  out  in  six  or  seven  days,  and  Iw'iiig 
i-apable  within  eighteen  days  of  propagating  their  species. 
It  has  Ix'cn  cjilculatcd  that  two  female  liee  might  lic«>me 
the  gnindmothers  of  10,000  lice  in  eight  weeks'  time.  The 
pt-dieuhis  eajiitis  dcjwsits  its  eggs  close  to  the  scalp  and 
secretes  a  glue-like  snbstanci' that  sticks  the  ova  to  the  hair. 
There  may  be  but  a  single  ovum  on  a  hair,  or  many  of  them. 
The  ilistaneeof  I  he  nit  from  the  scalp  shows  the  length  of 
time  thatlhediscaseha-s  existed.  As  it  takesthe  lialralMnit 
a  month  to  attain  the  length  of  three-fnurths  of  au  inch,  if

[wirtr4  is  met  witli  in  a  person  (-uming  i'nim  the  regions  iu 
which  the  disejise  is  known  to  be  endemic,  esjiecially  if  it 
i«  combined  with  mure  or  lews  lassitude  and  hebetude. 

Treatment,  The  treatment  uf  the  disea.ie  is  mainly 
hygienic  and  symptoniatic.  Crneker  has  faith  in  the  efli- 
cacy  of  arsenic  for  adidts,  and  frictions  with  chloride  of 
sodiuDi  solution  in  children. 


Pemphigos.  Synonyms :  Pompholyx  ;  (Gcr.)  Blasen- 
ausschlag  ;  (Ital.)  IVmiign. 

A  chrouic  disease  of  the  skin  ehaRicterized  by  the 
eruption  of  auceeswivv  crops  of  hullie  ujioii  the  apjiarently 
HOund  skin  and  with  either  tnuiMieiit  or  no  anteoedeot 
cr)ihema. 

At  one  time  every  buUims  eruption  was  a  pemphigus, 
but  with  more  (aiR-l'ul  observatifin  and  study  a  number  of 
bullous  eruptionn  have  been  estjdtlifihed  as  distinct  disea.ses. 
Many  cases  now  itielutlcd  under  di^rmatltis  heriM-'tifiirmis 
used  to  be  reganleil  as  fK^mpliigus,  It  is  probable  that 
tliis  process  of  elimination  will  cuntinue.  In  the  mean- 
time a  considerable  degree  of  uncertainty  pervades  our 
knowledge  of  the  disease,  both  as  to  itt  .-iiyniptomHtfdi^y 
and  etiology,  and  we  can  only  stanrl  and  await  further  de- 
velopments. While  in  thiri  attitude  we  must  have  some 
flort  <d"  a  cliart  to  guide  us,  anil  it  has  been  my  iilyeet  to 
draw  Uie  lines  of  pemphigus  with  as  great  sharpness  as 
possible.

PempiiifiuK  foliaeeus  when  in  its  early  stage,  and  affect- 
ing but  a  sm:ill  area,  is  readily  diagnoied  by  the  oecur- 
renoe  of  it.s  Hahhy  IhiIIuj,  arising  without  antecedent  in- 
jury. After  it  lias  lasted  long  euougli  Ui  involve  a  large 
area  it  is  with  dilfieulty  differentiated  from  eczema  nibrum 
and  dermatitis  exfoliativa.  Tn  faet,  without  the  history 
of  the  ease  it  is  i^motimes  almost  imimssible  t*i  make  the 
diagnosis.  It  may  be  differentiated  from  a-:ema  nihnim 
by  its  crusts  being  made  les.s  of  dried  exudatiim  tlian  of 
epithelium,  iiv  tlie  slighter  amuunt  ofexudatiim,  by  the 
raggwl  Wk  of  sitine  part  of  the  disease,  and  by  earefid 
watehing  for  and  lin<ling  the  large  ffaceid  bullie  whieh 
will  bo  sure  to  ap|M;ar  if  the  ejise  is  nne  of  jieniphigUH.

It 
may  Iw  only  oo  one  foot,  or  both  feet  may  be  afieeted. 
The  (iroecss  i.n  slow,  l)epinninfr  aw  a  proliferation  of  tlie 
ejtidemiis  lilte  ;i  com,  iiiuier  ivhieli  suppuration  takes 
place,  and  an  iihrr  is  leil.  This  jjfies  deeju^r  into  the 
tissufp,  until  a  fiinns  forms  that  readies  to  the  buue.  The 
edges  of  the  uleer  are  liaril.  The  external  opening  is 
otU'n  smaller  thiin  the  sinus  ludow.  Usually  there  is 
litlle  pain,  though  there  may  l>e  hyperiesthesiM  of  the  sur- 
rounding parts,  and  att;ieks  of  iiiHiimniatiou  at  times. 
This  paiukf>sni-ss  distinguishes  it  from  a  suppurating 
com.

ITnder  the  name  of  Hand  and  Foot  Disease  Hyde 
rcpirled '  three  ciLses  of  uleenitions  of  the  hands  and  feet 
that  he  reg:Lrded  an  due  to  tropho-neurotie  dlsturbanwa. 
in  these  eases,  with  or  with<iut  functional  disturbances, 
such  as  liyperidrosis  and  coldness  of  the  hands  and  teet, 
bnimidrosie,  looil  anesthesia,  vertigo,  faiutiicss,  and  rheti- 
matie  pains,  there  were  found  various  grades  of  dystri>- 
phia  unguium,  fi-om  roughness  to  onvehogr>-phosis,  ten- 
der and  painful  or  insensitive  maeulations  of  the  hands 
and  teet,  pigmentjiiy  patches  on  the  palms  and  soles  or 
the  l«iek  of  the  hands  or  feet,  or  Ixith  ;  different  derma- 
toses, such  as  ervthenia,  eczema,  ichthyosis,  local  ali>- 
pecias,  hv]>erlrichosis,  wymmctrieal  tvlosis,  wilh  or  without 
spontaneous  exfoliation  or  recurrenre.  After  a  time  ul- 
(■erations  formed  on  the  hands  or  feet,  ur  on  both  hands 
and  feet.

Tin;  (lificjiw!  is  a  |)iinilent  iiifiammatiiiu 
of  the  skia  folliclw,  wfiocially  of  t)ie  lanugo  liairs,  ami  tJie 
pilif-sebact'Oiis  t'ollifles  of  vi-punn  deficicut  in  trm-  hairs 
It  is  [lossihly  uiicnjbio  in  origin.  Crocker  rcgaiils  it  as 
a  fiiriu  of  ringworm. 

DiA(!X()SiH.  The  diwcawe  '\a  diagnosed  from  trklmphy- 
(ccM  by  its  more  rajiid  i-oursc,  and  reoovery  under  sim- 
ple trcatnu-nt ;  by  the  liair  lieing  umiffcctcd ;  and  by  the 
ahseiieu  of  thi;  trichophytim  in  the  hair.  ^liiM/v/j-diHers 
from  it  in  tlie  more  pronoiinct'd  charaeter  of  its  loeol  and 
gi^neral  i-eaction,  its  central  i^ore,  and  inflamniat<>ry  indu- 
ratiou.  Tiih''ri'ul<mM  ri-rruciixa  riit'ut  in  umcli  wlower  in  its 
evfiliitiou,  is  st.:q»iginnuw,  arnl  docs  not  yield  to  simple 
treiitmcnt.  J-J<-Z'-m(i  dillers  from  it  iu  not  having  Mich 
i«hnrply  markcil  ItorderH ;  in  Wiinting  the  characteristio 
o[)cnIugH  and  livid  tiut ;  and  in  having  more  pronounceil 
itehing,  a  mucous,  stieky  discharge,  and  a  «tm pa ni lively 
long  duration. 

Thkatmk.st.  The  treatment  is  simple  and  eonsiets  in 
wpiceKing  out  the  pus  once  a  day,  bathing  tlie  part  tor 
half  an  hour  in  warm  carlwlizcd  water  or  a  solution  of 
boric  aeid,  and  covering  with  an  antiseptic  dressing.  If 
papilla,'  have  formed,  they  should  be  scraped  off,  and  the 
surface  touchttl  with  nitrate  of  silver.  In  some  obsti- 
nate eases  it  may  be  ueceasary  to  scrape  out  the  whole 
|»atcli.

This  diftca^,  or  di-fitrraity  of  the  hair,  iit 
8ud  to  owTir  only  in  Canea,  nnt-  of  ilic  L'nitt^t  Slater  of 
CVilombia,  and  was  firtit  defcriluHl  in  1X74  by  Dr.  N. 
Oaorio,  of  llio  Univenaty  of  Il<.p>Ul,  but  niuy  occur  flue- 
whore.  It  consists  in  the  oecum-ni-e  along  llie  shaft  of 
the  hair  of  from  oan  to  ten  sntall  dark-t-olored  u(a)« 
which  are  very  hani  and  prilty,  and  rattle  like  titomn 
when  the  liiiir  is  coml>fd  or  shaken.  The  slimy  FHirdneKo 
of  the  node--*  gave  the  ihsejLse  iu  mune  •'  Picdra,"  whieli 
is  the  Spanish  for  "stone."  These  nixks  are  alwa^'a 
plm-ed  at  irrefrtilar  iiiter\als  niontr  the  liair-filiaft,  hi^n- 
liinjr  at  alxnit  half  an  inth  from  the  ]W)int  of  exit  of  ibc 
liiiir,  the  nxil  lieiii^  nnatleilcil.  Tlie  dif*ws>*  ooiiirs  nxpt 
commonly  in  wnuien,  men  lieing  nirrly  aflV-cte»i,  and  it  is 
the  head-liair  alone  which  exhibirsihi-senodfw,  Thedi*- 
lawc  is  non-i-ontagious,  and  is  met  with  only  in  warm 
valk-ye. 
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Etioixkiv.  Dr.  Osorio  tlmiight  tJiat  the  luides  were 
produced  by  !Ui  agglomeration  of  epitheliura  in  certain 
parts  of  tlie  hdir,  Mr.  Morris'  believes  it  in  due  to  the 
iLse  of  a  peculiar  miii.-ilagimniH  liiiM-wl-Iike  oi!,  wliich  is 
used  particularly  by  the  uative  women  to  keep  ihelr  hurr 
smooth  and  sliiuy.  Another  theory  is  tiiat  it  is  due  to 
the  use  of  the  water  of  certain  stagnant  rivers  whieh  id 
very  mucilaginous.  Keat  seems  esseutial  for  its  produc- 
tion, as  the  employment  of  either  of  these  fluids  will  not 
cause  the  disease  in  cold  eJiniat^w. 

Micro.scopical  examination  of  the  afieeted  hair  shows 
that  tiie  nodes  consist  of  a  hoiieyeonihed  mass  of  pig- 
mented B|w»re-like  bniiies,  the  whole  mass  arising  from 
one  cell  which  wends  out  spore-like  columns  radially  in 
ult  directions.  As  sfH>n  as  the  oells  have  reaelieil  a  ecr- 
taiu  size  they  seem  to  alter  their  shape,  Iweonie  darker  in 
color,  and  form  a  pseudo-epidermis.  It  in,  therefore,  a 
fuugijus  growth.  The  nodes  were  fouud  ti>  Ik.'  very  liaiiJ 
to  cut,  and  when  cimsidendile  force  was  userl  they  broke. 

DlAONosiH.  Pit^ra  differs  from  lri':li(irr!ii:r!n  norlrimj. 
in  the  stony  hardness  of  ihe  nodes,  in  its  ix^curring  prin- 
cipally U|wpn  the  heail-hair,  in  its  proliahle  etiology,  and 
in  the  microscopical  apiMjfiranees  it  presents. 

Treatment.  IJy  the  use  of  hot  water  the  nodes  can 
be  enlirelv  removed.

Tliey  sWw  tlieaii^Ivca 
firet  on  the  tinixjvfrfj  piirt^,  but  may  afl'ect  any  and  all  of 
the  cutiinwms  suriaoi.  The  disease  spreads  liy  the  ptriph- 
enil  cxtfiwidii  of  old  patches  and  tlie  fnrniatinn  of  uew 
uDes.  Tlie  iwtdies  lire  round  or  invjriihir  in  i^haix-, 
sharply  or  ill-<L'tincd,  and  ufhhick,  gray,  bhie,  rmX,  or 
dull-white  wlor.  The  red  aud  white  pattJiesaro  ileepcr- 
scatedthun  the  others,  being  lncut*>d  in  thereto  and  <:oriiim. 
The  putehes  may  l>e  of  uniform  color,  or  of  different 
tint,  hut  do  not  eliiiiice  their  «)lor  after  they  have  tm<« 
foriiied.  They  are  f-ealy  and  usually  feel  rough  and  dr>'. 
The  hair  jjnvwa  gi-ay  and  falls.  There  is  some  itching, 
and  a  bad  odor  emanates  from  the  [Kitient.  The  (x>ur^ 
of  the  disease  is  elironic  and  shows  no  tendency  to 
recovery. 

EtioukjY.  The  disease  is  contagious,  and  its  fiprt^a*]  is 
favored  by  dirt  and  neglect.  It  is  most  common  in  tlie 
[voivr  natives  of  Indian  stock.  It  is  of  funji^iiLs  origin, 
and,  in  fact,  seems  to  be  allied  to  ehromophytosis. 

Treatment.  The  treatment  is  tlie  same  as  for  chru- 
mophvtosis. 

PitTTiasis  Alba  Atrophicans,  Tins  disease  begins  in 
early  life  as  a  partly  lamellar,  partly  branny  desnuama- 
tion  of  the  skin  without  redness  or  any  other  fonu  of 
efflorescence.  The  skin  may  be  afiectefl  wholly  or  in 
part.  After  lasting  t^mto  fifteen  years  it  is  followtxl  bv 
secondary  atrophy  of  tlie  skin,  which  beeoines  thinner, 
and  softer.

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fects  men  more  than  women,  and  is  seen  most  often  be- 
twet'U  the  fit'teentli  ami  tweutietli  yiairs  uf  age.  It 
consists  in  a  polyniorpliic  eruption,  wlii<'h  miiy  ncriir  any- 
where on  the  twxly,  thmigh  the  seiilp  ami  liiee  nre  nearly 
always  free.  It  begins  ms  brijrltt  red,  pinlic!id-fiize<l,  Hat, 
Miniioth  piipiiles,  siirnninilftl  by  !i  l]y])erieraie  zone  tliut 
soon  Hides.  These  flatten  iind  broaden  out  into  lentil  nr 
larger  sized  papules,  which  may  lie  rouiiil,  oval,  or 
angular  in  shape,  and  are  sharply  defined.  Some  are 
searwly  raised  above  the  skin  level.  They  arc  then  of 
dull,  red  color,  or  jtale  or  dark  brown,  with  si  I  very- white, 
Hhiuing,  delicate  scales,  resembling  the  Hcales  of  psorlafiis. 
Sometimes  the  lesions  coalesce  to  form  rings,  serpiginous 
figures,  rows,  or  stripes.  There  may  Ix'  vesicles  and 
ernsta  here  and  there.  The  eniptinn  becomes  better  and 
worfic,  and  is  not  amenable  to  treatment.  It  is  a  para- 
keratosis with  superficial  inHamniatory  infiltration  iu  the 
c'lrium  and  paiiillte.

terminates  in  recovery. 

Symitums.  The  outbreak  of  (he  disease  nuiv  Ix^  pre- 
ceded by  slight  constitiilional  d i>t urban ce^,  sui-h  as  ina- 
Inise,  I0S.S  of  api>etite,  and  headache,  with  a  slight  rise  of 
t«mpcr.iturc  just  before  the  outbrcjik  of  the  eniptinn. 
Crocker  says  that  there  is  often  enlargement  of  the  post- 
Sterno-mastoid  and  submaxillary  glands,  and  maybe  other 
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glaiidB,  The  eruption  itself  most  often  _ 
pcndramaia  u  j>-^  tl»e  ap(M^  part  uf  the  chest,  a  Btde  i 
the  broft^,  or,  aooordi^  tu  Bn>cq,*  at  the  level  of  die 
waistinod,  aotenf>rlT  and  a  little  tn  one  etde,  whetv  he 
loeMfri  what  be  oilU  the  "  primitive  pateh."

Aftor  wiine  three  to  six  wttks  the 
disease  tends  to  s[>ontaneous  reeoveir,  although  it  ma}' 
lust  for  months. 

Etiology.  We  know  nothing  nhout  the  eause  of  the 
discjise.  It  afl'eets  all  aj;es  ami  both  sexes.  Crocker 
finds  that  one-third  <if  tlie  cases  are  in  children.  Most 
i)f  the  cases  I  have  K*n  liavc  been  ill  young  adults.  Thi« 
difference  nniy  be  aeconnted  for  by  the  fact  that  he  has  a 
hirp.'  childn-n's  dispensary  service.  Some  cases  seem  to 
Im?  due  to  overheating  >tt'  the  skin  by  wearing  too  heavy 
undercIothiDg.  Hyde  and  M'lntgomcry,  tcaeli  that  it  re- 
curs most  ofteji  in  lihjnd  suhjcets  who  have  Bli'ii  eniee- 
bled  by  great  physical  fatigue  or  over-stndy  in  sehofd. 
The  diecusc  seems  to  iiccnr  epidemically  in  ennic  in- 
stjmces,  and  cases  are  apt  to  present  themselves  in  groups. 
Contagiou  has  not  been  established,  Bazin  regards  It  as 
arthritic.  It  may  be  parasitic,  but  as  yet  thf  paifisite 
awaits  denumstnition.  Vidal '  describes  a  parasite  that 
he  names  the  mu-rfii'jioriiii  nvnmivon,  as  found  in  pity- 
riasis eircin*^  ct  margin^',  which  is  the  "iimie  disease. 
Hehra  reganled  it  as  a  manifestation  of  tricliophytiisis, 
and  some  authorities  still  tliiuk  that  some  cases  arc 
diffused  ringwiirm.  There  is  a  stnmg  pmliahility 
tliat  it  is  due  to  a  toxiu  developing  in  the  intcstlnul 
tract. 

pATitoi/xiV.  The  prnccss  is  a  mild  inflanmiallon  in 
the  up|)er  cutis,  mnre  markiil  toward  the  |}eriphery  of 
the  lesions.  In  the  more  pronounecd  cases  minute  vesi-

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clew,  visible  only  mifiroiicopically,  are  found   beneath  the 
(xtrneoiis  layer. 

Diagnosis.     Pityriasia  rosea  must  be   difiereQliatal 
friim  the  early  c'ir»'iuate,.'-«iiiiip,m;icul!irpyphiliiderm  ;  an- 
uular  ppujriasis  ;  seborrfueiil  ilenuatitis;  ami  dir^acminatcd 
triduiphytosis.     Tlie  <mo  most  di^tlii^ishiug'  featurp  of 
]iityriaBis  ropea  is  the  wriukkd  old-jiarc-liment  yellow  of 
tlif  centre  of  the  ring.    This  i.s  abstut  fmrn  the  li^ionsof 
all  the  other  diseases  with  wliit-h  it  is  likely  to  be  t-on- 
fimiKled.     The  gyphUide  in  of  a  less  bright-red  whir,  mid 
there  surely  will  be  some  otiier  evidence    of  8>'ph!li«   tn 
guide  us.     I'soriasin  is  far  more  scaly  ;  the  scaltrs  are  of 
a  white  rolor  ;  the  tips  of  tJie  elbows  and   the  anterioir 
faee  nf  the  knees  will  be  speeially  aflertcd  ;  and   typioil 
psoriatie  jiatehes  will  be  found  somewhei-e.     fkbonhral 
ri'xaiui  occurs  upon  the  middle  sterual  and  interwapular 
rcj^ious  ]»anieiilarly  ;  the  patches  have  a  greasy  li-el  ;  the 
Bcales  are  thicker  than   in   ]>ityriB."ifi    rosea;  the    ]ii)|iulur 
lesions  arc  mure  rtiiseil  and  evidently  in  relatiiiu  tn  a  fol- 
licle of  the  skin  ;  an<l  tlie  lesions  slmw  little  tendency  U> 
spoutaneou.s  inviilutinn.      Ciisep  occur  in  which  it  is  vciy 
ditiii^ult  to  make  the  diagnosis  between  this  and  pityriasis 
rosea.      In  Ir'whophyloxis  the  fungus  is  ri-adily  found    un- 
der the  micr(i,sco]>e,  which  is  a  decisive  test.    AjHirt  from 
tliiit,  ringworm  does  not  spread  so    rapidly  m-r  involve 
such  wide  area.s.     Mniitlex  differs  fri>m  it  hy  having  ca- 
tarrhal and  constitutional  symptoms,  and  by  tlie  abeetice 
of  the  rings  with  old-parehmcnt-like  centres. 

TuE.VTM rrxT,  Pityriasis  ro.-^ca  is  a  self-limited  dis- 
ease, and  recovery  is  sure  to  take  place  in  a  short 
spiiceof  time,  usually  from  three  to  hx  weeks.  Though 
tn^jitment  seems  uot  to  have  nuy  marked  effect  on  the 
disease,  we  mnv  use  lotions  of  mlifijlk'  arid,  10  to  20 
grains  t^i  the  ounce,  or  of  Ijoricacid;  or  content  our- 
si'lves  by  allayiug  the  itching  with  lotions  of  carhoiie 
lu'itl  (10  grains  to  the  f.unce),  eaUtminf,  oxide  of  ^nc, 
and  the  like.  Tepid  alkaline  or  bran  baths  may  be 
used,   followed    by   a   dusting  powder.      Crocker    has

Ithtia  been  confusixl  willi  lichen  pikris, psfiriiisis,  lichen 
rutwr  and  liehun  jilaiins,  and  pityriasis  ruhrti.  Several 
«tses  of  liehen  puIkt  re|Mirte<l  in  tliis  eiinnlry  have  bcL-ii 
de«/lare(i  by  the  French  t<)  ha  canoH  of  the  disease  iiiider 
cou.fideration,  an  well  as  the  liehen  psoriasis  of  Hutchin- 
son. Kaposi  reg-.irils  it  as  the  sumo  its  Hclien  riii»er.  It 
is  pr(.)l>al)le  that  the  two  are  identical. 

Bymetoms,  a  typieid  «use  hns  thre<?  principal  ele- 
ments: 1.  Asperities  of  the  loUieuhirririficcs;  2.  Dcsjua- 
mation ;  3.  Roughness  of  the  skin  witli  cxaptrcrution  of 
it.s  folds.  The  disesise  generally  l)cjj;ins  Huddeiily,  without 
prodronia,  but  there  may  Ik;  winie  malaisi^,  nervoUHuepK, 
insoiiinia,  hypenesthesiii  of  the  linger-ends,  formication, 
and  the  like.  These  pntdroniuta  are  of  short  duration, 
and  rarely  cau.se  the  patient  Ut  go  to  bed.  The  nneovered 
parts  are  usnaily  first  alfwleil  wilh  the  eruptiim,  hut  it 
may  appear  prinianly  upini  the  trunk  or  extremities.  The 
initial  lesion  may  Ik'  a  simple  exioliation  ;  an  erythema; 
&  .sealing  erythema  ;  a  line  but  scanty  furfuraeeous  des- 
t)uaniiition;  a  shiny  redness  with  pityriasis;  desquamation 
of  uail-ljitil,  or  fragility  of  iiail.  However  beginning,  the 
more  pronounee<l  form  appciirs  in  a  certain  number  of 
days  or  weeks,  and  may  develop  or  alxirt  at  any  point,  or 
be  limited  ti>  any  rt^ion,  or  involve  the  whole  bo<ly. 
When  fidly  develo]>ed,  a  jmtch  or  the  whole  skin,  as  the 
CAse  may  he,  presents  the  (ollowing  charaeteristies  :  It  is 
covered  with  clevatit ins  that  ai-egenciidly  eonical,but  may 
pnwent  great  diversity  of  shape.  They  may  Iw  discrete 
or  coalesce.  They  may  be  so  small  as  to  be  seen  only  by 
the  aid  of  a  mienis«>|(e,  or  elevated  many  ailllimeters 
above  the  siirfaec,  with  corresj Minding  diameter.  They 
orcsealy,  and  vary  iu  color  fr*im  a  silverwhiteorgray  to 
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a  hrigfit  nr  opaqup  red,  red  brown,  or  rosy  yellow.     TWir 
fiammite  may  be  Hut,  uneven,  ooup-sbaped,  nr  trtiDmled, 
giviDg  i."«ue  to  a  iiair  broken  off  at  a  little  dL^iUiiKr-aliove 
the  i-uri'nee  of  tJie  akin,  and,  it  inay  bo,  j^lieathed  by  a  oor- 
neous  or  ftcbaeeo-squanious  case,      In^^tead  of  a  Itair  |in>- 
tniding,  it  may  form  only  a  small  comedo-like  spot  at  tb« 
centreof  the  summit,  or  it  may  bewanting,  orJt  riiny  wi-m 
tu  exist  ulcine,  giving  to  the  rt^ion  tlie  appo-.iranre  of  a 
badly  .sliuvenlieard.     Soinet  iine.s  the  cone  presents  a  tnili-r. 
at  the  Ixittom  of  whieli  U  a  bbick  jxtint,  a  punctured 
scaly  |)lat«,  or  a  psoriatic  point.     Pat*'hes  are  l(>r»iwl  by 
the  ciMilesccnceof  the  papules.     Tbey  are  fairly  will  d»- 
fined,  of  all  siiapen,  ncaly,  gniyiwii  in  color,  niugli  l*.  the 
tiiucli,  and  bear  a  resemblanoe  to  chagrin  leatiier.      Scat- 
tered about  the  u.sual  papules  will  be  tijuud.     The  patcbi^ 
arc  very  capricion.s  coming  and  going.     The  skin  is  acsilr, 
dry,  hard,  rough  like  a  lite,  and  pn'*ntf<  a  "goose-skin  " 
apiKsinime,     The  rie;ili's  may  be  «ern|¥'d  off  without  any 
loss  of  b loot!. 

The  disease  is  generally  t-ynimefrical,  but  the  Icjaoos 
may  !«■  din.seminiited  without  onler,  or  in  irntgular  linra, 
proupn,  or  iKJauds,  or  may  unite  in  t'-ssellatiil  arww. 
The  cfme-like  elevations  do  not  occur  on  the  scalp,  and 
are  nire  rm  the  »des  and  palms.  lo  these  IiMiationa 
the  disease  lakes  the  form  of  abundant  desirpmmation  upon 
a  reddcninl  base.  When  the  face  is  attacktnl  the  skill  is 
dry,  red,  scidy  and  thickcued.  All  other  regions  may  Iw 
affc'tf-d,  the  cones  forming  about  the  follicles  of  the  skin, 
especially  about  tlie  hair  follicles.  The  biurk  of  the  phal- 
ungf^  of  the  fingers  are  nearly  always  afle(rt<il,  ap[K-aring 
rough,  uneven,  and  covered  witli  jiatcliesof  chiiraeii'ristip 
jwinile-s.  This  appejininee  of  the  back  of  the  phalnngcH 
is  one  diagnostic  mark  of  the  disi'ase.  A  favorite  sit/?  is 
the  upper  partofthe  internatal  furrow.  Some vjinatiims 
from  the  tvpc  arc  encountered  in  difi'erent  regions,  but 
chanwtorislic  types  will  Ije  found  somewhere  on  the  hotly. 
The  hair  mav  fall,  and  the  nails  may  be  deformed,  ofiHipie, 
and  raiiu^d  by  au  ut%umulatiuD  of  scales  under  them. 
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The  general  conditionisiinaltered,  andlittle,  if  any,  tlis- 
cjomfbrt  is  experienced.  The  duration  of  tlic  diwtiise  is 
iiideliuite,  and  relapses  are  the  rule.  St'oi>ud  and  mil>- 
sequctit  attacks  may  he  Ktinrtcr  tlian  tiie  lirst.

The  esseutial  eliange  is  a  liyi)erkerat<»sifl, 
in  the  epillicHal  liiun};  of  the  orifiee  of  tlie  hair  tiilliele. 

See- 
ondary  inflammatiim  occnrs  in  tJif  upper  derma. 

DiAONOSiM,  The  dit^?iif!e  is  tn  bo  {iiufrniwd  from  irhlhif- 
mln  in  not  ix'ing  enngenital ;  in  atlaeking  by  prelereiiee 
tlie  Joints,  sealp,  iat^e,  and  neek  ;  and  in  it«  8|M)ntane<iU3 
reciivery  for  a  time.  From  'Ici-nK'Ufii  ex/nnnlirn  by  its 
Ix-nign  eourse  ;  its  lociilinn  alHUit  llie  fiillienlar  "jieiiiiijis; 
and  by  llie  tlnck  sealitij;  nf  (lie  piihii^i  and  solew.  From 
lirJirn  rulier  the  diiigiinsis  iw  diiiieiilt,  the  two  lieing  eon- 
eidered  by  many  as  identii-jil.  H.  Ilebra  \\a»  made  a 
i-jirefnl  study  of  tlie  two  dif^'asi's'  and  we  give  here  his 
table  of  dilierenti;il  dijigiiosis  Itclweeu  tbeni :

scalp.  The  hnir  is  dry  and  uniiiiinapeablc,  and  tbe  htaci 
itches,  especially  wlien  the  patient  eits  under  u  liglit  "f 
becomes  ovcrhentcd,  Tbe  piilieiit  is  annoyt>d  Iiy  tlieom- 
fitant  falling  of  the  si.'ales  upnii  liis  clothing,  and  if  tlir 
ilisfiU'ie  is  very  pmnouucid.  brusbing  of  the  hair  lauistti  ii 
wmall  enowatorni  of  white,  light  stales.  The  s^alp  u^nullv 
looks  pale,  and  will  Ite  found  covered  with  fine,  gniyi.4i 
or  yellowish,  readily  detachable  stales.     Sometimes  there 
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arc  more  or  less  reilnt'ss  of  tlip  liculp  and  a  seam  of  rwl- 
ues.s  alitiig  the  fijreliead,  Tlio  eyebrows,  beanled  j»(>rtii.>u 
vf  tlie  fact',  piibcs,  and  otlicr  rogiuns  mav  lie  affeek-*!. 
After  an  infk'fiiiite  tiuie  alopecia  in  a])t  to  t'ollow  a  pitv- 
riasir!.  This  disease  is  thu  slightest  grade  of  seborrhiual 
dermal ilis,   whieh   we. 

Pityriasis  Tabeacentimn  Is  that  fonditloii  ofciirrmg  in 
manisiaiii  individuals  wlicit-  tlitTe  Is  scaliiij;  nf  tlie  whole 
skin  sjKfially  nmrked  on  the  extensor  siirliit^a  of  the  ex- 
tremities and  trunk.

Tills  is  rather  a  miiditioii  than  a  disease, 
ill  which  the  haJr  iif  tiie  head  and  other  parts  becnines 
niattci!  tiigelher  into  variously  sliiiped  masses,  on  whifh 
rest  all  sorts  i»f  cxtniueons  mutters  depositeil  from  the 
air;  and  in  which  areharlwred  vast  hordes  of  jiciUenti, 
S'inietinies  these  malted  tresses  are  near  the  sca!]i,  and 
sometimes  far  iiway.  Not  iiifrcijucntly  an  ouzinj;'  ecKenia 
of  the  walp  Avill  be  found.  The  nia,s.ses  will  assume  all 
sorts  of  shuju-s,  to  which  various  names  have  l>een  applied. 
An  iilfensive  odorofton  emanates  from  the  scalp.  Ow-nr- 
rinj^  among  ignonint  people,  as  is  usually  the  mse,  these 
pli«»R  arc  rofpinlwl  with  sU|)crslilion.  The  patient  and 
friends  refuse  to  have  them  cut  off  lest  eome  dire  disease 
liC'fall  the  bcsarer. 

Under  the  name  of  Plica  yruynp^hlra  a  few  eases  of 
malting  of  the  hair  into  masses  like  those  hi  plica  poliaiica 
have  Ix'cn  reporti.il  as  <iccurring  hi  cleanly  iiidividitals. 

EtioL(hjv.  The  cans*;  uf  the  condition  is  want  nf 
cleanliness  eomliinixl  with  an  oozhig  dermatitis  of  the 
scidp  due  to  jM'diculi  or  anv  other  eanse.  I'liisi  neuro- 
pathiea  seems  to  be  dne  to  a  jieeutiarity  of  tlie  hair  eaus- 
ing  it  to  felt.

.Symitiims.  The  tirsl  tiiinjf  that  the  iKitient  notiecsis 
a  linming  and  itehinjr  nf  the  palnii*  or  Holes,  nml  sides  of 
the  fingers  or  toe.H,  In  a  few  hours  sniall,  eltair,  sa^'<i-frrai"- 
like  vfsiclos,  winietimes  (rroii]M-il,  and  with  an  I'lTlhcinii- 
ti>ns  zone  about  them,  ap|K:iir  in  these  locaticitis.  Thi'T 
arc  often  very  niimeron.-*,  and  Btunc  of  them  run  togvlhrt 
to  form  small  and  larp*  bnllse.  Their  wmti'iits  wc  at 
first  el«ir  and  neutnd  ;  laterthey lieeiauetiirliid  and  have 
an  alkaline  reaction.  These  vesicles  do  not  lend  tn  s)Min- 
tjineous  rupture.  In  a  frw  days  (hi-y  dry  up,  thrir 
covers  fall,  am!  largo  and  small,  ilry,  red  surfuix.'S  arc  left 
to  mark  their  locations.

It  is  iiFiUully  symmelrifail  or 
bilatend.     Aljoiiivo  attacks  are  quite  coinnioti  in   whieh 
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tlie  iliseaae  is  limited  to  two  or  tlirce  l<!sions  on  tfie  side 
ot'one  or  more  lin^'iTs.

J[y|KTidro,sisot' tliL'iitfw^tfd  parts  ciinunnuly  a(!i«m]»siiiifs 
or  [tritiodcrt  t!»e  oiiihrcak,  aiiil  stiniut illicit  a  iiclii'ii  IrDpiciia 
will  be-  tiiiiiul  im  tlu'  Iritiik,  '\'\w  dnnititm  of  tlic  attack 
varies  i'roni  a  trw  davf^  to  tlirtr  or  four  wtfk.i,  and  re- 
liipMta  in  the  same  or  following  years  are  common.  Most 
all  o^isea  are  seen  in  tJie  mimmor.  It  ia  UHiially  symniet- 
ri«d,  tlioiifrli  tine  si<Ie  may  lie  nlVwttHl  before  tlic  otiier. 
Siiine  HVwlcnialii:  writers  rej^ird  (lie  disejirje  as  an  eczema. 

Etiiji.imjy.  Over  tlie  eiiiiseri  uf  tlie  diseases  there  lias 
been  nnd  still  isaetive  discnssioii.  It  seems  tube  iii  some 
way  eiiniieeU'd  willi  (he  sweat  ifiiinils,  but  whether  it  is  a 
fliiiiplc-  imjiedinieiil  tn  the  cx'tijie  nf  (lie  sweat  or  an  in- 
fliimmatiiry  ilihoase  is  not  ileteniiiLnil,  Siine  able  patli- 
■  iliijjist.s  ally  the  difieiiw;  to  iitTjics,  and  deny  unv  conuee- 
tioii  with  the  Bwcat  gland.s.  The  (H-eiirrenix;  of  the  dis- 
iiise  in  hot  weather  jioinis  to  the  swejit  apparatus  as  the 
organ  at  fault.  Thi're  is  probably  a  vasomotor  ni'nrosi,>} 
at  the  boltniii  of  ilie  trouble.  It  aH'eets  all  agiw  and  Idilli 
si'Xo.H,  though  nio.st  eoiimiiin  in  youug  adult  women,  and 
in  tlio*!  wliii  are  of  nervntis  lempi-ninient  or  the  siibjeets 
of  Worry  and  over-fatiguf',  It  is  said  that  oi^mie  or 
lunetional  hi'nrt  disease  ia  the  eaiiseofsunK'ea.-^.'S.  Unna 
stalcM  that  he  hus  found  eonstantly  a  bacillus  in  petitions 
of  tliH  vesieles. 

I'athoi.ikiy.  Robinson,  who  has  cjirefully  rtiidieil  this 
disease,  reganls  it  an  ti  neurosis  allied  to  lier|ieH  and 
pemphigus.  He  thinks  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  tin- 
sweat  glands,  but  that  it  is  inflammatory.  The  eouteiits 
of  the  vosielfs,  he  shows,  is  not  sweat,  but  wenini ;  and  the 
reaetiim  of  the  fluid  is  alkaline  or  neutral  in  its  early 
stages,  never  aeid.  It  idwi  contains  a  large  amount  nf 
albumin  ancl  some  fibrin.  It  eonies  from  die  jMipillary 
bloodviwsels,  and  piwsing  Ix'lween  the  R'tc  eelU  eolleeta 
in  different  sitnatioTis  in  the  stratnni  nmeosum.

TuEATMENT.  A  simple  jiytringeut  ointment,  hj^  of 
oxide  of  zine,  or  diachylon  ;  or  one  of  tJie  oleate  of  mne 
or  lead  ;  or  an  alkaline  lotion,  will  nllay  the  irritation 
and  liasten  the  disappearance  of  the  discat^e.  Laa^ar's 
past*.'  with  10  Ut  20  gmius  of  salieylie  arid  to  the  oun<« 
Im  ii  good  application.  It  hastens  tJie  exfoliation  of  the 
old  skin.  When  that  lias  taken  plaee  it  may  be  con- 
tinned,  without  tiLL-  siilicylie  aeid,  to  pnimol*-  hejiling. 
General  hygiene  should  be  enibri'ed  ;  and  tonicH  of  iron, 
arsenic,  or  wliatever  seems  indicated  by  the  condition  of 
the  paticnl,  given,

Miljelli,'  iiii<l  lator  lichpiglii,'  have 
deficribcd  si  disease  (if  the  skin  lliat  owiirs  in  tlie  litrni  of 
r.ii^seil  (IP sunken  yelliiivish-fjrjy  to  bniwii  patches  of  vari- 
ous sizes  and  irrefjiilar  sh;i[)e,  with  a,  CDiitiniioiis  tliin, 
li'iruy,  linearl'urrii  tortuous  ridj^e  almut  tlieni.  The  ]iutch 
may  begin  as  a  very  small,  liomy,  dry,  hard  and  acu- 
minate  elevation  which  nieenis  to  well  np  from  the  orifice 
(if  a  eutjuieous  ffland.  Around  this  the  collarette  fornw. 
The  skin  iuside  of  the  liorder  may  he  ncirmal,  rugous, 
emootli,  senly,  or  atrophie ;  white  amuud  the  patehes  it 
!  may  be  normal,  hypenemic,  or  pigmented.  The  amoimt 
'  of  atrophy  varies  king  most  on  the  faec  and  over  Iwmy 
prominenees,  Tiie  disejise  ■"■(■ui-s  on  tlie  dorssd  and 
palmar  Rirfuee  of  the  hands  and  firt,  the  extensor  surface 
of  the  tijrearni  and  leg,  and  eseeptionally  on  their  flexor 
Biirface.  On  tlie  palms  and  sdlos  and  sides  of  finj^ers  it 
takes  the  form  of  corns.  It  may  also  occur  on  the  face, 
nc-ek,  and  sndp.and  the  mucutis  membrane  of  tlie  mouth. 
In  the  mciutli  the  lesions  vary  in  size  from  small  pitdiead 
tt)  large  lentil.  They  are  shaqily  limited,  with  a  linc.ir, 
white,  opa<|ue  border  enclosing  jm  ujialine  area  that  may 
be  raise<l  or  flattened,  convex  or  eoiiiiive,  or  atri.iphie. 
There  are  no  sulijci-tive  symptoms.  Some  of  the  lesions 
may  disapjwar  siMintaneously,  and  neighlwring  lesions 
may  melt  into  each  other.  Generally  the  disease  spreads 
slowly  so  as  to  oeeujjy  large  areas.

A  dinmic  disease  of"  the  skin  eliiinict(;rizi-d  hy  Kcjiiii- 
liing  in  infancy  aj^  an  iiilicuria,  aiid  <-haiij;intt  iiitu  a 
ri-enrriii^  enijilioii  of  [wle,  hunl,  exciiilirtyly  itvhy,  dis- 
crete papnlesjesiHfiaily  njxin  tlie  extciiBur  Hurfacew  ul'lhe 
extremities.  It  inoreaHCs  iu  sevcritv  fmni  aiwwe  dnwn- 
wartl,  and  is  aeeonipmiied  hy  enhirjienient  of  tlie  inguinal 
gluiidH, 

There  are  two  types  of  this  disease,  namely,  pnirigo 
milis  and  prurigo  (erox.  These  bleud  into  each  other. 
While  the  malady  in  more  (^tmmocdy  rc|ioried  fmni 
Vienna  tJian  elsewhere,  it  occurs  in  many  countries.  It 
is  rare  in  this  <'onutry,  and  most  of  the  eases  met  with 
are  of  tln!  niild  tvjM'. 

SvMiTnMs.  Tliedisease  begins  in  infaney,  quite  com- 
monly toward  the  end  of  the  first  year,  as  an  outbreak  of 
urtiearial  ^vheal.'^  of  various  slues  and  sIuijk's,  Ii  may  Ih'- 
giii  inehildh<iiHl.  Thenriicarialcru|jtLoii  ]>ersiHis,hnta(ler 
«  time  a  pre]w>iidcranec  of  small  wbcalswill  lie  remarked, 
and  a  iireference  for  the  tnink  and  thecxtfiisorsiirtiiwsof 
the  limbs.  During  the  .-^eond  or  tliinl  year  rheiirlieariid 
element  is  lost,  and  the  ehiintetcristicpiipubir  eruption  grad- 
ually preponderates,  nod  at  last  takes  its  place.

WTiea  tile  lesions  aiv  but  few  in  number  and  smltered 
abt>ut  n[M>u  the  exlreniilie.*  we  have  iirurlt/u  mitlx,  Wlieii 
a  jinsit  nunilKT  of  papuli-s  are  |ire.-«?ut,  and  the  disaui.-^.-  is 
widespread,  we  have  pnint/o  Jrrvir.  N<iw  we  have  thi- 
typiiid  form  of  thedistasesueli  as  issboini  in  Uie  Vieiiiia 
skin  cHnies.  We  note  that  tlie  fii'm  feels  rough  ;  that  it 
is  strewn  over  with  ajrivat  number  of  small  papules  whieli 
are  of  the  oilor  iif  ihe  wkin  ^r  p-de  n-d ;  delin'cil  willi 
semteh-marks;  e^■zema^lu^  iu  plaees;  diirkly  pij^nieulnl, 
it  mnv  he  hrown,  from  the  <'onslant  irritiitiou  of  s<'nileh- 
ing,  nnd  that  tlie  color  of  the  general  iute^timent  is  m 
stroiifT  lYintriist  with  ihe  pale  eolor  of  the  fuee;  that  iht 
skin  ist]iiekene«l  in  some  pUu-es,  while  the  flexures  of  die 
joints  are  (nv  from  eliange  and  assort  iisnoniuil;  tJiat 
these  ehanges  iu  the  skin  arc  progn-ssively  worse  from 
above  downward,  so  that  the  legs  from  the  knees  down 
are  most  markedly  involvwl  land  that  the  femond  glands 
iin-  eulargeil  h>  as  to  form  IhiIhh'S.  Eethymalous  lestonfl 
nmy  arif^'.  The  iuleusity  c)f  the  itehing  may  lie  so  greni 
as  tn  prevent  sleep,  and  even  in  s-ime  cases  to  drive  tbo 
patient  insane. 

The  duration  of  the  disease  is  indrtinite ;  it  may  la-^i  a 
lifetime,    but  often  tends  to  dis(ip[x-ar    with  a<lvaneing 
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years.  The  ty|H)  of  the  discaso  rcinainn  the  same  tlirongh- 
oiit — that  is,  pnirif^i)  niitia  docs  nut  rhiiuge  to  priirigi.i 
furox. 

Etiolooy.  Prurigo  uflWts  both  tucxes,  though  it  is 
more  jirovalent  Id  llu'  male  twx.  It  is  far  nmiii  itimuimi 
among  the  poor,  ertpeciiilly  Europeans,  and  those  who  are 
uncleanly.  It  is  not  very  common  in  this  country,  i-jie- 
cially  in  the  ferox  typp.  It  is  not  uncommon  to  find 
several  nienibt-rs  of  tlu^  same  family  with  llio  disea.«e.  A 
phthisical!  family  liistory  lias  hccii  affirmed  to  l>c  an  etio- 
logical iiictur  by  wmie  autJioritics.  8(ime  tsiscaarc  U'ttcr 
in  winter  and  some  in  summer.  It  is  a  disease  of  infancy 
continuing  through  life.  It  socnis  to  Ih^  rclat^-d  to  urti- 
caria. A  ucurc^sis  proiiahly  is  the  uuderlving  cause  of 
the  disease. 

pATHOi^MiY.  Tile  prurigo  uihIiiIc  is  c-iuised  hy  an 
interstitial  uxleiua  of  ihc  reic,  with  thcevcntiiiJ  formation 
of  vesicles.  The  papilhe  arc  lil<cwis<- (wlcnnitoas,  and 
show  perivascular  intiltralion.  The  early  lesions  niiK'h 
resemble  urticarial    papules. 

DlAUXOsrs.  The  diagnosis  is  made  by  thcfH-currence 
of  pale  papules  njxm  the  extensor  aspects  of  the  limiis; 
by  the  increasing  severity  of  tJie  symptoms  from  above 
downward;  by  the  enliirgemcnt  of  the  inguinal  glanils, 
by  the  peculiar  hH>k  and  complexion  of  tJie  patient,  and 
by  thecoutiuuanec  of  the  diBcane  from  early  infancy.  It 
is  differentiated  fnwa a-zmuihy  the  sparing  of  theflcxuR's 
of  the  joints  ;  by  the  presence  of  the  characteristic  pai>- 
ule,s,  and  by  its  gnvater  obstinacy  to  tri^atniciit.  Fiiim  pa|)- 
\i\aT  urlUjarin  it  lain  be  distingnished  only  by  its  general 
course  In  fact,  a  doubtful  case  must  Ik,- carefully  stndii'il 
over  a  wmsiilerablo  length  of  time  before  a  ^Kisitivc  di;ig- 
»osis(^n  lie  made.  Smhii-ii  and  jn'iliculoxiK  kwm  lie  rciiclilv 
W'parated  by  the  wi'urrctK'c  of  the  K^ions  on  ihe  palms, 
l)etween  the  fingers,  and  on  the  genitjds  in  the  one  j  and 
tlie  (wrallel  scratch -nuirks  over  the  shoulders  in  the  nllier, 
h-hlhyiiMit  sjKircs  the  fiexures  as  doi's  prurigo,  but  It  is 
marked  by  pi^lygoual  seules,  not  papules ;  and  is  free  from 
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Uie  great  nninbcr  nf  exonmtitiDB  fittmrl  in  pniri^i;  il  ■ 
nujniivor,  ;■  ilj^^ca^  tlutt  aflWHs  the  whole    Ixxlv-^ur 
more  gi-ncrally.

Ah  a  rule, 
all  woOiiQ  do  is  to  mitigiitt' the  patleiit'iidiseomfort.  Ri- 
hip.ses  are  the  ruh',  A  few  young  patients  bee*ime  well 
a.s  they  reach  full  maturity. 

Pruritus  Cntaneus.  Svmitoms.  By  pruritus  eutaneiis 
we  meiin  a  functional  neurosis  of  the  skin  whose  oidy 
Msential  symptom  is  ilehing.  Tliis  jiidiiees  seratehing, 
and  scratch-marks  ai'e  always  to  be  found  as  a  secondary 
sym|itom.  These  usually  are  in  the  form  of  scnilflu'd 
papules.  If  tile  itching  is  great  and  continuous,  we  will 
have  other  seeondary  effects,  sneh  jlh  tliii'kening  luul 
pigmentation  of  the  skin,  and  i-e/ema  of  various  degifcs. 

The  iti'liing  varits  greiilly  in  deffrec,  from  sirajtly  an 
nocasicmal  slight  attack  to  such  an  intensity  as  to  lyiider 
the  p;itient's  life  uneiidunibic  aud  teiopt  to  suicide.  The 
pnti'itus  is  erannionly  ]iai'ii\ysn]al,  but  in  some  easi's  the 
paus-s  between  the  paiyi.vysnisare  so  short  that  the  itch- 
ing is  pnietieally  eontinuons.  It  is  alnio.'^t  always  worse 
at  night,  aud  robs  the  suflerer  of  sleep.  Changes  of  teni- 
[icnitniv  aggraviito  the  itching,  jis  a  rule.  Vcrj-  e"tn- 
monly  warnilli  makes  matters  wors<-.  aud  the  sufferer  will 
Ix^^n  to  si'ralch  aud  keep  on  serateiiiug  while  in  the 
iu'ighborh(M>d  i-f  a  fire  or  in  IkiI  warmly  eoverctl,  lie 
eiuniot  rii'^ist  the  impulse  to  sci-aleli,  luid  so  in  l>a<l  «ist-s 
he  shuns  so^'icty  and  bectimes  morbid. 

Under  the  general  title  of  pruritits  are  often  plaeiil 
various  jwriestbesia;,  such  as  li.>rmicjilion,  tingling,  and 
burning.

Thus  we 
have  pnirittt^  ani,  which  afBicts  !»iih  sexes,  iboiigli  mnre 
often  men  than  wumeu,  ami  in  which  the  ilcbiitg  extends 
(0  tbe  maooiia  membrane  of  tlie  anus.  Tbii^  same  exten- 
sion is  ah^  seen  in  pruriUu  mlrtr.  This  locsdiied  ildi- 
inp,  with  the  correspomliiig  jirurituii  m-nili  in  nn.ii,  oOen 
oeciirs  in  connection  with  jiniritus  ani.  In  all  lhi>w 
three  the  parts  almost  always  beeomeii  Uiirk<iKil  and  w- 
zemutoiis  from  the  ciinstant  rubbing  and  t^ratebing  to 
which  they  are  subjected,  ami  uymphomunia  is  f^iroe- 
times  a  {Hja«ei|Henee  of  the  itchinj;  vulva.  The  s«»l[i, 
itice,  espfviidly  about  tlie  nose  aud  mouth  ;  the  |)ii1mA  nml 
soles,  and  between  tbe  fingers  and  toes,  are  frequent  sita 
of  itchin^r.  More  rarely  local  areas  nnywheru  wilt  bo 
affeeted  with  recurring  attacks  of  itohiiig, 

KTror/«V.  That  the  pmritua  is  due  to  a  ftinrtionul 
disturbance  of  tbe  sensorj'  nen'es  there  is  no  doubt.  Ac- 
cording to  Bronson  '  it  is  due  to  a  disturbance  of  tlie  senae

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of  ooutact.  Those  with  uatiirally  dry  ekia  are  more  apt 
t*i  [iiili'er  than  tlmse  whose  skin  is  nioifit.  For  success 
in  tre^itmciit  an<i  iietsiirnin'  in  progni.>sts  it  is  iiepes^irj'  for 
lis  to  endeavor  tn  determine  the  c;»use  of  such  distiirh- 
aiie*.  The  eoutaet  of  wihiI  irritates  some  skins.  Hepiilii; 
tleraiigemcuts  cause  a  certjiiu  proi)oi'ti()n  of  eases.  The 
intense  itcliiny  of  tlic  skin  in  jaundice  is  evidence  of  this. 
Di^'stive  disonlers  and  ooiistipiition  ;  excretiiry  dis- 
orders, as  of  the  kidneys  and  skin  ;  albuminuria  ;  lithic- 
mia  ;  imd  diiilK'tes,  all  have  inHueiice  in  laiusing  pruritus. 
DeprcsBCii  mmitid  states,  and  tlie  disonlers  of  the  nervous 
system  induced  by  tiic  abuse  of  tobacco,  tea,  alwihol, 
opium,  an<I  the  like,  profhiw  pruritus.  I'niritus  is  not 
infrcijucntly  met  witli  during  the  menopause.  K^^flex 
influences  from  the  sexual  sphere  and  the  power  of  imag- 
ination are  rcspi>nsible  for  some  ca,ses.  In  illustration  of 
tlic  latter  everyone  knows  how  many  pe<iple  will  htfjin 
to  scratch  when  the  snbjeet  of  lice  is  mentioniil ;  and  how 
that  long  atfa^r  the  aearus  is  killed  in  wrabiea  the  patient 
will  continue  to  complain  of  itehing,  and  will  not  he 
assured  that  lie  is  ciircfl  nf  his  distsLse. 

In  pniritus  senilis  the  skin  will  !«■  found  to  be  atro- 
pliieil  and  the  tiitty  tissue  underlying  it  absnrlied,  in  imt 
a  few  cases.  Pmritus  an!  is  often  due  to  hiemorrhotds 
or  fissures  of  the  nnnvius  membrane  ;  or  to  asesiridcs ;  or 
U)  the  excessive  u.sc  of  t'>baeco,  as  well  jis  to  the  ciUisea 
cnunirTatvd  above.  Stricture  of  the  urethm  has  been 
found  1(1  be  the  cause  of  both  it  and  pruritus  R-roti. 
Pruritus  vulvie  is  very  often  due  to  leueorrhoea,  ]ireg- 
uancy  or  tumors  of  the  uterus  or  ovaries,  or  occurs 
iluring  the  menopause.  In  this  fiirm  diabetes  is  ijuite 
comni'inlv  the  i-ausc.  Pruritus  hiemalis  begins  at  any 
timi'  from  (X-Lober  to  Jannarv,  and  continues  uutil  the 
Spring  is  well  advanced.  The  effect  of  iwld  upou  the 
skin  sc('ms  U)  chiH'k  the  secretiirv  functions. 

Bulkley  has  found  pruritus  to  hv  morecommoQ  in  men 
than  in  women,  littv  of  Ids  cightv  cases  lieing  men.  In

Thkatment.  To  find  and  remove  the  cjuise  is  tlie  fifvl 
essential  in  treating  a  ca?e.  How  difficult  thia  task  nijiy 
be  will  be  seen  by  a  study  of  its  etiok^y.  Nevertlieless, 
the  piitient  must  be  considereil,  and  eveiy  orpui  interm- 
giiteil,  and  ever)'  deranged  fiiiiction  regulated  as  tar  as 
possible.  Tea,  colU-e,  alcohol  and  tobacco  plicndd  In- 
interdicted  ;  a  dietary  carefidly  laid  down  ;  and  tiie  rules 
of  hygiene,  such  aa  tiiiv^  relating  to  exercise,  bathing, 
anil  clothing,  enforced.  To  relieve  the  itching  as  siieh. 
We  may  give  the  tincture  of  ctmnxliis  indica,  10  minima 
three  times  a  day,  in  water  after  meals,  and  gniduidly 
increase  the  dose  np  to  2t>  tir  -iO  niiaims ;  or  tlie  tincturf 
of  [fi'luemlitm  in  10-niinnm  doses  every  half-hour  till  I 
dniehni  is  taken  or  toxic  eifects  prmhieed  ;  hypmicmiic 
injections  of  pilocarpiit  -,'5  to  J  i'(  a  grain  ;  tptinin.  10  to 
1  r>  grains  at  l>e<ltime ;  curbolle  acid,  1  to  i  uiioims  three 
times  a  day  .ind  increased;  wine  of  aiitiinony,  5  to  7 
drops  after  mcitls;  Hoik-iffaif  0/  mita,  15  grains,  or  anti- 
pyrin  or  iiheiuiuiiiii.  in  full  ilosos.  Besnier  recommends 
tiilerian,  or  valerianate  of  aiiini<^iuiuni.  Jlut  tlie  n-lief 
so  <ibtaine«l  is  triiusitor\',  and  we  slioutd  not  rest  cnntent 
until  we  have  found  out,  and  wliere  possible  removed, 
the  iutemal  nndcrlving  cause.  Opium  sliould  never  be 
given,  .IS  it  causes  pruritus. 
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The  external  treatment  is  of  great  service  iu  allrvialing 
lilt!  it(?hing,  even  if  it  (ioew  not  cniv  tht'  tH.-itJust'.  For  \\\\a 
purpose  gcncnil  Imlh:'  willi  sixia  (.^viij— x  lo  ^0  giilloiis), 
itr  nitric  or  Imlruchloric  itciti  (,\j  to  30  g-.itlon.s),  may  be 
UmhI.

In  pruritus  hiaiutlis  it  is  sometimei!  necessary  for  tlir 
patient  to  wtar  liiieu  underclothing  next  the  skin  ;  anil 
over  it  tlie  wivillens  usually  woni.  Other  jHitient^  find 
more  relief  from  wearing  silk  underclothing.  The  tnat- 
tneiit  indicateil  alK)ve  for  pruritus  is  iipplii'Jibh'  lien-  iilso. 
In  some  ca.ses  the  oaly  relief  is  foinid  in  removal  to  a 
warmer  climate. 

In  some  obstinate  cases  of  general  pruritus  great  ame- 
lionition  may  be  nbtiiined  by  the  actual  or  Paqueiiii  (v/it- 
i£ty  upjilied  lightly  along  the  f\tme..

Pseudo-erysipelas.  By  this  term  \a  nieaot  cellulitis  or 
diflufted  phlegmon. 

Pseudo-leucxmia  Cutis  is  a  very  rare  disease.  It  is  a 
fiirm  "f  lIiMigkiii'.s  diseaw!.  A  cjise  is  reported  by 
Joseph' aa  oc(?urriug  iu  a  man  iu  previous  gi>od  health, 
ft  commencttl  as  a  number  of  small  glandular  swellings 
ill  tlie  neck.  Shortly  afler  their  appearance  severe  gen- 
end  |irnritiis  began  to  affect  the  jtatient.  Then  the 
inguinal  and  axillary  glands  became  greatly  enlitrgeil, 
and  a  general  eruption  of  hempsecd-size*!  papules  (k-cuf- 
nJ.

"When  the  \ef\u^ 
furra  ciiin-sized  patches  we  sfteiik  of  psoriaeig  nuvivmhrin, 
A  single  patch  niay  grow  to  hv  two  inches  in  dtatncter, 
or  even  larger,  and  pifsen'e  its  eircniar  [iliajH*,  Bnt  ihc 
large  i«itehcs  are  usually  fumied  by  the  eoaloscwicc  fif 
several  smaller  patches,  and  may  attain  to  u  size  snflieinit 
to  cover  the  greater  jiart  of  a  limb  or  even  the  tnink. 
Its  cireiiliir  outline  is  now  lost,  and  ihe  patch  has  a  mere 
or  leas  scEilloped,  indented  border  hearing  ^o  strtmg  a  Tp- 
semblance  to  the  maps  drawn  by  children  that  I'iffaid 
su^estetl  the  term  psori'isin  geoyrnphirn  for  it  ;  but  the 
more  usual  name  is  psoriiinh  iViffuna.  After  a  patch  Im.* 
resiched  a  certain  size  it  may  elcar  up  in  ihe  ctrulre  and 
liimi  a  ring,  and  iti  this  way  we  \ii\\n  pnuringix  iriiirivaln. 
Several  of  these  rings  may  meet  at  their  circHmfi-reiK*, 
when  the  points  of  amlact  will  liisappear  and  gyrate  fi^ 
ures  will  be  formed.  Wlicn  the  eruption  is  ri  j^t-neral 
as  to  involve  the  whole  or  greater  part  of  the  Ixtdy,  wc 
«I»eak  of  it  as  psoiiaxh  vnirrrnalis.  Not  iurrcquctitly 
these  cases  l)ear  a  etriking  resemblance  to  dermatitis  ex- 
foliativa. 

Every  case  of  psoriasis  does  not  exhibit  all  ihestr  ^■^lrw- 
ties,  be«iuse  the  disease  may  stop  at  any  period  of  its  evo- 
lution. But  in  any  case  there  is  apt  to  be  a  uuidIkt  vf 
variously  sized  lesions.  What«'ver  the  size  of  the  patdl 
may  be,  it  will  alwiiys  Ih'  observed  that  the  rwlucR."  cx- 
temls  but  little  beyoiiil  iheseales.  The  amount  of  the  w.'al- 
iiig  will  van'.  Sometimes  the  seiding  will  be  but  slight  ; 
sometimes  it  will  be  so  abundant  that  it  will  hetip  up  into 
such  crust-like  masses  as  to  snggcrt  the  adjective  rupioUlf. 
Tlie  scales  are  muMtanlly  Iwlng  shed,  and  as  omstantly 
renewed.  They  may  l)e  reiidily  sempiil  oH'witli  the  nail ; 
and  if  this  IS  carefully  iloue,  u  delicate  glistening  nieny- 
brane  will  be  cxpcwd,  under  which  will  np|>enr  dot-like 
red  points.     That  is,  we  have  removc<l  the  epidermis  and 
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exposed  the  iihicoub  layer  of  the  skin,  liie  re<l  points  be- 
ing tlie  tJ>ps  of  the  sliii^  ol'  bioi «1  vessels  of  tlie  piipillie. 
This  is  ihoiight  by  sninc  to  bi;  eharacteristio  of  psoriasis, 
but  witli  care  it  may  be  prodneed  iu  other  di^eaeca. 

The  mlor  of  the  M'jiles  is  nilverv  white  or  grayish. 
Darker  series  are  due  either  to  the  lieixiaition  of  diwt  or 
the  admixturt^  of  IjhMxl.  The  i«Ior  of  tiie  patch  will  vary 
from  a  piuki.ih  red  to  a  dark  red,  the  darker  e«lor  W'iiig 
eeen  upon  the  legs,  where  tlie  eolorof  all  lesions  is  darker 
ou  account  of  the  partial  stasis  iu  theretiini  flowof  blotwl. 
The  disease  is  always  a  dry  one,  tliere  being  abailutely 
no  discharge  feature  in  iU  course.  The  patches  are 
sharply  defined,  but  so  little  raitied  that  they  can  l>e  nearly 
all  scnitehed  away. 

Wliile  psoriasis  may  occur  anywhere  on  the  body,  and, 
ilN  we  have  ween,  may  l)econie  universal,  ita  most  frofjuent 
locations  are  the  extensor  surfaces  of  the  limbs,  elbows,  and 
knees,  or  nitlier  the  face  of  the  tibia  just  lielow  the  knee, 
anil  the  sealp.  It  may  oeenr  njion  liie  first  two  locations 
alone.  W'iieii  it  occurs  u|)on  the  scijlp  careful  examination 
will  generally  show  some  lesion  elsewhere  on  the  body,  and 
we  will  usually  find  a  little  jiattib  in  front  of  the  ears,  and 
very  often  there  will  be  a  red  scaly  line  on  the  forehead 
just  in  front  of  the  hair-line,  a  feature  that  is  as  Htriking 
anil  as  characteristic  nf  psoriiLsis  as  the  corona  veneris  is 
of  syphilis.  The  hair  ilocs  not  fill,  as  a  rule.  In  some 
eases,  however,  wc  mav  have  transient  or  permanent 
alo])eeia.  Tin*  whole  scalp  may  Iw  covered  with  a  con- 
tinuous pati-h,  or  distinct  scjdv  |«itches  may  form  as  on  the 
Ixxly.  In  any  event  the  Imrder  of  the  patch  will  l)e 
sharply  dcfiueil.      It  is  very  rare  to  find  psoriasis  on  tJie 

jniuoou.'^  membrane  of  the  raouth.  M.  Opjwnheini  '  has 
seen  one  irase  developing  there  in  connection  with  markiil 
[Moriasis  of  the  rest  of  the  ImmIv.  It  apjR'arefl  iu  the  torni 
nf  bluLsb-wliite,  sharply  defined,  oval,  ruiwKl  patdies  of

In  old,  iuvctcrate  cjtse.s  there  may  be  considerable  tLiek- 
en'infr  of  the  skin,  a  feature  that  is  usiiidly  wanting,  ami 
liMPiires  may  form  nixmt  tlic  joints  that  may  l)e  painfiil  iiml 
bltH-d.  This  may  aim*  oeciir  on  tJie  scrotmn,  or  on  ihe 
trnnk  where  the  wkio  i.s  in  fulds.

There  is  no  con-titiilionjil  ilii^liirliani'e  in  this  dlseiiwe, 
the  patients  iisnallv  U'lni;  in  as  ^ihk]  lir-alth  as  llie  iiiaiorily 
of  mankimb  Somelimes  they  have  pains  in  the  joints 
that  are  regarded  as  rheumatic  1)V  snnie,  and  a*  nciintlie 
by  others.  Itehin^r  is  very  ofl<rn  an  annoying  symptom. 
Si>metimes  it  is  entirely  wanting. 
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The  pi>ur*  of  die  dUen^  is  variiihle.  Alihoiifrh  ii  m 
alu-ays  cbnraic,  it  prei^iils  at  tiints  aeute  sviiijit'>in?. 
Relapses  are  ihc  rule,  to  whioli  tlieiv  are  lew  cxoefiUaiB. 
In  somecaaes  tbe  akin  vrill  bo  eatirvly  free  fntm  all  tratv 
of  the  (Ibeafv  for  montlts  or  ruin?.  Id  nnjst  case<i  Aa 
ftwJom  is  oiilv  p:irti;tl ;  even  t)iuu):li  the  [utiieul  thinks  Iw 
is  clean,  s-inie  link-  s|>ot  will  iM'dLsivtvertible.  The  dura- 
tiunofeaeli  puleli  is  also  variable.  It  may  disappear  in  a 
fi'W  Weeks  or  ivinain  for  mnntli'^  Most  cnst-a  art'  better 
in  summer,  to  become  wor-e in  winter.  When  the  |iaU-lus 
disappear,  they  do  ?o  e»nipletily,  th.  otffii  u  slifih  t  nnioiiut  nf 
idling  may  be  present  toraslion  time.  LedtTiuiui'  han 
seen  Ienco<)erum  follow  tlie  disuppt^iniaoe  of  the  lesions, 
lu  a  few  very  rare  cases  a  chronic  psjriatic  pcilch  lias 
becorae  papillomatous  and  tlien  cpitlicliouiatoii;;. 

EriOLonY.  Various  theories  have  bcn-n  advau('e<l  in 
the  etiology  of  psoriasis,  and  »)nie  facts-  liave  boen  c&tab> 
lisbed  by  our  study.  AVe  know  that  the  discos  is  hrrwl- 
itary  in  a  number  of  cases.  Greemnigh  *  founil  the  pfo- 
portiou  as  high  as  one-third.  It  nuiy  occur  at  any  agr. 
Kaposi  has  reported  a  case  at  eight  uiuutlis  of  age,  and 
Riehl*  one  at  diirty-ei^t  days.  Whitfield  ha«  had  one 
ease  tlirec  weeks  old.  It  usually  is  a  dieea.-^  of  early 
adult  life,  making  its  first  nppcanincc  before  the  thirtietb 
year.  A  primary  attaiJ;  is  rare  ailer  the  tit^ieth  y«»r. 
It  affects  both  sexes  and  all  ounditioiis  of  life  Tboo 
things  we  know. 

While  the  majority  of  patients  seera  to  be  in  the  best 
of  hwiltli,  some  are  rheumatic  tir  gouty.  In  s«ime  casw 
there  will  Ix'  an  uuusiud  amount  of  indican  in  the  urine. 
A  lowered  condition  of  the  general  health  seems,  io  i^iiaie 
cases,  to  favor  im  outbreak  either  of  a  primary  attack  or  of 
a  relajise.  Thus  it  is  no  uncommon  thing  to  see  the  ilii'ra.'ie 
in  women  gniW  wor^  during  pr^^ianej-  i>r  lactuti'in. 
Malas'^imilatidiuir  digestive  disorders  also  seem  toagj^n^

the  disease,  while  Gnwi^fs'  re]xirLs  ejisoa  proihiced  by  the 
ingestion  of  b<inix  us  a  niedieitie.  Hvde  is  inelined  to 
iK'lieve  tliat  !is  the  disease  iieeurs  most  upon  coverwi  parts, 
deprivatiou  of  the  skin  from  L-onlaet  with  the  sun's  rays, 
may  be  one  cause  of  it.  Pohitebnofl'^  has  written  an 
ehiboRite  thesis  t«»  show  that  the  disease  ls  a  vasomotor 
ueiirosis,  affirming  tliat  in  a  majority  of  ataes  there  will 
Ik?  tound  evidenees  of  either  trophic  or  vasomotor  disuirl>- 
aiiei's,  or  a  history  of  more  ur  less  profoumi  nervous 
troubles  either  in  the  patient  or  his  liimily.  A  number 
of  ejises  followiuji  fright  or  nervc-slioek  have  Ix-eti  re- 
ported. In  the  MefU'fJiilii: /.  Derin.u.  Sifjjh.  for  1878, 
Lfing  brought  out  his  pjiru.sitie  theory,  and  in  No.  2il8of 
^'(jlkniann's  •^amm/unt/  kliii.  i'vrtn'ii/i-  tlie  tliexis  is  fnriher 
elaborated,  the  fungus  being  represented  by  illustrations. 
He  luis  found  S(mie  support  fn^ra  other  ohservi'rs,  but  tlic 
par.Lsite  he  descrilK^I  has  not  been  accepted  as  the  cauw  t>f 
the  disease.  Destot  produced  tlie  disease  in  a  man  by 
inserting  a  piew  of  psoriatic  skin  into  a  freshly  searilied 
place.  This  was  followed  by  ao  eruption  of  psoriasis 
which  ran  the  usual  ccurtie  witli  four  relapses  in  two  yeaifn." 
Crocker  aeeejJts  tlie  panisitio  theory,  and  accounts  for  tlie 
wide  distributittn  of  the  dise;i.-sc  by  a-ssiimiug  that  the 
parasite  gains  entrance  into  the  blootl  from  the  jxiint  itf 
inoculation,  and  through  tlie  cireulatiou  nffcets  tlie  geuenil 
skin. 

It  13  a  well-known  fact  that  an  injurj-  to  the  skin  of  a 
pHjrialic,  such  as  a  pin-serati^^h,  will  determine  tile  loca- 
tion of  a  pnt*.:h  of  psi.masis. 

pATlKJi-otiY.  Pathologist*  by  no  means  agree  in  their 
teachings  as  to  tlie  histology  of  psoriasis.  By  some  it  is 
regaixled  as  inHamniatory,  while  others  iK'lieve  it  to  be  a 
keratolysis,  or  an  anomaly  of  coruiticHtiun  in  which  an

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imperfect  oomeoiis  layer  is  formed.  S*ime  teach  tluit  tlie 
process  begins  in  tlie  rete,  anil  tlic  oliiiuges  in  tlie  corium 
are  eecoDtiary ;  while  otheri*  ImlJ  the  reverse  view.  Laiig 
names  his  ptinwitc  '■pidcniiidophi/fon,  ami  liifcrilx^s  it  as 
composetl  of  mycelia  aud  spures,  eitlior  disseminated  ur  in 
gron]>.s,  which  are  so  delicate  as  to  be  seen  ouly  with  very 
high  powers. 

Histoli  "gically  there  appears  to  be  a  hy|>erplasia  of  ilm 
rete,  except  diivetly  over  the  ]>aiiillit,  whicli  latter  an' 
culargc"!  and  more  vaseuhir  than  iinrmal.  The  epi- 
dermis seems  compnuetl  of  only  two  layers,  the  ihiekericd 
rete,  and  tlie  parakeratutic  (smiwius  layer,  the  laniellnled 
IfMwly  eiihereiit  strata  of  which  still  retiiiii  their  nm-li-i. 
Theii.'are  m>ii)iis  ci'lJiilnr  infiltrations  in  the  npjHT  iiirium, 
esjH'ciallv  almiit  the  hair  tiiUieles,  seliact.iiua  j^hiudH  and 
enlarged  b I otnl vessel s, 

I)iA(i.\(«l«.  A  typical  case  of  psoriasis  prcsnitirifj 
mmid  or  oval,  variously  sized,  plnkish-rtil,  dry  piitcli<-s 
covered  with  thick  silviTv-wJiit*.-  fieales,  scalt^Tcd  iiiorei>r 
lej*5  gencrsdly  over  the  l>mly,  hut  showing  a  marked 
prefertmce  for  the  extensor  snrfaws  of  the  extremi- 
ties, and  especially  of  tlie  ellniws  aud  knees  's  niid- 
ily  I'eeogni/.ed.  In  some  less  typitsd  e-asiw  it  needs  to 
he  diffci'enliated  frimi  syphilis,  wwinn,  ctermatilis  ex- 
foliativa, lichen  niber,  and  lielicu  planus,  scUirrhoeal 
dermatitis,  and  possibly  from  Inpiis  erytheniatosu.'f,  Fnim 
the  jKipulo-Hifiamnus  ftt/pkiUdi-  of  the  secoiidarj-  stage  of 
the  disease  it  differs  by  showing  prcfurenee  for  ihc  ex- 
tensor surfai^'s  of  tlie  HmVis  and  tlie  [msterior  snrliitv  of 
the  trunk,  though  there  are  many  exceptions  to  this  rule. 
The  syphilide  is  not  so  scaly ;  its  red  is  darker,  more 
raw-ham-erjloretl ;  the  lesions  are  more  infiltrated,  giving 
a  more  shottv  fivling  to  the  finger;  1  hey  do  not  ilch  ; 
they  run  a  more  acute  course,  and  aiv  of  more  uniforni 
size,  never  exhibiting  the  pat<;hy  eliuraclcr  of  psoriasis. 
It  is  usually  easy  to  establish  the  presence  of  otJier  maiii- 
fe.stiitions  of  syphilis,  such  as  sore  throat,  puius  iu  tli« 
btiues,  fall  of  the  hair,  uud  pcrhajis  the  remuins  uf  the 
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initial  losinn.  Tlie  late  s«i1y  syphilidc  is  Dever  general ; 
is  iinsymmetricjLl,  iisuallv  ciniHifitiiif!;  of  one  cn"  two  gruiips 
of  lesions  that  show  tm  teiideary  to  (iffeet  the  ellfuvs  and 
knecij.  Tlie  lesions  are  more  rai,stnl  and  prone  to  leave 
scars.  There  will  also  be  the  history  of  past  syphilides 
to  guide  ns,  and  an  absence  of  iIiom!  relapses  so  conimoD 
and  eliamcteristic  of  psorla.-iis. 

Eczana  squamoMim  is  far  more  pruritic  than  psoriasis 
usually  is;  the  jiateli  is  more  iuliltriited  ;  the  sealing  is 
lew,  tiie  scales  being  thinner  ;  exudation  can  be  readily 
induced  ;  and  a  history  of  moisture  at  some  time  will  fie 
found.  The  patch  of  eezema  is  generally  less  sharply 
defined,  and  is  more  a])t  to  shade  off  into  the  surrounding 
skin.  If  the  scales  of  a  psoriatic  jNitch  are  remove".!,  a 
delicate  membiiine  is  letl  showing  red  dot-s — the  tops  of 
the  bloodvessel  slings  iu  the  papillie  ;  if  the  same  thing 
is  done  in  eczema,  a  dJiJchai^ing  surface  will  be  leH, 

It  is  quite  impnnsilile  to  ditt'orentiato  a  true  c;uie  of  rlrr- 
matilU  p.iifoliatha  at  first  wight  from  one  of  general  pso- 
riasis. If  it  does  Jirise  fnim  psori:L?is,  there  will  lie  a 
history  of  ita  grsidual  spread  from  topicid  lesions,  (piite 
diHiTcnt  fmm  what,  obtjiiiis  in  true  ilernuititis  exfolijiliva, 
which  is  mon^  rapid  iu  its  evolution.  Psoriasis  is  rarely 
80  aUsfilutely  universal  as  is  dermatitis  exibliativTi.  W'ateli- 
ing  the  ease  for  a  time  will  establish  the  diagnosis.  If 
p^iriasis  is  the  malady,  it  will  declare  itself  arter  a  time 
by  the  ditfuM-d  redness  clearing  np  and  typical  j>soriatic 
palirhes  showing  themselves.

When  the 
diseasj.'  iH'eiimes  genciid  wi'  will  have  the  history  of  these 
lesions,  aud  the  skin  will  lie  mure  thickened  and  rugose. 

IJchcn  jilanUK  occurs  liy  prefl^i-ence  on  the  flexor  rather 
ihati  till'  cxtetisiir  as]X'cts  of  (lie  litnbs,  atnl  in  the  fiirm  of 
flat,  shilling,  angular,  sniodih  papules,  ratiier  than  of 
minid,  frtidy  scidy  ones.  The  color  of  ils  patches  is  vio- 
laceous aud  not  bright  red.     If  it  beeomea  universal,  it 
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does  mi  evidently  by  tlie  P|>riiiging  up  of  new  small  lesinn^ 

Iwtween  tin;  old  iiueti,  itoii  uot  hy  tlie  periplienil  gpiwili 
and  tKMdfScent*  of  those  already  txi^ting.  The  tliirktu- 
ing  iif  tile  skill  is  aL-«  much  greater  tlian  in  piuiriiuiiis. 

In  the  di:igu(t!<is  i'rom  svlorrhxal  dcnnatit'iJt  Unna  lays 
great  Etrtss  upon  four  points :  1.  SeborrIi<eal  tlcnualitis 
Kpreiids  from  alxive  downward,  mostly  in  the  middle  lin* 
iif  the  Ixidy,  and  its  lesions  are  quite  stationarj-  in  oliur- 
acter;  while  psoriasis  lK-fjiuj<  on  the  elbows  and  knee?, 
and  more  si)eedily  affects  the  whole  l«xly.  2.  Tlieiv  i* 
afways  a  history  fif  a  f^clTOrrhiwil  ofiectii>u  of  the  scsiip 
in  ni;l)orrhi«d  dermatitis.  ;{.  The  si-ales  of  wljorrliaid 
deniuititis  are  fatty  and  enimbling,  and  the  [uttehes  are 
yellowish  ;  in  psiiriasia  the  s«dos  are  white  and  friable, 
not  greasv,  and  the  patehes  are  bright  red.  4.  Tiii' 
pi'imenossof  the  patelieis  of  acborrhceal  drroiutitis  to  fi^mi 
Itow-shapeil  figun-T*,  or  rings  more  or  less  broken.  Psori- 
asis may  Iks  einiiiatc,  but  the  margins  of  the  figures 
arc  not  en  iwrrow  and  uot  follicular  aa  they  miiy  Ik' 
in  (wborrhieid  dermatitis 

Treatment.  Though  external  trwitment  alone  will 
often  remove  tlie  evidcnts's  of  psoriasis  upon  tlie  skin, 
piiidneiug  a  cure  of  tlie  disease — if  that  may  be  sjiid  of 
a  disease  Uiat  is  almost  sure  to  relapse — we  genendly  eim 
procure  more  prompt  reaidts  l»y  a  eunibiuatiou  of  intcrual 
and  external  remwiies.  The  first  iuf|uiry  in  all  casl■^ 
shoul'l  be  made  as  to  tiie  gi'nend  condition  of  tlie  {latit-nt, 
and  we  should  endeavor  to  estiiMisli  in  him  as  perfcet  » 
state  of  health  us  is  possible.  A  restricted  diet  certainly 
does  have  a  goml  deal  of  infinenee  in  amsing  un  amelio- 
ration of  tlie  disease,  and  most  authorities  forbid  the  u* 
of  refl  meats.  No  hard-and-fiist  lines  etin  be  set  in  lliis 
renpect.  In  the  service  of  Prof.  George  Henry  Kox,  who 
is  u  strong  advoraite  of  dieting  iu  skiu  diseases,  I  Imvo 
wen  some  jiatients  improve  under  a  strictly  vegetable  dii-t, 
aud  others  do  e<jually  well  on  a  dietary  eoni|Mise<t  liirKcly 
of  milk  and  animal  f'""!.  A  stout,  evidently  overfiti, 
plethoric  patient  will  be  beuefied  by  cutting  oil'  all,  or 
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noarij  all,  moat.  In  tliis  cliiss  of  patients  it  is  a  good 
plan  tfl  insist  upon  a  milk  diet  t'ur  a  ll'W  days.  An  an- 
semic,  underfed  ]>utient  will,  on  tlie  other  hand,  improve 
under  a  more  liljeral  dietan'.  AleoholiiB,  and  especially 
malt  litiuofs,  should  lie  interdicteil  in  all  eases,  as  well  as 
rich  gravies  aiid  higldy  spic'ed  foods. 

Besides  the.si'  general  measures  we  have  a  Dumber  of 
drugs  tliat  have  giiiuiil  a  more  or  less  well-earned  ri'puta- 
tion  as  remedies  for  psoriasis,  though  it  must  be  eoufesscd 
that  they  are  more  or  less  empirical  remedies. 

Ai-Hfim  would  be  uanusl,  without  ilnuUf,  by  most  gen- 
emi  priK'titiouers  u.s  llie  remedy  for  psoriasis.  It  doi«  do 
in  thiR  disease,  hut  at  the  same  time  it  is  not  to  be 
eimsideredas  a  true  sjiet^ifie.  lu  acute  (««:s  itag^ravak's 
the  di->e:L-<e  and  should  never  be  given.  In  ehnmie  eases 
that  have  jinive*!  very  stiiblwrn  It  may  lie  trie<l,  and  some- 
tiuKvs  it  will  produoe  a  sjwedy  eure.  When  the  disease 
l>egins  to  disa()pear,  it  will  hjuslcu  it«  dinap  pea  ranee.  The 
vast  majority  of  cases  will  do  quite  as  well  without  it.  It 
luay  Ik-  given  in  the  form  of  Fowlei-'s  Kihitlon  with  or 
wiihout  the  wine  of  iron,  and  administered  in  wat«r  three 
times  a  tlay  at\er  meals.  The  initial  dose  for  an  adult 
should  be  about  *J  drops,  and  the  amount  sliouhl  be  grad- 
ually increased  until  the  limit  of  l'>Ieration  is  reached. 
Crocker  thinks  that  the  eftieieuey  of  this  form  of  arseuio 
is  enhanced  by  the  addition  of  i  a  drachm  of  the  tincture 
of  lupnlus  to  each  dose.  The  Asiatie  pill  is  the  favorite 
motieof  using  arsenic  in  Vienna.

Ilypmlcriiiie 
iujcctions  of  arseniti  or  the  wieiKiyhit«  of  AHliuni  ha^"c 
bwii  employe!  wit!i  success,  bnt  it  wonhl  be  tiani  In 
induee  an  Amcrii'an  jv.itient  to  eiuhirc  this  metliml.  St*"!- 
wjigou  report.s  rn-jriL-iiiiiial  snwosa  from  using  in  this  way 
sterilizerl  Fowler's  solution  with  \  grain  of  cjirlxilic  acid 
to  5  minims  of  Fowler'n  sohition.  He  iR-gin.-  with  3 
minims  of  the  mixture  diluk''!  with  4  or  o  part;*  of  water, 
onct!  a  day.  Tlie  admiiiistmtion  of  tlu^  '^fg  must  be 
persisted  in  ibr  a  long  time,  and  it  may  pnivc  cun>ti\-e 
by  it^wlf.

AlkaUfM  that  act  sis  diuretics  are  often  verj-  helpful, 
(jnito  apart  fntm  any  indication  for  their  use  on  nooount 
of  gout  or  rheumatism.  A  beginning  psi)riasis,  or  even  n 
ea,-*e  of  some  duration,  will  be  favmahly  iiiHncnccd  by  the 
iul ministration  of  tlie  acetate  or  citmte  of  jHilassinm  in 
ir)-j:;rain  doses  befi.ire  nicids,  well  diluted,  and  followiti  by 
drinking  1  a  glass  of  watJT.  The  nndoiibt<ii  cffifjicv  of 
large  doses  of  the  iiHtidc  of  |MitiiHsinm.  as  reeonimi'iKlcd 
by  ILislund,'  may  dc|Rnid,  in  jwirt  at  leasl,  upon  its*  diu- 
retic action.  lie  gives  the  wilt  in  iucreaaing  doaea,  so  that 
as  much  as  fiOO  grains  have  been  administi'reil  1<)  one 
patient  during  the  day.  Wljen  assi.stjint  physician  Ui  tlic 
New  York  Skill  and  Cancer  Hospital,  in  Dr.  (i.  il.  Fou'm 
division,  I  trieil  Haslnnd's  plan  In  several  oiniep.  They 
certainly  were  greatly  benefiteil.  The  objcitiona  to  this 
method  are  the  expense  of  the  drug  anil  the  danger  of  tlip 
HudilL-n  prodnitioii  of  ]ioisoning,  shown  by  |>alj»tuti(>n  iif 
iViertfitjohr.  f.  Denn.u.  Syph.,  1887,  xtv.,*!?. 
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\ip.  lieart,  sevpre  lipadadii,',  nn(i  fuintnoxs,  neccesitjiling 
cither  the  keeping  of  the  pjitieiit  in  a.  hoypitjil  or  luitler 
the  wmstaiit  iittentLiiK'e  ot'  ii  piivi^iciaii. 

Tiirprnfim  nil  iri  highly  hjiii mended  by  Orooker  as  fol- 
lows: It  miiy  lie  given  in  ("dpsulf,  or,  preferably,  as  nn 
etuiilsion  rubbed  np  with  niueiltigeof  iicjieia.  The  initial 
dose  in  10  minima  tlirti;  times  :i  (lav  atttT  ini'iils.  It  may 
be  increiused  by  ■")  or  10  minims  ut  a  dose  until  the  patient, 
if  tolerant  of  it-,  is  taking  30  minims  tliree  times  a  day. 
Barley-water  must  lie  freely  drunk  during  the  day  to 
prevent  any  bad  efllft  im  the  kidnevs,  and  the  lust  doi* 
of  the  turiK'ntine  should  be  takt'n  not  later  than  mx  or 
seven  o'elnck  in  tlic  evening.  DvsjH'pHia  aud  irritability 
of  the  urinary  organs  eontraindicjite  its  use.  The  same 
authority  advoeat^'s  the  use  of  fiiiirijhte  nf  noilii  in  ITj- 
fjniin  doses  three  times  a  day  after  mmls,  or  tKiUcin  in 
diwage  of  16  graiuH  three  times  a  ilay,  increased  to  20 
gmins.

Chrifxiirulilii,  by  the  mouth,  ^  of  a  grain  in  sugar  of 
milk  thrw  times  a  day,  and  increased  to  1  or  2  grains  at 
a  dose,  acts  well  in  some  cjiscs,  but  is  very  iipt  lo  cause  H.t 
much  naiLseaaiid  vomiting  astocomiH'l  ilsili.-i.-ontiTiiiimcc. 
(itrbo/ir  wid  in  drop  doses  t,  i,  d.  after  meals,  gnuiiiallv 
increased,  eerLiiidy  is  helpftd  in  some  ea-ses.  It  may  be 
exhibit**!  in  glycerin  and  [leppermint  water  and  Js  well 
Idipne.  It  inav  be  given  up  to  20  gniins  a  day.  It  can 
not  l>e  given  ti>  those  who  have  any  renal  disease, 

Piilolelinofr,  believing  the  disea.«e  to  be  a  neurosis,  ad- 
vocates the  use  ol'  liruniirli:  iif  jKAmntinin    aiirl  of  ciyaf. 

As  most  {latientri  are  worse  in  winter  than  they  are  in 
summer,  when  the  skin  Is  nmre  moist  from  active  pei-spi- 
nition,  a  residence  in  a  mil<l  eliinate  might  well  be  i/om- 
mended  to  a  chronic  |isoriiilie. 

Kdei-iml  irciitment.     Iklbre  making  any  application  to 
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tlie  psoriatii^  skin  tlie  sfiik'.s  niii.st  Ih.'  reinitvtil  by  bathing 
with  stmp  ami  waUT,  or  Uy  warm  alkaline  halbs.  Siime- 
timert  Iwihiu;^  ilillnweii  hy  iiniiiL'tioD.'s  of  ilie  skin  with 
simple  oil,  or  vaselint',  i-ornhiiitil  with  attcutiua  lo  diet, 
will  produL'L'  a  curt;.  These  uicusurt^  slioiihl  be  tritx]  firrt 
in  all  beginning  cases.  In  some  caj^es  tliert;  will  he 
well-iiiarked  eczematiiiis  cimditioQs,  Tbeu  we  niurt  use 
remoilies  applicjible  to  tlmt  ilisea«o.  (lenoniUv  we  miisi 
resort  U>  more  stimulating  remedies.  The  niosl  nsettil 
and  most  promptly  fURitive  external  remedy  is  ehiyxarofrin 
(chrysopbaiiie  aeid).  Tlie  iilijeetions  to  it  are  it*  tt-ndenej- 
to  prodnee  an  acnte  dermatitis  and  its  permsuient  Htainini; 
of  even'tliing  with  wbicli  it  come.s  in  contart.  These 
liupleai^ant  effects  may  Iw  in  jtart  overcome  hy  eiinibining 
the  drug  with  fiexible  collodion  or  tranmatiein,  but  only 
in  part.  The  ilemiatitis  is  alwaVH  most  marked  npun 
tliose  parts  in  wliidi  tbrro  is  laxitv  of  the  skin,  ami  if  it 
is  usetl  on  the  face  it  is  prone  to  produce  great  swelling 
about  the  eyes.  Care  must  be  tnken  not  to  get  it  in  tiie 
eyes,  as  it  causes  violent  oonjimetivitis.  These  effects 
should  make  us  very  cautious  about  using  it  (»n  tlic  sttulp, 
!iud  prevent  itti  use  on  tlic  face. 

The  most  active  form  in  which  Ui  use  the  <lriig  is  in  oii 
ointment,  as  of  lard,  lanolin,  or  vaseline,  tielaiilhimi, 
and  plasment  are  excipieut^  that  have  tlie  merit  of  not 
being  greiisy,  and  of  being  readily  and  entirely  wmoved 
by  means  of  water.  Flexible  culiodion  and  traunuiticin 
(liijuid  gntta-percha)  are  good  excipieut,i,  Tlic  ilnig  may 
be  rubbed  up  with  water  into  a  paste  and  upplii^  to  thf 
s])ots  and  tlicn  covered  with  a  piece  of  oxide  of  «in« 
plaster.  This  is  a  neat  way  <if  using  it  where  there 
are  but  few  (witches. 

The  stn-ngtli  of  chrysarobin  should  notexeeed  1  dniehm 
to  the  onnre,  sm  a  rule ;  though  in  exceptii^nal  cases  it 
may  be  used  in  gresiter  strength.  Ite  activity  is  iDereased 
by  the  addition  of  salicylic  aeid  (.1  jx-r  ei'nt.),  and  then  il 
is  best  to  use'  it  in  a  lower  penx-ntiige.  even  .1  jx-r  iint.

It 
is  still  a  reliable  riMiiedy,  but  it  eaiinot  be  used  over 
tlie  whole  iKidy  in  a  gi-iienil  psoriasis  on  aeeouut  of  the 
danger  of  iibsorption  of  the  mereury.  It  is  the  plea,sant- 
est  and  pnmipte.st  applinition  to  the  scalp  and  fact',  and 
ean  be  used  there  while  ehrysarobiu  is  used  on  the  re.st 
of  tlic  b"xly.

(•tillai-idoplii-iione  in  5  to  U)  per  eent.  slrenf;th  an  an 
ointment  or  diAwlved  in  collodion  may  be  triefl,  but  is  not 
a,s  iT'xxl  as  ehrvsarobin. 

Smie  patients  have  foniid  benefit  from  the  use  of 
iialni'al  mineral  walei-s  at  spas.  It  is  |K)ssible  tliiit  mueh 
(if  the  Ix'nefit  so  o!itaine<l  is  from  tjie  pnilongHJ  and 
regulated  hathing.  Wearing  rubber  elothinjr  nest  the 
skin,  or  with  a  line  pieee  of  muslin  between  tlie  nihlier 
and  the  skin  to  avoid  the  priHlni'tion  of  eca'ma  b_v  the 
rnblHT,  will  soften  and  remove  the  scales,  and  hasten  the 
disapjH-a ranee  of  the  piitehcs. 

Tiic  lii'ml'jeit  rai/M  are  useful  to  remove  chronic 
obHtinalc  patches.  It  is  reeimiinended  tt»  use  a  mod- 
erati'ly  soft  tube  with  fei'ble  liglil,  to  |)Iaee  the  (latient 
at  from  eifrbt  to  tiiU-eu  inches  IVom  the  target,  and  to 
expose  him  for  three  to  six  minutes,  twice  a  week,  fur 
ten  days  or  two  weeks,  and  then  mispeml  trejitinent, 
The  lesions  disapf)ear  in  from  three  to  six  weeks,  Hyde 
and  Montfjtimery  retwramend  vuri-t>aili«  daily  or  eeveml 
times  a  week. 

In  psoriasis  of  the  vail»  a  2  or  ^  per  eent,  ointment  of 
sitlicylic  acid,  jnished  beneath  the  nuil  as  fur  as  [)ossible, 
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is  a.  reliable  remeily.    The  naik  may  be  »iTa[KtI  Uiin  aiwl 
the  fiugcr  euds  wrapped  up  in  the  same  ciiutmi;iit. 

Prognosis.  A  cure  of  pai>rta&i:i  may  Ik-  pn>uiL-«:i| 
witli  a  I'iiir  ilej^ree  of  certainty  S"3  far  as  the  rcnioval  of 
till'  eruption  tlieii  out  is  conremeil ;  but  do  promise  i»d 
bemadtithat  the  disease  will  not  relapse.  In  this  respect 
psoriasis  resembles  rheumatism  mid  g>)ut.  While  di'kI 
relapses  are  readily  rcmovi'd  in  the  murse  of  a  few  wc^-k.^ 
iu  H.)me  oases  one  or  more  patiiheu  will  W'  reiiiarkablv 
obstinate, 

Fsorospeimosis  Polliculaxia  Cutis.  St-e  Xcrutosi^  iblli- 
cularis. 

Pterygimn  is  simply  an  overpn)wth  of  the  iiomiiil  nail- 
folii  at  the  proximal  end  of  tlie  uail,  si^  tliat  it  oovers  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent  the  Imiulii.

Purpura.  Synonyms;  Hiemorrliipa  [tetccliialiH;  ((rtr.) 
Blutrti-ckLiikrunklieit, 

SyMHTiiMS.  By  this  term  is  meant  a  hemorrhage  into 
the  skin  whieh  L-  Uot  causetl  by  direct  trmmatism.  It  is 
always  readily  ro-ognized  by  the  re*l,  purple,  or  bliii- 
hlai^k  color  of  its  h'^ions.  whirh  eauuot  be  made  to  ilih- 
apl>ear  by  pri'ssure.  The  heiunnhagi-  may  take  plaw 
into  any  part  of  the  skin  ;  into  the  sulieuianeous  tissues ; 
or  into  iiuy  of  the  glandular  a|>)taratus  of  the  skin.  It 
iKii'urs  with  puddenness,  and  prixluees  variou^^lv  sia^i 
h^ions  to  whieh  ii'rtain  names  have  Ixfu  appiieil,  WHun 
they  arc  sruiill,  frimi  pin-jioint  size  to  |>erha{H  an  ineh  in 
diameter,  they  are  ealle<l  f/rlrchur.  When  otTeurring  in 
the  form  of  more  or  less  lonjr  streaks  they  are  ciillr<l 
rUticfs,  Large  bruise-like  lesions  with  more  or  less 
swelling  are  vrhjimoKi-H,  I)1o<m1  tuniora  of  all  si»-s  ate 
fmhymonMln  or  ho-mal<imata.  The  eolor  of  ail  purpuric 
lesions  depends  uiwn  their  age.  When  first  fornietl  tJicy 
are  bright  red,  ilaret,  or  purple.  liefitre  disappcaritiff 
they  ]Kis^  through  various  r^lmdei*  of  color  siieh  us  at« 
wen  after  an  ordinari'  bniiw,  Ix-eoniing  blue  black,  grii'ii- 
ish  blaek,  or  brownish.     These  ehimges  are  due  b>  tfai! 
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lunt  absoiTition  of  the  clfu^d  IiIikkI  odiI  the  liiematin 
(IfimsiUHl  irom  llic  IjIoik!  ijIii!)1i1i's.  Tlieiv  is  im  ilctiiiite 
time  for  conipletc  iibsorptiim  to  Utkc  plutv,  but  cvi'Dtually 
DO  tract!  is  Ifil  of  llio  previous  lifiuorrliagc. 

If  tlie  cxtrtiviisatiiiii  nf  bIncRl  takes  pluee  into  the  Iiair 
f!>lliele*,  wi'  will  hnvi'  jKipuh's  turuiwl.  If  bftwti'ii  tliu 
laycra  i>f  tin;  epiik'rmi^i,  lieniorrhafric  luilla;  may  rt-sult, 
HemorrhiigL.'  iiitjt  swciit  trhiiuls  will  givi-  nwe  to  hamiiiti- 
flnisiit.  Art  coniplifjitioiis  of  other  ilerruatoses  iu'iiior- 
rhiige  may  neeiir,  -.in  in  iirtimriii,  pemphigus,  ami  eruptive 
(evfrs,  but  tlit^e  i^hriuhl  not  he  eh'vatcJ  iuto  .sjK'eiiil 
varieties  of  purpura. 

There  are  (ivo  varieties  of  purpura,  namely,  purpura 
simplex,  purpura  wnilis,  |(ni']>ura  InenmrrJiagiea,  pin-pura 
rheuraatiea  anil  Ileuoi'h's  purjiur.i.  It  is  eouveuient  lor 
uji  to  preserve  tlie,-e  varieties  for  a.  time,  tliougii  the 
results  of  the  ialfst  studies  seem  to  indiwite  that  tlio 
tliird  variety  is  but  a  more  develojied  fi)rm  of  the 
first,  nises  of  simple  purpura  having  been  seen  to  run 
into  llie  bemorrliu-iie  form.  Bv  (.'rocker  and  others  tlie 
third  variety  is  reg:irded  as  a  form  of  erythema  esudali- 
vum.  It,  Um,  has  iKt'ii  seen  to  run  into  the  hemorrhagic 
fiirm. 

J'urpnra  xSimplex  is  the  most  common  variety,  and 
usually  takes  the  fonu  of  pelt'eliiic,  tlie  lesiuu*  beiiif; 
r<iund  or  oval,  or  irrefjular  in  sha|)e,  or  even  eireinate. 
Duhring  desorilws  a  case  of  tlic  eireinate  form,  as  does 
Stelwag<ai.'  Tiie  hsions  ap]X'ar suildenly, gencndly  with- 
out nnl<-ei.ilent  symptoius,  and  often  at  uifilit,  Like 
other  viirietii-s  of  purpura,  ihe  lower  extremities  are  the 
tDDst  ctmiinon  wat  of  liie  eruption,  esj)e(.'ially  their  flexor 
upeots,  hut  uny  part  of  the  skin  may  be  attacked,  ns  also 
the  mucous  membrani's,  C'roeker  affirms  that  in  diildri'n 
the  lesions  appear  lirst  upou  the  tieek  and  upper  pari  of 
the  back.  The  lesions  appe;H'  iu  erops,  and  most  often 
are  symmetrical-  There  may  be  but  a  tiiugle  outbreak, 
aud  the  whole  disease  may  be  at  au  end  in  a  week  or  two.

Purpura  FidminniiJt  is  tlie  name  applied  U\  tho^'  very 
grave  oases  of  purpura  in  whieh  tlie  patient  dies  in  a 
short  time.  It  Ls  a  form  of  purpnra  hiemorrhagitsi.  It 
niay  affect  several  mendR'rs  of  tlie  Siimc  familv,  which 
suggests  its  inl'cvtious  nature.     It  lias  fcillowcil  srarliitina. 

Purpura  Hlieiimuiica.  This  is  alxi  eaUe<l  jJc/iWd  Wicu- 
maftca.  It  resembles  jiurpuni  simplex  in  every  way, 
exeeptiug  that  the  nulhreak  of  the  eruption  Is  preeeded  or 
followed  bv  pain  in  tlie  joinL'^  aeeimijianiRl  hv  swelliTig, 
the  malaise  is  more  niarktil,  and  there  is  often  rise  of  tem- 
perature. The  eruption  is  frequently  most  abuntlaut  alxiut 
tlic  joints.  The  acute  symptoms  subside  in  two  or  three 
days,  but  relapses  are  frequent.  True  rheumatism  may 
be  present  at  the  same  time.  Valvular  heart  lesions  have 
l>een  reported  to  occur  after  this  variety  of  purpura,  even 
without  rheumatism.  Rarely  this  variety  may  pass  over 
into  the  hemorrhagic  form. 

Henoch'n  /^(r/xico, according  to  Osier,  "is seen  chiefly 

children,  and  is  eliiinieteriztHl  by  relajwes  or  rei-ur-

mav  lie  present  and  recur  fur  months  before  the  true 
nature  of  the  trouble  becomes  manifest.  The  prognosis 
is,  as  a  rule,  good,"

Pnstnla  Maligna.  Synonyum :  .\iitlimx ;  Miiligniiut 
pufitiile  ;  (^Fr. )  CliarboD. 

This  is  a  disea-se  of  cattle,  sheep,  ami  horses,  in  whieh 
it  iri  aillo<l  splenie  fever,  anil  is  due  to  local  iuoculalicin 
with  tlie  Kieillus  anthrax,  often  through  the  ageuev  of 
flies.  If  the  baeilliis  gains  aeees;  1<(  the  internal  i)rgaiiiHin, 
it  pnxlui'es  a  rapidlv  latal  general  disease  with  uo  i^kili 
lesion.  In  the  human  the  exposed  parts — fan',  liaii<Ls 
and  nwk — arc  the  mo^^t  freijiieut  sitej^of  tlie<li»e)i«>.  lu

There  are  marked  involveiuent  of  the  lym- 
phatics and  enlai^'uieut  of  the  neiglilxiriug  glan<b,  that 
may  suppurate.  In  favorable  eases  the  slough  scparaliS 
and  healing  by  granulatiou  takeij  place.  In  fatal  casM 
the  g-angrenous  pro«;ss  extend.--  nipidly,  symptoms  oftie[>- 
ti<'  infection  de(,lare  themselves,  and  the  jvatieut  (iuceonilis 
to  the  disea*  iu  from  two  to  eight  days.  In  all  vasi» 
liiere  is  more  or  less  couFititutional  disturbance. 

DiAGsrisis.  The  diagnosis  f>f  malignant  pustule  is 
made  mainly  by  the  rapidity  with  wliieh  the  diseai^.-  de- 
velops; the  prcrsenee  of  the  gjiugrenons  palrh  with  llie 
hanl  induratwt  ti.'^iies  about  it;  anil  the  severity  of  the 
eoui^titulional  symptoms.  Tlie  finding  of  the  bneillus  will 
vcriiy  the  diagnosis. 

Treatment.     The  total  excision  of  the diseusod  patt^h 
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meana  of  a  free  iucistoii  is  tho  most  radical  aiii]  effeo 
tuiil  treutment  fiir  the  (list'ase.  Tlie  injct'tiini  i.tf  indinc  or 
of  a  f)  jMT  wilt,  wilutiou  rf«irbijlio  acitl  iiinler  tlit'i'sirliiir 
is  a  goKl  metlir«I  of  treatment.  Tiic  hj"p"isiil|)liito  nr  wiil- 
pliite  of  s<K!a,  aud  largt-  doses  of  qiiiniue,  are  worthy  of 
trial.

HvMiTOMs,  This  is  an  exwH-dingly  rare  form  of  dis- 
lliat  was  first  d<'.s(irilieil  by  Ili'iira  and  Kaposi.  It 
Bfects  almost  exclusively  the  uoso  imd  its  mim>us  mem- 
brane, and  assumes  the  form  of  flat  or  slightly  niisetl, 
sharply  defined,  isidated  orconflufut,  very  hard,  tubulated, 
eliistie  plates,  turaoi"s,  ornodi's  wbioh  are  ]iaiiiful  on  pnrs- 
siire.  Those  lesions  are  Im-uted  in  the  skin  or  nnu-uus 
membrane  of  the  septum  of  the  nose,  or  in  the  ala;  nasi 
and  tlie  ueighborinjr  parts  of  the  njiper  lip.  They  am  be 
niisiil  from  the  underlvlng  part",  but  the  skin  is  so  Inlil- 
trated  that  it  c;in  move  only  with  the  growths.  The 
i-oliir  of  tlie  skin  may  be  normal,  or  bright  or  dark 
brownish  retl.  It  may  look  like  a  keloid  or  hy|>ertro- 
phied  sear.  The  eontiguons  skin  shows  no  abnormalities 
whatsoever.     The  epitlermis  over  the  growths  ofiten  allows

The  disea«-  Iw-frins  in  some  cjises  Id  the 
phiiryn^wil  vault.  The  epiglottis  and  lan-nx  may  be  in- 
volved in  the  pnieosti,  iind  ajihonin,  nnd  snffinvitive  orepi- 
leptie-like  iittiieks  may  ott-Lr.  There  isuo  eonsliliitionnl 
distnrhanee,  and  the  onlv  sidijwtive  svmjitoms  are  tiinse 
of  diBcouiibrt  ou  acaoiut  of  the  iutcrlereuce  willt  rDspink> 
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The  (lisoase  is  steadily  prHgrcssivc,  shows  no  ten- 
dency to  rewivery,  aud  recurs  rapidly  wlieu  the  dLsea«;il 
{urLs  are  out  away. 

Etiolojy  and  Pathology.  It  npcura  in  all  social 
f;riidcs,  and  afl'wt,-^  bolh  suxes  with  about  wjual  fixiiuoucy. 
It  THiiaily  bcj^iiw  Iwlweeii  thi;  ftflt-enlh  and  fortieth  yuirs. 
It  is  most  i'rof|uent  in  warm  oliniuti's,  and  if*  siieeially 
prevalent  in  Auntria  and  Ras,sia.  A  bacilliiH  has  l>Ltn 
found  in  the  tissues  by  Friscli  tliat  is  re^inled  ua  tlii? 
cause  nf  the  disc;i*i'.  It  is  deserilmd  as  short,  thick, 
iivoid,  ciipsulated,  in  fni' groups  and  iu  (-ells.  It  Ls  named 
bacillus  rhino.sclcnmiatis.  The  disease  is  a  granuloma, 
the  eoriuni  and  papillary  layers  Ijcing  densely  infiltrated 
with  small  wlls.  In  places  there  is  very  dense  filirona 
tissue.      There  is  lianlly  any  change  in   the  epidermis, 

DlAOStiSlS.  The  location  n|)on  the  ni}se  and  upper  lip 
alone,  the  ivory  hardness  nf  the  growtlis,  and  their  pro- 
gressive course  without  tendency  to  ulccnition  or  soften- 
ing, will  cstidilish  the  diagnosis  as  against  syphilis,  cpithe- 
liiimii,  and  sarcimia.  Keloid  rarely  occnrs  upon  the  nose, 
and  never  runs  the  charactcristie:  course  of  rhinosclcronia. 

TltKATMENT,  Treatment  is  very  nnsatisfiictory.  The 
growths  lu.'iy  bt;  excised  or  cnrctted  away,  but  neither 
proec.**  will  assure  against  a  relapse.  The  nostrils  may  be 
kept  n|>on  by  means  of  s[Kmgc-tents,  an<l  the  like,  IJcs- 
ijier'  reconiinends  Isiring  intjj  the  tissues  with  poinLs  uf 
chloride  of  zinc  for  the  purpose  of  giving  passage  to  air. 
Pyrojiallie  aciil,  10  jh.t  cent,  in  vaseline,  has  been  re<«im- 
mcndcd  iw  of  value.  Ltistgiirten  has  treated  one  cjise 
with  exwlleut  result  by  the  j'-rays. 

Pitiwi.vc«is.  1'ho  prognosis  is  bad.  The  disease  is 
pnigressivc,  and  threatens  life  by  sufiVxiattoa  on  account 
oC  involving  Ihe  larynx.

Symitiims.  Rrtsaeea  is  ooe  of  the  more  nMnmim  skia 
liiseasis,  and  is  i>eciiliar  in  iiH'ecting,  with  few  exce]ilionp, 
only  tlie  middle  tliird  of  the  Iodjj  diameter  of  the  fju-e — llii- 
iiireheail,  nose,  and  atljacent  pcrtiond  of  tlie  ehoekft,  and 
the  ehin.  The  nose  niuv  l>e  afieete-i  alone,  ami  in  niaity 
caivs  the  forehead  es«i[>e9 entirely.  The  diseiLse  has  thiw 
fornis  or  stages.  The  first  intisists  in  a  sinijile  nihu-**  nf 
the  affii-tcd  skin  witli  more  or  less  well-marked  dilatatimi 
of  the  capillaries.  In  the  seennd  slagc  there  is  an  aildinl 
elenieut  of  sujierfieial  piipules  and  pustules,  and  [>erhaii« 
nixluter-.  In  the  third  sfajije  there  is  marked  hypertn)|>hy 
of  tlie  skiu.  The  process  may  stop  at  any  stage.  An  oily 
scborrluca  may  emnplieate  the  disease,  Unna  even  elaim- 
iug  that  his  seborrhosil  eezenia  is  tlie  first  etape  of  alt  eaiios 
of  rosacea.

We  must  tii- 
(juire  as  to  the  condition  oftlie  digestive  a[i]iai~aius,  ihf 
miintier  in  wliich  mcnstruiitioii  is  pi-rtormed,  exjxisiirc  tii 
heat  and  i-ohl,  sind,  in  fact,  iisccrtain  the  patient's  {fi'ueral 
condition.  Then  we  must  uddre.ss  ourselves  b)  tlie  rvfu- 
tation  of  any  deranged  function.  \Ve  must,  stop  the  u*w 
of  ah-ohnlicM  in  any  iorm,  and  tlie  ingestion  of  all  hut 
HukIk,  sneh  :w  lea,  coffee  and  >km\i.  All  tlie.-^  tend  to 
pn«lnee  dihitatioii  of  the  bloodvessels  of  the  &ce  and  fii 
keep  up  those  conditions  we  wish  to  remove.  The 
patient's  diet  should  be  am'fnlly  regidatod,  nnd  din-Ji 
things  as  psistry  and  sweets  cut  of]',  sii  aw  to  make  diges- 
tion luseasyas  piissihle.  Mcdicinatlv,  tincture  of  nns  voni- 
ica,  the  mineral' acids,  or  alkalies  are  to  lie  admin  is  tereil 
(),  r,  n,  Niix  voinUui,  lias  oftcQ  seemed  to  render  good 
s«rvit!e,  even  without  there  being  marked  digestive  Jis- 
turbanL«;.  The  drinking  of  a  j  pint  of  hut  water  before 
nieuls  is  to  be  ailvised.  S(iIol  is  a  good  rcnu'dv  in  muiiv 
cases  of  intestinal  fermentation.  En/nl  or  ergotin  proves 
useful  in  some  cases,  either  with  or  without  uti-riiie  di»- 
turljances.  /cA/Ayi/ is  coninieudetl  by  Uunii,  The  am- 
monia-sulphate is  the  preparation  he  advises,  and  it  is 
Ixwt  given  in  capsules  to  cover  the  tasle.  The  done  i.'^  .t 
drops  two  or  three  times  a  day.  Ichtliaibin,  la  grains  t. 
i.  d.,  has  been  substituted  for  ichtliyol,  and  .some  goiHlit^ 
suits  from  its  use  have  been  rcjKirted,  Whitfield  advises 
the  administration  of  I  to  2  grains  of  mrulhul  after  lueuts, 
or  \  dradim  of  syrup  of  ootlrin  in  a  wineghiss  iull  of  water 
before  meals. 

Tlie  /oca/  trmliimil  is  iniiKirtant  iu  hastening  a  cure, 
but  is  uotofitrtclf  curative  \n  well- marl; i-d  ciisen  of  n-flex 
rrjsaeea.  The  patient  must  lie  instructed  tu  protect  the 
skin  from  the  action  of  \viud  and  weather,  by  eitJier  up- 
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lying  anme  ointmnnt,  suuh  as  cold  rream,  or  a  lotion, 
siR'h  as  the  calamin  lotimij  nr  ;t  jmuviU'I',  wik-Ii  as  ooni- 
starcli,  bfifore  venturing  tint  liI"  iloors.  The  tiiw;  should 
be  Ixithed  with  fiot  icnia-  every  uiglit  In-fore  gijing  U'  bed, 
the  wiitcr  beiug  us  hut  iis  the  wkiu  eiui  stand  without  huni- 
ing,  arnl  it  should  be  sopjied  im  liir  iilmut  tfiii  tuiiuttes, 
frp-h  supplier  of  liol  water  being  adileil  from  time  U>  time 
so  a^  to  iiuiintuiD  a  uuiform  lemjKTuture.

Like  meajilcs,  it  may  lie  mistaken  for  either  an  i*rytht-mu 
or  an  ervthemat'infl  syphilide,  unci  its  dla^ot^is  is  aluni; 
the  siinie  lines  aa  is  that  "f  measles,  whidi  H.-C.  It  is 
not  HO  Ijlotchv  as  mensles,  the  lesions  being  pate  rrd, 
inaenlar  or  maeulo- papular  varying  in  size  from  a  pin- 
head  to  a  lentil,  and  the  catarrhal  symptoms  aru  al^il 
or  but  slight.  -Swelling  of  the  glands  nf  the  neok  is  a 
symptom  that  may  nr  may  not  be  present,  but  whi-n 
pre.>wnt  is  eharaeleristic.  Febrile  movement  is  slight. 
The  lesionr*  may  take  the  form  of  small  papule^  ami 
assume  rather  a  brownish  than  a  red  color.  The  erop-  ] 
tion  is  ofti'n  iU'liy,  and  the  lemons  may  iK^ur  on  ihe  mii- 
ooui)  luemlmmtw.

Thediwiusi'  is 
synirnetricjO,  On  thescalp  there  niuylwyelliiwiMh  |>iilehcs, 
Tlie  nixlules  are  at  first  liright  red,  later  yelluwish  ur 
brown.  There  is  fumie  scaling.  They  ti-nil  t^t  Mpn-jid 
[wriphcrallv,  f^i  have  a  (vntral  depivssiiin,  and  fo  iii- 
nirijj;!-  themselves  in  ilirt'iisc  jiat-ehes  ur  sef^nicntH  uf  circles. 
Eventually  tliev  disappear,  Iwivinfja  wliiteor  yellow fcar. 
The  uruiis  of  new  ^^ixiwlh  consi.^t  uf  [R'riva.scnlar  nuisH'.-^ 
of  sarcomaloid  tis-nc  H>m]>om'(l  of  rapidly  pndiferaling 
epithelioiil  cells  lu  the  perivascular  lymph  siwiccs.  Ah 
the  tumor  i.vlls  degenerate,  a  net  work  of  hriinching 
and  uuiistomosing  c«.inucctive  tis«ne  cells  hcevimes  vislMe, 
True  iriiint  cells  of  aarwimatous  tyjio  are  rarely  found. 
The  dist'ase seems  to  Ix-benijrii,  and  t»iltecunxi  hy  ai-senie, 

Sarcoma.  We  are  here  interested  in  siircomsi  of  the 
skin  alone.  Sjii-eomas  may  ho  primary  iu  the  skin,  hut 
most  olVen  tliey  are  scixinilary.  Tlicy  form  variously  sized 
tiimnrs,  but  tend  to  run  a  itialisfnant  murse,  rniiltiplyiiitr 
mure  or  less  niplilly,  breakinfr  down,  alleetinj^  internal 
orjruns  by  meta-^tasis,  ami  killint;  the  jmticnt  in  a  tew 
months  ur  years.  There  are  three  ty[H:s  of  ssireoma, 
88 
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fused  cyanotic  patch,  winch  hiter  will  liecome  a  b>ssy 
eleviittii  paU^li.  When  the  dirieiise  is  fully  devcloinil  the 
bunds  and  feet  are  thick,  deformed,  infiltnitcd,  as  firm  iis 
cartilage,  brown  or  Uiie  with  a  rwl  tint.  The  wkin  is 
glossy,  scaly,  niieveii.  The  n(Klcs  may  he  raised,  [>e(lun- 
culated,  urnlccrati^^l.  Similar  legions  are  found  Ujnin  the 
rest  of  the  Iwtly,  thimgli  rarely  on  the  trunk.  They  may 
remain  wtationarj',  disapjicar,  fall  off,  multiply,  ulcerate,  or, 
finally,  involve  the  mucoUH  niemb nines,  and  ciiuse  death. 

The  kx^lizcil  form  develop!?  ordinarily  from  an  irritatwi 
nrevus,  and  is  most  oilcn  encountered  on  the  extremities. 
It  forms  a  hard,  wrinkled  tumor,  which  may  ulwrate.  Its 
color  is  usually  that  of  the  imrnial  skin,  Ihougli  it  may  be 
n.iJ.  It  may  jjnjw  U.<  Ijc  ihe  size  of  au  oraiiyc  or  take  on  a 
mushroom-like  form.  It  may  not  fjenendizc  tor  a  long 
time,  or  it  may  do  mi  sjxmtimeously  or  after  an  attempt  at 
removal. 

To  this  class  of  timiors  Hutchinson's  irrmri-id  Jil/roid 
of  ihe  nh'in  ljcliint;s.  As  descrilied  \iy  him,  "it  iH'j^ins 
usually  on  the  lower  extremities,  prows  slowly  at  first,  Imt 
recurs  rapidly  and  [wrsistentiy  alter  removal,  Imwcvfr 
wide  the  iueislon,  and  ultimately  }ienendis!et>,  fiingat<.-s, 
formic  bliKid  cysts,  and  destroys  the  patient." 

Sarcomas  arc  very  vascular,  and  are  subject  to  profuse 
hemorrhajre  when  injured  or  when  they  ulcerate. 

Uuder  thenamcof  iV/(opn/A(c  mulliiih'  li<-morrlni;/!i' sar- 
co7iia  &  disejise  was  first  dcscribi:^l  liv  K.iposi.  It  occurs 
in  adults,  and  Iw^gius  as  an  o-dcmaof  ihc  hands,  feet,  and 
face,  with  more  or  les,s  pruritus,  loiter  dark-blue  or 
purplish  sjxils  ap[>ear  deep  in  tlie  skin,  which  after  a  time 
form  raised  nodules,  which  mav  be  sessile  or  pciluncidatct.l, 
but  arc  always  dark  blue  or  jmrplc.  Thcv  vary  in  size  up 
to  a  clierrv  nr  larfter,  or  may  Iw  isnlatvil  or  fjniiJpcil. 
Tliey  are  tender,  and  the  patient  may  cxp'ncncc  more  or 
less  pain.  Tlie  extremilies  or  face  become  elephantiasie  in 
apj-warance,  and  covered  with  scales,  and  more  or  less 
rugous.  The  tumors  may  remain  tiir  a  long  time  or  dis- 
appear, or,  rarely,  ulcerate.     The  color  of  the  tumors  is 
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dae  to  Tabular  derelopiiwiit.  Tite  disewe  is  cfaronic  in 
iUi  course,  and  toay  Lift  for  fifteen  or  tvt-nn'  years  n-it}i>nit 
affecting  the  patient'^  liiiiltli,  or  llie  {atu-nt  nuir  d'lv  .iIUt 
u  few  years  by  extension  of  ihe  disease  anil  liie  iiivolvr- 
tucDt  of  tlic  mucous  nt^-nibranes.  Tlie  disot^  may  exU-tuI 
up  the  limbe  to  the  tmnk.     Reooveiy  naj  take  pLu'e.

The  Htnietnre  ami  fiinn  of 
the  cells  tiifier  in  tlitlerent  Hurcomas,  and  the  intfn?clliilar 
eiitistance  may  be  very  Bounty  ami  of  delicate  stnicture 
ill  nnc  tumor,  iiiul  In  another  approach  in  (jiiiintity  and 
ap|N?;iruiice  the  frame  work  of  iiurnLalh'  developed  cou- 
nertive  ti.ssue.  It  is  from  these  variiitiiiiis  in  the  cells  and 
intercellular  suksfiince  that  the  tiimor.s  are  nnmertiu^ly 
elaseiiie<l  as  simple  garcomas  iiu-ludin^r  the  spindle  and 
small  .-md  liirpe  nnmd-irlled  siifouias,  anil  the  lyinpho- 
aiiil  til ( rasa rco mas  ;  oriranisied  s;ireoma.s  including  the 
alviiiliir  sareoQias  or  endotheliomas,  and  the  anpitisarciH 
mas ;  and  lastly  those  sjtrconias  eharacteri/ed  by  secondary 
changes  in  the  cells  or  ground  substantr,  among  which 
the  ii>rm  of  gniitest  derniatologicjil  ini|>i>rtjmce  is  the 
niclaniis;ireoma.

Melanotic  sarcomas  are  vascular  small  or  large  ronnd- 
celleiI,or  moreofti'U  Kpiiidlc-crlli'd  tumors,  witii  sometimes 
a  giant  cell  here  and  ihiTe,  and  chariieteriwil  by  the  pres- 
ence of  abundant  iutra-  and  inten'cllular,  gnuiular  and 
diffuse  pigmentation.  It  has  been  nxently  deniunslniti-il 
that  manv  malignant  pigmented  tumors,  arising  from  pig- 
mciiteil  moles  and  na-vi,  anil  fonnerlv  classed  as  melanotic 
sarciinias,  are  in  reiditv  carcinomas.

Scarlatina..  Scarlet  fever  is  an  acute  contTginus  cnip- 
tive  disease  with  an  incubation  pcriml  of  one  day  to  two 
or  three  weeks,  with  an  average  of  eight  days.  It  is 
characterized  by  a  nipid  rise  of  temperature  at  the  begin- 
ning, which  may  rcsieh  Ul'i"  to  104"  F.,  riilncss  of  the 
fiaucps,  a  strawberry  tongue,  and  the  apj)carauce  of  a  fine 
punctate  sc^iriet  rash,  wliieli,  first  api>oaring  on  tlie  neek, 
chest,  and  flexures  of  the  joints,  rapidly  spreads  over  the 
whole  l>o«Iy.  The  redness  may  be  even  over  all,  so  as  to 
give  a  boiled-lobster  apjwarance  to  the  skin ;  or  the  red 
points  may  be  distinct,  although  close  together.  The 
reilness  usually  disappeai-s  on  pressure.  Vesicles  may 
appear.  A  great  deal  of  constitutional  disturbance  and 
prostnition  usually  attend  the  eniptiou,  but  convalescence 
is  well  established  in  the  second  week  in  uii«>mphcate<l 
oases.  Abundant  desquamation  follows  the  subsidence  of 
the  eniptifm,  whii-h  continues  for  days  or  weeks.

Apart  from  the  pniriuis  and  feeling  of  .stiffness, 
we  may  have  no  Huhjeetive  sensation,  excepting  that  Jtiiin 
on  pressure  is  exquisite.  At  times  burning  Is  complained 
of.  The  disease,  when  of  llie  infiltrate<l  variety,  tends 
to  a  slow  and  inteiTUpteil  course  toward  reeovery.  In  the 
atrophic  variety  recovery  may  take  place.  Of  course, 
the  atrophied  skin  will  never  regain  its  natural  f*'sture, 
but  the  disease  may  oea.se  to  .=iiread  and  increase.  At 
bcyt  it«  subject  is  but  a  sorrv  specimen. 

Children  may  have  scleroderma,  the  youngo.st  reported 
case  being  thirteen  months.  In  them  the  diseii.se  is  said 
to  run  a  more  ra[iid  eour.-ie,  both  in  development  and  re-

A  general 
symptoniatie,  trealnient  with  tonics,  good  diet,  and  uiiiiu- 
t^'nance  of  the  l»idy  liwit  is  indicatt'd,  Stelwugon  rcwHii- 
niendtf  the  administration  of  arsenic,  wxiinm  eulicyLute, 
and  cod  liver  oil.  TJiipoid  rxtract  shoidd  be  tried, 
G'llvtinimi,  mitHWioHs  of  the  skin  with  oil,  and  mitK/Kiijf 
may  Ijc  tried.  West'  has  repiirtcl  aniclior.itiou  in  one 
cjisc  by  tlie  external  list?  of  ehaulmwigra  anil  olive  oila, 
StelwHgtin  lia-s  ha^l  good  rcsnlls  in  morpliuea  fr()ni  oil  of 
turpentine  1  to  2  parts  in  6  of  oil  of  sweet  uiniond^,  or 
with  1  p;irt  of  bcta-nuphtol,  2  parls  oil  of  sweet  al- 
monds, and  10  parts  of  lanolin.  Hyde  has  obtaim-d 
benefit  by  the  use  of  common  sidt,  citlicr  moistening  it

ScroModerma.  Motlcrn  pntliology  has  led,  or  is  leading, 
3s  tji  ii.se  the  ttnii  tulwreiiliir  as  synonymous  with  scroiiilu, 
land  a  mmiber  of  dermattises  that  wore  for  many  years 
regarded  as  scrofulodeniiatii  liave  been  proven  to  \>e  due 
to  llie  baeillus  tubereulosis.  The  most  briHiaiit  example 
of  tliis  is  lupus  vuly;iiris.  Many  of  the  scrofniides  <if  the 
Freiieh  have  been  whown  by  more  careful  observali'ni  to 
belong  to  varimis  other  well-roengoized  forms  of  skin 

fdiseaw.  The  mark.s  of  a  scrofulous  afi'eetion  arc,  accord- 
ing to  Bazin;  (1)  tlic  involvement  of  the  deeper  layers  of 
the  skin  ;  (2)  the  sharjily  circuniseriboil  eharact^r  of  tJie 
Icfiotis  ;  (;1)  ihe  ubsi'iiee  of  pain  ;  (4)  hypertropliy  fI>[lowcd 
I  by  atrophy  of  tlieaffwted  parts;  (•'>)  thcretldish,  violaM-oua, 
'^  or  livid  color  of  the  lesious ;  aud  ('!)  indelible  cictitriei'6 

»left  by  the  sjimc. 
In  the  prcsent'CniKlilion  of  our  knowledfjo  of  the  Biih- 
je<'t,  aud  in  a  IxKik  of  tiiis  sort,  it  is  imi>ossible  to  dn  more 
thau  to  place  here  a  few  affections  of  the  skiu  that  do  not 

»fit  in  under  other  well-established  diseases,  while  |)remis- 
ingour  remarks  by  saying  that  they  are  either  really  in- 
etane^s  of  cutaneous  tuberculosis  or  due  to  its  toxins,  or 
will  eventually  1*  taken  out  of  their  present  position  as 
Iserofiilodermatii,  In  all  of  tliem  we  have,  at  the  same 
time,  that  gi'uendniake-npof  the  individual  tliat  long  has 
l)een  recognised  as  ser'ifiilniis.  The  patients  are  mostlv 
young  suljjwfs,  Hahliy  of  He.-li,  wilh  piistv  or  (hai^rhv  eoni- 
plcxious  or  Ininsparent  skins,  thick  upper  lip6,  perhaps

with  clubbed  fingcr.s,aniarked  tendency  to  dininic cular- 
rluil  iutlaiaDiatiuiis  of  aJl  the  mucous  membniiies,  chains 
of  cular-^od  glands  in  tlio  iieok,  and  i>erha|J3  with  some 
old  or  present  \xttie  lesions.  Tiiev  arc  usually  dull  aud 
aputlielif,  hut  nuiv  bo  unusually  intellectual,  and  are  proiie 
tiJ  die  with  tulK?reula.r  lung  diseases. 

The  most  common  serofulodcrm  is  that  resulting  fnttn 
a  suppurating  caseous  gland,  usually  iif  die  neck — On 
wmJiiJ'inH  uli-rr.  The  gland,  before  it  bri'aks  down,  ini- 
plieuti's  the  skin  over  it,  and  it  becomes  of  viiihic«>u8  or 
livid  color,  attiiehed  to  the  underlying  parts,  liy  ami  hy 
the  skin  gives  way  at  one  or  scvei-al  point*! ;  the  ^uiioun, 
unhealthy  pus  escapes  thn»ugh  tiie  oi>cnings ;  these  cu- 
lai^c,  coalesce  with  others,  and  so  ti>rni  the  chanictoristic 
nicer.  This  liiis  undermined  eilges ;  is  of  irreguhir  »h!i|ic; 
its  base  is  covered  with  flabby  granulations ;  it  disc'hai^ 
a  thin,  siinious  pus;  shows  little  tendency  tn  cni$ting;is 
almost  pitiulcsfi,  and  heals  very  slowly,  Icjiving  a  pnckerwl, 
disfiguring  scar  that  is  often  bridkil,  with  bands  of  con- 
nective tissue  running  across  the  site  of  tlie  ulcer,  under 
which  a  woxlen  tooth-pick,  or  the  like,  can  be  pa.^iitl. 
Only  one  gland  may  be  aflei*od,  or  there  may  he  a  unra- 
l>er  of  them  that  enkirge  and  break  down.  This  same 
form  of  ulcer  may  originate  from  wiiat  is  called  a  mtk/u- 
liiiis  (/ainiiui,  a  subcutaneous  tubercle  independent  of  llio 
glands,  that  slowly  enlargi-s  to  a  sol't  tnuior,  brwiks  down, 
and  ulcerates.  These  tuunu's  frc(]ucntly  owur  on  the 
limbs,  and  the  bones  may  be  involved  in  the  destructive 
procciJses  set  up. 

While  this  is  the  most  common  scrofnkMlerm.weocca- 
sionaliy  meet  with  two  forms  dcscrilRti  by  Duhnng — (he 
large  anil  tlieKmnll  piutiiltiv  smifulii/liTiH.  The  former  lias 
"large,  rounded,  ovali^h,  or  irregularly  sliapcd.  yellow- 
ish, flat  pustules,  with  a  ilcfp-ri^l  or  violaccons  areola," 
Tliis  Ijcgins  to  crust  in  the  centre,  and  the  crust  la  nsunlly 
flat  and  ai-anty,  brownish  and  adherent.  TTndemcath  it  is 
an  idccr  with  the  characters  ami  course  of  those  just  de- 
scribed.    There  may  be  one,  two,  or  more  lesions.     The 
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pustular  scrofuItMlcrm  "consists  in  tlie  formnticm 
of  pinliead-  auJ  si:iiill  s|)lit-i.toa-sizw.l,  disseminata,  yel- 
lowi.sli,  flat  jni.stuli'rt,  witli  usually  a  niisod,  violaceims 
areiilii."  Tliosc  crust  over  with  ilc'[iress*J  yelltiwifih  or 
^niy  a'JIicreiit  criistw,  whicli  hIiuh  reiiioveii,  or  when 
tliey  fall  off,  Iwive  depressiil,  punciicd-nut  scars  resem- 
bling \-ariola.  Tlii'ir  wnjrse  is  very  chronic  and  painle.'S, 
They  oct'ur  upiin  the  face  and  extremities  of  strumoua 
in<lividuals.  Tliis  form  is  probably  the  same  as  that  now 
calleil  acne  necrotica. 

Etiolohy.  The  causes  of  these  scrofulodermata  are 
those  of  the  htnimnus  state  phis  infection  by  the  tubercle 
baeiikis,  and  need  not  be  gone  into  here.  They  are  most 
oommonly  luct  with  in  early  life. 

DiAdNOfiia.  The  fcrnfulons  ulcer  differs  from  that  of 
lu[,ufi  riUi/firls  iu  lui  entire  absi'jice  of  the  ehaructoristic 
lupous  tuiwreles,  and  in  its  history  of  beginning  in  a 
casi^'ius  ghmd.  Moreover,  in  lupus  we  do  not  have,  as  a 
rule,  tlie  ])r*inounced  strnraous  condition  that  we  have  in 
the  scrofuloilerm.  The  pustular  scrofuloderms  sometimes 
resemble  Mi/jihiHn,  but  there  is  an  aiist'nce  of  other  signs  of 
svphilis,  and  t!ie  presem-e  of  the  strnnious  slati'.  More- 
over, the  pustular  syphilide  is  genemlly  far  more  dissem- 
inated than  is  the  sttrofulnderm ;  its  course  is  far  more 
acute;  it  yields  more  rea<Iily  to  treatment,  und  leaves  a 
BUHKJther,  less  dii^liguring  scar. 

TnKATMKNT.  The  treatment  of  the  ulwrs,  as  well  as 
the  soflenuig  (;lands,  is  Ujmn  surgical  principles.  The 
regulation  of  the  diet  and  hygiene  of  the  [Kitient,  and  the 
udiniuistration  of  cod-liver  oil,  iron,  tlio  eomponnd  .syrup 
of  the  hypo|)hiisphit<'s,  or  other  tonie,  is  the  most  essential 
|iart  of  the  medicinal  trtaitment,  Liwallv,  t*)  tlie  pustular 
scrofuloderms  we  ma V  apply  iodoform  ointment,  aristol,  or 
otJier  antiseptic  jiowder,  or  merenrial  ointments  or  lotions.

By  others,  and  ftr- 
haps  tho  majority,  it  is  thought  that  under  certain  other 
e<{<inlly  in|w»rfe<tly  understood  conditions  the  secretion  of 
thc«'  ;^|aniU  is  not  only  t'>o  almndant,  bat  also  too  con- 
sistent. Tlien  the  selmneous  matter  cakes  upon  the  skin 
in  the  form  of  more  or  less  thick  plates  or  masses,  and  to 
thLs  con'ntif)n  the  name  ct(  xtborrhrra  itieca  is  given.  Tlw 
latter  form  is  rcffanie*!  l»v  those  who  believe  that  there  is 
but  one  furm  'if  k-1m)itIi(P!i  as  seborrhoeal  dermatitis  or 
eczema.

The  most  common  loc-.itions  of  selKirrheea  are,  naturslly, 
hose  rt^ions  wiifre  the  selinceiuis  glands  are  the  largest 
r  most  niimiToiis,  namely,  the  scalp,  the  chest,   the  in- 

rscnpular  region,  and  the  fiice. 

iiebonlicca  olcuna,  while  it  may  occupy  any  or  all  of 
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regions,  is  usually  siihjwted  U>  uk  for  treatment  only 
ien  it  occurs  upou  tlie  iiit-e.  J-It-re  it  in  neen  must  ufteD 
on  lite  unse,  where  it  furnis  a  grea.sy  owlinf;.  At  times 
this  is  so  slijrht  as  tj>  be  it'll  ratiier  than  seen,  inip:irtinga 
slippery  sensation  to  tlie  linger.  At  other  times  it  la  so 
nbnnilunt  that  it  ean  be  seen  at  a.  distance  as  drops  or 
bestds  of  oil,  and  when  it  is  renioveil  with  a  cloth  or  blot- 
tiug-paper  it  leaves  an  iiily  slain  upon  it.  ^\Tien  it  is 
wi(XKl  off  it  at  once  refijnns.  As  the  greasy  pat<:h  i-itelies 
tiie  dust,  tlie  face  is  apt  to  look  dirty.  At  timestheskia 
of  the  nose  may  be  hyjieradiiic.  The  forehead  is,  like- 
wise, a  not  uneimmion  site  for  tliis  lorm  of  t-elKirrho?;!.  It 
may  (icciir  on  the  scalp,  and  render  the  hair  uiniKually 
oily.  It  is  nuist  often  notiwnl  wlicn  tlie  patient  is  bald. 
It  is  apt  to  canse  alopecia.  U]v>n  the  nose  it  may  occnr 
as  the  only  disease  of  the  skin.  Upon  the  forehead  and 
nose  it  is  not  an  unusual  acii)in]ianiment  of  acne.  Aeue 
and  eomi'dones  may  complicate  tJu' disease  in  any  loeatiim. 
Sfirirrfuea  xkvn  occurs  with  much  greater  freciucney 
than  does  the  oily  form  of  the  disease.  We  are  called 
upon  to  remove  it  from  all  the  regions  already  mentioned 
as  the  locations  fur  the  nLanlfcstiitions  of  seborrli<ea.  It 
most  nsiudly  appears  in  the  form  of  yellowi.sli  or  grayish 
fattv  plat«s  or  ma,sses,  which  when  taken  and  rubbinl  be- 
tween the  fingers  impart  a  greasy  feel.  Upon  the  sealp 
it  eonstitntt's  one  fiinn  of  dandrulT.  Here  it  may  be  gen- 
eral, involving  tJie  whole  se.'ilp  ;  or  it  may  lonite  it>K-l('in 
certain  places  in  a  more  pn.inonnced  way  than  in  others ; 
or  it  may  take  the  fi>rra  of  rings.  It  not  infreijnently  oc- 
curs as  a  band  on  the  forehead  following  the  edge  of  the 
hair.  The  hair  is  dry,  and  after  a  time,  the  seborrhrea 
c<intinuiiig,  it  begins  to  fall,  and  at  last  Italduess  is  estid>- 
lislied. 

In  tliis  form  of  seborrhea  the  hairy  n^iona  are  espe- 
cially affeete*!,  and  we  fiixl  it  in  the  eyebroww,  liearded 
portions  of  tlie  face,  and  tiie  hairy  portii'us  of  the  ehest. 
The  axilla!  and  pubes  are  rarely  affeeteil.  In  alt  these 
piacvs  it  presents  similar  appearances — yellowish  or  gray- 
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isli  fiitty  plates.  Ulxm  tlie  cliest  it  is  not  iinniniliion  to 
eeo  tljt'  fatly  matter  in  little  lieups,  pilwl  ii|i,  rw  it  were, 
ahiiiit  the  nmutlis  of  llie  h.'iir  ii)llicle.s.  Clo,-o  oliscrvation 
will  show  that  tiii.-  iiillide  niciutlj^  are  wiiler  ii[K:n  tliuii 
thev  should  \m-.  As  in  the  oily  form,  the  skin  frcls 
grejifv,  and  acue  and  eoniitlonea  nuiy  be  jircsont.  TLi- 
intersiyiimlur  region  is  frequently  afUx'twl,  and  Imtli  here 
and  on  tiie  diast  the  disi'iisp  ofteu  take.-*  the  furni  of  rmmd 
or  irrf?gularly  jshajwd  patches  which  look  jih  if  tliev  wiTt- 
covered  with  a  lirowuish-ycllnw  varuisli.  This  is  tlie 
sciiorrhcea  ooc^orw  of  Dnhfiiig  and  the  livhm  circinahm  oi 
the  wider  Knglish   authors. 

Aside  from  the  apiH'arance  <if  the  fatty  erupts  and  a 
slight  amount  of  itehing  when  the  patient  is  warm,  this 
forni  gives  risn  to  no  sympUms,  When  tho  cnii^  ai* 
removed  the  underlying  skin  is  of  normal  nppearamv.  It 
may  l>e  slightly  paler  than  it  should  lie,  hut  it  m  avwr 
moist.  What  the  patient  cnmplaina  most  iilmiit  is  llint 
dakcs  from  the  enista,  becoming  loosencl,  fall  ujxm  die 
clothing  and  make  it  look  as  if  jmwderpii.  Iflho  patient 
happens  to  be  bald,  he  iloes  not  find  the  yellowish  fatty 
crnsts  upon  his  bald  lu^.nl  desirable.  But  the  UKist  spri- 
ous  aspect  of  the  ca?*e  is  that  if  the  dlscaj*  is  not  eurwl  it 
is  very  sure  to  cause  the  hair  to  fall,  (wpeciaJly  il'  the 
patient  is  at  all  prwHsposed  to  haldnesa. 

Theii;  is  a  aeeond  variety  of  siiborrha'a  sitioa,  in  whii-h 
a  varying  amount  of  derntatilis  is  a<lde<I  to  tin-  scln>rrh(ca. 
Then  there  will  be  u  rim  of  rednes,^  aliont  the  Jiitty  ernil, 
and  when  the  crust  is  removed  from  the  skin  the  under- 
lying jiart  will  be  seen  to  be  red.  In  this  variety  thtre 
will  l>e  far  more  decitled  itt-hing  and  hurtling  than  !n  the 
preeeding  variety.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  ultlion^^h  llie 
skin  is  i-eil,  it  is  always  dry  and  never  infiltnifed,  in  tho* 
resjK-cts  differing  from  ecKCma. 

iT]ion  the  nose  this  variety  of  eeborrlnenl  dermatitis 
forms  a  yellow  plale  with  a.  rtil  line  about  it.  At  timis 
this  pLitc  may  l>e  extensive  eniaigh  to  <viver  thf  whole 
nose.     More  frequently  the  disease  is  liniitt^^  to  the  fnr- 
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roW6  lieliind  the  alae  nasi,  and  then  Beeiirues  tlie  form  of 
fiitlv  [iliites  upon  a  sI'hkI  deul  I'l'unilerlving  redness.  The 
eychm^vs  and  bear(iiKl  prirtioiis  of  the  lace  are  also  quite 
commonly  affected,  but  rather  as  a  difFuse  redness  com- 
liiiiM  with  a  branny  /sealing  llian  as  a  solid  plate  8ur- 
nunidini  by  a.  red  line, 

B^'hidt*  the  ri-pions  alrisidy  mentioned  as  the  usual  loea- 
tiiins  iif  selmrrbosa,  we  meet  with  the  ilisease  also  iiiMiu  the 
earn  (in  the  tragus  and  behind  the  ears)  and  in  the  anal 
fiild,  Tlie  Bcjilp  is,  hf>wever,  by  fur  the  most  fretjuent 
liMuition  of  the  disease,  and  here  it  may  exist  alone  for 
years.  W  henever  it  exists  elsewhere  it  is  sure  to  be  found 
st  the  same  time  upon  the  head. 

In  infants  the  disease  is  very  eommon,  taking  the  form 
of  ihiek  eriist.s  n|Kjn  the  sealp  that  arc  often  of  a  dirty- 
gray  I'olor.  These  give  the  eureful  mother  :t  gofid  deal  of 
aunoyanee,  she  being  in  great  drejid  lest  some  one  should 
think  that  she  is  not  eareful  to  keep  the  precious  baby 
cltan.  This  fiirm  of  the  disesise  is  usually  the  remains 
of  tlie  vernis  caseosa. 

ETloufiV.  The  usual  etiological  factors  of  selK)rrho>a, 
as  given  in  the  text-bonks,  are  debility,  chlorosis,  consti- 
jiation,  and  a  numiier  of  other  things,  indicating  that  tlie 
condition  of  the  patient  is  belciw  par.  Of  course,  the  ability 
of  these  to  cjuise  wborrhtea  is  (jue.-tioned  ;  bul  that  they 
arc  (piite  cajMible  of  aggravating  the  disease,  I  have  no 
<l(iul)t.  It  is  quit*  eoranion  to  see  seliorrhrpa  appear  on  the 
pcalp  lifter  some  constitntinnul  illness.  The  disease  affects 
all  classes  and  con<litions  of  men,  all  ages,  but  with  the 
greaU'st  frefjuencv  between  the  j^s  of  fifteen  and  thirty, 
and  Ixith  sex<'s. 

There  are  munv  things  that  seem  to  indicate  a  conta- 
gious element  in  the  etiology  of  the  disciise.  Cases  have 
Iw-en  rc]iort<il  in  which  a  husbatid  or  wi(i>  has  conlracteil 
daiidnilf  after  marriajre,  he  or  she  having  i)een,  before,  free 
froni  the  same.  The  experiments  of  Ixissar  and  Bishop 
piiint  in  the  ssmie  direction.  They  took  the  scales  from 
the  head  of  a  student  wlio  was  losing  his  hair,  and,  having 
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m-Aiie  a  pomuile  of  tliem  with  vaseline,  riil>bp<l  tlu'  aiime 
Inti'i  the  buck  i>(  a  giiiuoii-pli!;,  and  tlie  pig  bpCHiD«  baliL 
Up  to  two  years  ago  we  acti?pl*Hl  witliuut  ([uraliua  llie 
theory  that  seborrlicea  i.s  a  I'liiK'tinQiil  disease  of  ihi-  wlia- 
ccoiis  glands.  This  is  ni-w  d.jiilite<l  by  some  :iuliii>ritii«. 
Uduu  teaches  tliat  tlie  pmcess  is  iiitlaininalory  from  the 
start,  and  that  the  oil  that  fills  the  cpithfllal  seale.-*  comw 
not  from  the  st^baceous  glands,  but  from  the  sweat  glands. 
What  we  have  calletl  selwrrlitea  eiwsi  he  woiihl  have  us 
c:dl,  for  tlie  present  at  legist,  sr/mtTlicail  er^titKu  (Si« 
Dermatitis  selKirrhoica.)  Hereganla  it  also  as  {lanL'atic 
Iq  Htip|xtrt  of  his  thesis  he  pi^-seiit^t  us  with  mirnisoop- 
ie;il  Htudies  and  certain  arguments.  Ilis  work  ha."  1h*cii 
reviewed  by  other  eonipcliiit  patimhigiMs, (uid  his  obser- 
vations have  been  siibslaTilialwl  by  their  fiudinjrs.  His 
propositiou  that  the  sebaceous  ghinds  are  uot  n-sponsible 
for  selmrrhrea  has  not  been  acoeptjd  genendly,  What  is 
called  selw>rrhnea  oleosa,  Uniia  Itelievi'S  to  Ije  nothing  more 
than  hyi uridrosis,  t<i  whii-li  he  gives  the  name  of  hiffier- 
idrimit  olc^jna.  This  vie^v  he  must  take  of  nt-ccssity,  OO 
aeoount  of  his  theory  of  the  ofliee  of  tlie  Kweat  glaiitla. 

Itisaffirnieii  that  selxirrhcea  isdnc  to  a  niJercMJi^ ilium. 
Brooke,  of  Maiichest^T,  iMlieves  that,  to  the  {)ara.->ilr  of 
selwrrlioMi  without  dennatitis,  another  [KirasitJ-  aiMs  itself, 
Id  produce  the  dermatitis  and  the  ring  fornuiiion.  For 
further  information  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  artJvlc  on 
dermatitis  seborrhiiiea. 

DiAtlNOSlS.  The  diagnosis  of  sebnrrh(e«  sufn  in  itni- 
a!ly  (tasy.  It  is  to  l>e  I'eec^nixeil  by  the  preeenee  of  fatty 
grayish  or  yellowish  phites  or  erusla,  seate<l  citlier  iljjoii  a 
normal  or  slightly  redileiied  skin.  These  erusta  or  plates 
differ  from  tlmse  met  with  in  vrzrmii  in  U'ingmore  rnulily 
removed,  and  in  iini>ailiiig  to  the  finger  a  greasy  feel. 
Moreover,  the  erusis  of  eezenui  are  of  a  more  »ilid  ctiu- 
fiistcnce,  being  formeii  by  the  dryiug  of  an  almost  muri- 
laginoiiH  dischai^  njKin  the  skin.  When  ecxi^nia  ocrursi 
upon  the  heati  tiie  exudation  ghies  the  hairs  together.  In 
seborrlicua  the  liuirs  are  not  glued  tojreliier,  but  ur*;  dry 
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anil  jwiwHeiy.     In  eczptiui  there  U  more  or  less  itcliing  at 

all  times,  wlu'e  in  siilwirrlmia  the  itcliiiig  eonies  rin  most 
generally  wlieii  the  head  is  hot,  aw  trum  anittcial  liglits, 
swratiDg  anti  the  like.  In  wzemu  there  is  n»oisture  or  a 
titroug  tendency  tliereto.  lu  seborrhtea  moisture  Is  uever 
seeu. 

I'normm'n  m  atiofher  diseus*.'  with  wliicli  st'lMirrha>a  sieea 
is  ajit  til  be  I'ciufouudeil,  as  it,  too,  Doeiirrt  iu  the  liirni  of 
pii\vdery  scales  and  crusts  u(»on  the  seidp.  If  a  cufe  pre- 
!*iits  itself  willi  these  eooililions  iijioii  the  liead  alone,  we 
may  Ik.>  very  sure  that  we  have  t^i  do  with  a  eawe  of  wli- 
ori'hiL'a,  as  jisoriiiwis  rnn-ly  exists  U[H(n  that  rej.Hnii  jdone, 
SelwrrliU-'U  usually  oeeurs  diilutiely,  while  [isoriasis  oivurs 
ill  the  form  iif  t-irtju inscribed  pjitches.  The  enists  of  eel>- 
orrhieji  are  yoUowisb  or  frniyish,  wliile  lliose  of  [isoriiisis 
are  "fa  silvery  line.  IrL  fionie  ca.ses,  howevei',  si'!»)ri-!iijea 
will  occur  in  eirenniserilied  patches,  and  the  crusts  of 
[i.soHiLsis  may  lie  of  a  grayish  hue. 

When  selM)rrh(ea  niw'a  occurs  U|)i:mi  the  chest  and  Kick 
in  the  foi'iii  of  ring's  with  scaly  eeuti-rs,  we  have  l)e(iire  us 
a  morediflicult  pn>blein  in  diajjuosis.  Now  we  must  de- 
cide whether  we  have  to  do  wltli  a  selHirrlio-a,  a  ririj;worni, 
or  a  pityria'iis  rosea.  The  re.-!fTiiblaiicc  to  riii'jimnii  i» 
often  very  striking,  but  rin^rworm  dtxw  not,  as  a  rule,  oeeur 
in  so  ditfLiHe  a  manner.  If,  at  the  same  time  with  the 
lesion  on  the  chi'st,  we  find  other  WiouH  on  the  back 
between  the  shouhler-blades,  weniiiy  lie  quile  Mire  thai  the 
nuic.  U  one  of  sd'h^irriaea.  Hiiiijaly  in  any  doubtful 
case  of  ringworm,  we  will  surely  (ind  the  tneho]>|ivtoLi. 
UlMin  examining  the  scalp,  if  the  disciuse  he  seboi'rho'a, 
we  will  siirelv  find  plain  evidence  of  it  there.  Tlien> 
should  bo  no  ditticntly  in  recognizing  the  presence  of  a 
ringworm  on  the  si.'jilp.  In  the  iliflerpntial  lUagnoMi.-*  from 
jiili/riiitM  romii  we  are  deprived  of  the  kin^lly  aid  of  tlie 
mierosi'ojH'.  Here,  tiKi,  the  ix'enrn'nce  of  seborrlm-a  on 
the  seidp  will  aid  us  in  nur  deeiwion.  Moa'over,  j)ityriasiM 
rosea  is  genemlly  inore  diH'usi'il  over  the  trunk  than  is 
seborrbtea,  and  occurs  also  on   the  arms   and    abdomen. 
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By  close  inspection  we  may  trace  the  dc-velopnieut  uf  ilie 
digea.se  fram  its  begmuiDg  o-s  a  smull  reit  t^jiot  tLruugfa  itA 
Buccesaive  growlli  into  the  typiral  oval  to  aimiilur  |>uii;li 
with  its  withercil  purthnieut  or  rhiimoif^lratlicr-likc  [("ik- 
ing centre.  It  is  scaly,  never  cruwli'd.  lu  wunc  casoi, 
liDwever,  llie  diagnnsis  ivill  reiiuiiii  s'luicwhat  duulitful. 

TnEATMKNT.  Tlic  treatment  nf  selxirrhtra  is  ^nifitc 
It  is  Mi)mewh:it  in  liivor  ol'  tlie  |Mira.sitic  tliecirv  of  the 
origin  of  the  disease  tiiatthe  drngs  that  are  nmsl  effieii- 
ciitus  in  its  cure  are  active  juilipaniwilies.  In  [iiv  himila 
by  far  the  niost  siitisfiiclory  remedy  lias  liei^n  fii/jiiiur. 
AfUrr  the  removal  of  tlie  cnirfs  hy  wiishing  with  eotip 
and  water,  tlic  sulphur  is  to  Le  ap|iliti{  in  the  rfrcDglh 
ofadrjciim  uf  the  pri-eipitatcd  sulphur  to  an  iiunif  of 
rose  ointment.  It  should  l>e  well  nihhol  into  the  pcalp, 
and  the  iipplicution  repeated  every  nipht  for  one  wii-k. 
It  mu6t  be  remembered  tliat  the  remedy  is  to  be  applied 
to  the  wcalp  and  not  U}  ihc  hair,  and  that  it  iw  ucet'spary 
to  use  only  a  verj-  little  of  the  ointment.  After  one 
week's  nse  of  the  sulphur  tlie  bead  is  to  W-  waslietl 
with  soap  and  water,  and  the  salve,  imnniliatcly  reap- 
plietl,  During  the  second  week  it  will  1m?  sufficient  to 
make  the  applie^ition  every  other  night.  Thus  the  treaU 
mcnt  is  to  \k-  eontinueil,  the  number  of  applications  liciiig 
ri'duecd  until  they  are  made  bnt  onee  a  week.  l!y  this 
time  the  di.sease  will  usually  Ije  cured.  The  patient  is  tn 
be  cantioned  that  relapsi's  are  likely  to  oeeiir,  nn<l  tJicrp- 
fore  it  will  be  best  for  him  to  keep  a  supply  of  bis 
salve  on  hand,  so  as  to  attack  the  Irouljle  as  ^iiHin  a» 
it  shows  it.-elf.  After  the  first  two  weeks  of  the  alNive 
detailetl  treatment,  it  is  well  to  have  the  patient  use  a 
lotion  of  20  per  cent,  sidphumus  aeid  in  dilute  alcohol 
on  the  days  when  the  p<iniadc  is  not  use<l.  This  over- 
comes the  too  oilv  etfeet  of  the  poni:ide,  while  the  imniade 
prevents  the  too  drj'iog  cfl'cft  of  the  alcohol. 

The  ointment  recommeiide*!  by  my  distinguislied  friend, 
Dr.  Bron«on,  is  a  very  elegant  as  well  as  efficient  subi<ti- 
tule  lor  the  sulphur.

They 
Ix^in  as  small,  subt-iitaneous,  hard,  elastic,  movable, 
painless  nodules,  5  to  6  mm.  ia  diameter,  which  are 
but  slightly  elevated.  The  skin  at  this  stage  is  un- 
clumfied.      They  slowly  eular^  to  the  diameter  of  20 

I  or  \M  mm.,  become  more  elevated,  and  the  skin  over 
them  becomes  rosy,  violaceous,  or  browu  in  color.  In 
about  four  weeks'  time  softening  of  tlie  nodes  occurs. 
The  noilcs  go  on  to  form  abscesses  which  do  not  tend  to 
ojjen  of  themselves.  The  contents  of  these  abscesses  is 
viscous  or  giunmnus,  at  first  triinalueent  though  streaked 

I  with  pus.  Later  it  is  punilent,  opaque,  and  thick,  and 
cultures  show  sporotrichium  Beucrmann,  If  asx  abscess 
is  opened,  the  incision  remains  opi'n,  and  a  little  thick 
serum  wells  out  whi';li  niiiy  or  may  not  be  purulent.

In  this,  in  from  one  to  three  months  after 
B  traumatism,  a  small  cold  abscess  develops  at  the  point 
of  inoculation  which  leaves  a  persistent  ulceration  last- 
ing many  mouths.  Some  days  or  weeks  after  tlie  initial 
lesion  a  hani  noilule  appears  above  it  in  the  course  of 
the  lympiiatic  trunk,  aud  so  tlie  disease  spreads  up  the 
limb.     The  nodes  undergo  softening  and  ulcerate  spon- 

»taneousIy,  The  lymphatic  trunks  can  be  iett  like  whip 
cords,  but  the  skin  is  sound  and  the  hcidtb  unaffected. 
This  form  is  due  to  the  S.  Sehenkii,  which  differs  from 
the  otiier  two. 
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Diagnosis.  Si/phUU  is  diagnosed  from  sporotriclmgis 
by  having  fewer  guoiniatous  lesioiia  which  under^  a 
slower  evolution,  iinii  form  gmnller  ab.><w;^si;s.  TheyopL-n 
of  thems4^1vea,  and  the  ulcers  tliat  form  Imve  more  iu- 
filtrjited  dark  red  borders,  tJieir  flour  m  more  uneven,  sod 
their  crusts  are  gn«n.  Their  eultui'PH  do  not  show  .sjMinv- 
trichiL  Mercury  cures  tliewi,  anil  has  no  influence  on 
upon rtricho sis.  Bhtntmititc^iiiit  afl'eets  the  iieallh  un-re 
profoundly,  its  evolution  when  aeut«,  is  attended  by 
fever,  its  al>8cesses  are  painful,  and  it  has  other  skin 
Itwions.

Thcdiscase  licfiinsi  by  the  formation  of  a 
niiiiiiwr  of  nil  infliinmiatory  ]i:i|iiLl(.-saiid  tulicrdus  which 
are  more  or  less  eonical,  usnally  raiw-^l  above  ihe  surltice 
of  the  skiu,  and  always  pcrfonited  liy  hairs.  Their  apiiwir- 
unce  Is  preceded  and  acwimpaiiietl  by  (Usiigrwable  lo^-il 
een.sations,  Miu-h  as  pricking,  burning,  and  smarting,  and  at 
tinicM  by  a  teeling  of  tension  in  tlie  part  on  at-c-oiint  of 
EWelling  of  the  skin.  In  acute  cases  there  is  eonsidcr-.iblc 
rednessof  till!  skin  between  tbopapule-H,  and  the  inflamma- 
tion may  be  so  int^'nse  Jis  to  give  rise  toenlargementof  tJio 
neighlxtriiig  Ivmjjhatic  glands.  Tlic)>apidc3and  tubercles 
varj'in  si/e  from  that  of  a  millet-seed  to  that  of  a  jwa,  aud 
are  isolatedorgrouped,  not  every  hair  follicle  in  a  dL-^ascd 
part  being  affected  by  tiic  perifollicular  inflammation.

Ki'lapses  are  exewrl- 
ingly  liable  t">  oi-trur,  and  tlieae  sometimes  show  a  disi«i- 
sitirtn  to  recur  at  certain  soawms,  ITnless  tlie  hair  is 
carefully  plucked  fruui  the  infkimed  follicles  iiermatimt 
baldness  may  be  caused.

Symitoms.  Syiihilis  may  be  awjuired  or  hereditary. 
It  is  awjnirtil  by  liiwil  iufeetinn,  the  first  manifestation  of 

'which  is  die  a|ipearaiioc  of  tlie  initial  lesion,  commonly 

[called  the  chancre  or  hard  sore.  In  probably  90  per 
cent,  of  the  tascs  this  initial  lesion  Is  Io<aitc<l  on  the  geni- 
tals, and  ill  tlie  vast  majority  of  these  its  site  in  males  is 
the  (ilans  and  prepure,      Hwt  the  initial   h-sion  may  be 

•  fonud  on  any  part  of  the  limdy,  and  within  the  mueoiia 
cavities.  According  to  a  table  of  198  extra-geuital  le- 
fiioDS  compilwl  by  Posfielow,'  the  female  bit-asts  were 
affected  in  (J!)  cuseH;  tlie  li|is  in  49  cases;  the  throat  in 

|4fi  eases ;  and   then   in  very  much  less   frequency  the 
glims,  tongue,  chin,  eyelids,  nose,  trnnk,  anus,  arms,  and 
legs.     Some  obscure  cases  of  syphilis  are  due  to  the  ini- 
tial lenion   being  in  the  urethra  or  npon  the  cervix  uteri 
or  dwp  in  the  throat,  mid  thus  es«iping  detection. 
The  inilitil  Ii'k'ivii  appears  within  t«'ij  to  sis  w(K.'ks  after 
inix'uhilinn  with  the  syphilitic  poison;  nsnally  the  inter- 
val is  less  than  liiiir  weeks ;  exceptionally  it  may  be  ten 
weeks.     This  is  the  jK-riod  of  inciil>ation.      Opinions  are 
divided  as  to  whetlu-r  the  initial  lesion  is  a  purely  lixal- 
i/Ail  lesion  or  the  expression  of  a  genend  constitutional 
infection  that  iirst  dechircs  itself  at  the  point  of  inocula- 
ftion.     ItaiijKiirs  to  nio  that  the  weight  of  the  ai^ument 
is  altogether  on  the  side  of  the  last  opinion.

The  li|is  art-  iijuiid  glued  together  by  ii  ei'iiiiiy, 
viscid  secretion.  The  normal  opening  of  the  urethra  Ije- 
o*ime«  lessenw!

Fmm  im 
fxmiOiemaioan  feaer  it  is  diapnoseil  by  the  nliHenit"  of 
cutftrrhal  or  gri^tric  pvmptoms  aud  marked  pvrexia,  and  by 
the  sluggish  character  of  its  lesions.  From  a  tiicillrhir'f 
mipflrm  it  i.H  diagno>^'d  hy  an  ahsi-nce  of  gsL^tric  distnrli- 
ance,  jiiid  by  it.s  lesions  lai'king  the  uilicari:d  or  o-deniatoLis 
cliantctcr.  From  chrfmioplii/tnm'K  it  differs  in  having  a 
mther  than  a  cai^-au-luit  eolur,  liy  not  bi'ingpcidy  nor 
hie  of  removal  hy  scnipini:,  by  its  mow  extensive  dis- 
tribution, and  by  the  absence  of  tlic  ndcrosporon  fnrfur 
from  the  scales  when  thev  are  examineil  under  the  niiiTo- 
Bcope.  Froni/Wc/i'iyjfi///o«isit  difVers  in  the  greater  exti'nt 
of  its  di.stribulion,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  triebophydin 
fungus  from  sealcs  fcrjiped  from  the  skin.  Frimi  fiilifri- 
anln  rojtfithe  differentiation  is  sometimes  diflicnlt  when  tlie 
Bvphilitie  macides  have  assimicd  a  ring-form.  Asa  nili', 
tliere  is  no  difficulty,  as  ii  pityriiL-xs  n>s('a  will  Ik-  scaly,  and 
will  present  notonly  rings,  hnt  niMculesof  all  si^e.-s  wliile 
the  syphilitic  macules  are  not  ficaly  and  are  of  mure 
uniform  nize.

Tim  piixlular  ai/})fiili'le  is  i\ui  laal  eruption  Ix'toiig-iug  lu 
the  ticeuudary  stiif^  thut  rtimaiiis  to  Ik.>  discribtHl.  It  id 
always  evideiitf  of  si  jioor  L^mditioti  of  tJie  health  of  die 
patient  wlio  l>fars  it.  It  may  Ik-  llie  tirst  ertiptinn  iif 
syphilis,  or  follow  Uie  eiytlienialiuis  or  pa|>iilar  ('•rm,  nr 
oceur  later.  It  may  de\elup  from  a  maeuiur  or  {uipuliir 
Byphilide,  or  occur  witli  eitlier  of  them.  It  imiy  oeeur  iis 
(I  i-elapsiiig eruption  late  in  the  tertiavv  periixi.  It  is  held 
by  si'ineanthoritieM  that  it  is  always  tlic  ptviiliict  of  infla- 
tion of  a  syphilido  by  pns-orgaiiifiias.  Tin.-  upiMiiniiiec  'it" 
thiis  form  of  syphilide  is  not  iufn^qnently  aeiiiui|inni«l  hv 
fever.  It  may  assume  varying  formt*  and  rim-s,  t<i  wliiai 
in  the  liuiltv  noiuenelatnre  of  the  older  writers  linveltccn 
given  the  names  of  uoM-sj>iH'ilic  lesions,  ureatlv"  to  iJieenii- 
fiiwion  of  the  student.  Dr.  (ieorjpr  H.  Fnx  luia  iliHif 
well  in  discarding  all  such  terms,  and  in  describing  two 
forms,  the  lenticular  and   the  miliiiry  pnstulur  tij'philiilc. 

The  irntlfutnr  piiKtnlar  Mi/phiHilr  (variola-form)  iM'curs 
as  a  disseminated  eruption  of  small  ln'mispherieiil,  jwi- 
sized  pustules,  luvving  a  bard,  piij)ular  base  and  umre  iir 
less  of  an  inflamed  areoliu  It  may  develop  by  llie*"!!- 
eniug  of  a  papule  or  l>e  n  papuliv-piistule  from  the  start 
III  the  latter  ease  its  eruption  will  Iw  luiirked  by  lewr, 
which  is  apt  to  reenr  with  each  sueci-eiliiiir  outbreak.  Tlw 
eruption  may  Iw  ^feneral  or  Ujmn  certain  rt^gions.  The 
lesions  are  discrete,  antl  do  not  form  marked  groups, 
althoii);h  in  the  pustular  eruptions,  as  in  others,  it  is  cu^v 
for  one  who  looks  for  them  t<h  find  priiiipiutrs  in  cirtlw 
and  segments  of  eireltts.  A  few  days  atler  tJiey  iipjx'ar 
they  begin  Ui  dessieate,  and  the  larger  ones  may  tuiiliih- 
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cate.     At  this  stage  they  lieL-ome  onisted  with  a  <lirty- 

yllcw,  hmwrisli,  or  grc<>iiit^h-lini\vn  crust.  This  tiJIs

It  may  nwiir  as  a  general  eruptiuu,  but  is  apt  tii  Iw  more 
iiiiirki'<l  mill  hi-^ting  nil  the  extremities  than  on  the  trunk. 
The  Ifsions,  <'s|>(i.'ially  wlicii  cx'eiirring  u]>on  the  flexor 
a-(K-ctiil' thc'jiiiTiI.-',  iin?  liable  to  ei lalesiv.     They  are  devel- 

Ioped  ill  and  aroiuid  the  hair  tbllicles,  and  may  be  perJbr- 
ele>l  by  hairs.  They  are  topped  with  small  cruutt*.  The 
trnptioii  lasts  two  or  thnt'  months  by  the  outbwak  of  new 
le!.ions,uHleP8Ci:)nirolleilby  tiratmeiit.  It  lejives  piffiiieu- 
tatiun  and  pilTin^  that  may  renuiiii  for  several  months. 
While  rlu'w  are  the  two  f^hief  varieties  of  tlie  early 
pnstiilar  syplnlide,  there  is  another  variety  that  is  called 
thi- imijftl'jii-j'itiiiixifj'liili'lf,  whiehm'cursmost  commonly  in 
llie  middle  or  latter  part  "f  tlu'  hrstyear  of  syphilifi.

multiformitv  i*f  lesions. 
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Tertiary  Sjrphilides.  The  ery'tliematiiiis,  [lapular,  and 
pustular  -ypiiili.lc.-j  mv  tUoM  eni]>liiinK  tlial.  uwiir  in  iJif 
eivrly  juouths  uf  sy|iliilis  aiul  dtiriiig  tlii;  first  year.  As 
we  have  s*h;u,  tht>y  may  also  constiHitv  rLjapMiiif;  <TUpli»n» 
later  in  tlie  disease.  M<Klili<.^liiiiia  of  tli*;iii  may  wcur 
late  ill  tlif  sii'dmlary  pwiiKl  <ir  even  in  the  turtiiirv  periiKl, 
lii'sidfs  tliosi',  we  have  a  sw-ihuI  fininp  of  tiyphiiiilc.-'  that 
iiwur  any  time  nth'r  the  liif^t  year,  aiui  sninetimi-s  »«  lak' 
as  twenty  or  more  years  sifter  the  initial  Icflioii,  wlion  llie 
piiticul  may  liave  lust  all  rememhnince  of  it.

The  luheivuJiir  nii/,liifltle-  oeenrs  in  the  latter  ]iiirt  of  tlie 
Heciind  year  of  svphilis,  or  later.  Exoeptionallv  it  may 
oeeurdiirinfi  the  lirst  year  as  a  wveidled  priH-tieimis  KVpii- 
ilide.  As  a  rnle,  tlie  earlv  KVphiliiieH  cease  ap|H-arin|;

Some  writers  nsi-  itii- 
term  syjihilitie  psoriasis  fiir  the  scaly  |>jdniar  sypbilidr, 
bul  it  is  a  niosi  faulty  method  of  iiomouelatiiro. 

The  puslulo-eiiudiicfovji  Mi/pliilidp  is  oharaeterized  by 
large  and  usuullv  dceji-M'iitiil  pnstnlis  or  iilwTn,  covvred 
by  jirominent  and  ix'eiiliar  ernsts.  It  is  tht-  ectliyma- 
foriii  of  U.  W,  Tavlor  and  otl»-r  anthoritii's.  it  txi-urs 
as  a  late  and  hK'ali/.ct!  form  of  the  dis<-.i>^e;  never  a*  a 
geiiend  eruption.  It  may  (xvorasn  ]>n-coeiiuis  syplulide. 
It  is  secQ  iu  debilitatc>U  subjeete,  au<.l  in  of  gradual  d&- 
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[velopmeot,  without  febrile  symptoms  as  in  tlie  ptistiiliir 
fvphilide.     It  has  preierenee  (Vir  the  Msilp,  face,  ami  ex- 
tremities.      It  Jissiinies    three    form;-,   the    eethyiiiati)iis, 
Iriiiiijil,  iiud  peiriphigoid. 

The  '■rlhi/mtitiiiiK  form  hcf^ins  as  an  eruption  (if  one  or 

Itiiore  roimil,  flat  piif^tulea  ul'a  diaineter  of  (me-qiiarler  to 

one-half  ineh.      They  may  lieeonie  as  hirge  af;  u   .-silver 

hall'-thillar.       They    have   a  welj-markeil    inflamnuitury 

■  areola  and  a  swollen  and  in<liirate<l  base.     The  pus  sixni 

Hdrie^  and  fomis  a  flat,  greenish  or  brown ish-blaek  ernst, 

^wliose  centre  is  sometimes  depretssed.      At  first  the  eriist 

fully  eovers  the  jHistule,  but  later,  either  thr<intrli  dryitiff 

■  or  on  account  of  an  increase  in  tlie  size  of  the  pustule,  a 
raw  rim  Is  left  around  it.  When  it  is  now  removed  it 
exposes  a  typical  pnnehed-oot  ulcer  with  its  base  covered 
with  sanious  pus,  which  rii]»idlv  dries  into  a  new  crust. 

■  I'nder  ])r(nier  trcatnient  the  pustule  heals,  and  when  the 
crust  falls  then>  will  be  U:ft  a  heahtl  or  nwii-ly  healed 
ulcer.  A  jiermanent  cicatrix  is  left  when  healing  is  com- 
pletttl,  which  is  BuuKith  anil  white  eveulnaliy.  This 
Kvphilide  is  seen  must  olleumi  the  le^s  and  unns.     If  the 

■  inmrw?  of  the  disease  is  not  cheeked,  the  crust  is  cast  nH' 
W  inerciiscd  suppunitiou,  and  the  uk«rative  syphilide  is 
before  us, 

I      The  si'cond  variety  i>f  the  pusl:nlo-c^u:^t^u'eous  svphilide 
IS  that  which   is  commonly  known  as  m/iiii.      It  diflers 
from  the  preceding  variety  in  Iwing  more  siiperlieial  at 
the  bt^inning,  and  in  forming  a  coniail,  laminat^nl  erust 
somewhat  resembling  an  oyster  shell.     It  begins  either 
as  a  su|K'rlieiai  ]>nstiilc  or  as  a  small  flattened  bulla  with 
no  inflanmiatjiry  induration.     Upon  the  primary  lesion  a 
*    greenish   crust  deveki|)s,  under   which  ulceration,  with 
.suppuration,  occurs.      The  margin  of  the  uleciiition  ex- 
ends  II  little  beyond   the  original  enist.     A  new  crust 
irms  upon  it,  raising  np  the  original  one,  and  this  pm-

If"  tlie  lesions  are  numerous,  they  are  usually  small ;  it 
few,  lar^e.  When  these  thick  conical  cnistis  are  «■- 
movwi,  tlic  nleer  is  expo«c<l  anil  is  less  deep  than  in  rhc 
e<'thymatou.s  form.  On  Lealin^;;,  a  permimeat,  sniocith, 
wliite  cieatrix  is  left  at  last. 

The  third  variety  tif  the  iinstnlo-crust!i«H)us  syphilidc 
is  tlie  poiiphitfiiitl  or  Imlloim  lorrn.  It  is  a  very  Rire 
lesion  in  iieiiiiired  syphilis,  tlioiigh  t[u'\U!  eiimmoD  in 
hereditary  dise!i«e.  It  eonsisLs  in  an  ern|(tion  nf  snperii- 
cial,  purulent,  flattened  bullie  from  I  to  o  wutimeters  in 
diameter,  which  tend  to  dry  into  tliick  crusts.  They  an 
surrouud(«]  byii  dull-rwl  areola,  and  are  soon  i^ivered  by 
dark  ^ri^vn ish-blaek  adherent  iTusts.  If  the  patient  \k 
in  fair  health,  the  ulceration  under  the  eriLsts  will  not  !)■■ 
deep.  If  the  piitient  be  a  broken-dowo  subject,  tJit^ 
tik«ratioQ  luay  be  very  deep.  It  will  leave  either  n 
pifjmented  atrophic  H|iiit  ur  a  prunoun^'ed  soar,  acojrdiitg 
U)  tlie  depth  of  the  ulwnition. 

Tiie  dUigmm"  of  the  pustutii-cnistaeoms  nv^ihilide  is 
usually  esisy  if  the  disea.se  is  known  tii  liie  obsiTver,  na 
no  non-specitie  diseii.se  resembles  it  closely.  The  soialled 
(vtJii/ma  tvwhertk-iim  i-s  more  inflainmatonr'  than  i«  the 
eethyniatous  sypliilide,  and  more  siiiH'iiicial.  The  bullous 
syphilid?  often  bears  a  striking  ivsenibhinee  to  iinnjihifpu', 
and  can  be  diagnosed  only  by  u  study  of  all  the  featurw 
of  the  ease.

The  ffuvmiousKifphlUrlrh  ]ierhnpsouci>f  iJie  mostclinr- 
acteristieof  the  late  lesion^  of  Kvphilis,  It  ennwHts  in  a 
de|W)sit  of  ^unimy  material  in  the  Hkin.  The  ilistinetiou 
lietween  some  tubercular  lesions  and  a  (rumnia  in  often 
very  indistinct,  and  made  principally  by  the  si/e.  The 
gumma  U'^ins  in  tlie  subcntincous  tiwue  and  involves  tlie 
skin  secondarily.

Itmosto^tn 
f'i\l<}vr^  a  pustular  or  pustulo-cnirfaeeoiis  lesioD,  and  may 
aplKTfir  '■"iii|»iiratively  early  in  the  disease,  especially  In 
deliititaNfl  siily(-<-ts.  It  is  iisoally  of  the  size  of  a  quartcr- 
orlialf-ilntiar,  iinil  frequently  coalesces  with  other  ulcers  to 
form  iil(-(;rativc  iKitdies  with  se;illiq>ed  margins.  The  face 
uml  I'-fTH  are  its  mi>st  common  sites. 

'flic  Hcr]>ii/xn</iin  ulcer  is  so  called  because  it  tends  to 
r-rif|i  oviT  the  surface,  licaJinp  bv  a  cicatrix  as  it  passes 
iiliiiig.    It  may  develop  from  a  single  circular  ulcer  hual-

cimvcK  mai^iii,  heyimd  wliit'li  is  ii  iijirmw  /.imo  of  infil- 
tration njwm  wiiiijli  the  ulcL-nitiiui  I'liiistantly  (.■ncrimi.-lKw, 
while  liealitij^  lit  its  ci iiiwivi'  iMirilcr.  Or  u  group  ol' 
crusted  pugtnles  or  sotWniiig  tui>ei'cles  form  a  niioibor  of 
Bniidl  miiiid  idcers,  of  wliicli  the  outer  ones  usually  form 
»  <'iirviMg  liiif.  Willie  those  in  the  eetilre  mid  at  one 
side  tend  to  heal,  new  losioii;;  (level<i|t  at  tlie  periphery 
of  the  opposit*'  m\v,  wiiidi  iileei-iite  and  perhaps  eiulcwee, 
and  80  the  disease  ereejis  on.  This  form  is  often  observed 
li|Min  the  baek  and  on  the  extremities;  it  is  not  jtiir- 
tioularly  paiiifnl,  and  the  patient's  health  may  not  be 
impaired. 

The  (/repw/wMi/ionjiofsypIiilis  result,  for  the  most  p:irt, 
from  the  breaking  down  of  gummatous  dep^isitjs.  The 
small  ones  are  crater-Hkein  slia[M'.  Often  the  o]ieninjr  of 
the  softencil  tniuor  is  smaller  than  the  softened  muss,  and 
it  is  not  infref[iient  to  iin<l  the  ejivities  of  a<ljacent  tumors 
running  together  snhfnfiineouslv. 

Ulcerative  wyphilides  sometimes  areeovcred  with  esu- 
l)erimt  gran  illations. 

The  iliiii/noMh  of  syphilitic  nlrers  from  non-speclfio 
nhiers  is  most  imjiortant  from  a  thenifK'ntical  stand|»oint. 
A  ehronie  nleor,  if  it  is  not  syphilitie,  is  probably  either 
tmnmatic,  tulxtreular,  or  eiineeroiis.  The  Irmumitir  iilrrr 
is  acute  and  higidy  iTillammatJiry  ;  of  irregnlar  shji|H' ; 
hiLs  a  history  of  traniuatisin  ;  and  licals  rapidly,  except- 
ing in  very  broken-down  subjt.'cts,  under  simple  dress- 
ings. The  talnrifiiliir  uU-r.r,  if  from  broken-flown  easifjna 
glands,  hsis  a  history  of  the  previons  glandular  affection; 
is  iri-cgnlar  in  sha|K- ;  often  presents  a  mimlKT  of  sinnscj} 
and  ridges  of  inllamed  tissues;  and  runs  a  sluggish 
course.  If  it  is  a  fiijioim  nin-r,  there  will  be  found  some- 
■wherc  in  the  neighborhood  the  cbaraeteristic  apple-jclly- 
like  tubercles  ;  there  will  be  a  hisfoiy  of  commencing  in 
early  life;  the  edges  of  ihe  nicer  will  1*  shelving  or  im- 
dermined  ;  and  there  will  usually  be  more  or  less  deform- 
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iiifj  ciftttricpR  preapnf.  A  enncrrouK  Mh-rr,  lumallT  ■» 
cjjitlii'lioni.i,  will  hiivc  a  liiplorj-  nC  iH'^iniiiii^  iu  a  ptnipit, 
w:irt,  Jiiolc,  or  sndi  like  ;  will  Ih'  irn'giiltir  jii  sliapr  witli 
an  uneven  fluor ;  will  bo  apt  t"t  Iw  atH'iiijod  liy  laiioiiiaiii^ 
pain  ;  will  usually  Itci  a  wngli-  lesion,  liXBiU-dun  llic  faro; 
iuid  will  iiavf  ii  niiwd,  \v;isy,  rulMl-oiit  iMtrder  over 
wliii'li  tlcliwile  Ul'1-iilveH.M'l.-!  will  W  f^ein  to  «nirBc.

It  i» 
oonijMwed  of  irri'gnlarly  I'-nind  or  oval  spot^*,  one-eighth 
of  an  inch  t'>  outi  inrii  in  diameter,  with  ill-ileliucd  mar- 
gins, and  rtifl^-iiii-lait  ii>li)r,  ^liich  does  not  fade  nn  pres- 
sure.

Syphilitic  atfc<"ti<ins  of  the  wiiln  may  l>e  due  to  Icsiims 
iif  the  iiiiil-lx'il  or  matrix  nr  lioth  ;  nr  of  h'sioDs  almiit  the 
itiiil.  Ill  the  first  Viiricty  the  nails  :irc  diinuiged  iu  their 
riiitrition,  beconiin>r  brittle,  furmweii,  (iicnrilored,  jirici 
liroketi  ;  nr  they  niiiy  Ix^i-iinie  dctjiclK^I  friim  the  IkiI  iiiul 
fjill.

Itrhinj;  <hies  oei'afioTUillv  otvnr  with  the 
Wddin^;  papular  ami  cnihtfv!  Kyphilide!-,  when  it  is  «hie  to 
the  irritjition  of  the  nerves  hy  the  cnist  nr  sealp,  anil  in 
pome  faM'.«  the  patient  will  cijm])lain  of  an  itehinj;  of  the 
skin  whieh  i^^  <[iiitc  icuh'pc'ndent  ofhyphilis,  hut  in  them- 
i^'lves  thev  dii  not  iteh.

1'ath«ii>k!Y.  With  tlw  cxccpti<n  "f  (he  ntw-ola 
vHioHe  patliology  is  ilmt  nf  any  t«uic  en-tlietna,  all  tJic 
various  syphiliti<'  U->tons  are  histopathtJivi rally  similnr. 
The  )KipuIf  may  lie  biktii  as  ihe  type  of  pyphililic  cutane- 
ous lesion,  from  winch  the  othiT  form*  diBer  only  in 
extent,  severitj'  and  s^-iixjdarT  ai-niliMits. 

The  papule  is  ntniposcd  of  a  ilmsv  granolttnutiRis  in- 
filtration of  the  pupilliiry  htycr  of  tbr  corium,  with  nnal) 
niund  cells,  iimori^  which  plaana  (^b  air  abuncUnt  anil 
mast  OL'lls  present  in  considerable  number.     TUe  iuGltn- 
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tinn  first  follows  tlin  cimrso  of  t)ic  MriiKlvrssolp,  iiiii] 
iip|K'jirs  to  Ik'  wiijiiiliiry  tu  :in  I'luliirtcrilis  iiiid  ciiiliiplile- 
I)ilis,  tli'iUfili  tJif  tattiT  is  iiiit  S)  t-i)ii,s[iiciii)us  as  tlif  nrtc- 
riiil  clianiji'ri.  Ntw  rapillaries  invade  the  iiiHlt ration 
iiiid  ji  iiicHiorutf  iliapi'dei-is  iVom  tlicsi-  givi-s  to  the  griisa 
k'flioii  its  rliarai'tt-riMtic  raw  liaiii  color.  TIic  collayciioua 
ci)Hin.-ctive  tisMiii'  Iniudlc^.s  iirc  incrciLscd  in  wize  and  nuni- 
Wr,  auil  enclose  in  places  jrroiips  (if  pljwnia  cells  which 
oofasionallv  tjike  on  the  (orni  of  giant  wIIh.  Thr  inlil- 
triitioii  under(;i>es  a  fatly  iK'^cnemtion,  or  ii  ciiaf:ulation 
nocnwi!-  due  to  the  obliterating  cndarUTitis,  wilh  tiuliw.- 
(iwcnt  abwiqitinn  or  idccration.  There  is  never  any 
utteoipt  aloi^nizatioi]  into  connective  tispiie.  The  over- 
lying ppithelrnm  is  affect^il  only  j>t-tij»darily. 

Hereditary  Syphilis.  This  diflVrs  fnmi  the  arfjninil 
form  in  having  no  initial  IcBion,  the  diarase  being  ai-- 
f'qairctl  in  viero  from  either  one  or  l>otli  juireuta.  Wc 
cannot  enter  n]>i>n  a  diwUKsion  of  the  many  conflu-ting 
llieories  sis  to  wiiether  <)r  not  t-he  ehild  is  diw.iised  on 
a<'i'onnt  of  springing  fnun  a  disiiise<l  ovnm,  or  spirin- 
atoma ;  or  the  jmssibility  of  tlif:  ilisease,  ai'(|nired  by  liie 
mother  after  her  pn-gnaney,  reaching  the  fcetiis  throngli 
till'  pliieentjd  cirenlation ;  or  like  intonipting  qiirstioiis 
over  whieh  the  lialtle  nigos.  For  us  now  it  sntliei's  to 
niaki'  the  bidd  st.alenicnt  that  the  diseiL'ie  niay  Ite  acipiinil 
from  one  or  Imlh  parents.  It  is  most  snre  to  be  acfjnircd 
from  the  mother,  and  it  may  lie  inherited  by  tlie  ftetns 
from  a  mother  infwted  some  months  after  eone<'ption. 
It  is  possible  for  a  woman  to  sliow  no  signs  herself  of 
eyphilis,  and  yet  to  give  birth  to  a  syidiilitie  child.  It 
is  exeeetiiiigly  nire  for  tlie  apparently  hi-aitliy  mother  of 
ft  chilli  licre<litarily  syphilitic  to  lie  infeeted  by  it.  As  a 
resnlt  of  ^.ypliilitie  infection  in  nh-ri/,  the  cbiki  may  l>o 
Ixini  prcnialnrcjy,  and  dead  ;  it  may  l>e  born  at  term, 
dead,  and  showing  sjH'cilie  h-sions  ;  or  it  may  be  bom 
alive  with  wimc  syphilitic  ernplion ;  or,  as  is  com- 
monly the  case,  the  erniHiou  umy  not  appear  liefmf  the 
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Hp^  or  anal  ori(ioi\  Tin;  iiinvciiiontrt  (if  tlio  (Kirts  will 
give  rise  tu  [taiuiiil  fisMirt'.s— rliiifriideH — wliidi  (.'(institiilo 
a  sign  of  horf»lit;iry  syphilis  as  dmnict^.Twtic  as  tlie 
"  snufiios."  TliL'se  rliagiiili's  Miller  met  with  in  7(1  pur 
cent,  of  hirt  «iw.'s.  Miiwiiis  pati'lu-s  aLi(»  owiir  in  the 
<';ivity  "f  the  mimth.  (hiirli/foinalii,  liita  occur  where  two 
skin  Hurtacert  ml)  tiigcthcr,  ainl  espwially  where  thei-e  is 
more  or  less  nioi.sturc,  iw  about  the  anus  and  genitals,  in 
llif  groins  and  axilhe,  and  between  the  fingers  and  t-ies. 
Their  color  ifl  usually  grayish  pink  to  dark  hiuwn;  their 
size  varies  greittly,  and  their  surface  is  flat,  or  fissnnil 
and  ulcorattii,  and  exudes  an  iiffeusive  setTetion.  They 
are  char.icti^risiifsdly  Ineated  wlicn  at  the  angles  of  the 
nnuith,  in  conihination  with  tniicous  patehes  in  the  month 
with  rhagades   lictwecn. 

The  ptisfular  Hi/p/iiliile  may  be  gciiend,  hut  is  usually 
most  pronouuced  im  the  thighs,  buttocks,  and  fac-e.  It 
showsa  li'ndoni-y  to  gronp  iilHiiit  the  mouth.  It  is  usually 
indic.'itive  uf  pmicmnd  sypliili/aLion.  Tlif  pn^ruli's  may 
leave  scjirw.  Iv'tJiymaluus  pustules  may  ilevelop,  but 
[usually  not  till  late  in  the  disease. 

The  eimipH/iir  mjiihUiili-  is  a  rwrn  form  of  early  pong(.'ui- 
I  fed  syphilis  of  .si'ViTe  lypc.  It  is  uever  geneiid,  but  ai>- 
j pears  jls  groups  of  elosi-lv  pacKiil  tiigctlii-r  vc-sjeli's  npnn 
itlie  I'iiin,  about  the  moulli,  nr  on  the  nates,  ibrearms, 
[hypi>gastrinm,  or  thighs.  They  are  si^twl  n|Kin  iufil- 
traled,  brownish- ri.-d  bases.  Tin-  iargiT  vesicles  may  lje 
Heiit<:'<l  upon  papnic-s.  Tiiis  ernpiiiin  is  a])t  lo  be  assi.i- 
iriateil  with  a  pii-liilar  nr  bullnns  sypliilidc. 

The  biillnn.i  svphilide,  unlike  what  ohtiiius  in  ailulLs,  is 
ieorapanitively  common  in  congi'iiital  infantile  syphilis, 
Miller  timnd  it  in  2")  |»er  cent,  of  his  ejiscs.  It  fre- 
Icpu'ntiy  exists  at  l)irth  or  as  the  earliest  sypliilidc,  and 
is  indi«itivc  of  a  s<.'vcrc  form.  It  is  most  commonly  sirn 
lou  the  jwilms  and  soles,  wliich  are  oflen  covered  with  the 
[lesions,  while  few,  if  any,  are  ou  tlie  tnink.  The  faoe  is 
[a  favorite  liH'sition  for  the  eruption.  The  bnllro  are  cither 
iteuse or  flaccid,  and  at  lir^t  have  sero-puruleut  cuut«Dt6 
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that  sofiu  be«>mc  |iiirii]fiif.  Tliryare  f^eatccl  upnii  a  niw- 
Iiam  fiiloretl  inliltriiU'i!  Uise.  Honiorrluige  iutu  tlicni  uol 
iufrcijuimtlv  (H'ctu's.  W'lii'ii  tliry  ni|ituri.-  or  tlry  up  IIk-v 
exhibit  ail  iiiihcaltiiy-liKikiiig  ulcemticii  that  nomi  t>t- 
comcs  cDVcri'i!  with  si  grt-eiiish  crust.  Somo  of  them  may 
Jry  lip  with  little,  ifniiy,  iilri?r.ition.  It  rarely  n.'hii««. 
It  liift'ci'H  fi'iim  j/emiihhiiLt  in  (iii'iirriii>r  ii|i"ii  tlie  |Kiliuit 
ami  siilfN,  while  ^parinij;  the  trunk,  ami  in  llie  profoiind 
cachexia  and  the  presence  of  other  signs  of  srpliilig. 

The  liibemilfir  m/philiiie  is  not  common,  and  is  alwayea 
late  lesion.      While  it  may  l>e  seen  as  ejirlv  as  the  sixtli 
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month,  It  is  more  apt  to  oeeiir  niiieh  later  as  a  relapsing 
syphilide.  In  apiKvimnee  anil  course  It  resi-nililcs  the 
same  lesion  of  aei|uiri'(l  syphilis. 

The  i/iiinmntatiji  nifjihiliile  i.s  also  a  late  manifestation  of 
the  disease,  and  is  soinetiines  met  with  in  early  adult  life 
aa  a  lesioii  "if  win-^'nital  evphiliiS. 

Kaposi  regards  as  a  special  and  characteristic  symptom 
of  hereditary  syphilis  a  diffused  infiltration  of  the  palms 
and  soles,  the  skin  of  which  is  uniformly  hrownl.'Ji  n-d, 
dry.  shiny,  and  ti.-wiireil. 

Busidcs  the  skin-lesinus  tlie  infaut  bears  eertHin  iinmi^ 
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tiikable  signs  of  aypliJlis.  It  hiia  ii  raiirktii  pallor,  and, 
uo  mutter  how  hlcmtnin^  it  may  iip|K'!ir  at  first,  it  soiui 
loses  flofli  and  artwumcs  "  au  old  man  "  I'onnti'naiice.  Jt 
li;is  ii  (.■lianu'tfristii',  lioars*',  toueli'ss  cry,  whirli  once  licard 
will  be  reniemlKircd.      Its  hair   is  scanty,  its  nopc  is  apt 

I  to  be  flattcueil,  and  altogether  it  is  u  mtist  woebegime- 
liHikiug  objet-t.  The  nkin  iTiiptions  usually  oeeiir  within 
the  first  six  months  i>f  lite,  and  if  theehild  i-aii  he  hronjfht 
throii^li  thill  period  it  mny  t-ufli.T  no  more.  Noverthele^-s, 
cunijenital  syphilis,  like  the  aecjuired  disease,  may  be  latent 
tor  yi«rs,  t«  crop  <nit  oneu  more.     Tlie  victims  of  eouf^n- 

\\Xa.\  syphilis,  sometiniL-s  show  the  notched  or  peg-shaped 
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ih,  rejpii'dwl  by  Hiit<'hiiison  as  a  certain  sign  of  the  ditt- 
Mi.*c  (Fi[^.  88.)  This  appcjirance  is  |irf*eiitc(l  by  the 
pet^ond  set  of  teeth  only,  and  is  not  ahsoliitejy  diagnostic, 
as  the  same  hiis  been  met  witli  in  scrofnliL  Tlie  two  mid- 
dle uppiT  im-iwrs  are  those  wbieli  are  dejK'ndctI  on  for 
diagnosis,  "They  are  small,  often  converging,  some- 
times diverging.  The  cutting-edge  of  the  leetli  is  srmie- 
times  narrowed,  ronndcd  off.  They  are  slim  ted  and  badly 
devehiivcd,  of)cn  marked  witli  seimis  in  front,  and  of  a 
dirty -brownish  color,  bnt  their  chief  peculiarity  is  found 
in  their  eilgcs,  which,  being  tliin  when  cut,  break  off  cen- 
trally, laivmga  broad,  shallow,  vertical  notch  on  the  lnwcr 
border  of  the  bKith."  (Keycs.)  The  syphilitic  cbiUI  is 
snlijeet  t^t  discuses  nf  the  linties,  one  <if  the  most  charac- 
teriijtii;  of  whioh  js  iladJ/lilU,     Anotlier  eharac-t^ristic  is 
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the  promiueiit  Iwismcb  un  the  iiirt-ht-od.  SjiaoL'  will  nd  poT- 
mit  III' II  ilntaileddescriiitiiiii  of  the  bone  and  ullicr  loiiuii'^ 
apart  from  those  of"  iIil-  >ki[i. 

Tfik\tmknt,  The  tiL-atiufut  nf  M|»Iiilis  in  hythenm; 
of  hoth  ooustiCutiouii!  and  luciil  n.'nic'ilii.'s,  and  bv  a  wm- 
st4iut  and  loutj-wiQ tinned  watt'hfuhiet*  uu  thi-  \yan  iif  ihi- 
physifian  nvtr  tlie  piitic-ul's  hyg^ient'  and  m'lur.d  ucll- 
beiiig,  Oue  chief  ohsUicle  to  the  Mic-wssful  trcatuifiit  of 
a  cuj*!  is  the  patient's  lack  of  tiiith  in  hU  physieian.  Jl'isl 
patientn,jiistftssi)iinus  tlie  eniption  for  which  they  »>n)iiit 
advice  fades  away,  will  eease  eoniiiig  to  the  phyi^ician, 
and  will  pay  little  heed  to  his  w;lruiIl^^,  lliat  uiile>*  thry 
keep  tlieniselves  under  niedieal  sninTvisi'iu  for  ihree  nr 
four  years  they  will  he  liable  to  ;*noii»  Irouhle  hitt-r  oa. 
Nevertheless,  our  lirst  duty  is  to  a»  instruct  diem.  Thwi, 
before  putting  the  patient  u]x)n  a  n-tridar  course  of  tmil- 
ment,  we  shuuld  j^ive  liitii  careful  din'eliniiM  as  to  lili 
esereiM-,  liberal  diet,  and  balliiiig,  and  liluiuld  h|4>|>  hiit 
alcohol,  insist  u(Mn  his  taking  jdeuty  of  slei-p,  and  giviu); 
up  the  use  of  tobaeeti.  Tliis  last  is  not  only  U)  put  him 
in  better  condition,  hut  also  t^i  prevent  mue-iuw  i)at4'hi«  in 
the  mouth.  The  patient  should  he  cauiiimr-d  a^insl 
drinking  out  of  public  (Irinkinfi-eups,  and  appriwil  of  tlie 
danger  of  infecting  others  by  means  of  talile  ub^'iutils, 
pipes  and  tlic  like.  Now  he  ia  ready  for  his  eoiirsv  of 
treatment. 

Canxlifufhniil  Trrntmnit.  Tlie  drugs  eniployixl  and 
found  of  value  in  syphilis  are  chiefly  hnt  twn,  nuiiiely, 
mercury,  and  iodine  in  oonibinutiim  with  soiliuni  or  [xitiut- 
aium.  These  drugs  are  given  in  varying  eoui  hi  nation, 
and  during  varying  ptrimls,  ai'eortling  to  the  views  of 
difTerent  physicians.  Mercury  is  the  remedy  nliiil  on 
most  for  coml)ating  the  disea.se,  and  should  lie  used  tindrr 
ordinary  circuni.<<tunocfl  by  itself  alone  during  the  first 
year  or  two  of  the  di.seiu«e.  Theiodiiles  exci'i'ihea  niarketl 
wjntrol  over  the  nieenitivo  syphilides,  and  the  late  nr 
preeiM'iniis  manifi'station.'i  of  the  disease.  Ilv  some  thr-v 
are  given    oontiuuously  or  as  the   sole   remedy  iu  latfl 
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IiliiliH,  but  tiie  iK'Kt.  jirai'tifc  is  in  fjivnr  nf  tlicir  arlniiii- 
[  ii<tniti<iii  cither  witli  miTciiry  or  iusteail  nt"  nicri'iiry  fur  :l 
Isliort  time.  Tr«utiiiont  slimild  be  Iwgun  as  soon  a/^  we 
[arc  Rirc  that  the  |)aliciit  luis  sypliilis.  As  an  eltiniciit  of 
kloulit  may  oiWii  ciitt-r  luU'  our  di:ignosiirt  (if  the  initial 
pL'sion,  it  is  a  ffwd  gcticrul  rule  nut  to  Hilministcr  specific

\Vc  will  ctiiiMiler  first  the  treatuient  of  early  syphilis 

and  (lie  ii.se  of  mrrvur)/.  This  ilruj;,  reganlf'd  by  llie 
[majority  of  phywieiana  as  the  slu'ct-aiii-lior  in  the  treat- 
[mcnt   of  syphilis,  is  administered,  for  its  wmstitutiimal 

etVivt,  by  the  month,  by  iiiuuctiuu,  by  fiimijration  and  by 

hyjMxlennie  injeetion. 

I  Of  these  dilferent  nietlmds,  (he  most  freijuently  em- 
ployetl  is  the  first — that  is,  by  the  month.  The  salt  of 
mercury  that  I  most  frw]uently  usl-  is  the  proticHlidc, 
otherwise  called  the  jrreeii  iwiide.  This  may  lie  exhibited 
either  in  pill,  Uiblet  Iritnr.itc,  or  {ininnle;  and  »s  the  tid>- 
let  trilunitc  is  e;ifily  iibt;ii liable,  very  r<'liable,  and  ([Lite 
inexpensive,  my  juxd'creaec  is  for  that  pre|iiiratiun.  Keycs 
prefers  the  pnuinles  of  French  mamifactnre,  and  says  tliat 
Uie  very  objection  niiscil  by  many  anthoriticH  tti  the  use 
of  the  protiodide,  namely,  ifs  irritant  ert'eet  on  the  inlcs- 

Itiiial  tRiet,  if!  its  shiiiint;  virtue,  because  instead  of  piving 
wariiiii(i  of  intoxiiytion  by  eaasing  salivation,  it  d<ies  so 
by  cansinj;  diarrhffia.  The  dose  to  bcfjin  with  sliouhl  be 
from  J  to  Jofaf^rain  three  timesadayaflcr  meals, and  the 
numlKT  of  pills  increased  by  ime  every  third  or  fourth  day 
until  there  is  a  Uttle  "cdieky  diarrhira."  The  dosafie 
should  l>e  then  ciintinned  at  tiie  same  number  of  pills, 
nntil  the  symptoms  are  controlled.  Then  we  cim  reduce 
it  to  liiilf  llie  nonilH'r,  It  may  1h'  neeessiirv  to  (jive  a 
little  opium  at  the  same  time  with  the  mercury,  in  order 
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to  control  the  diarrliaii  if  it  is  deemei!  advisable  to  con- 
tiiniL-  at  tlu'  |>ii[it  o!'  lull  toleRint-e,  and  tliis  not  oolj 
witii  lliL-  pri itiodide,  liut  willi  nlher  salts,  Pnicticallj' 
the  daily  dose  of  tiie  i»iTiikKlidt-  rimy  be  put  at  4  or  5  of 
the  I  ^TH'i  tablets,  and  .'!  or  4  of  the  J  prain  ones,  iinil 
opium  is  rjrely  calleil  I'nr. 

Many  pri-ftT  tii  use  mutidlic  inerrury  in  the  tiiriTi  d 
liydrargyruni  cum  ercta,  or  ealomel  in  the  ilo^e  of  1  or 
2  gniins  two  or  three  times  n  day  after  meal.-^  iiicniLin] 
every  three  or  tour  days  wiffieiently  t^.i  infliiemv  tliecni]i- 
tinn.  Salivation  is,  in  the  general  run  of  eact's,  ti>  W 
avoiiled.  Some  authorities  prefer  to  eomliine  ii  tonie  willi 
the  mcrcnrv,     Taylor  gives  tlie  following:

In  severe  csiiies  in  whieh  it  is  nects^Jiry  to  gt-t  tlii' 
patient  rapidly  mider  the  influeuee  of  mercury,  eidoiiirl 
in  ^'jT  grain  doses  in  the  form  of  tablet  tritnralos  rrniy 
be  given  every  hour  nnlil  the  gum;?  bionne  Irndi-r. 
Then  the  i-alciuiel  should  Iw  sIopixMi  and  the  tn-atmi-nt 
eonliiuied  with  small  dos<w  of  the  protiodide. 

Bewidefi  theae  pn'fianitions  of  mercury  we  may  use  the 
biehloride  in  dnsL'p  of  j'j  to  ^'ii  "f ''  gniin  iii  t^lution.  Il 
\n  u.suallv  given  in  conipouud  svnip  of  sarsaparilln  or  !*>iiie 
hitler  infusion.  The  niogt  eonimon  mode  of  adnuni.stvr- 
iiig  it  is  in  eomliination  with  the  i'xlidc  nf  potassium,  ihi- 
8o-ealk'<i  mixed  treatment,  the  formula  for  which  will  he 
given  Inter  when  upeiiking  of  llie  trtailnieiii  <.f  late 
syphilis.  Tile  K-st  opinion  in  in  I'avor  of  ri-MTving  thu 
lise  of  iodine  until  tile  cjirly  etjige  is  [mii«sc<I.  The  lan- 
aatc  of  uiereurj'  in  well  spoken  of  in  the  dose  of  half  a 
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grain.  Spaoe  will  not  allow  of  mentioning  the  other  salts 
of  mercury  that  huve  been  rfcom  mended. 

The  proper  quantity  for  adminii^t ration  having  been 
learned  by  experiment,  the  <lriig  should  be  administered 
contiououaly  for  from  four  to  six  months, 

Where  practiaible  the  use  of  mercury  by  inuneiion  is 
tiie  spi«diest  and  best  way  of  getting  the  patient  under 
tlie  inHuence  of  the  drug.  It  may  be  used  from  the  first 
or  at  nny  time  during  the  course  of  the  disease.  Its  great 
advantages  are  the  promptness  with  which  it  acts  and  the 
s{>nring  of  the  stomach  and  intestinal  tract.  Its  great 
distil  vantages  are  tliat  it  is  a  dirty  methml,  impracticiihle 
with  most  patients,  £13  it  attracts  noticti  from  his  friends 
and  attendants;  and  the  difficnity  enenuntered  in  getting 
the  jutient  to  carry  ont  the  treatment  with  thorouglnK-ss. 
It  is  iulmimble  for  hospital  treatment.  The  jKitient  is  to 
be  fcild  to  rub  into  his  skin,  once  a  day.  a  piece  of  ungt. 
hydnirg.  ciuennim,  or  an  ointment  niiide  with  lanoliu  us  a 
base,  of  the  size  of  a  hiizelnnt — from  1  a  drachm  to  1 
dra<:hoi.  He  is  to  divi<le  the  mass  inti>  two  equal  [Hirt*, 
and  work  it  in  with  the  heel  of  his  hand  for  alwut  fifteen 
minutes  while  he  sils  In'fore  a  fire  or  in  a  warm  n>om, 
Befijre  beginning  the  inunctions  he  is  to  take  a  warm 
bath,  and  to  bathe  the  parts  about  to  l)o  niblxKl  with 
alcohol  so  as  to  ojien  the  pores  of  the  skin  and  ti>  remove 
any  sebaceous  matter.  The  first  day  he  is  to  nib  the 
ointment  into  the  Iwnds  of  Imth  elljnws  ;  the  second  diiv, 
over  the  siilesof  the  che,*t ;  tJie  tliinl  day,  over  ihe  uImIij- 
meu  ;  the  foiirlli  dav,  on  ihe  inside  of  ihc  thighs;  and  llic 
titlh  iLiy,  behind  the  knees — ihat  is.  he  is  to  choose  the 
parts  U»st  covered  with  hair;  and  to  change  the  sites  of 
the  inunctions,  so  as  to  avoid  setting  np  a  mtrenrial  ee- 
3K>nm.  On  the  sixth  day  he  is  tike  aaotlicr  liath,  and  on 
the  seventh  day  to  resume  the  inunctions.  The  treatment 
U  to  be  pursued  until  active  symptoms  of  the  disease  are 
overcome,  when  all  tnatmeut  may  be  suspended.  A 
thorough  course  nf  from  eighty  to  a  hundred  inunctions 
is  aaid  to  be  often  followed  by  a  peruiancut  cure.

Local  Tbkatment.  While  inU-rnal  treatment  by 
mereiiry  and  the  ioilidas  is  quite  iirttupetent  la  remove  tlie 
sypliiliHk-rmabt,  their  <lisiipt>ear.inee  can  l)e  materially 
h:L-ik'iied  by  local  treiitnieiit  liy  meaus  ol'  aieiriiriiil 
application^^.  Ointments  of  metallie  mercury,  of  the 
ominoniati',  the  ri  il  oxide,  and  the  olesite,  with  solutions 
if  the  bichlorides,  are  tlie  pre]>aratioiiH  most  generally 
eniploved. 

Many  attempts  have  been  made  Xa  abort  syphilis  by 

•exeisiiiii  of  the  initial  lesion,  or  its  de.struetion  In-  means 
of  caustics.  These  have  been  failures  in  most  inHtauws. 
This  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  in  the  light  of  R,  W. 
Taylor's  studies,'  which  show  that  "  iii  the  very  first 
dnys  of  aypliilitit!  infection  the  poi.wn  is  deeply  rrxited 
l)euiyith  the  initial  Ie'^io^,  and  extends  far  beyond  it, 
infecting  all  the  parts  In-ynnd,  even  to  the  root  of  the 
ipeiiis."  The  iiiriial  lesion  should  ln-dresswl  with  ioddlbrm 
or  ealfiriiel,  or  kept  covered  with  dry  lint  powdered  with 
either  of  these. 

It  imiy  bo  s;dd  that  in  all  tlie  early  and  (reneralizeil 
syphihde.t  local  treatment  neeils  pnietically  to  beii|iplie<l 
only  to  lesions  on  ex|»>seil  parts — that  is,  face,  iiwk,  haiiils, 
and  wriits.  The  en,-theiuatous  Kyphilide  is  usually  so 
epbeniiTal  that  no  lot«I  treatment  is  necessary.  Mer- 
curial Iwths  may,  however,  be  used  for  general  outlm-^iks 
of  syphilis.  If  the  erythematous  lesious  jw^rsist  npiai  the 
e.vposei]  [larts,  their  departnre  cjiu  be  hastened  l>v  the  use 
of  the  ointment  of  the  amiiioniate  of  mertairy  nibbed  in 
m'>niingand  niglit.  The  same  ointment  may  be  applifd 
(o  the  papular  sv-philide.  A  still  more  prompt  effect  enu 
Ik.'  proilueed,  if  the  patient  can  Ije  seen  often  eiioHgli,  by 
the  physician  touching  each  h'sion  with  a  solution  of  the 
bichloride  of  mercury  in  aliwhol  'A  to  5  grains  tu  tlie 
iMed.

I'R(KrN(isiH,  The  prognosis  of  syphilis  an  sitn  at  the 
present  time  and  in  this  eonntry  may  Ite  said  to  be  good. 
Many  eaws  go  no  further  than  agtmeral  erylliemutons or 
pajinhir  eruption,  even  when  untreated.  In  one  of  nibiist 
health  the  diseiLse  is  usually  readily  manageable.  In 
debilitati'd  subjefts  itsometiniea  proves  intraelable.  The 
worst  ft'iitiire  of  the  disejise  is  the  great  imeertainty  of  its 
eourse,  no  ime  Ix'iug  able  iii  promise  eoufidently,  no 
matter  with  what  tri'atmeut,  that  rela]>ses  and  late  visceral 
sypliili.s  will  nut  oeeiir.  Thereflire,  the  proguosi.s  should 
be  guanled,  while  it  is  renieinbereil  that  rare  easts  of 
eeeombiry  infection  attest  the  [Kissibilily  of  i^omjilete 
recovery. 

The  prognosis  of  congenital  syphilis  iy  not  as  good  as 
is  that  of  tlie  dise^ise  as  it  affects  athilts.

Pathologv.  The  fun^:"  of  ringworm  has  it^  habitat 
in  tlie  epidermic  stnieturcs  of  the  skiu,  Oo  the  ^eoenil 
cataneoug  surface  it  in  so  eiiperticially  locuted  as  to  be 
readiiy  destroyed.  When  it  attm-ks  the  hiiirnnd  nails  it 
penetrattB  below  the  skiH  in  their  epidermic  niniciiin-», 
and  is  niueli  more  difficult  of  ciiri'. 

The  fungus  (Fig,  94)  consists  iu  myi-"e!ia  an<]  (ifnidin 
(spores)  (he  proportion  of  whieh  to  eai'h  otlicr  varies ;  iu 
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hiiir  of  llie  scjilp  ;uiii  hennl  tlio  ntiiiil)er  of  fi|iorcs  fur 
exceeds  thiil  of  tlie  iiiywiiii.  Soiuetiinea  iIil-j-  an^  so 
Diimerous  im  to  be  t^nnvded  togi'iher  iu  liufN.  On  the  gen- 
eral suHJK^e  the  mywli;i  are  far  more  numerous.  They 
are  long,  eleiiiler,  l)r.ine!ied,  (utraiijlit.  or  crooked  fwdied. 
The  spores  are  round,  small,  ii[id  ri'fniet  light.  Huving 
become  lodged  jji  the  skin,  the  fiuigiis  always  sets  iij>  a 
ccrtuin  uraoniit  of  irritation  by  its  jimei'ssesof  growth.  If 
it  lands  ui^n  hairy  region;*,  it  att^icks  the  hair  seiimdanly, 
passing  down  the  walls  of  the  hair  follif-te  to  a  greater  or 
less  depth  before  it  penetrates  the  enticle  of  the  hair  and 
gains  access  ti}  its  suhstauee.  Having  gaiueii  access,  it 
veget;it«s  frwly,  and  may  ollen  l>e  tracetl  thmnghout  the 
whole  length  of  the  hair.  Rnhinson  and  others  have 
fonnd  tlie  fnngus  in  the  peri-folli{'nlar  tissue.  Itw  pres- 
ence iJwavs  Ciiases  more  or  less  jieri-follicnlitis.  If  the 
peri-foUicnlitis  is  very  great,  permanent  haldnesa  may 
result.  In  trichophytosis  unguium  the  fungns  grows  in 
the  snhstam«  of  t!ic  nails, 

Siiboiirand  '  and  others  have  demODs-trated  that  tliere 
are  several  fungi  producing  ringworm,  the  most  common 
Ix'ing  the  Iriflio/ilii/lim  iiiicnisfiorim  or  mifrwpnrnn  nii- 
dnitini,  and  tlie  lrirb"/iliiili>n  niiinlhrix  and  i-rMhri^r.  The 
endothrix  I'nngns  gnuvs  in  the  hair,  wliile  the  eetothrix 
fungus  grows  alK>ut  the  hair  forming  a  sleeve  or  eutf  to  the 
hmr.  C.  J.  Wiiite,*  repeatiug  Salxinrand's  investigations 
iu  tliJs  (xiuntry,  says  that  52  per  cent,  of  ringwurin  in 
this  country  is  due  to  the  mii-rosj/oron,  most  all  heingon 
ehildrt-n's  scalps.  In  lOngland  !'0  per  t-ent.  of  the  Ciises 
are  ilue  to  this  fcu-m  of  trichophyton,  auil  so  the  pnipi>r- 
tjoa  varies  iu  different  countries.  A  similDr  fnngn»  is 
found  on  animals.  In  the  hairs  the  spores  are  small, 
round,  glistening,  and  placed  clostdy  together.  Tliey  are 
more  efpia!  in  size  than  are  thone  of  the  other  fomis  of 
ringworm.       Having  penetratwl    the    hair,    the    fungus

TitKAT.iiKNT.  Tht'PG  is  no  diHease  of  the  Kkin  much 
more  ear^y  of  enii'  than  triehophytosls  of  the  freneml  siir- 
faee  of  the  skin,  and  nono  nnuli  more  diHienlt  of  eun' 
than  trichophytosis  eajiilis. 

Ti-irli'ifih i/Uiyii  rnrjiorin  may  he  reailily  eiirnl  with  al- 
miy»i  any  sliiihlly  irritating  ami  astrinireiit  a)>|i1ieati'>ii, 
and  hv  all  the  anti|iiinwitiiw.  It  may  be  etirvnl  hy 
niejuiri  of  eommon  ink,  or  hy  ucin^;  vine^r  in  whicli  a 
crjpper  eoin  has  been  snaked.  The  Muiles  >hiinhj  Iw 
renioveil  with  woap  and  water,  and  an  ointnient  of  wid- 
phur,  or  ammonia te  of  itierenn",  or  ehrvwarcihin,  ur  pyni- 
pallol,  U-  ap|)lied  ;  or  simply  jwint  the  jMit^h  with  tinot- 
nre  of  iodine,  acetie  or  wntpliuniiiH  iwid,  or  a  solution  wf 
hichlonde  of  mereni-v,  .'!  t«>  ft  grains  to  the  onn«?.  The 
last  is  a  jr""*'  mi'thod  for  adult,'',  us  it  di»es  not  :«taiii  (he 
skin,  and  one  appliealioii  will  nMially  enre  tlx-  disetiK'. 
It  is  rather  ton  strong  for  ehildnu.     Other  npplienltona 
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a  satnrato!  sniiition  of  hypostilpbite  of  sodn ;  oleate 
of  fopp^T,  J  u  tlradini  to  the  ounce  of  onilnicnf ;  ami 
sulji-ylitr  iicid,  S  to  III  per  oent.  strength,  wliicli  by  uo 
menus  cxhiiiists  tln>  list, 

TrichophyttunH  cruriM  d  axilUr,  or  eczetiia  iiiaiyliiutvrii, 
is  not  so  easy  to  cure  as  the  prfcetling  variety,  but  it  can 
he  cnred  by  uny  of  the  mciins  detailed  uIkivc.  In  using 
chrj'Kariibiu,  liere  as  elMcwIicre,  wc  nhould  bear  in  mind 
its  irritant  f|nalitiea.  Taylur  has  renimnirndnl  piiinliiig 
the  ]iarta  witli  2  or  -t  grains  of  bichloride  of  nierciirj'  in 
]  oiinee  of  tincture  nf  Ixiiznin.  ITardaway  speaks  well 
of  niiMh(i(il  Wilkinson's  ointment.  Smic  ea^'swill  niakc 
a  good  rn'civery  under  an  ointment  contiiiniiig  fiil  of 
cade,  1  drachm  to  tlie  ounce.  This  is  specially  go*"! 
nfU-r  the  use  of  sulphur  or  other  aiitipurasitie  to  kill  the 
fungus,  as  it  iM  curative  of  the  eczema  that  oileu  reniaius. 

Tr'wh'ijihyloKtu  riijiitii)  h  the  most  olistiuate  form  of 
riligivorm  to  cure.  The  fungus  is  present  abundantly 
deep  down  in  the  skin,  and  eaeh  hair  is  a  separate  ferns 
of  disease.  The  difficulty  we  have  to  contend  against  is 
to  («UBe  our  remedies  tu  enter  the  skiu  deeply  enough  lo 
destroy  the  fungus.  Nature  gives  ns  a  bint  as  to  the 
cure  of  the  di,-ii>aR>  when  a  korion  (iimis  that  is  not  iufre- 
(juendy  fbllowetl  by  disappeaiTinee  of  the  dis<iise.  Mo'^t 
fif  the  so-cidliil  remedies  tor  ringworm  are  irritant  to  the 
Kkiii,  and  do  giHul  ipiite  as  nnicb  by  the  Irritation  they 
cause  as  by  tlieir  jjarasitieide  piiiperties. 

If  we  .«ee  the  ease  at  its  earliest  stage,  we  may  some- 
times sneeeeil  in  aborting  the  disease  by  the  applit-ation 
of  the  hiebloriile  of  vu-rcury,  5  or  10  grains  to  (lie 
ounce.  Usually  when  the  ease  is  brought  ti>  ns  It  lias 
gone  l'"i  far  liir  almrting  It.  Then  we  may  sonu'times 
cure  tlie  nise  promptly,  but  most  often  it  is  an  affair  of 
months  and,  jterhaps,  years.  Tlie  first  retpiisitc  for  a 
cure  is  faith  on  the  part  of  the  patient,  so  that  tlio  setsmd 
element,  [nTsisteney,  can  eome  \ntAi  play;  and  then  by 
thi'  iHTseveriug  use  of  (lanisitieidcH  a  eure  may  be 
efl'eet<-d.

that  disapjicars  under  ]»res.sure.  lis  surface  is  smooth, 
anil  often  more  shinvtiinn  the  unrmal  skin.  Toward  the 
next  wnic  it  is  Kliglitly  elevated.  Iik  fullicular  o(>efiii)gh 
are  preserved. 

Inside  of  this  zone  is  a  row  of  small,  discrete,  super- 
ficial pustules,  whose  covers  are  bo  thin  that  thej'  break 
easily,  aud  we  find  only  the  crusts  and  scales  left  liy  llicui. 
The  color  of  this  zone  is  brown  or  livid  reil.  ami  it  can- 
not lie  presseil  out  entirely,  showing  that  then-  is  some 
infiltration  of  the  skin.      Tins  zone  is  slightly  miscd,  but

die  one  to  its  inner  sid<'  is  marke<Uy  so.  It  has  also  an 
irregularly  knobby  surface,  iK'i'omiiig  distinc-tly  warty 
toward  tlit-  centre  of  tiu'  gmwtli,  the  warts  being;  nmiided 
or  pdintt-d.  Tlie  nearer  tlie  centre  tlie  warfci  are  tlie 
lar^r  they  are,  some  of  them  Iwing  o  to  7  milli- 
meters long.  The  whole  surface  of  this  zone  is  more  or 
less  soaly  or  cnusteih  The  color  is  browiiiriii-rwl.  The 
warly  growths  are  often  close  tj>jp.'thcr  with  lissnrcs 
between  them,  and  little  erosions  and  pustules.  If  the 
pat*;h  is  pincheil  np  lietween  the  lingers,  little  drops  of 
pus  may  Iw  nmde  to  well  up  fi-om  In-tween  the  papillte. 
The  mouths  of  Ihe  ililticles  are  destroyed.  In  some 
cases  acute  intlamuuition  may  occur,  and  the  jwitch  will 
swell  up  and  Ix-eome  more  aiigry-Wiking. 

After  a  time  the  piitih  begins  to  flatten  in  the  middle 
by  the  distippearanee  nf  tlie  warty  gmwtlis,  nud  at  last 
l>ea)me,s  L'Iiant,'eil  into  ii  smooth  or  slightly  sealing  eiea- 
tris,  whieii  is  thin  and  soft,  with  a  delicate  sieve-  or  netr 
like  appeaninee. 

Tlie  patch  is  always  freely  movable  upon  the  under- 
lying part.s,  and  usually  j^ives  ri^-  to  no  aubjcelive  syinp- 
tonH.  Si^imetimes  ]wdn  is  complained  of  on  pn.'.-wure. 
The  growth  is  by  tlie  addition  of  new  lesions  on  tlie 
periphery  of  the  old  jMilch,  and  is  itsuully  very  slow,  and 
at  intervals  with  p:iiisi-s  ln'twi-eu.  It  is  a  chronic  affec- 
tion, showing  no  letidciicy  to  sjxnitii neons  recovery. 

iSiich  arc  the  typical  disease  and  its  coLii-se.  In  the 
description  of  the  difl'ercnt  disiiiscs  luiiucd  above  will  tie 
found  some  deviations  fi-oni  the  type,  hut  they  all  agree 
in  the  main,  and  are  (irobably  all  one  and  the  same  dis- 
ease. It  is  met  with  most  oth-u  itjum  the  Imck  of  the 
hands  and  fingers,  hut  may  o«vur  anywhere. 

ETint.(KJV.  The  caus..'  nf  this  form  of  luberculosis  is 
the  inoculation  of  the  skin  with  the  tidiercle  bacillus, 
which  has  been  found  In  sections  taken  fnjm  the  jmlches. 
The  disease  is  seen  most  t'n;i|LentIy  in  men,  and  is  sjie- 
cially  prevalent  in  butchers  and  those  who  have  to  do 
with  animals,  such  as  hostlers  and  drovers.     Dead-house

part.  I  sliafi  lieri'  tk'ul  liricHy  witli  tliose  ulcers  of  tlif 
Ifj;  that  form  so  large  a  jmrt  of  every  demiatoloyiciil 
clinic,  anil  are  usually  called  varicose  nleers.  Ttiey  are 
J(K-iile<l  niofit  otVen  over  tlie  anterior  siirfaee  of  the  leg 
anil  on  its  lowi'r  lialf.  Tlu'v  inav  iie  sMperfieial  or  deep, 
Tliev  are  irregnlar  in  ^^la|l'■  with  bloping  or  niKlrrniinetl 
edges,  and  with  a  more  iir  less  wide  zone  of  redness  and 
ill  filtration  of  the  skin  about  tliem.  Their  l>a.«t'.«  maybe 
cnvei"eii  with  Hai)bvgi-;inidntions;  iirlH'wriUHitli  and  glawd, 
with  thin,  seaiitv  secretion  ;  or  tliev  may  ili,-i-li!irj.'e  a  fjreat 
deal  of  sero-pundent  matter.  Some  of  them  Idetil  ivad- 
ily,  some  do  not.  There  may  be  but  one  iileer,  or  there 
mav  Im"  several  of  them.  One  or  lioth  legs  may  be  affected. 
The  ideern  may  be  small,  or  so  large  as  to  eneirele  the  leg 
and  oeenpy  more  than  half  JLs  Icngtli,  and  tliev  mav  at- 
taiu  this  size  either  by  gnulnal  e.xten^ion  of  themselveB 
or  by  the  junction  of  several  iih'ers.

DiA(iN()sis,  It  is  most  imiHUlnui  to  diagnose  a  varicose 
uiecr  fnini  one  due  to  svphili.s,  aw  tht.'v  require  ditfcrunt 
treatment,  ami  have  a  ihBerent  prognosis,  Tlie  n>//ilii/itie 
iijfier  is  usuiillv  loi'uted  npoa  the  npjRT  hiilf  of  the  lep,  ami 
towartt  its  piwterior  wirfaee,  or  aboni  the  knee.  It  ha'*  all 
mfiltnited  border,  bnt  by  no  means  as  broad  a  one  as  the 
varieoMe  ulcer.  It  laeks  tlie  marked  hifiamniiitory  synij)- 
t<i[n:i of  the  varicose  nli-er,  and  is  "  piinehed-outlrmkiiig" 
with  peqiendiciilar  ridges.  It  is  round,  or,  if  Ibrraed  by 
the  ciMtlition  of  several  softened  tubercles,  it  will  have  n 
scalloped  edge,  indiejitiiig  its  origin  from  several  distijict 
lesions.

Treatmknt.  If  we  can  eonfioe  our  jiatient  abs*iliilely 
to  hill,  and  keep  the  leg  snuglv  and  evenly  bandaged,  the 
nieei's  will  heal  under  siiu])ie  dressiugs.  Thi.s  «e  luinnot 
do  with  most  of  our  eases.  Bandaging  the  leg  from  the 
toes  to  liie  knee  is  an  essential  in  their snewtwfid  niuimgi-- 
nieot,  an  ordinary  roller-baudiige  being  used  as  long  as 
anv  gi"easy  .applications  are  made.  In  iiIwtb  eonueetitl 
with  varicose  veins,  afler  acute  sym|ilvanw  have  subside"!, 
baudiiging  fnim  the  toL's  to  the  kniij  with  a  rubber  blind- 
age is  excellent.  So  X-.m  iu  all  nlwrj-  is  the  eonliunoiis 
bath  with  warm  ^vat<.'r,  or  by  means  of  cloths  wruug  out 
of  hot  water,  frequently  renewed  and  oovere<l  with  oiled 
silk. 

One  of  the  oldest  and  he-t  treatments  for  ulcers  is  to 
touch  them  daily  with  bal.saiii  of  Peru  aud  cover  them 
with  oxide  of  xiuc  ointment,  or,  l)ett«r,  with  Laswir's 
paste.  Dry  dnysings  for  the  ulcer  are  prefemble  to 
greasy  applications,  and  for  this  we  may  use  iodoibrin, 
iodol,  aristol,  subuitrate  or  subiodide  of  bismutli,  or  der-

Sv'Ml'roMH.  The  vast  niiijorilv  of  ciLses  niii  an  acrit« 
course.  Tiic  charaettristic  leature  of  the  diwastr  is  tlie 
appciiraneeiif  wlieais — that  is,  firm,  flat,  cin^imscriljeil  ele- 
vations of  tlic  skin  wlii<'li  ai'eat  first  [linlc,  and  then  white. 
Tliev  may  remain  pink.  Tliev  iii:iv  lie  j'onml,  rival,  anmi- 
lar,  or  chuipited,  anil  are  always  snrnainiletl  liy  a  i-eil 
areiiL'i,  Tliey  vary  in  sine,  someliiucs  lM;in>^  no  larger  tlian 
the  heiul  of  a  pin,  papular  iiliearia,  ami  somi'tinics  of  the 
iliameter  of  an  inch.

Etiology.  The  causes  of  the  disease  are  more  numer- 
ous than  the  forms  it  may  assume.  Most  of  the  anile 
anil  iiiauy  of  the  chronic  wise.-*  are  dependent  U|tiin  irri- 
tating ingesta,  such  as  slu;ll-tish,  Mtniwlx-rries,  cheese, 
iiiekles,  rimwhiiifims,  jHirk,  siinsapcs,  even  nintlon  in  iconic, 
and  almost  anytliintr  in  other  people,  it  being  largely  a 
matter  of  iilio.-yncrasy  :  medicinal  suhstaueeH,  such  us 
t|iiinine,  eubdis,  copailw,  wdieylic  ueid,  opium,  and  other 
drugs.  The  rupture  of  hydatid  cysts  haw  bi'en  followed 
hy  urti(.^aria.  Tiyspcpsia  Id  its  varii)us  forms,  and  con- 
Kti|iiiti<m,  lire  wminion  fuetorw,  especiallv  in  chronic  iirti- 
eariii,  as  are  intestinal  worms  iu  children.  So  also  at 
times  may  be  disorders  of  the  liver,  utciiis,  and  ovaries. 
Some  very  severe  cases  octtur  during  pregnancy.  Some 
cases  wem  to  be  purely  emotional  in  tirigiu.  Gout,  rheu- 
matism, malaria,  and  functional  or  orgsude  diseases  of 
the  nervous  system  will  he  found  at  the  Ixjtloui  of  many 
cases  of  chronic  urticaria.  Wright  holds  that  diminu- 
tion In  tlie  lime  salt.s  in  the  hlood  that  interferes  with  its 
coagiihilitv  is  the  cause. 

Not  only  do  we  have  internal  «mses  pr<Mhicing  the 
disease,  but  also  cxtcnial  ciiuw.'S,  such  as  contact  with  the 
I  jelly-fish  ;  crawling  of  (atcr|nllars  ;  the  ar'tion  of  eotd,  or 
midden  changes  of  tempi'niturc ;  the  gidvanic  current; 
and  bites  of  inseels.  LVtiearin  is  a  common  accompani- 
ment of  scabies  and  pediculosis, 

Patholtkjv.  Urticaria  is  due  to  a  vatomotor  dls- 
tnrlMinee,  At  first  there  occurs  a  spiismodic  iroutnicliou 
of  the  vessels  ofa  circum.siTiV)e<l  area  of  the  iikln,  which 
is  fallowc<l  bv  piinilvtie  dilatation  of  the  vessels  and  re- 
tanlatiou  of  the  eirculatiou,     iSwus  cxudatiim  eusues, 
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fiirniiiig  the  wluiil,  whii-li  ut  first  is  piiik,  anti  Hirn  K"- 
oiiiiii^  wliitt-,  ou  !U-ciiiuit  ol'  the  prc^-sun-  of  liio  Uiiid  ton?- 
ing  out  liie  blcxnl  from  the  ceptral  partri  of  the  wh«d. 
Wlii'L  the  [larcfiis  C(.^s<w,  tlie  st'nius  exudation  U  iili- 
sorixii  iiud  the  |»;irt  returas  to  its  norpuil  dtiililioti.  T. 
C  Gildiri.st,'  Trirok,  ami  others  do  not  Ixilit-vc  in  tlw 
viisoiuotor  tiieurj-  oi'  the  disease,  but  think  tliat  it  \a  an 
intlaiurnatioti  of  tiie  nkin,  due  t<>  the  escaiH-  of  mmc 
ftixiti  from  the  blond  into  the  derma.

Their  i-inulutiou  j^nui- 
iwily  beeunie^  slower,  lill  stiieis  iX'cnrs  tit  liie  i>t_-ri|»hcr)f 
of  the  wlieid.  In  tcji  to  twenty  niijiiiteH  the  wheal 
aiqiearB  on  accxHiaai;  of  cedema  of  xk>a  pan. 

DuQNOSis.  Ilie  occurrenoe  of  wheala  is  pathogno- 
monic of  nrticaria,  as  they  occur  in  no  other  diHcase. 
Wlieo  they  are  |>resent  there  is  no  diffieidty  in  diagnosi& 
When  they  are  not  present  and  we  find  only  scratch- 
marks  we  have  to  decide  whether  we  have  to  do  with 
urticaria  or  eczema,  scabies,  jMKliculosis,  or  dermatitis 
hcriKjtiformis.  Eczema  differs  from  urticaria  in  the  ten- 
deocy  its  lesions  have  to  run  together  and  form  patches 
It  never  could  be  so  generally  distributed  without  pre- 
scuting  some  characteristic  jiatches.  Scabica  sliows  scratch- 
marks  on  the  hands  and  feet,  l>etwoen  tlie  fingers  and 
tws,  in  the  axilhe,  about  the  umbilicus,  aud  on  the  breasts 
of  the  feuiale  and  the  penis  of  the  male.  The  cuni- 
cnli  may  lie  found  in  nuist  ca^«s.  PaUeulosut  shows 
long  [jarallel  scnitch- marks  over  the  back,  between  tlie 
shoulders,  alon^  the  outside  and  inside  of  the  limbs 
where  the  seams  of  the  clothing  come,  and  atvout  tlie 
widst.  Dentuidfif  lifrpHlformin  presents  grouped  lesions, 
which  usually  are  vesicles,  but  may  be  papules.  Erythana 
of  papular  or  tul)ercular  variety  may  resemble  urticaria,

Of  tiourse,  if  the 
eniptiiiii  is  due  to  the  iiigesliou  of  drugs,  tliey  must  be 
titi)|>|ie<l.

It  is 
of\un  well  to  |»ut  the  jiatient  on  a  strictly  milk  diet  for  a 
lew  days,  and  then  add  other  arlielcs  willi  cjire.  Alwi- 
liolitM  in  all  foniis,  and  c^fH'i.'iallv  beer  or  oilier  malt 
liquiir's,  sliould  Ih.'  [iiiihibiteil.  II'  the  gimty  or  rhcuniutie 
diatliefiis  is  at  the  foundation  of  the  trouble,  it  nuist  be 

<  combati.'d.  If  the  outbreidc  shows  mitrl(c<.l  ]ieriiNlicitv, 
»ij||ihale  of  ijiiiuinc  may  d<i  good.  SiUicylate  of  sotia 
and  alkaline  diuretics  and  laxatives  sometimes  ihi  good 
perviee  even  when  there  is  no  evident  rheumatic 
tmiilemy.

Having  the  patient  take  a  warm  lialh  containing  eithi-r  2 
to  ti  pounds  of  bran,  or  a  J  to  J  a  }ionnd  of  bicarbonate 
of  Boda,  or  an  ounce  of  nitmnuiriulic  aeid,  just  iH-forc 
going  t/)  iieil  :  then  drying  the  skin  by  wrapping  in  a 
warm  sheet  and  putting  the  skin  dry ;  then  smearing  th* 
skin  with  a  film  of  vaseline  and  ilredgiug  over  this  corn- 
starch powder,  will  often  give  him  n  gixid  night's  rrsit. 

PiKKiNOHK.  The  vast  nuijonty  "f  cases  of  nrticaria 
recover  in  a  few  hours  or  day^.  The  chronic  ejises  often 
are  most  ob.'itinate,  but  uules.-^  some  severe  nerve  le.siou  is 
at  the  l)ott<)ni  of  the  case,  they  eiui  l>c  cnrc'd  by  patient 
and  [lerseVLTin^rctt'ort,  When  occurring  in  the  t'ours<rnf 
pregnancy,  premature  delivery  may  have  to  be  induced 
to  relieve  the  woman  of  her  .suffering. 
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Symptoms.  Tliis  ia  not  an  ordinary  urticaria,  tltnt,0D 
awiouut  of  it*  chronic  cuurw  and  ihe  licniUjhing;  to  winch 
it  has  been  sulycctwl,  Iwivcs  mori-  or  less  pignitututioti  of 
tile  skin.  Sucli  iL  conditiiiu  i>f  things  is  not  infretiufnlly 
seen.  Urticiiriii  pignicutusu  Ix^ina  within  the  first  si\ 
months  of  life  by  an  eruption  of  wheils  or  tulwrtlfs,  which 
at  first  are  about  tlie  si/^of  asplit  pea,  and  of  a  brownish 
(jr  yellowish-rod  color,  with  a  pink  areola,  liatcr  they 
may  iiicreiise  in  size,  or  several  may  coalesce  to  ibrm  a 
lai^  one,  and  a.-isunie  a  yellow  or  Imft'  «iliir.  These 
wheals  appear  in  crops,  and  run  a  very  nhronie  eonrrw, 
eauli  one  persisting  for  wi-eks  or  moiilJis.  Then  they 
shrink,  become  8i>lleni'<l,  and  diwippear.  Ii'siving  brownish 
pigmcntatiim.  As  the  c<uirsi-  is  chronic,  we  will  find  on 
tile  patient  wheals  or  tnlierclcs  of  red  or  yellow  itilor,  of 
various  sizc.s,  some  hiin  I  and  leiisc,Home  soil  ami  wrinkled, 
,ftnd  browu  stains  of  the  skiu.  Ordinary  uriiairial  evancs- 
ut  whc:ils  will  sonietinies  be  lunnd,  and  rubbing  of  the 
apiKkrenlly  stationary  liiU'rclcs  will  cause  some  of  thcni 
to  erdarge.  The  wheals  are  most  otlen  locjiUil  on  iho 
nk  and  nei:k  ;  then  on  the  limbs,  fiice,  and  head  ;  but 
ey  may  api)ear  on  any  [wrt  of  the  Imily  snrfiice  as  well 
on  the  nincons  niemlinnicsof  the  mi-nlh  and  pharynx, 
It<?:hing  is  usually  prcsi'iit,  but  may  lie  absi'iit.  Ailcr  a 
number  of  years  the  wheals  will  no  longer  come  out,  and 
very  ih  genendly  complete  at  about  tlic  age  of  pulwrty, 
though  the  ilist^ic  rnnv  la-^t  much  li>iiger  than  that.  Mor- 
row '  has  re|torteiI  one  «isc  of  over  twenty  years'  duration. 
The  majority  of  die  cases,  ac<!ording  lo  Crocker,  occur  ia 
boys.      Wo  know  no  caiLse  for  the  disease. 

Histologicjilly,  the  charaeteriHtic  feature,  beside  tlie 
oxlcma  imd  deposit  of  pigment  in  tlic  epidermis,  is  the 
ct'llular  infiltnit.ion  of  the  npi)er  demia  com}>osod  eluefly 
of  mast  ocdls.  In  tliis  disease,  even  in  the  healthy  skin, 
tlie  uumlM'r  of  mast  cills  is  remarkably  increased.  Thus 
far  treatment  has  been  in  vain.  It  is  essentially  theaiunv 
in  chr<inic  nrtiisiria.  One  case  was  cured  by  TiJrok 
1  Journ.  Culiiii.  and  at-n.-Uria.  Dto.,  16U6,  viil.,  UBl 
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anil  Schein'  by  tho  x-rays,  useJ  to  the  prrxlpctiun  of  a' 

ik-rm;ilitis. 

Vaccinal  Eruptions.  The  eruptions  tliat  ac<x)inpany  or 
follow  va'^i'iTialion  may  Im?  local,  wtarting  from  tho  [mint  of 
iiici(mliiti<in  ;  or  {fi'iKTiil,  and  due  to  tlie  abwir|)tioii  of  the- 
virus,  which  in  some  subjects  acts  as  do  mcilicinal  suli- 
stauceH  iu  other  jH-ople.  Tiic  majority  of  them  are  due 
lint  to  uiiy  had  quality  of  the  virus,  but  cither  to  some 
jiecideuttil  infecliou  <ir  to  idiosyoemsy.  Siiiictlnits  iin 
ulcer  will  form  at  the  nitc  of  the  vaceiniitinn  ;  or  starting 
fiiim  this  iKiiut  we  may  have  it  ihruialilis,  eellulitis, 
lympliatifritis,  crysifH-liis,  abscess,  or  fiiriuiele,  .\t  timps 
exulHTiirit  (i^niiiuhilious,  or  what  is  called  an  tii/i^-tirf 
^/riiiiu/nmii,  may  di.-vel<i]i  uixin  the  seat  ofthe  vaccination. 
An  outliifiik  of  iiii]M.>li(2;i»  eoiita)^iosa  may  orij^itiate  from 
inoculation,  the  pus  of  tlie  uore  bw^uning  Inmsferrf*!  to 
other  parts  l>y  the  finger  nails  ;  or  an  eesema  or  psoriasis 
may  he  set  up  liy  the  irrilation  of  the  sure,  ju>t  as  they 
may  liillow  iilher  arteetlons  of  the  skin. 

(ienend  eniptions  usually  appear,  acctniling  to  Hiinin- 
way,  alter  the  ninth  or  tenth  day  of  vawinia,  and  assume 
an  erytliematous,  papular,  i)r  papnio-vfsieular  chiinict*r. 
The  riinmla  nn-cinn  of  Hehra  is  iin  ervlhematouseniptinn 
of  macular  character,  commencing  usiiallv  uihiU  iheariUB, 
and  simetinies  spreading  over  the  whole  bixly.  It  is  ne- 
compauicd  in  eome  ca^cs  with  slight  rise  of  tenij»eratMre 
for  a  few  hours.      It  disappears  and  leaves  no  trae<-. 

We  may  also  cnconnter  pr\-theuia  mullili>rme  and  urti- 
caria  conipHtiiliug  vaccination.  It  is  |mssilili*  Uiat  a  bul- 
lous eruption  may  occur,  but  tliis  is  very  rare.  Kyphilis 
also  may  be  inoculated  in  arni-t«-anii  vaceiiuititm.  (Iiin- 
grene  may  occur  iu  the  Bore  and  other  accidents.  All  of 
these  are  rare. 

Varicella,  or  Chicken-pox,  is  an  eruptive  fever  of  mild 
grade,  with  an  incubative  perioil  of  two  we<'k9.  It  is 
ciiaracterized  by  an  outbreak  of  a  greater  or  less  number

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of  transient  red  papules  and  clear  vesicles,  of  piiiheud  to 

pea  size,  and  varying  phajw,  tluit  cume  out  in  ctojih,  LottT 
tiiey  may  bccouu'  pustules.  A  li.ing;  vt't-li^le  is  very  cliar- 
acteristic  of  tins  eriiptiuii,  as  is  llje  location  of  the  VL'sicle 
or  pustule  to  one  side  of  the  areola.  Tiie  cruplion  is  usu- 
ally acanty,  Umbilicatiou  occurs  in  stme  of  tlie  vesicles. 
The  vesicle  tan  he  easily  rii[>(urcil.  There  is  usually  only 
eliglit  constitutional  disturliancc.  The  nuieous  nieuihiiines 
may  be  involved.  In  the  early  stjijres  tlicre  is  possi- 
bility of  taking  the  tlisciLw  for  variola.  It  is  difl'ereu- 
tiatcd  from  it  by  the  mildncsHof  its  symptoms,  the  finding 
of  leaions  in  all  staj.'cs,  tlie  caw  with  which  the  vcnieles 
may  be  rujitnred,  the  infreqneuceof  umhiliwiliou  and  (he 
rapid  amrsa  it  runs.     Treatment  is  purely  expectant. 

Varicella  QangrsnoBa.  Si'c  l>crinatitis  gangneiiosa  in- 
fantum. 

Variola,  <ir  Smallpox,  in  an  acute  onntagioiis  fever  with 
an  incubative  |>eriiKl  iif  about  two  weeks.  It  is  chame- 
terized  bv  very  severe  prodromal  symptoms,  sucli  as 
hi'adacbc  anil  intense  pain  in  the  back  jin<l  legs,  ami  tlie 
appearaneo,  usually  on  the  thint  day,  of  an  eruption  of 
minute  rcti  spots  thatsiKin  <'ljaiigc  ijilo  small,  round,  hard, 
fihotly  papules.  The  cruptinu  is  first  seen  on  the  face 
about  the  foi-eiiead  and  mouth  and  on  liie  iieek  and  wrisbi. 
In  alHHit  twenty-four  liours  after  its  tirj-t  ap|>eiinince  ves- 
icles form  upon  the  |>apuh'i-,  and  attain  their  full  ilevel- 
opuicnt  i'v  aixuit  llu'ir  tifVh  dav.  Tltev  then  arcutidiili- 
laited,  arc  loi-at'Kl  ujMm  a  bnrd  bane,  and  have  a  w<'ll- 
markeil  areola.  IS'iiw  ihcy  ehanjp-  iiitii  pustules,  and  a 
well-marked  .'iccfmdary  fever  attends  the  change.  After 
about  four  or  live  <liivs  tlic  pustules  dry  up  into  eru'-ls, 
and  afterward  these  fidi,  leiiving  pllteil  cicatrices  in  many 
places.  The  nnieous  mcuibraiics  are  eomniouly  invulviil. 
In  rariohiil,  inotlitied  small(>ox,  the  constitutional  s\-m|>- 
tnms  as  well  aw  the  eruption  are  of  much   milder  grade.

Vtr- 
ri«yi  pfniiii  is  a  flat  wart,  hut  elightly  eltvated,  suid  vnrv- 
ing  in  size  t'rum  that  of  a  piiifiead  tn  a  half-!ii<-Ji    in  dia- 
meter.    Tht-:«  sonit'tinies  tiociir    in    large  nimdierti.      In 
joimg  peiiple  they  oecur  iiimn  the  face  and  haeks  of  tl>e 
liancLt,  and  may  or  may  nut  be  pigmented.     Iu  old  pe«ip)e 
tliev  iweur  oo  the  trunk  and  arms  and   tire   pi^iueiiti-<l, 
ami  are  ciiileil  rrrmcd  naiilh  or  selKirrliceal  waH#.       IW- 
rui-a  nt^iviiufilii,  also  <alle<l  rimilifdnnii  lu-mniiHita ,  vfyfin- 
tioH  ttennlffiif,  npUsrnvyirzni,  and  venereal   or  tiirnxf  trart, 
ia  met  with  iu  the  anal  and  genital  r<^ion]«  of  both  istsevi, 
as  aUo  in  the  axillie,  under  the  hanging  breasts,  in  the 
nnibiheus,  and    iK-tw'cen    tlie  tin's.      These  arc    vaseular, 
sessile  or  i>ediin<'ul:ifed,  and  com]M)sed  of  a  grejit  tinmiwT 
of  closely  ajt^niS"^*^  prujeetionrt  of  viirions  shap«'^.      On 
exposed  situations  they  are  dry  and  of  the  cokir  of  the 
skin  ;  while  in  lix-ations  that  are  moist — ihiit  in,  lx^we^•n 
the  skin-folds — ihey  are  eovored  with  a  whiti^h  pnrifomi 
seeretion,  and,  unless  kept  very  elean,  ihey  emit  an  <ifli-n- 
sive  odor.

They  are  eontjigion.*,  or  auto-inoridal)le  at  least,  and  jMtr- 
asites  have  Iwen  iMiLiled  and  d<rlure<l  to  !«•  the  morhitic 
agents.  They  have  been  ]iriHhi<e<l  bv  iiioenlation.  They 
oe/nir  more  frei]iiently  in  llie  young  than  in  the  old,  and 
may  be  tvingenital.  Venereal  warts  are  traeeahle  to  irri- 
tjiting  di.seharpes,  but  n^it  by  any  nieinis  aiwaya  t»>  a 
gonorrlKeji,     Thev  arc  undonljiediv  conLigions, 

pATiror-fXiY,  \Viirts  con^Tn  ibe  rete  mostly,  being 
markedly  downward  and  upward  gniwths  of  its  cells.  The 
])iiptllie  Ix'neatb  tlie  wart  are  flattene<I.  The  eorncotis  layer 
of  the  skin  isliypiTtrophied.bnt  less  <.i*mpaet  than  uorniid, 
Verriicjeaenuiiuatie  iMHer  from  other  warts  in  the  absenee 
of  any  amtmalies  of  kerati nidation,  and  iu  the  exetvsivc 
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(levelopmoat  of  the  ret«,  markud  papillary  eiilargcnieDt 
anil  abundant  vu.^ciilur  Mi)i[)ly. 

Tkeatment.  Tin;  treaiiiitiit  iit'iuoistaJI  warts  is  prompt 
and  ellicicnt  by  means  oi'  the  eiirdU:,  scraping  tlieni  i>li' 
while  tlie  skin  is  sliglilly  stretcLod.  If  tliere  ts  any  di>iil*t 
about  tlieir  returning,  tlicir  bases  may  be  touelieil  with 
iixline  or  nitriu  acid.  Gouerally  simple  seraping  iw  stifti- 
cient.  The  wart  ofo;u  istliu.'^  tnnieilimt  oi'liie  skin  entire, 
like  a  pea  from  a  pml.  So  sear  is  left,  because  the  eoHum 
is  not  wonnded.  Kicctrotifms  may  Ik.-  used.  The  digitate 
and  filiform  wiirU  may  be  snip|)eil  oft'  with  the  nc'inKiirn. 
If  ojierativi!  inti.'rfereneo  is  ivfu.sisl,  the  warts  may  l>e  re- 
moveil  liy  painting  with  tinetui-e  of  I'hIIm  ;  or  a  saturated 
solution  of  milie.i/lic  imd ;  itv  a  ^0  ]kt  eent.  solution 
ot'regorciii ;  tincture  of  Ibiija  ;  or  nilrii:  or  i/tiicinl  acetic 
acid,  G.  W.  Fitz'  says  tiiat  painting  them  daily  widi  a 
10  per  cent,  solution  <•(  i^hri/Mirotiin  in  traumaticin,  after 
rubbing  thein  down  with  fine  wandpajwr,  will  remove  them 
iu  a  Wi'ck  or  so.  In  the  eountrv  elnhtren's  wiirt.sare  re- 
movable in  some  aises  by  the  appliejitiou  of  the  jinre  of 
the  eonimon  milk-weeil.  Chrumio  imiH  is  a  powerful 
oanstic.  Gmixti''  imtnih  is  not  a  safe  agent  to  use,  unle^ 
care  i.**  ha<l  to  limit  its  aetion  by  a  ring  of  was  almut  tlie 
wart.  The  f/'iii'iiii'i-ciiiilerif  may  also  be  eni|>loyed,  !is  well 
as  x-rai/i.  S]iarking  with  the  hUih-fri'ifunii-ij  rurnnit  is 
also  a  good   nicthml  of  tri^atnieiit. 

Venereal  warU  may  lie  reiuoviii  by  kii'iiiiig  them  elwm 
ami  Jrv,  and  painting  them  with  /''/.  jjlmiilii  ini.hai-diUli', 
nr  a  solution  of  tlio  pfrvlilxrlite,  i>r  /lersu/jjliate  (if  iriin  ;  or 
dnstiug  tlieni  with  salicylic  acid  and  stjirch,  or  with  boric 
ueiii.

J.  B,  (Jtuj^icT  '  claiui:^  id 
cure  warts  ia  from  four  U>  six  weeks  liy  giving  a  wine 
gliuis  of  /(W  tmla-  in  a  link'  milk  at^cr  tJie  noon  day 
meal.  C.  Watson*  has  cured  a  ca>te  of  multiple  warts 
by  giving  a  J  ounce  nf  ctuitor  oU  twice  during  the  lirst 
week,  iiuci  once  a  week  afterward.  I  have  tried  tliiii  with- 
out access. 

Warts  very  often  di.sappear  of  themselves  and  no  one 
lias  ever  sei'ii  thcni  fall.

Adults  are  niiwt  fre- 
i^ucntly  afl'ectttl.  liotli  wxes  art*  subject  to  it.  It  is  nioi-e 
common  in  the  warm  tiian  in  (lie  (.■old  countries,  and  is 
|iarticnlariy  common  in  iiifjrocH.  Exposure  to  the  snn 
and  eold  seems  to  lie  an  excitiint  in  some  CJist-s.  It  liiis  tiil- 
lowe<i  typliiiid  fever,  scarlatina, and  inatarial  fever.  Wood ' 
says  that  wlien  nnilattors  conlmct  syphilis  tliev  liecoine 
several  shades  lij^lner  all  over  tlie  ImhIv.  Sym|)toniati<'ally 
it  is  seen  with  morplm-a,  Addison's  disciiH',  and  alo|»eeia 
areata.  There  is  also  a  sypliilitie  vitiligo.  I  liuvo 
had  one  «ase  in  n  man  of  eif;liteen  years,  wiio  liepm  to 
smoke  lubaeeo  when  lie  was  six  years  of  ix^v,  and  liatl  ec.n- 
tiniieil  to  do  so.      He  seemed  ti>  lie  in  the  iK'st  of  htudth. 

r>lA<i.N(tsis.  There  is  little  difficulty  in  diajrnosJs,  as 
there  js  no  other  disease  in  which  the  oidy  symptom  is  a 
lossof  pi|;ment  with  a  snrroundinj;pii;nientation.  In  mur- 
jibirii  the  jialeh  niav  be  rjiised,  nnd  the  ^kln  is  ehaofred  in 
texture,  and  th<'re  is  apt  ti>  he  a  little  ring  alioiit  it.  In 
MiKminn  the  pateii  it-^-lf  is  dark  with  a  convex  bonier, 
while  in  vitiligit  the  boi-der  of  the  pipmentiition  is 
coni^ive.  The  ciuieavc  Iwirder  of  the  pifrinentation  will 
also  distinguish  the  ilisease  fnim  rlir"riiitjilii/hyiii,  which 
is  alwi  w<'alv.  Thi'  n<>rmiii  si'nsiition  of  the  palehes  dis- 
tin^iishes  them  from  Ifprtmi/,  in  which  tliu  [uitches  arc 
a[iu!s[het  ic.

Tlie  stji^e  <il'  iiiculi!iliiiii  lii.sLs  from  two  to  fight  weeks  up 
til  tliri'e  or  tiiiir  montliM,  aii<l  U  wiliioutsjK-cial  syriiptoms. 
At  the  end  ot*  this  wtago  the  initial  le.-iion  apjiears.  It  is 
11  pin  head-sized  papule  that  beconie.s  piistnltir,  and  then 
changes  into  an  nlirr  willi  j><'r'|H'ndieiilar  cilgeH.

An  acute  disease  of  the  skin  characterized  by  a  unilat^ 
cral  eruption  of  groups  of  vesicles  upon  reddened  bases 
Kcattered  along  the  course  of  certain  nerves. 

SVMPTfJMS.  Zoster,  like  psoriasis,  presents  such 
marked  legions  that  once  seen  it  is  readily  recognized 
when  seen  again.  It  occurs  in  the  form  of  groups  of 
vesicles  seated  upon  red  bases,  and  arranged  along  the 
course  of  nerves  upon  which  there  are  ganglia,  (t^'g. 
99.)  The  vesicles  are  at  first  filled  with  serum  that  vS- 
terward  may  become  cloudy.  They  do  not  tend  to  break 
down  of  themselves,  hut  are  frequently  ruptured  by  ac- 
cident. The  size  of  the  groups  varies  greatly.  There  may 
be  but  a  few  vesicles  or  a  large  number  of  them  closely 
crowded  together.  Sometimes  a  group  is  no  larger  than  a 
tlirec-cent  piece,  and  sometimes  it  is  several  inches  in 
its  longest  diameter.  Sometimes  the  vesicles  may  run 
ti^cther  and  liimi  blebs.  The  shape  of  the  groups  is 
always  irregular.  There  maybe  but  two  or  three  groups 
or  a  score  of  tlicm.     In  nearly  all  cases  the  disease  is

unilateral,  though  it  is  nut  lUKsimmnn  for  one  or  two 
gnmps  Uj  be  found  cliwe  to  the  midille  Uiic,  ou  tlie  aide 
op[K)»it«  to  the  aiU:  of  tlie  disease,  and  cases  of  double 
ojster  oOTUr,  though  very  rarely  and  never  ou  tlic  same 
level.  All  tlie  giviui>8  do  not  tome  out  at  once,  but,  as 
it  were,  by  a  series  of  outbre-ak^,  the  earliest  ones  to  ap- 
peiir  usually  being  tliuse  nearfat  llie  |iiiiut  nf  exit  of  the 
nerve.  The  emptiou  \a  usually  at  its  height  iu  a  week, 
the  vesicles  drying  u|i,  fijnning  a  crust  and  falling  ott', 
leaving  a  red  mark  tiiat  soon  f:uh;-.  The  wlmlc  diiralion 
of  the  disease  is  fi'oin  tvn  ilays  to  three  or  four  ww-ks. 

In  many,  if  not  most,  casi's  tlie  patient  cxix-ricnces 
neuralgic  [Kiin  in  the  nerve  along  whose  course  the  enij»- 
tion  is  about  ti>  appeiir.  This  is  s^imetimes  wanting,  and 
geuerally  lassi-iw  or  disap[K'ai-H  when  the  eruption  ap|KMvrs. 
Sometimes  the  pain  ia  severe  during  the  <hinition  of  the 
eniption,  and  atler  it  is  gone.  Tender  [toiuts  may  olh^n 
be  found  over  the  [¥>rnls  of  exit  of  the  nerves,  like  tfiose 
iouiid  in  neuralgia.  In  Home  patiunts  tiiere  will  be  fever 
befiire  the  outbreak  of  the  vesicles  or  the  successive 
ap|>earaneeof  new  grougw.  The  vesicular  stage  is  preccilcd 
by  an  erythenialo-fmpular  stjige.  Very  nirely  some  of  the 
grou|i8  may  aliort  at  this  stage.  Kxeeptioiuilly,  aoster 
may  occur  on  both  slcies  of  the  Imclv.  In  nciirlvall  cases 
the  disejLSe  di>es  not  recur.  Kxeeplionally  a  patient  may 
have  several  attacks  of  tiie  disease. 

Most  cases  of  zoster  oeeur  u[H)n  the  trunk,  and,  it  is 
said,  especially  ou  the  right  fide.  It  also  occurs  ujmn 
tlie  fiice,  on  branches  of  the  tlHh  nerve,  when  it  nuiy  in- 
volve the  eye  and  produce  blindness  by  desiruclive 
uh'eration  of  the  cornea.  The  neck  maybe  alieeletl,  and 
with  ittlie  arm.  The  leg,  ti»",  niiiy  suffer.  Generally  the 
eruption  does  not  riiich  further  down  tluin  theellmw  and 
kuei!,  though  it  mayoccnipy  the  forearm  and  hand,  leg  and 
fimt.  In  nire  instaueta  the  tongue  and  pharynx  may  lie 
aff'ei-te<I.  Vurioug  niunea  lire  U8e<l  to  desigmile  the  iocatioa 
of  tlic  cniptiim,  sueli  as  zoster  fnmlalis.  ophtliidniicus, 
porvicatin,  in tvreos talis,  genito-crur.il  is,  and  tlie  Uke.

J.  V.  Schauilierg'  sivs  thut  on  the  jKistcrior  riwta 
of  tlie  spinal  nerves  are  fonnd  :  1.  AeiiU-  inflammation 
with  oxuiliition  nf  small,  red,  deeply  staininji;  cells,  2. 
fjctravusatioii  of  IiIihhI.  -'I.  IVslrnctiiin  nf  g-auglion  cells 
and  fihrt's,  and  4.  Infianmintiou  of  tlie  sheatli  of  tlie 
giinglion. 

DiAtixiifiis.  Z4>stcr  in  most  cases  is  residily  recogiuz- 
alile.  It  difiers  fnim  evzinnn  in  haviiif;  hii'(^'r  vesicles 
that  do  not  tenil  to  rupture;  in  its  jiatehy  ehamctcr,  the 
jiatjihiv  iM'tny  liNiiled  alotif;  certain  uerve-triinks  ;  iu  the 
neuralgia  that  accompanies  it;  and  in  the  definite  eoiirse 
that  it  runs.  IhTjif*  jiti-itiHH  or  pityf/niitiiliii  sometimes 
resenililes  zoster  quite  closely,  Imt  iu  them  there  will 
ofk'n  Ih.-  a  history  of  previous  attacks;  they  will  not 
(jceur  so  markedly  !is  groups  of  vesicles  ujiou  one  side 
ahjiie  ;  and  tliey  will  not  Ih'  jireceded  hy  the  same  amouot 
of  neuralgia.  Uysiime  aiithorilies  hcrpi's  and  zoster  are 
conMideii'd  to  l)e  tlie  same  disease.

Hcar^.  To  this  cml  we  slii«il<I  nvoicl  ointments  nntJ  nw 
duHting  poimlerif,  such  as  oxiile  uf  /.inp,  bisnjutL,  »tarch, 
piiiiacol,  5  per  oeut.  with  srtarph  jwwder,  or,  what  ia 
buttur,  we  shoukl  piiint  the  veaitOisi  with  flexible  rotlinflntt 
with  or  without  morphiue,  which  Mmetinics  seems  to  almrt 
the  fomiatiou  of  vesiele.i,  with  a  50  per  wnt.  aqiieoiiti 
si>lution  of  idithyol.  It  is  abo  advisible  Ui  cover  tbe 
eruption  with  a  s>ifl  linen  hanila^'  to  prevent  rubbing. 
If  the  vosictes  h:ive  bwumie  broken  anil  nieeratinn  Iiiih 
ensuctl,  then  we  have  1-3  treat  the  ulcers  tm  ciiryienl 
priuciplew. 

To  relieve  tlie  pain  of  zoster  the  galvanic  rurniit  give* 
the  l»e8t  results,  one  sponge  electrode  lieing  plai-ed  over 
thespiiie,  nnd  a  at4.<cl  roller  eleetnxU'  iittiielieil  to  the  other 
pole  anil  parsed  around  the  groups  liir  ten  or  lif'tcen 
minutes  onwt  or  twice  a  day.  A  current-strength  of  2 
or  A  milliompttreri  may  be  used,  and,  if  it  uin  be  dono, 
the  last  ajiplication  should  be  made  just  lx<fore  goin^  Ut 
bed.  Other  means  are  hvpiMlermica  of  morphine;  blister-
